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PREFACE. 



1 HE object of the prefent Medical portable Dic- 
tionary is to deliver, in a concife and perfpicuous 
manner,, the explanation, &c. of all the terms ufed 
in the whole fcience of medicine. 

Many excellent works have already appeared on 
the fame fubject ; but their magnitude and diffufe- 
nefs are great objections to their general utility. A 
work, therefore, concentrating their advantages with- 
out their inconvenience, it is hoped, will be accept- 
able to medical ftudents. How far the Author's 
intentions have been anfwered in this performance 
is refpectfully fubmitted to the judicious confedera- 
tion and candour of the learned. 
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A "A. or ANA. A term in pharmacy ; from ava, T\hkn 
•* *■ J fignifies of each. It is never ufed but after the men- 
tion of two or more ingredients, when it implies, that the 
quantify mentioned of each ingredient fhould be taken. 

ABDOMEN. The belly ; from abJo, to hide ; becaufe 
it hide? the vifcera. A cavity between the thorax and the 
pelvis, lined by a fmooth membrane called the peritoneum, 
and containing the omentum or cpipicor., ftc-rr.r.ch. and intel- 
tines, liver, gall-bladder, mefentery, fpleen, pancreas, kidneys, 
renal glands or capfules, part of the thoracic du<3, descend- 
ing aorta, and vena cava afcendens. Externally the abdo- 
men is diftinguiihed into the epigaflric, hypochondriac, um- 
bilical, and hypogaftric regions. 

ABDOMINAL RING, Inguinal Ring. An oblong, ten- 
dinous opening in both groins, tnrough which the fpermatic 
cord of men, and round ligaments of the uterus of women, 
pafs. It is through this opening, that the inteftine or omen- 
tum falls in ruptures. 

ABDUCENT NERVES. . Tbe fixth pair of nerves are 
fo called, becaufc thty go to the abducent or rectus externus 
mufcle.

From ab, from, and duco, to draw ; a 
name given to thofc mufcles, which pull back parts of the 
body, into which they are infertcd. 

ABDUCTOR LNDICIS MANUS. A mufcle of the 
fore finger, which moves it towards the thumb. 

ABDUCTOR INDICIS PEDIS. A mufcle of the fore 
toe, which pulls it inwards, towards the great toe. 

ABDUCTOR MINIMI DIGITI MANUS. A mufcle 
■of the little finger, which draws it from the refl. 

ABDUCTOR MEDI1 DIGI H PEDIS. An interofftal 
mufcle of the foot, which pulls the middle toe inwards. 

ABDUCTOR MINIMI DIGITI PEDIS. A mufcle of 
the little toe, which draws it out from the reft. 

ABDUCTOR OCULI. One of the ftraight mufcles of 
the eye, which moves the eye outwards. 

ABDUCTOR POLL1CIS MANUS. A mufcle of the 
thumb, which moves it from the fingers. 

ABDUCTOR POLLICIS PEDIS. A mufcle of the 
great toe, which pulls it from the reft. 

ABDUCTOR TERTII DIGITI PEDIS. An interof- 
fcal mufcle of the foot, which palls the third toe inwards. 

ABORTION. A mifcarriage, or the expulfion of the 
fcetus from the uterus before the feventh month. 

ABROTANUM. From aSgtx, fofc. Common fouthern- 
wood. ArUm'ijla ahrotar.urn of Linn^us. A plant poffeffed 
-of a flrong, and, 10 moll people, an agreeable i'mell ; a pun- 
gent, bitter, and fomewhat naui'eous taile. It is fuppolcd to 
(timulatc the whole fyftcm, hut more particularly that of the 
litems. It is rarely ufed, unlefs in the way of fomentation. 
_ ABSCESS. Apojhma. Impoftume. A collection of pus 
jn the cellular or adipofe membrane ; from abt and eedo, to 
jctire. 

ABSINTHIUM. Several plants are diflinguilhed by this 
name ; from *, priv. and 4,^, delegation ; becaufe, on ac 
count of their very bitter tafte, they afford no delight ; or 
sconi eo^tmim, unpleaiant.

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ABSINTHIUM MARITIMUM. Sea wormwood. A>- 
■ miftj narlt'wn of Linnaeut< A plant will, it grows n 
fully aoout thf lea {tore, and in fait rnarfhes. 
fjnell are conDderably lefs unpleafant than thb'fe of common 
wormwood ; hence it is preferred to that plant when too 
often five to t lie flomach. A conferve of the tops,- Ofyftrva 
etjftntbii maritimi, i 3 directed by the London Pharmacopoeia. 

ABSINTHIUM VUI.OARE. Common wormwood. 
Artemi/ia abftnihium of Linnrcus. A plant, a native of Brit- 
ain, poffeffe'd of a firong, difagrecable ffneff, and fo ir.teni'cly 
naufeous, ?.nd bitter a tafte, a 1 ; to be proverbial. It is a good 
tonic and fto.machk, and is given alfo by many as an anti- 
helmmtio. Externally it is ufed as an antii'epnc, in fomen- 
tations. There is a tinihujs of the Mowers ordered by the 
Edinburgh Pharmacopoeia ; but the moft agreea'.lj way of 
zdminiftering this remedy is in pills made of the extract. 

ABSORBENT*. Medicines arc fo termed, which have 
no acrimony ir. themselves; and deftroy acidities in the ftom- 
ach and bowels ; from au/orb:», to fuck up ; fuch are, cal- 
cined magnefia, prepared chalk, oyfter-faell.i, crab's claws, &c. 

. In anatomy, they are a fyftem of finall, 

delicnte, transparent veffel«, that abforb, and convey a fluid 
to the thoracic duct, which is their trunk or termination, 
They arc divided into lacteals and lymphatics. 

ACCELERATOR UIUNiE _/;•;/ EJACULATORSF.M- 
INIS. A mufcle cf the penis, which proper the urine and 
iemen forwards, by grafping the bulbous part of the urethra. 

ACCESSORII of WILLIS. The name given by Will's 
to thofe nerves, which afcend from the fecqnd, fourth, and 
fifth cervical pair, through the great forariii n of the occipital 
bone, and pals out again from the cranium through the fo- 
ramina lacera, to be diftributed on the trapezius mufcle.

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ACETATS (Aietjs, lis,/. m.J Salts formed by tlie union 
of the acetic acid, or radical vinegar, with different bafes ;

ACETIC ACID. Concentrated acid of vinegar. Rad- 
ical vinegar. It may be obtained by expofmg vinegar to 
froft. The frozen part confifts aknoft entirely of water, and 
the part which remains is the acetic acid. 

ACETITES fAettu, itis, f. m.J Salts formed by the 
union of the acetous acid, or diflilled vinegar, with different 
bafes ; thus aluminous asetite, ammoniacul <m.titt, &C. &.C. 

ACF;TGSA PRATENSIS. Common forrcl. Rumex 
ecettfa of Unnxu";. A common plant in meadows and pas- 
tures. Its leaves have a fharp, and pleafant, acid tafte. They 
are ufed in many places as food, and are found to be of im- 
portant advantage where a r«frigerant and antifcorbutic 
regimen is required. They are, alfo, of infinite ftrvice to 
foul ulcers, applied in the form of poultice. 

ACETOUS ACID. Diflilled vinegar. Salts formed 
by the union of this acid with different bafes, arc termed 
acct'des, 

ACETUM. Vinegar ; from acer, four. A four liquor, 
obtained from many vegetable fubftantes diflblvcd in boiling 
water, and fiom fermented and fpirituous liquors, by expo- 
fmg them to heat and contact with air ; under which cir- 
c^mftances they undergo the acid fermentation, and afford 
the liquor called vinegar. It is much ufed to feafon food ; 
it highl/ eltetmed as an antifeptic, refrigerant, and antifcor- 
butic. Applied externally to inflammations, it is a very 
powerful refolvent. All its combinations are likewil'e ap- 
plied to medical purpefes. 

ACKILLES, tendon of. Tlie flrong tendon of the gaf- 
tnjentmins and fokus mufcles, which is infened into the 
heel. 

ACHORES. Scales Capitis. A difeafe, which attach 
the hairy fcalp of the head, forming foft and fcaly eruptions, 
i he proxunate caufe, according to Lukrv, Is an acefcent and 
rancid itate of the animal mucus. The remote caufel are 
•w-itfiuon, ccarfc diet, and a metaftafis of fome retained 
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humour. — Prognofis. It is fuppofcd to be a critical evacua- 
tion of an acrimonious humour ; hence it is falubrious to 
children, and ought not to be repelled. 

ACID. An acid is a combination of vital air, or oxygenc. 
with a certain elementary bafis. Every acid fubftance pof- 
fefles a four tafte, changes the colour of turnfole, fyrup wf 
violets, &c. red, and moftly effervefces with alkalis. Acids 
are divided into animal, vegetable, and mineral, of each of 
which there are feveral. See Acetic acid, Benzoic acid, Car- 
bonic acid, Formic acid, &c. &c. 

ACINI BILIOSI. The fmall glands of the liver, which 
feparate the bile from the blood : from acinus, a grape-ftonc. 

ACINIFORM TUNIC. The uvea is fo termed by fome 
writers : from acinus, a grape, and forma, refemblance. 

ACONTTUM. Common wolf's-bane. Aconitum napellus 
of Linnaaus. This plant is a native of the mountainous and 
woody parts of Germany, France, and Switzerland, but Is 
cultivated for its beauty in our flower-gardens. Every part 
of the plant is itrongly poifonous. The extract, or infpif- 
fated juice, is given in violent rheumatic, fcrophulous, and 
venereal affections. Its virtues are fudorific, diuretic, and 
fub vertiginous. It fhould be given in fmall dofes, and grad- 
ually and cautioufly increafed. 

ACOUSTICS. Remedies which are employed with a 
view to reftore the fenfe of hearing, when wanting or di- 
minifhed ; axoutrnxa, from ckweiy, to hear. 

ACROMION. The anterior and fuperior projecting 
portion of the fpine of the fcapula, iituated at the fhoulder ; 
from <x-X£ o; ' l ^ e t0 P' ^^ <V*°fi ^ c humerus. 

ADDUCTORS. The name of thofe mufcles, which bring 
forwards, or draw together, thofe parts of the body to wnich 
they arc annexed ; from ad, to, and duco, to draw. 

ADDUCTOR BREVIS FEMORIS. } Thefe three 
ADDUCTOR LONGUS FEMORIS. I mufcles form 
ADDUCTOR MAGNUS FEMORIS. J the triceps fe- 
moris, a mufclc of the thigh, which brings it upwards, ac- 
cording to the different directions of its fibres, and in fome 
degree rolls the thigh outwards.

An interof- 
feal mufcle of the foot, which pulls the little toe inwards. 

ADDUCTOR OCULI. One of the ftraight mufcles of 
the eye, which turns it towards the nofe. 

ADDUCTOR POLLICIS MANUS. A mufcle of the 
thumb, which draws it towards the fingers. 

ADDUC !"OR POLLICIS PEDIS. A mufcle of the 
great toe, which brings it nearer the reft. 

ADDUCTOR TERTII DIGITI PEDIS. An intcrof- 
fexl mufcle of the foot, which draws the third toe out- 
wards towards the little toe. 

ADRNOLO" GY. The doftrinc of the glands ; from aJV, 
a gland, and hiyos, a difcourfe. 

AD EPS. Fat. An oily fecretion from the blood into 
the cells of the cellular membrane. See Fat. 

ADIPOSE MEMBRANE. The fat collected in the 
cells of the cellular membrane ; from adept, fat. 

ADIPSIA. A want of thirfl ; from «, neg. and Iti,** 
thirfl. 

ADNATA TUNICA. The name of the conjunctive 
membrane ; from ad, to, and mifcor, to grow. 

ADSTRINGENTS. In medicine, are thofe fubftances, 
which poffefs a power of condenfing the animal fibre. To 
the t-afte, they impart a fenfe of drynefs, and a remarkable 
corrugation in the parts on which they immediately aft. 
1 hey are adminiftered to reftore diminifhed tonic power, fe- 
cretions morbidly augmented, as the alvine fecrctions &c, 
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Thofe in moll efleem are, alumcn, catechu, lignum cav.pecbenfe t 
forum, rofa rubra, acids, exercife, and cold. 

ADSTRINGENTS. In forgery, adftringents are thofe 
fubftanccs, which procure a couftriction of the orifices of 
rupi ured veffels ; foch arc cuprum, oleum terebinthina, &c. 

ADYNSMI-ffi. A defecl: of vital powers} from a, priv. 
and i\»x/jus, power. It conftitutes the fecond order of the 
clafs neurefes of Cullen's Nolblogy, and comprehends fyncope, 
dyfpepfia, and hypochendriafis. 

j'EGYI.OPS. An ulcer in the internal canthus of the 
c e ; from '</ s . a go.it, and vL an eye ; goat's eye : becaul'e 
• goats are fuid to be very i'ubject to this diieafe. 

.ffiSTRUM VENEREUM. 1 he venereal orgafm, or 
the pleafant fcnfation experienced during coition. 

M ri6L0GY. The dodrine of the caufes of difeafes ; 
from xiTicc, a caufe, and hry<&; a difcourfe. 

JE i HER. A liquor obtained by diflillation from a mix- 
ture of alkohol and concentrated vitriolic acid. It is much 
lighter, more volatile, and more inflammable, than rectified 
fpirit of wine, and pofieffes nervine, antifpafmodic, ftomachic, 
and tonic powers. The term is derived from euitig, a iup- 
-pofed fine, fubtie fubftance, or medium. 

AFFINITY. Attraction. Elective attraction. A term 

llfed by chemifts, to denote the continual tendency to bring 

principles together, which are ununited ; and to retain, with 

or lefs energy, thofe which are already in combination. 

are. tiro kinds of affinity or attraction diftinguifhed 

by chemifls. I. The ajfinity of aggregation, which is the 
power that caufes two homogeneous bodies to tend towards 
each other, and to cohere after they are united : thus two 
drops of water unite into one, and form an aggregate, of 
which each drop is known by the name of an integrant part, 
a. The affinity of composition. This is that affinity from which 
new combinations refult : thus bodies of different kinds ex- 
ert a tendency or attraction upon each other, which is more 
or lefs ftrong ; and it is by virtue of this force that all the 
changes of compofition and decomposition obferved amongft 
them are effected. 

B AGALACTIA. 
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AGALACTIA. A defect of milk in child-bed ; froia 
*, priv. and yahx, milk. 

AGEUSTIA. Aysvrtx. A want of, or diminilhed taftc 
A genus in the order dyfaJtLrfne, and clafs locales of Cullen. 
It is moftly fymptomatic of fever, paralyfis, &c. 

AIR. An invifible, colonrlefs, infipid, inodorous, weigh- 
ty, elaftic fluid, fufceptible of rarefaction and condenfation, 
in which we breathe. Atmofpherical air is a compound of 
oxygene, azote, and carbonic acid. In ioo parts of thi> 
air there arc 72 of azote, 17 of oxygene, and 1 of carbo- 
nic acid. 

ALJE. Wings. Frequently applied to any part extend- 
ed like a wing. 

ALM 4 NASI. The lateral and moveable parts of the nofc. 

ALBUGINEA OCULI. A name of the conjuncti"<* 
membrane of the eye ; from alius, white. 

ALBUGINEA TESTIS. A ftrong white membrane 
concreted to the fubftance of the teflicle ; from albas, white. 

ALBUMEN. A'.lumcna. The coagulable lymph. 

ALEXIPHARMACA. Alexipharmics. Thofe medi- 
cines are fo termed, which counteract poilwns ; from a\ti,:, 
to expel, and ?zQ/xax.ov, a poifon. 

ALKALIS. A term given *c fubftances, which poffefs 
an acrid, burning, urinous imell ; convert fyrup of violeu 
to a green colour ; render oils mifcible with water ; and ef- 
fervefce with certain acids : from kali, a plant, fo called, 
from which alkali is obtained. See Barilla. 

ALKALI CAUSTIC. Pure pot-afh. Pure foda. Al- 
kalis are fo called when deprived of the carbonic acid they 
contain, for they then become more cauftic and more violent 
in their action. 

ALKALI FIXED. Thofe alkalis are fo called, that emit 
no characteriftic fmell, and cannot be volatilized. Two kinds 
of fixed alkalis have only, hitherto, been difcovered, viz. the 
vegetable alkali, or pot-afh ; and the mineral alkali, or foda. 
See Alkali vegetable and Alkali mineral. 

ALKALI 
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ALKALI MINERAL. Soda. Natron. So called, be- 
cause it forms the bads of marine fait. It is obtained from 
marine plants, but chiefly from -the &al/3a kali of Linnsu*. 
{ See Barilh.) '1 he two lakes of natron to the weft of Delta 
in Egypt, which are dry in the rummer months, alfo afford 
a bed of two feet in thickntfs of this fait. 

ALKALI VEGETABLE. Pot-afh. This alkali is ex- 
tracted from a variety of fubftance% as the lixivium of 
wood afhes, lees of wine, and tartar of wine. That employ- 
ed in medicine was formerly called fait of tartar, but now, 
more properly, kali prcpararum. When tn a ftate of purity, 
it attracts the humidity of the air^ and is received into a 
liquor, termed aqua kali. 

ALKALI VOLATILE. Ammoniac An alkali diftin- 
.guifhed from the other alkalis by its ffcrong and fuffocating 
fmeil, and ks lingular volatility. Ii is obtained in great 
abundance by the putrefactive procefs of all animal fubftan- 
ces ; but that chiefly made uie of in medicine is obtained 
from fal ammoniac ; hence it is called by fbnae chemifU 
ammoniac. 

ALKOHQL. Ardent fpirit. Rectified fpirit of wine. 
An extremely volatile, tranfparent, light fluid, of a penetrat- 
ing and agreeable fmell, and hot and ftrong tafte, obtained 
hy diftillation from all fubftances that undergo the fpirituous 
fermentation. It is fo iigJrt, that it weighs 480 grains in a 
bottle which contains J 76 grains of diftilled water. Mixed 
with an equal quantity of diftilled water, it is called proof 
fpirit. Its efficacy and utility in both the practice of phyik 
and furgery are very confider.abie. 

ALLIUM Garlick, Allium /.•■tivum of I.inruEUS. It is 
a native of Sicily ; but as it is much ufed both for culinary 
and medicinal purpofes, it is cultivated in our gardens. Ev- 
•ery part of the plaju, but more" especially the root, has a 
pungent tafte, ami a peculiarly offenfivc fmell. M he me- 
dicinal ufes of garlick are various -, it is given as an expec- 
torant in pituitQua afthmas. Its utility as a diuretic in drop- 
fies it very confiderable. It is alfo efteemed as an anthel- 
mintic ; and the decoction of the beards of leeks is of infinite 
ier'vice in calculous and gravelly complaints. '1 he fyrup and 
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oxymel of garlick are expunged from our pharmacopoeia, 
aa the {wallowing of the root in final! pieces is confidered 
the beft way of admmiftering it. 

ALMONDS of the EARS. The tonfiis are fo called 
from their fituation and refemblance. 

ALOES. The deep red or brown and very bitter juice 
of the Aloe perfdiata of Linnceus. Aloes are diftiHguiihed 
into three fpecies — foccotrine aloes, hepatic aloes, and caba- 
line aloes ; tliefe differ only in their refpecrive degrees of 
purity, the firft. being the heft. r i hey are obtained in the 
following manner : deep incifions are made, from which the 
juice flews ; this is decanted from its fccula, and thickened , 
by the fun's heat, in which (late it is packed in leather bags, 
under the denomination oifoccatrine aloe;. The juice obtain- 
ed by preffurc from the leaves, after it is purified by {land- 
ing, and dried, is the hepatic aloes. 1 he fame leaves, by 
ftronger preffure, afford more juice, which, mixed with the 
dregs of the two foregoing, conftitutes the cabalinc aloes. The 
firft fort contains a much lefs quantity of refin than the two 
laft, which are more ftrongly purgative. Aloes is efleemed 
the beft laxative for women with iuppreffed cttatnente, and 
is much employed as an antihclmintic. Several preparation 
of this drug are directed in the London and Edinburgh. 
Pharmacopoeias. 

ALPHUS. Vitiligo alba. .Morphea alba. Lepra tr.acw 
Ifa alba. A fpecies of leprofy, in which white fpots appear 
upon the fkin. It is produced by a peculiar miafma, which 
is endemial to Arabia : axt-oc. from ttxipottvo, to change ; be- 
caufe it changes the colour of the fkin. 

ALTH^iA. Marfh-mallow. Althea officinalis of Lin- 
naus. The gluten or mucilaginous matter, with which this 
plain abwiftds; is the medicinal part of the plant ; it is com- 
monly employed for its emollient and demulcent < 
in coughs, hoarlenefs, and catarrhs. The root had formerly 
a place m many of the compounds in the pharmaco 
but now it is only directed in the form of fyrup. 

ALTERATIVES. Thofe remedies arc fo palled, which, 
re-eftabhfa the healthy function, of the animal economy, 
Witfiout producing any fenfiblc evacuation. 

AI 
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ALUM. A neutral fait, formed by the combination of 
the vitriolic acid with pure clay. It is of very extenfive life 
in medicine and forgery, as an adftringent. Internally it is 
given in hacmoptoe, diurrhaea, and dyfentery. Externally it 
is applied as a ftyptic to bleeding vcffels, and to ulcers where 
there is too copious a fecreticm of pus. 

ALVEARIDM. That part of the meatus auditoriu* «- 
ternus is fo called, which contains the wax of the ear ; from 
■alveare, a bee-hive. 

ALVEOLI. The fockets of the teeth ; from ahcare, a 
bee-hive, from their refemblanee to its cells. 

ALVUS. The abdomen ; but now applied to the fUte 
of the inteftinal canal.; thus aivus li<juida,alvui.dura,ot al-vut 
adjlriiia. 

A M A UR OSI S. Guttafcrena. A total lofs of fight with- 
out any vifrble injury .to the eye, the pupil moftly dilated 
and immoveable ; from a,iu«t;fixri?, obfeurity. A genus in 
the clafs Uialcs, and order dyfajibefia of Cullen. It arifes 
generally from compreffion of the optic nerves, amaurojis 
combrejftanis ; from debility, amaurojis atonica ,• from fpafm, 
amaurojis Jpajuiodica ; or from poiions, amaurojis -venenata. 

AMBER. A beautiful bituminous fubftance, of a yellow 
or brown colour, either traiifparent or opake, which takes 
a good poliih, and after a flight rubbing, becomes fo elec- 
tric, as to attract ftraws and fmall bodies ; hence it was 
called eleilrum by the ancients, and hence the word ele&rici- 
ty. When powdered it emits an agreeable fmell. It is dug 
out of the earth at various depths, and often contains infects 
in high prefervation, a circumftance which proves that it has 
been liquid. Amber is alio found floating on the fhores of 
the Baltic, and is met with in Italy, Sicily, Poland, Sweden, 
&c. From its colour or opacity it has been varioufly diftin- 
guifhed ; thus white, orange, golden, cloudy amber, &c. An 
oil is obtained from it, which, as well as its other prepara- 
tions, is much ufed in medicine againft fpafmodic difeafes. 

AMBERGRIS. A concrete, bituminous fubftance, of a 

foft and tenacious confiftence, marked with Mack and yellow 

fpots, and of an agreeable and ftrong fmell, when heated or 

rubbed. It is found in very inxgulai maffes, floating on the 
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fea itu the Molucca iflands, Madagascar, Sumatra, or. die 
coaft of Coromandel, Brazil, America, China, and Japan. 
Several American fifhermen allured Dr. Schwediawer, that 
they often found this fubftance, either among the excrements 
of the Phyfeter macrccephalus, a fpecies of whale, or in its 
ftomach, or in a veffel near the ftomaeh. The medical qual- 
ities of ambergris are ftomachic, cordial, and autifpaihiodie. 

AMBLYOPIA. The fame as amdurbfn ; from txyAi.v;

AMENORRMiEA. Suppreffion of the menfes ; from *, 
priv. ^/"vEf, the menfes, and pttt, to flow. A partial or total 
cbilruciion of the menfes from other caufes than pregnariry. 

AMENTIA. Au-ivnx. Imbecility of intellect, by which 
the relations of things are either not perceived, or not recol- 
lected. A difeai'e in the dafs neurfes, and order -vefania of 
Cullen. When it originates at birth, it is called amc;n. 
genita i when from the infirmities of age, amentia fenilU , and 
when from fome accidental caufe, amentia aequijita. 

AMMONIAC. See Alkali -volatile. 

AMMONIAC SAL. The fait fo called, is a combina- 
tion of marine acid with volatile alkali. It was fo termed 
by the ancients, becaufe they received it from that part of 
Libya in which the temple of Jupiter Amnion was Situated ; 
or from Ammonia, one of the Cyrcnaic territories. Native 
fal ammoniac is found in the vicinity of burning mountains, 
but is never employed medicinally, as it is always mixed with 
arfenic. That which we ufc, is prepared in this country, 
from the volatile alkali of bones, foot, pit-coal, and other 
fubftances, to which the vitriolic acid is added. 1 he tafte 
of fal ammoniac is penetrating, acrid, and urinous. It is 
exhibited internally in intermittent fevers, amenorrhea, &.c. 
Externally it ads as a powerful refolvent and antik ; 

AMMONIAC GUM. A concrete, girnimi-rdinous 
juice, compofed of little lumps, or tears, of a ftrong and 
fomewhat ungrateful fmell, and naufeous tafte, followed by 
a bitternefs. J here ha-,, hitherto, been no information had 
concerning the plant which affords this drug. It is import- 
ed here from Turkey, and from the Eaft Indies. Internally 
on is given in afthmas, and difficulty of expecto- 
ration. 
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ration. In large dofes it proves purgative. Externally, 
made into a piaiter with acctum fcillx, it produces puftules, 
filled with tenacious pus, and is a powerful refolvent. 

AMNESIA. Amneftia, Forgetfulnefs ; from a, priv. 
and pviia-Tti, memory. 

AMNIOS. The innermoft membrane of the membrana- 
ceous ovum of the feetus ; from a/uvioy, a veffel which the 
ancients ufe3 for the reception of blood in facrifices. 

AMPHEMERINOS. Amphemerina. A quotidian fe- 
*cr ; from aw> about, and »«;£«, a day. 

AMPHIARTHROSIS. A fpecics of connexion of bones, 
which admits of an obfeure motion, as is obferved in the 
metacarpal and motatarfal bones ; from afjjfi, and argQgfttnii 
an articulation. 

AMITilBlTVI'OIDES. 1 he retina ; from aupChvcT^ov, 
a net, and titoc, a refemblance. See Retina. 

AMYGDALA. Almonds. The kernels of the fruit of 
the almond-tree, Am^gdalus communis of Linnaeus, a native of 
Barbary. The lame' tree produces either bitter or fweet al- 
monds. Sweet almonds are more in ufe as food than medi- 
cine. They afford, on expreffion, a great proportion of oil, 
ivhich, from hiring more agreeable to the palate than the 
other oils, is preferred lor internal ufe, to foften and relax the 
folids, in tickling coughs, hoarfenefs, coftivenefs, nephritic 
pains, &.c. Externally it is ufed in tenfions and rigidities of 
particular parts. An eimilfion of fweet almonds poffeffes 
the emollient qualities of the oil. 

AMYLUM. Starch ; from «, priv. and uv>.», a mill ; be- 
[t W as formerly made from wheat without the affifl- 
r.nce of a mill. The white fubftancc which fubfides from 
the water; that is mixed with wheaten flour. The ftarch- 
mdkers fuller it to remain in the water for a time, after it 
has become acid, which makes it very white, and foft to the 
touch, and fcarcdy ieniible to the tafte. As ftarch forms 
the greateft part of flour, it cannot be doubted but that it is 
the principal alimentary fubftance contained in our bread. 
Starch i-. frequently employed in glyfters againft diarrhxas. 
Externally furgeons apply it as an abforbent in eryfipelas.

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ANAESTHESIA. Lofs of the fenfe of touch ; from «. 
priv. and xttrQoevofuti, fentio. A genus of difeafes in the clafs 
localts, and order dyfaflbefa of Cullen. 

ANALEPTICS. Thofe fubftances ufed for food and 
medicine, which are calculated from their properties, to re- 
ftore ftrcngth when impaired by ficknefs ; from xvaKapjitxw, 
to recruit, to recover. 

ANALYSIS. Avawc-ie, from ava\vx, to refolve. A chem- 
ical term, to fignify the refolution of fubftances into their 
principles or elements. See Chemijiry. 

ANAPHRODISI A. Impotence ; from a, priv. and afgo- 
ttvut, the feaft of Venus. A genus of difeafe in the clafs lo- 
calti, and order d\fnrexi<? of Cullen. Impotence either arifes 
from paralyfis, anafbrodyjitt paralytica ; or from gonorrhsea, 
anabhrodyjia gonorrloica. 

ANASARCA. Dropfy of the cellular membrane ; from 
avx, along, and tra$, the fiefh. A genus of difeafe in the 
clafs cachexia, and order intumefcentia of Cullen. It is known 
by a fwelling on the furface of the body, pitting when preffed 
by the finger, and arifing flowly to its former fulnefs. When 
it originates from a retention, or from an increafe of ferum, 
it is called ana/area ferofa '; when from exanthematous dif- 
eafes of the fkin, anafarca exantbematica ; when from an in- 
terruption of the circulation, anafarca a comfrejfione ; and 
when from debility, ana/area dcbilium. 

ANASTOMCrSfS. The communication of veffels with 
one another ; from xvx, through, and roy.x, a mouth. 

A N ATOMY. The difleclion of the human body, in or- 
der to expofe the ftru&ure, fituation, and ul'es of every part ; 
from avx, and rt/au, to dilfedt. or cut. 

ANCON. The elbow; from ay*.xv, from ay%a\ ni am, to 
embrace, xro t« ayneuriai iti^-j orcj to oTiov, becaufe the bones 
meeting, and there uniting, are folded one into another. 

ANCONEUS. A mufcle of the fore arm, that aflifts in 
extending it ; from ayxav, the elbow. 

ANCONOID PROCESS. A procefs of the cubit ; from 
ajnuiv, the elbov., and tt&oc., fhape. 

ANETHUM. 
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ANF.THI'VT. Common dill. Anetbum graveolens of 
I.inursus. This plant is a native of Spain, but cultivated in 
feVeral parts of England. The feeds of dill are directed for 
ufc by tfu' London and Edinburgh Pharmacopoeias ; they 
have a moderately warm, pungent cafte, and an aromatic, 
but fickly fmell. There is an effential oil, and a diftilled 
water, prepared from them, which are given in flatulent col- 
ics ai d dyfpepna. They are aifo faid to promote the fecre- 
tion of milk. 

ANEURISM. A preternatural dilatation of an artery ; 
from avfvg<jvy, to dilate. A genus of djfeafe ranked by Cut 
ien i.i the clafs Itcaks, and order tumores. There are three 
fpecies of ancurifm : I. The true anenr-fm, -whida. anfwers to 
the abovi definition, and is known by the prefence of a pul- 
fating tumour. 2. The fpuricus aneurifm, which is a collec- 
tion of blood in the cellular membrane from a ruptured ar- 
tery. 3. The -uaricofe aneurifm : this was firft defcribed by 
Dr. W. Hunter. It happens when the brachial artery is 
punctured in opening a vein : the blood then rufhes into the 
vein, which becomes vaiicofe. Aneurifms may happen in 
any part of the body, except the latter fpecies, which can 
only take place where a vein runs over an artery. 

ANGElOToVFY. The difledUon of the veffels ; alfo 
the opening of a vein or an artery ; from ayyuov, a veffel, and 
rtfiva, to cut. 

ANGELICA. Garden angelica. Angelica arcbangdica 
of Lifinseus. A plant, a native of Lapland, but cultivated in 
our gafdens. The loots of angelica have a fragrant, agreea- 
ble fm ell, and a bittcrifh, pungent tafte. The ftalk, leaves, 
and feeds, which are alfo directed in the pharmacopoeias, pof- 
fefs the fame qualities, though in an inferior degree. Their 
virtues are aromatic and carminative. 

ANGINA. A fore throat ; from ay^a, to ftrangle. 
See CynancJi*. 

ANG lur.rtGY. The do&rine of the veffels of the hu- 
man body ; from ayyttov, a veffel, and xoyo;, a difcourfe. 

ANGUSTURiE CORTEX. A bark imported from 
Anguftura, a place in South America. Its external appear- 
ances vary coniiderably. The bell is not fibrous, but hard, 

compact, 
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compicl:, and of a yeilowifh brown colour, and externally of 
a whitifli hue. When reduced into powder, it lefcmblcs that 
of Indian rhubarb. It is very generally employed as a feb- 
rifuge, tonic, and adftringent. In intermittents it is prefer- 
red to the Peiuvian bark ; and has been found ufefuj in di- 
arrhoea, dyfpepfia, and fcrophula. It is thought to be the 
bark of the Brucea aiitidyfsnterica. 

ANIMAL. An organized body endowed with life and 
voluntary motion. 

ANIMAL ACTIONS. Thofe actions, or functions, are 
fo termed, which are performed through the mean? of the 
mind. To this clafs belong the external and internal i'enfes, 
the voluntary a&ion of niufcies, voice, fpecch, watching, 
and fletp. 

ANIMAL HEAT. Heat is effentially neceffary to life. 
That of a man in health is from about 94° to ioo° of Fahren- 
heit. It appears to depend upon the abforption of oxygene 
in the lungs. 

ANTSUIVI. Anife. Pimpinella anifum of Linnxus. A 
native of Egypt. Ani-feeds have an aromatic ftnell, and a 
pleafant, warm, and fweetifh tafte. An effential oil and dif- 
tilled water are prepared from them, which are employed 
in flatulences and gripes, to which children are more efpe- 
cially fubjccl ; «]fo in wcaknefs of the ftomach, diarrheas, 
and lofs of tone m the prims vix. 

ANNULAR. Like a ring ; thus, annular bone, &c 

ANNULAR BONE. A ring-like bone placed before 
the tympanum in the foetus. 

ANNULAR CARTILAGES. See Cricoid cartilages. 

ANNULARIS. The ring finger. The one between the 
little and middle finger. 

ANODYNES. Narcotics. Hypnotics. Opiate. Thofe 

medicines are fo termed, which eal'e pain, and procure flcep j 
from a, priv. and aim*, miin. 

ANOREXIA. A want of appetite, without loathing of 
food ; from a, priv. and ogfyc, appetite. Cullen ranks this 

g^nus 
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fenus of difeafc in the clafs locales, and order dyforcxia ; he 
elieves it to be generally i'ymptomatic, but enumerates two 
fpccies, viz. the anorexia bumoratis and the anorexia atonica. 

ANOSMIA. Avoo-uor, without fmell. This genus of dif- 
eafc is arranged by Cullen in the clafs locales, and order 
dyfajliefia:. When it arifes from a difeafe of the Schneiderian 
membrane, it is termed anofmia organica ; and when from no 
manifeft caufe, anofmia aton'ca. 

ANTACIDS. Thofe medicines that have the power of 
deftroykig acidities in the itomach and inteftines, are fo call- 
ed ; from o»7i, oppofite, and acidus, four. The remedies 
which poffefs this power, are magnefia alba, kali tartarizatum, 
fapo, crcta, oculi cancrorum, and molt ©f the alkalis. 

ANTAGONIST MUSCLES. Thofe mufeks are fo 
called, which act in oppofition to others ; from xvli, againft, 
and ecyavilo, to ftrive. 

ANTALKALINES. Medicines which poffefs the power 
of neutralizing alkalines. To this clafs belong all acids. 

ANTERIOR INTERCOSTAL, or SPLANCHNIC 
NERVE. A branch of the great intercoftal that is given 
off in the thorax. 

ANTERIOR AURIS. One of the common mufcles of 
the ear, which draws the fmall eminence, on the back of the 
helix, a little forwards and upwards. 

ANTHELMINTICS, or ANTHELMINTICS. Medi- 
cines which procure the removal of worms from the humag 
ftomach and intcftines ; from av?<, againft, and i\/u.ive, a worrrj. 
Thofe in the higheft efteem are, calomelas, f annum, fulpbur, 
vleum lini, fabina, fantonicum, fcammonium, jalapa, aloe, and 
gamboga. 

ANTE Againft. There are many names compounded 
with this word, as antiajlbmatics, antihyfierics, &C. which flg- 
nify medicines againft the afthma, hyfterics, &c. 

ANTIHELIX. A protuberance of the ear, fituated be- 
fore the helix. 

ANTIMONY. A very heavy femimetal, moftly found 
in combination with fulphur, of a blackiih grey colour, ex-, 

pofing, 
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pofing, when broke, brittle plates or needles of various mag- 
nitudes, and joined together in different forms. It is very 
common in Hungary, the provinces of Bourbon, Auvergne, 
and Poitou. Antimony has a very powerful operation on 
the human body, when given internally, and its preparations 
are very efficacious as febrifuges, fudorifics, diuretics, &c. 

ANTIPHLOGISTIC. A term applied to thofe medi- 
cines, plans of diet, and other circumftances, which tend to 
oppofe inflammation, or which, in other words, weaken the 
fyftem by diminifhing the activity of the vital power. 

ANTISCORBUTICS. Thofe medicines, which cure the 
fcurvy ; from avli, againft, and fcorbutus, the fcurvy. To 
this clafs belong oxygenc gas, acids, vegetables, bark, &c. 

ANTISEPTICS. Thofe medicines, which poffefs a pow- 
er of preventing animal fubftances from puffing into a ftate 
of putrefaction, and of obviating putrefaction when already 
begun ; from avli, againft, and oipeo, to putrefy. To this 
clafs belong gas oxyge.iium, cortex pcrwoianus, acida, <vinum 
rubrum, and camphor a. 

ANTISPASMODICS. Thofe medicines, which poffefs 
the power of allaying inordinate motions in the fyftem, par- 
ticularly thofe involuntary contractions which take place in 
mufcles, naturally fubjecl: to the command of the will ; 
from avV, againft, and o-vrxa y.o;, a convulfion : fuch are am' 
mania, oha efflntialia, <ztber vitriolicus, camplora, mofcus, cpi- 
um, &c. 

AN TITRAGICUS. One of the proper mufcles of the 
e?.r, whole ufe it is, to turn up the tip of the antitragus a 
little outwards, and to deprefs the extremity of the antihelix 
towards it. 

ANTITRAGUS. An eminence of the outer ear, oppo- 
fite to the tragus ; from av?«, and r e xy&; the thick part of 
the antihelix. 

ANTRUM of HIGHMORE. Antrum gen*. Sinus 
maxtlluris pit,,, tortus. A cavity in the middle of each fupe- 
rior maxillary bone, lined by the mucous membrane of the 
noie, and firtt described by I Iighinore. 

ANTS, 
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ANTS, Acid of . See Formic acid. 

ANUS. The fundament. A contraction of anmdus, a 
ting-. The fmall opening of the third ventricle of the brain, 
which leads into the fourth, is alfo fo called. 

AORTA. AogrYi, rad. a veflel. The great artery of the 
l>ody, which arifes from the left ventricle cf the heart, forms 
a curvature in the cheft, and defcends into the abdomen ; 
and from which all the other arteries arife, except the pul- 
monary arteries. 

APERIENTS. Eccoprotics. Laxatives. Medicines which 
gently open the bowels; from aperio, to open; fuch as meg- 
tttpiiy eleiiuarium c cajpa, eleiiuarium c fenna, &C. 

APEX. The extremity of a part ; as the apex of the 
tongue, apex of the nofe, &e. 

APHONIA. Apawa ; from a, priv. and pavi, the voice. 
A fuppreflion of the voice, without either iyncope or coma. 
A genus of difeafe in the clafs locales, and order Jyfcinefi* of 
Culleh. When it takes place from a tumour of the faucos, 
or about the glottis, it is termed aphonia gnttufalis ; when 
from a difeafe of the trachea, aphonia tracheal it ; and when 
from a paralyfis, or want of nervous energy, aphonia atonica, 

APHRODISIACS. Medicines which excite a defire for 
venery ; fro.n cufgoSuria, vencry. 

APH IHJE. Atfcu, the thrufh. A difeafe to which chil- 
dren are very fubject. It appears in fmall white ulcers up- 
on the tongue, gums, and around the mouth and palate. 
is ranked by Culleu in the clafs pyrexia:, and order exan- 
themata. 

APOCRNoSIS- A fuperabuhdah't flux of blood or 
other fluid, without pyrexia ; axotuwctf, from am, and Kiwa, 
to evacuate. '1 lie name of an order in the clals locales of 
Cullen. 

APONEUROSIS. A tendinous cxpanfion ; from ccro, 
from, and nugtn, a nerve ; from an erroneous fuppofltion 
of the ancients, that it was formed by the cxpanfion of 
a r.ervc. 

C APOPHYSIS. 
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APOPHYSIS. A proccfs of a bone ; from xxo, and *v::, 
to grow. 

APOPLEXIA. Apoplexy. Art abolition, in fome de- 
gree, of the powers of fenfe and motion, with fleep, and 
fometimes fnoring ; the refpiration and motion of the heart 
remaining ; from xro-rx.rKrc-^, to ftrike, to knock down ; be- 
caufe perfons, when feized with apoplexy, fall down iud- 
denly. Cullen arranges it in the clafs neurofes, and order 
comata. When it takes place from a congcllion of blood, it 
is termed opoplexia fanguinea ; and when there is an abun- 
dance of fcrum, as in perfons of a cold temperament, opo- 
plexia fercfu : if it arife from water in the ventricles of the 
brain, it is called opoplexia hydrocepbalica ; if from a wound, 
npoplexii traumatica ; if from poifons, .ipoplexi i -jener>ata ; if 
from the action of fuffocating exhalations, dpoplexia fuffocata ; 
if from paflions of the mind, apoplex'u mentalU ; and when 
it is joined with catalepfy, opoplexia caialrfitieat 

APOSTFMA. The term given by the ailcients to ab- 
fcefies in general ; from afivmui, to feparate. See Abfcefs. 

APOZEM. A deco&ion 5 from x-xSjx, to boil. 

APPENDICULA CMCl VERMIFORMIS. A ver- 
micular proccfs, about four inches in length, and the fize of 
a goofe-quill, which hangs to the inteftinum caecum of the 
human body. 

APPENDICULA EPIPLOICiE. The fatty appendi- 
ces of the colon and redlum. See Intefines. 

APYREXIA. Apyrexy. The intermiffion of feverifb. 
heat ; from a, priv. and uvo, fire. 

AQUA. Water. Water has always been confidcred as 
an element, capable of am.ming a great number of forms 
and combinations, unalterable in itfelf, and recovering its 
prmiary ftate. But Lavoisier has Ihown by his refearches, 
that water, as well as air, is formed from principles of theat- 
er fimphaty, which may be obtained feparate from each 
other. This important difcovery conftitutes one of the mod 
br.lhant epochas in chemiftry. Natural philofophers define 
water to be an infipid, ponderous, tranfparent body, fufcep- 

tible 
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tifeie of the different changes of aggregation, from folidity 
to t'uit of elaftic vapour. It is found in almoft every natu- 
ral body ; there arc, neverthelcl's, many fubftanceS with 
■which art cannot unite it, although this is continually done 
iri nature. It is obtained from the hardeft wood, and the 
moft folid bones ; exifts in the hardeft, and moll compact 
calcareous ft.ones ; and forms the greater part of the fluids, 
and a confidtrable proportion of the folid parts of animal 
bodies. It is thefe facts that have oecaiioncd it to be reck- 
oned among the elements. This opinion, however, is now 
/lone away ; and it is to Lavoificr, as it has been already 
pbferved, that we are indebted for a more accurate knowl- 
edge of the nature of water. He caufed this fluid to pal's, 
drop by drop, through a gun-barrel, placed in a furnace, and 
kept at a red heat : the water in the Hate of vapour is de- 
compofed by the contact of the iron ; the pure air it con- 
tains becomes fixed in the iron, as is proved by the augmen- 
tation of its weight, and the Angular alteration it undergoes ; 
and the inflammable air, fet at liberty, pafies fwiftly through 
the gun-barrel, and is received into inverted glaffes, properly 
adapted, at the other end. By repeating thefe experiments 
■with all pofiihle accuracy, this philofopher found, that water 
contains fix parts of pure air, and one of inflammable air. 

A QU DEDUCT of FALLOPIUS. A canal in the petrous 
portion of the temporal bone, firft accurately deferibed by 
Fallopius. 

AQUEOUS HUMOUR, of tie EYE. The fluid which 
fills both chambers of the eye. 

AQUUI.A A fmall quantity of very fine and limpid 
water ; thus it is applied to the pellucid water, which dii- 
Uuds the capi'ule of the cryfialiine lens, and the lens itieif. 

ARABIC GUAl. This gum exudes, in a liquid flate, 
from the bark of the trunk of the 2Timcfi nilofitt of Lin- 
raius, in a fimilar maimer to the gum which is ronrid up'-ri 
the cherry-trees in this country. 'I hat of a r-iic yellowifh 
colour is moft eftecmed. Cum arabic ij neither foluble in 
fpirit nor in oil, but in twice its quantity of water it diffolve> 
into a mucilaginous fluid, of the oonfiilcnee Cf a thick fyrup, 
and iu this ft*te anfwers many ufeful pharmaceutical pur- 
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pofes, by rendering- oily, refinous, and pinguious fubltance* 
mifcible with wafer. J he glutinous quality of gum arabic 
renders it preferable to other gums and mucilages', as a de-- 
mulgeiu in coughs, hoarfeneffes, and other catarrhal affec- 
tions. It is alio very generally employed in aid^r ufiflae, 
diarrhxas, and calculous complaints. 

ARACHNOID Mr.IvIBRANE. A thin membrane of 
the brain, without veffels and nerves, fituated between the 
dura and pia mater, and furrounding the cerebrum, cerebel-, 
lum, medulla oblongata, and medulla fpinalis ; from a^xyn, 
a fpider, pnd mJ-jc, likcnefs ; fo Lamed from its refemblance 
to a fpider's web. '1 he term is alio applied by fojne writers 
to the tunic of the cryitalline lens and vitreous humour. 

ARBOR VITiE. The cortical fubftance of the cerebel- 
lum is fo difpofed, that, when cut tranfverfely, it appears 
ramified like a tree, which is termed arUr vita. 

AREOLA. A fmall brown, circle, which furrounds the 
nipples of females. During ahc] after pregnancy it become 
considerably larger, 

ARGENTILVT. Silver. A perfeft metal of a white col- 
our, and of the mpft lively brilliancy. It has neither tafle 
nor imcll, and its fpecific gravity is fuch, that it lofes aboiit 
the eleventh part of its weight by it,imerl:on in water, end 
a cubic foot weighs 270 pounds. Native lilver is found in 
Peru, Mexico, Konfberg, Norway, Saxony, &c. 

ARGENTUM VIVUM. See Mercury. 

ARGILLACEOUS EARTH. See Clay. 

ARISTOLOCHIA. Long rooted birthwort. Anfoh- 
cbia longa of Linnasus. The root of this plant only is in ufe ; 
(Tea a lomcwlat aromatic finei], and a v/,:rm, bitter ifli 
taite, accompanied with a flight degree of pungency. The 
virtues afenbed to this root by the ancients were very con- 
fiderablc, and it was frequently employed in various difcafe*. 
u.t part.cularly in promot.ng the diicharge of the U hi, 
hence ,ts name. It is now very , lre ly ufed, except in ZTtt 
affe^ns, but fhll „ retained ia the Edinburgn $£3, 
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ARNTCA. Mountain arnica. Arnica ttyntana o£ lAn- 

nrtus. The flowers of this plant are very generally employ- 
ed on the continent. Of the advantages derived from their 
ufe in paralytic and other affections, depending upon a want 
of nervous energy, there are feveral proofs ; and their extra- 
ordinary virtues, as a febrifuge and antifeptic, have been 
highly extolled. Much caution is necelfary in regulating the 
dofe, as it is a medicine very apt to produce vomiting u;id 
much uneaiinefs of the ftomach, 

AROMA. Spirits rtfior. Each plant has its charac- 
teristic fmell. This odorant principle is culled by the mod- 
erns aroma. Water charged with aroma is called the dif- 
tilled water of the fubftance made ufe of ; thus lavender 
water is water impregnated with the aroma of the lavender. 

AROMATIC. A term applied to all medicine-, which 
have a grateful fpicy feent, and an agreeable and pungent 
taftc ; from cl^/ax, which fignifies a fweet flavour. 

ARSENIC. A femimetal, when pure, perfectly opalce, 
very ponderous and brilliant. Native arfenic is generally 
found in black, heavy maffes. When put upon hot coal it 
totally diffiputes in white fumes, of a ftrong garlic fme!!. 
Arfenic is often found in combination with iulphur, and is 
then termed orpiment and realgar. Iu very fmall dofes it 
tures agues. 

ARSENIAT6 (Affenl«i } th,f. m.J Arfenical fairs form- 
ed by the union of the arfenical acid with certain baf'es. 

ARSENICAL ACID. This is prepared by dialling fix 
puts of nitrous acid from one of the calx of arfenic. 

ARTERY. From a*g, air, and r»f=«, to keep ; becaufe 
the ancient!, believed they carried the finer parts of the blood, 
mixed with air. Arteries are membranous pulfating canals, 
which gradually become lefs as they proceed from the heart. 
'J hey are compofed of three membranes, a common or ex- 
ternal, a mufcular, and an internal one, which is very fmooth. 
They originate from the heart ; the pulmonary artery from 
the right ventricle, and tue aorta from the left ; tj] 
arteries are all branches of the aorta. Their termination is 
either in the veins, or in capillary exhaling > :fleis, or they 
C % anaftc 
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anaftomofe with one another. . It is by their means that tbi 
blood is carrijd from the heart to every part of the body, for 
nutrition, prefervation of life, generation of heat, and the 
fecretion of the different fluids. The action of the arteries, 
called the pulfc, correfponds with that of the heart, and is 
effected by the contraction of their mufcular, and great elas- 
ticity of their innermoff, coat. 

ARTERI-ffi VENOSjE. The pulmonary veffels were fo 
called by the ancients. 

■ A RT E R 1 T M Y. The opening of an artery ; from' 
effTEf ia, an artery, and ri/ava, to cut. 'i his operation is only 
performed on the temporal artery. 

ARTHRITIS. The gout ; from otfSgov, a joint. A 
difeafe arranged by Cullen in the clafs pyrexia-, and ord< r 
fhlegmpfut. It begins with an excruciating pain in the part, 
which fwclls and inflames, induces a high degree of fever, 
and always terminates by rcfolution or the uepofitjon of a 
chalky matter. The fpecies of this complaint arc arthritis 
reguhris, arthritis atonic j, aftbiitn retrograda t and arthritis 
ajerruiis, 

ARTHRODIA. From aSgoa, to articulate. A fpecies 
of diartirofitj or moveable connexion of bones, in which the 
head of one bone is received into the fttperficial cavity of 
another, fo as to admit of motion in every direction, as the 
head of the humerus with the glenoid cavity of the feapula.- 

AR Tf IRODYNiA. Chronic pains in the joints, without 
pyrexia ; from afSgm, a joint, and oSuyn, pain. It is one of 
the terminations of acute rheumatism. 

ARTHROPUOSIS. A collection of pus in the joint ; 
trom ajigo,, a jomt and CTU3 v, pus. It is, however, fre-

latum of Linnsus. The root is the medicinal part of this 
plant, which, when recent, is very acrimonious. It is em- 
ployed aa a itimulant in chlorotic, rheumatic, and paralytic 
cafes TKe London PhUfmacopceia directs a conferve to be 
made of the frefh root, 

ARYT7ENO-EPIGLOT ITDEUS. A mufcle compofed 
of a number of fibres running between the arytenoid carti- 
lage and epiglottis. It pulls the fide of the epiglottis towards 
the external opening of the glottis, and when both mufeles 
act, they pull it clofe upon the glottis. 

ARYTJENOJD. The name of two cartilages, and fome 
mufcles of the larynx ; from a^vramct, a funnel, and ufos, 
fuape. 

ARYTiENOIDEUS OBLIQITUS. A mufcle of the 
glottis, which pulls, when it acts with its fellow, the aryte- 
noid cartilages towards eadi other. 

ARYT-liNOIEDUS TRANS VERSUS. This azygos 
mufcle belongs to the glottis, which it Ihuts by bringing 
the two arytenoid cartilages with their ligaments nearer to 
each other. 

ASAFCETIDA. Gum afafeetida. The plant which af- 
fords this gum-refin is the Ferula afafetida of Linnaeus, which 
grows plentifully on mountains in the provinces of Chorafaan 
aud Laar in Perfia, The procels of obtaining it is as fol- 
lows : the earth is cleared away from the top of the roots of 
1 ft plants ; the leaves and ftalks are then twifted away, 
and made into a covering, to fcreen tbe root from the fun ; 
in this ftate the root is left for forty days, when the covering 
i, removed, and the top of the root cut off tranfverfcly ; it 
is then fcreened again from the fun for forty-eight hour-, 
when the juice it exudes is fcraped off, and expofed to the 
An to harden. A fecond tranfverfe fecTion of the root is 
made, and the exudation fuffered to continue for forty-eight 
hours, and then fcraped off. In this manner it is eight times 
repeatedly collected in a period of fix weeks. The juice 
thus obtained has a bitter, acrid, pungent tafte, and is well 
I noSvil by its peculiar naul'wous fineH, the ftrength of winch

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is the furcft teft of iti gondnefs. It is highly eftcemcd as in 
antihvfteric, nervine, and ftimul.iting remedy, and is much 
ufed in hyfteria, hypochondriacs, dyfpcpfia, &c. 

ASA RUM. Afarabacca. A/arum eurotaum of Linn.-E- 
us, It is a native of England, but not very common. The 
leaves of this plant are extremely acrid, and are occaficn- 
ally ufed, when powdered, as a fternutatory. The plant 
was formerly very generally employed internally as well as 
externally. 

ASCARIS, There are feveral kinds of worms difrin- 
guifhed by this term ; but thofe which claim a place here as 
belonging only to the human body, are, i, A/c.-rh vcrmiew 
lans, the thread or maw worm, which is very Imall and fiel- 
der, not exceeding half an inch in length ; they inhabit the 
rectum. 2. Af-aris Ivmbricmdes, the long and / outid iv.rm, 
which is a foot in length, and about the breadth of a 
goofe-quill. 

A SCT1 ES. Propfy of the belly. A tenfe, but fcarcely 
plaftie, fuelling of the abdomen from the accumulation of 
water ; frojn -<i,.igr. a fack or bottle. Culler, ranks this ge- 
nus of difeafe in the clafs cachexia:, and order inturpejecniis. 
He enumerates two fpecies : 1. AfciUs. aiJo'n'malis, when id i 
water is in the cavity af the peritoneum, which is known 
by the equal fwelling of the parietcs of the abdomen, i. 
Afcitet faceatut, pr enpyited dropfy, in which the water is en- 
cyited, as in the ovarium ; the fluctuation is here lei's evident, 
and the fwclling is at firft partial.

sir ; from xt/xo^, a vapour, and cnpuiga, a globe. 

_ ATMOSPHERIC AIR. In 100 parts of atmofpheric 
air there are 72 cf azote, 27 of cxygene, and 1 of carbo- 
nic acid. 

ATONY. A defect, of mufcular power ; from z, priv. 
and t:iv^, to ftretch. 

ATROPHY. Emaciation and weaknefs, but without 
he&ic fever ; from a. priv. and Tfafx, nutriment. This dii» 
eafe is arranged by Cullen in the" clafs cjthe'xitt, and order 
. m rcorcs. When it takes pl;;ce frcm too copious evacuations, 
it is termed atropbu ijianitorum ; when from famine, ctro/b/a 
trum ; when from corrijpt^d nutriment, utropbiu cjco- 
cWjmica ; and when from an interruption in the digeftive or- 
gans, . trofrbia debilium, 

ATTENUANTS. Diluents. Thofe fubfknees are fo 
termed, which poffefs a power of imparting to the blood a 
more thin and mere fluid confiftence than it had previous to 
their exhibition : from cftcnuo, to niuke thin : fuch are, aqua, 
f rum lailis, &c. 

ATTtXLLENS AUREM. A common mufcle of the

AURA. Any fubtle yapour or exhalation. 

AURA SEMINIS. The extremely fubtle and vivifying 
portion of the femen virile, that afcends. through the J-'uIIot 
pian tube?, to impregnate the ovum in the ovarium. 

AURANT1UM. The Seville orange. The plant which 
affords this fruit is the Citrus aurantium of {.innxus. The 
leaves, flowers, and exterior rind are directed for medicinal 
life. The }atter pofleffes flomachic and flimulant qualities, 
and is ordered in tindlures, conferves, and fyruns. The leaves 
and flowers are very feldqm ufed. 

AURICULA. The external ear, upon which are feveral 
(eminences and depreflions, as the helix, antihelix, trjgi-t, anti- 
tragus, concha auricula, fc phu, and lobulus. 

AURICULJE CORDIS. The auricles of the heart. See 
Heart, 

AURICULARIS. The little finger, fo called becaufe 
people generally put it into the ear, when the hearing is ob- 
ftru&ed. 

AURIS. The ear, or organ of hearing. See Ejr. 

AVENA. Oats. A-vena futkn of Linnxus. Oatmeal ij 
very generally employed in emollient poultices. 

AXILLA. The cavity under the upper part of the arm, 
called the arm-pit. 

AXILLARY ARTERIES. The axillary arteries are 
continuations cf the fubclavians, and give off, each of them, 
in the axilla, the external mammary, inferior thoracic, fub- 
fcapular, and humeral arteries. 

AXILLARY VEINS. The axillary veins receive the 
Wood from the veins of the arm, and evacuate it into the 
Subclavian vein. 

AXILLARY NERVE. Articular nerve. Arifes from 
the brachial plexus. 

AXIS. Efjlrofbeut. Dcntatj. The fecond vertebra of 
p( the neck. 

AXUNGIA. 
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AXUNGIA. Hog's lard. 

AZfiTE. PKlogifticated air. Mephitk air. Atmof- 
pherical mephitis. From a, priv; and faun, life. A taftelefs 
and inodorous element, which exifls in great quantities in 
the . ttmofphere, and is obtained largely from the fibrou-. parts 
of animals. It extinguifhes a lighted taper, and very quick- 
ly deprives anima!s> of life when plunged into it. Mixed 
with vital air, in the proportion of 72 to i8» it forms artifi- 
cial atmofpheric air : combined with hydrogene, it confti- 
tues volatile alkali ; and with carbone, the gluten of ani- 
mal fibres. 

AZYGOS. Several mufcles, veins, bones, &c. are fo call- 
ed ; from a, priv. and ^vyo;^ a pair ; becaufe they are with- 
out a felloWi 

AZYGOS VtlN. Vena f,ne pari. This vein is fituated 
in the right cavity of the thorax, upon the dorfal vertebra. 
It receives the blood from the vertebral, intercoftal, bronchi* 
al, pericardiac and diaphragmatic veins, and evacuates it into 
the vena cava fuperior* 
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T> ALSAMS. B^lFams are fluid, odorcu.-, comlufliMe fub- 
-*-* ftances, that communicate a fweet tafte to water, aifd 
contain concrete acid--, which may be obtained by fubllma- 
fion or decoction. Chemifls arc not agreed as to the differ- 
ence between balfams and refinsr. 

BALSAM of COPAL3 A. A yellow refinous juice, of 
a moderately agreeable i'meli, and a bitterifh biting tafte, that 
is a long time in the mouth. It is obtained from the 
Copaifcra officinalis of Linnxus, by making deep incifions 
near f ht bale of its trunk. The juice flows Jo freely as to 
••afford twelve pounds in about three hours. . Balfam of Co- 
paiba, like moil other balfams, is nearly allied to t'ie turpen- 
tines, with which it is always mixed in the (hops. It was 
•formerly thought to be a \ ;y .ilVicacious remedy. It deter- 
mines very powerfully to the kidneys, and impregnates the 
urine with its qualities. Ic is given principally in gonor- 
rheas, phthifis pulnicnalis, fluor albus, and in nephritic 
complaints. 

BALSAM of GILEAD. Ba'famtrm de Mecca. Opob.,1- 
famum. Balfamum verum. This refinous juice, obtained by 
making incifions into the bark of the Amyrh gticadt 
JLinn.-eus, is of a light yellow colour, of a bitter, acrid, ad- 
ftringent tafte, and of a very ftrong fmell, refembling that 
of lemons. The chief mark of its goodnefs is fa id to be 
founded on tnis, that when dropped on water, it fpreads it- 
fclf all over the furface, forming a thin pellicle, tough enough 
I . Aen up upon the point of a pin, and at the fame time 
impregnating the water with its fmell and flavour. Its vir- 
tues arc fimilar to thofe of the Canada and Copaiba balfams. 

B \LS -\M of PERU. Balfamum pervvianum. The tree 
which produces this refinous fluid is defcribed by the younger 
Linnaeus by the name of Myroxylon peruiferum. Two fpe- 
cies of this balfam are imported into this country — the com- 
mon or black, and the white. The firft, which is chiefly 
ufed, is about the confidence of a fyrup, of a dark, opake, 
reddifh brown colour, inclining to black, and of an agreea- 
ble aromatic fmell, and a very hot pungent tafte. The white 
balfam, called alfo white ftcrax, is brought over in "-ourd- 
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fhrlls, and is of a pale yellow colour, thick and tenacious, 
becoming, by age, folid and brittle. They are efteemed as 
warm, nervine medicines, and are fometimes ufed by fur* - 
geons in certain conditions of wounds and ulcers. 

BALSAM of TOLU. This juice, which is confidcred 
as a true balfam by modern chemifts, is of a reddifli, yellow, 
tranfparent colour ; in confidence thick and tenacious ; by 
age it becomes fo hard nnd brittle, that it may be rubbed in- 
to a powder between the finger and thumb. Its fmell is ex- 
tremely fragrant, fomewhat refembiing th^t of citrons : its 
tafte is warm and fweetifh ; on being chewed it adheres to 
the teeth. Thrown into the fire it immediately liquefies, 
takes flame, and difperLs an agreeable odour. The tree 
which affords this balfam, from incifions of its bark, is the 
Toluifera lalfamum of Linn^us which grows in South Amer- 
ica, between Carthagena and Honduras. Tolu balfam po£» 
feffes corroborant, ftomach.c, and nervine qualities. It has 
been chiefly ufed as a pectoral, and is directed in the phar- 
macopoeias in the fyrupus tolutint/s, tintlura tolutana, and 
fyrupus bulfamicus. 

BALSAMICS. A term generally applied to fubftances 
of a fmooth and oily confiftence, which poffefs emollient, 
fweet, and, generally, aromatic qualities. 

BALSAMUM CANADENSE. One of the pureft 
turpentines procured from the pinus balfamea of Linmeus, 
and imported from Canada. For its properties, &c. fee 
Turpentines. 

BAKDaNA. Burdock. ArP.ium lappa of Linnseus. 
A plant which grows about wafte grounds, and in hedges. 
The Pharmacopoeia directs the root for medicinal ufe : it 
has no fmell, but taftes fweetifh, and mixed, as it were, with 
a flight bitternefs and roughnefs. It does not appear to pof- 
fefs thofe qualities which have been attributed to it ; yet, as 
a diuretic and pectoral, in form of decoction, it has fome 
claim to our attention. 

BARILLA. Soda. Natron. The plant from which this 
mineral alkali is principally procured, is the Salfola kali o£ 
Linnaeus, which is cultivated on the coall of the Mediterra- 
nean. The plants, about the time the feeds become ripe, 
D are 
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are pulled up by the roots, and expofed in a fuitahk dry 
pi a, where their feeds are collected ; this being done, the 
plants r.rc tied up in bundles, and burned in an oven con- 
structed for the parpofc, where the aihes are continually ftir- 
fed, while hot. The faline matter falls to the bottom, and, 
c;i becoming cold, forms a hard, folia mafs, which is after- 
wards broken into pieces of a convenient ftze for exportation, 
bee Alkali mineral. 

BARYTES. Ponderous earth. Barytes. A very 
heavy earth that is feldom met with pure, but niolHy in 
campoikion with the fulphurk acid. 

BASALTES. Some regard this fufible fubfiance as a 
Volcanic production ; others have fuppoled that it was form- 
ed of water. The Giant's Caufeway, in the county of An- 
trim, in Ireland, and the rock of Pereniere, near St. Sandoux, 
in Auvergne, are formed of thefe ltones. The diltinctive 
Characters of bafaltes are, a regular form, hardnefs l'ufficient 
to give fire with the fteel ; and a cinereous, grey colour, in- 
clining to black. 

BASILARE OS. Several bones were fo termed by the 
a'neients, as the fphcenoid, palatine, and occipital bones. 

BASILIC VEIN. The large vein that runs in the inter- 
nal part of the arm, and evacuates its blood into the axillary 
vein. The branch which croffes, at the bend of the arm, to 
join this vein, is called the bajilic median. They may cither 
cf them be opened in the operation of blood-letting. 

BECABUNGA. Brooklime fpeedwell. Veronica beca- 
iunga of Linnaus. This plant is very common in ditches, 
and mallow dreams. Its leaves are fomewhat bitter, and 
are faid to pofTofs antifcorbutic qualities. The juice is di- 
rected by the London Pharmacopoeia in the fuccus cochharia 
(umpofiius . 

BELLADONNA. Deadly nightfhade. Atrofa bella- 
donna of Linnaus. This plant has been long known as a 
flrong poifon of the narcotic kind, and the berries have fur- 
nilhed us with many inftances of their fatal effects, particu- 
larly upon children that have been tempted to eat them. 
The leaves were firft ufed externally, to difeuls fcirrhous and 

cancerous 
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cancerous tumours, and from the good effects attending their 
ufe, phyficians were induced to employ them internally for 
the fame difopders ; and there arc a confiderable number 0/ 
well-authenticated fails, which prove them a very fervicea- 
ble and important remedy. The dofe, at firft, fliould be 
fmall, and gradually and cautioufly increafed. Five grainy 
are conildered a powerful dofe, and apt to produce dimnel* 
of fight, vertigo, &c. 

B'~ NZOATS (Benzoas, th, f.m.) Salts, formed by the 
union of the benzoic acid with certain bales ; thus benzoat 
of illumine, ammoniac, antimony, &C 

BENZOINUM. Gum benjamin. This fubfUnce i* 
claffed, by modern chemifts, among ft the balfams. There 
arc two kinds of benzoin : iatstae amyvdaloides, which is 
formed of white tears, refembling almonds, united together 
by a brown matter ; and common benzoin, which is brewn 
and without tears. The tree that affords this balfam is the 
Sty rax benzoin, according to the London PhilofophicalTrar.f- 
aflions ; from which it is obtained by incifions. The "ben- 
zoin of the fhops is ufually in verv large brittle mafles. 
When chewed, it imparts very little tafte, except that it im- 
prefTes on the palate a flight fweetnefs ; its fmellj efpecially 
when rubbed or heated, is extremely fragrant and agreeable. 
It has rarely been ufed medicinally in a fimple ftate, but its 
preparations are much efteemed againft inveterate cough?, 
afthmas, and phthyfical complaints. The acid of benzoin is 
employed in the tinSiura cpii cnmpborata,'a.nc\ a tincture is di- 
rected to be made of the balfam. 

BICEPS. A mufcle that has two heads is fo termed, from 
lis, twice, and caput, a head. 

BICEPS FLEXOR CUBITI. A confiderable mufcle of 
the cubit or fore arm, fituated in the fore part of the arm, 
that bends the fore arm, and turns the hand fupine. It is 
the aponcurofis of this mufcle, that is fomethnes irritated in 
bleeding. 

BICEPS FLEXOR CRURIS. A mufcle of the leg, fit- 
uated in the hind part of the thigh, and forming the outer 
ham-iking. Its ufe is to bend the leg. 

BILE. 
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BILE. A bitter; yellowifh fluid, of a fniell Come what like 
mufk, fecreted in the glandular fubflance of the liver, and 
conveyed by the biliary ducts, through the ductus hepaticus, 
into the ductus communis chclcdochus, from whence it is, 
in part, carried into the inteflinum duodenum. The other 
part regurgitates through the cyftic duct into the vefica 
f'ellis, or gall-bladder. Thus there are two kinds of bile ; 
the one, which flows from the liver into the duodenum, is 
termed hepatic bile ; this is thin, inodorous, and flightly bit- 
ter : the other, which regurgitates from the hepatic duct 
into the gall-bladder, and there becomes thicker and more 
acrid, is calied cxjlic bile. Bile is a fluid of confiderablc im- 
portance in the animal economy ; it extricates the chyle from 
the chyme, excites the periftaltic motion of the inteftines, 
and prevents the abundance of mucus and acidity in the 
primse -via;. 

"BILIARY DUCTS. The very vafcular glomeruli, or 
ocini biliofi, which compofe aJmoft the whole fubflance of the 
liver, terminate in very fmall canals, called biliary duels, 
which at length form one trunk, the dulfus hepaticus. Their 
ufe is to coiiyey the bile, fecreted by the liver, into the he- 
patic duct. 

BILIOUS. A term very generally made uic of, to exr- 
prels dii'eafes which arile from too copious a fecretion of bile, 

BISMUTH. Tin glafs. A femimetal of a yellowifh 
white filver colour ; very ponderous, and dilpofed in very 
large plates. It is found at Seala, in Neritia, in Dalecarlia, 
and at Schneeberg in Germany. 

BISTORTA. Biftort. Polygonum bifiorta of Linnxus. 
A native of Britain. Every part of the plant nianifefls a 
degree of ftipticity to the tafte, and the root is efteemed to 
be one of the moft powerful of the vegetable adltringents. 

BITUMENS. Bitumens are cemburnble, folid, foft, or 
fluid fubftances, whofe fmcll is ftrong, acrid, or aromatic. 
They are found either in the internal part of the earth, or 
exuding through the clefts of rocks, or floating on the fur- 
face cf waters. Like oils they burn with a rapid flame. 
Natural hiftorians have divided them into ievcral genera ; 
tut modern chemifts arrange them according to their chemi- 
cal 
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cal properties, and are only acquainted with fix fpecies, which 
are very diftinct from each other ; thefe are, amber, afphal- 
tos, jet, pit-coal, ambergris, and petroleum. 

BIVENTER. A mufcle is fo termed, which has two 
bellies ; from Lis, twice, and -venter, a belly. 

BLADDER. See Urinary bladder and Gall bladJn-. 

BLENNORRHAGIA. The diicharge of mucus from 
the urethra, arifing from an impure connexion ; from (S\ina, 
mucus, and gtv, to flow. See Gonorrbaa. 

BLENNORRHEA. Gonorrbaa mucofa. A gleet. An 
increaied diicharge of mucus from the urethra of men, arifing 
from weaknefs ; from /3.\;w.r, mucus, and fta, to flow. 

BLEPHAROPH1KALMIA. An inflammation of the 
eye-lid. 

BLEPH AROPTOSIS. A prolapfe,or falling down of 
the upper eye-lid, fo as to cover the cornea ; from jJxepajov, 
an eye-Id, and cttoc^, from ctitu, to fall. 

BLOOD. A red homogeneous fluid, of a faltifh tafte, and 
fomewhat urinous fmell, and glutinous confiftence, which 
circulates in the cavities of the heart, arteries, and veins. 
The quantity is eftimated to be about 28 pounds in an adult : 
of this, four parts are cont lined in the veins, and a fifth in 
the arteries. The colour of the blood is red ; in the arteries 
it is of a florid hue ; in the veins darker ; except only the 
pulmonary veins, in which it is of a lighter caft. Phyfiology 
riemonftrates, that it acquires this florid colour in pafliug 
through the lungs, from the oxygene it abforbs. The blood 
is the mo ft important fluid of our body. Some phyficians 
and anatomifts have conlidered it as alive, and have formed 
many ingenious hypothefes in fupport of its vitality. The 
temperature of this fluid is of confiderable importance, and 
appears to depend upon the circulation and refpiration. The 
blood of man, quadrupeds, and birds, is hotter than the 
medium they inhabit ; hence they are termed animals of 
warm blood ; vvhilft in fifties and reptiles, animals with cold 
blood, it is nearly of the temperature of the medium they in- 
habit. The microfcope difcovers that the blood contains a 
great number of red globules, which are feen floating about 
Da in 
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in a yellowifh fluid, the Serum. The blood alfo poi r efTes re- 
markable phyfical properties ; while hot, and in motion, it 
remains conftantly fluid, arid red ; when it cooL, and is at 
reft, it takes the form of a fluid mafs, which gradually and 
Spontaneously feparates into two parts ; the one, which is 
red, and floating, becomes of a darker colour, remains con- 
crete, and js called the crupr, cr off amentum, or cale ; the other, 
which occupies the lower part of the veffej, is of a yellow 
greenifh colour, and adhefive, and is called the ferum, or 
lymph. The importance of this general fluid is very con- 
siderable ; it diftends the cavities of the heart and blood- 
veffels, and prevents them from collapfmg j it Stimulates to 
contraction the cavities of the heart and veffels, by which 
means the circulation of the blood is, performed ; it gen- 
erates within itfelf animal heat, which it propagates through- 
out the body ; it nourifhes the whole body : and, lafriy, it 
is that fource from which every ftcretion of the body is 
Separated. 

BLOOD-LETTING. Under this term is comprehended 
every artificial difcharge of blood made with a view to cure 
or prevent a difeaie. Blood-letting- is divided into general 
and topical. As examples of the former, venafeHion and ar- 
tenotomy may be mentioned ; and of the latter, ihe applica- 
tion of leeches, cupping-gLijfes, and fear ification. 

BODY. The body is divided by anatomifts into head, 
trunk, and extremities. The trunk, or body, is Subdivided 
into the neck, thorax, abdomen, and pelvis. 

BOLUS. ?.u>or, a bole or bolus. Any medicine, rolled 
round, that is larger than an ordinary Iked pea, and yet nut 
too large to be fvvallowed. 

BOMBIATES (Botnhiat, tie, f m.) Salts formed by the 
union of the bombic acid with diffcient bafca ; thus t, 

ofalumine, bombiat of ammoniac, &.C. 

BOMBIC ACID. Acidofthefdk-worm. Silk-worm* 
conta.r efpecially when in a ftate of chryfalis, an acid liouor 
m a refcrvoir placed near die- anus. It is obtained by ex- 
prefling their juice in a cloth, and precipitating the mucilage 
-v rnint qJ wj/c, and likewise by jefufiig ih» tluyLlides in 

that 
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ttat liquor. This acid is very penetrating, of a yellow am- 
ber colour, but its nature and combinations are not yet well 
known. 

BONES. Bones are hard, dry, and infenfible parts of the 
hody, of a whitifh colour, and compofed of a fpongy, com- 
pact, or reticular fubilance. They vary very much in their 
appearances, fume being long and hollow, others flat and 
.1, &c. The greater number of bones have leveral 
proceffes and cavities, which are diflinguiihed from their fig- 
ure, lituation, ufe, Sec. thus crifde, fp'mes, tuberoftles, acetabu- 
lum, foramen, <!Lc. The ui'cs oi thtle organs are various, and 
are to be found in the account of each bone ; it is, therefore, 
only neceffary to obferve, in this place, that they give fhape 
to the body, contain and defend the vital vifcera, <md afford 
an attachment to all the mufcles.

BORATES 



BRA 45 

BORATES (Bur s, 'tis, f. m.) Salts formed of an union 
of the boracic acid with different bales ; thus Lorat of alu- 
mine, borat of ammoniac, &c. 

BORAX. A neutral fait, formed by the combination of 
the acid, improperly called fedative fait, with the marine al- 
kali. It is dug cut of the earth, in the kingdom of Thibet, 
jn the Eaft Indies. It is alfo (aid to be formed or produced 
by certain artificial proceffes. There are fcvcral kinds of 
borax, but that uled in medicine is called Dutch or purified 
borax ; it has a very regular foim ; its cryftals are fix-iided 
prifms, two of the fides being commonly larger than the oth- 
ers ; its cryitallization, however, varies : the tafte is ftyptic, 
and ads ftrongly on the fibres of the tongue. It is generally 
employed in iolution, to detach mucus, &c. from the mouth 
in putrid fevers., The falts formed by the union oi the acid 
pf borax with different bales, are called borates. 

BORBORYGMUS. The rumbling noife occafioned by 
flatus in the inteftines ; (Zoofiogvy/xoc, horn fiogfiegu^a, to make 

a noii'e. 

BOTANY. That part of natural hiftory which includes 
every thing refpeclir.g the natural hiftory oi vegetables ; 
fhoravn, an herb or gral's. 

BOUGIE. A term applied by furgcons to a long, {lender 
mftrument, that i- introduced through the urethra into the 
bladder. Bougies made of the elaftic gum are preferable to 
thofc made of wax. The cauftic bougie differs from the or- 
dinary one in having a thin roll of cauftic in its middle, which 
deftroys the ftriclure, or any part of the urtthia it comes in 
contact with, and is con a hazardous application. 

Tiiofe made of catgut are very lddoni ufed, but are deferv- 
ing of the attention of the furj 

BRACHIALIo INTERNUS. A mufcle of the fore arm, 
•fituated in the fore part of the os humeri. Its ufe is to bend 
the fore arm, and to prevent the capfular ligament of che joint 
from being pinched. 

BRACHIUM. P-'y/'-v. The arm, or that part of the 
upper extremity that lies between the ihoulder and elbow 

joint. 

' BRACHIAL 
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BRACHIAL ARTERY. The continuation of the axil- 
lary artery, fituated between the axilla and the bend of the 
arm ; in its courfe it gives off many lateral veffels, and about 
the bend of the arm divides into the cubital and radial 
arteries. 

BRAIN. See Cerebrum and Cerebellum. 

BRANDY. A colourlefs, fiightly opake, and milky fluid, 
of a hot and penetrating tafte, and a ftrong and agreeable 
fmell, when firft diftilled from the wine. It confifts of wa- 
ter, ardent fpirit, and afmall portion of oil, which renders it 
milky at firft, and after a certain time colours it yellow. 
It is the fluid from which rectified or ardent fpirit is ob- 
tained. The utility of brandy is very confiderable, but from 
its pleafant tafte and exhilarating property it is too often 
taken to excefs. It gives energy to the animal functions ; 
is a powerful tonic, cordial, ftomachic, and antifpafmodic ; 
and its utility with camphire, in gangrenous affections, is 
very great. m 

BREASTS. Mamme. Two foft hemifpherical bodies, 
compofed of common integuments, adipofe fubftance, and 
lacteal glands and veffels, and adhering to the anterior and 
lateral regions of the thorax of females. On the middle of 
each breaft is a projecting portion, termed the papilla or 
nipple, in which the excretory ducts of the glands terminate, 
and around which is a coloured orb or difc, called the areola. 
The ufe of the breafts is to fuckle new-born infants. 

HROMAT6LOGY. A difcourfe or treatifc on food; 
from (±go/j.a, food, and koyo;, a difcourfe. 

BRONCHIA. Bfoy^ia, the bronchia. See Trachea. 

BRONCHIAL ARTERY. A branch of the aorta, 
given off in the cheft. 

BRONCHIAL GLANDS. Thefe are large blackiftt 
glands fituated about the bronchia and trachea" which fc- 
crete a blackifh mucus. 

BRONCHOCELE. Struma. Derbyfhire reck A tu- 
mour in the fore part of the neck, originating moftly from a 
difeafed thyroid gland, which covers the anterior part of the 

trachea ; 
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trachea ; from (igoy^oc, the wind-pipe, and x»x», a tumour. 
This difeafe is endemial to the Alps and fome parts of Der- 

bylhire. 

BRONCHOT6MY. Tracheotomy. The operation 
performed on the trachea, when the opening through the 
mouth is obflrucled, to make a paffage for the air into the 
lungs ; from (iqoy^og, the wind-pipe, and ny.™, to cut. 

ERUNNER's GLANDS. Peyer's glands. The mucipa- 
rous glands Gtuated between the villous and cellular coat of 
the inteftinal canal. 

BRYONY. White bryony. Bryonia alba of Linnasus. 
A very common plant in woods and hedges. The root has 
a very naufeous biting tafte, and difagreeable fmell ; and is 
employed in hydropical cafes as a diuretic or draftic purge, 
which qualities depend upon the dofe that is adminiftered. 

BUBO. An inflammation of a conglobate gland ; from 
jSouCuv, the groin, becaufe they moil frequently happen in 
that part. Cullen arranges this difeafe in the clafs locales, 
and order tumores. 

BUBONOCELE. An inguinal rupture ; from /8ouj&-v, 
the groin, and x»\w, a tumour. See Intejlinal, Omental, and 
Lit eft ino-omcntal- hernias. 

BUCCAL GLANDS. The fmall glands of the mouth, 
under the cheek, which fecrete faliva. 

BUCCINATOR. An outward mufcle of the mouth, 
that in part forms the cheek. Its ufe is to draw the angle 
of the mouth backwards, and outwards, and to contract its 
cavity, by prciling the cheek inwards, by which the food is 
thruil between the teeth. It is fo named from its ufe in 
forcing the breath to found the trumpet. 

BULIMIA. Canine appetite ; from £«<•, an ox, and Ki/x.oe, 
hunger. It moftly arifes from worms, rachitis, or from 
acids. 

BULLiE. Puflules on any part of the body the Cze of a 
nutmeg. 

BURGUNDY PITCH. The juice of the Pinus abies of 
Linnaeus boiled in water, and (trained through a linen cloth. 

It 
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It is chiefly imported from Saxony, is of a fblid ccnfiftencf, 
yet fomewhat loft, of a reddlfh brown colour, and not (Ufa- 
greeab'e fmcll. It is entirely confined to external ufe as a 
ftimulant in form of a piaiter. 

BUKbALftGY. The doctrine of the burfx mucofa: ; 
from (hipra, a bag, and koyoi, a dilcourie. 

BURSjE MUCOSAE. Mucous bags, compofed of prop- 
er membranes, containing a kind of mucous fat, formed by 
the exhaling arteries of the internal co:it. They are of dif- 
ferent fizes and firmnefs, and are connected by the cellular 
membrane with articular cavities, tendons, ligaments, or the 
periofteum. They are divided into 'vaginal, which are long 
and cover a tendon ; and •veficular, which are round. The 
ufe of the burfje mucofae is to fecrete, and contain a fub- 
ftance to lubricate tendons, mufcles, and bones, in order to 
lender their motion eafy. 

BUTTER. A concrete and foft fubftance, of a yellow 
colour, approaching more or lefs to that of gold, and of a 
mild agreeable tafte. It melts by a gentle heat, and becomes 
folid by cooling. Frefh butter is mild, temperate, and re- 
1 xin£, but it readily becomes four, and in general agrees 
with few ftomaebs. Rancid butter is one of the moft un- 
•wbolefome and indigeftible of all foods. 
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c. 

CACHEXliE. A bad habit of body, without pyrexia, 
and independent of any other difeafe ; from /xyoc, bad, 
and eSk, a habit. It conftitutes the third elafs in Cullen's 
nofological arrangement, and comprehends three orders, viz. 
tnar corn, intumefcentuz, and itnpeteginet, 

CACHOCHYMIA, A depraved ftate of the humours ; 
from xjzy.o;, ill, and ^»>wf> humour. 

CACOPHONIA. Paraphonia. A depravity of the 
voice ; from xaxo s ', bad, and fain, the voice. See Afbunia. 

CiECUM. The firft portion of the large interlines, pla- 
ced in the right iliac region, about four fingers' breadth in 
length. It is into this inteftine that the ileum terminates by 
by a valve, called the valve of the excum. The appendkulu 
caci •uermiformis is alfo attached to it. See Inicjliues. 

C-ffiSARIAN SECTION. The operation for extracting 
the frecus from the uterus, by dividing the integuments of 
the abdomen and the uterus. The incifion is made from the 
left fide of the umbilicus down towards the pubis. It is fo 
called becaufe Julius Cxfar is Lid to have been extracted in 
this manner. 

CALAMINE STONE. Lapis caLminaris. A calx of 
zinc. A very hard, grey, yellow, or reddifh femimetal, 
found in quarries of confiderable extent in the dutchy of Lim- 
bourg, the counties of Namur, and of Nottingham and Som- 
erfet. It is employed by furgeons in powder, and in the 
(cratum lapidis culaminaris, as a mild application to lores. 

CALAMUS AROMATICUS. Sweet flag, or acorus. 
Acorns c lamus ofLinnxus. The root of this plant has been 
long employed medicinally. It has a moderately ftrong aro- 
matic fmell, and a warm, pungent, bitterifh tafte ; and is 
deemed ufeful as a warm flomachic. Powdered, and mixed 
With fome abforbent, it forms a ufeful and pleafant dentifrice. 

CALAMUS SCRIPTORIUS. An opening in the fourth 
ventricle of the brain is fo called from its reieiublance to a 
writing pen. 

E CALCANEUS- 
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CALCANEUS. Os ealc'u. The largeft bone of the tar- 
fus, which forms the heel. 

CALCAREOUS EARTH. See Lime. 

CALCINATION. A term given by chemifts to that 
procefs by which minerals, when" expofed to a certain degree 
of heat, are deprived of their water ; ftones converted into 
lime ; and metals into calces A metal never becomes cal- 
cined, but when in contact with air ; the more extenfive this 
contact, the larger is the quantity of metal which becomes 
calcined ; and Lavoisier has proved, that a given quantity 
of air can only ferve for the calcination of a given quantity 
of metal. The metal thus calcined is termed a metallic calx. 

CALCULUS. A ftonc of the urinary or gall bladder. 

CALEFACIENTS. Medicines, or other fubftances, 
which excite a degree of warmth in the parts to wliich they 
are applied ; from calUus, warm, and fucio, to make. 

CALTGO. Cutara&a. The cataract. A difeofe of the 
eye, known by diminifhed or deftroyed fight ; and by the 
interpofition of a dark body between the object and the re- 
tina. It is arranged by Cullen in the clafs locales, and order 
dyfteflbefia. The fpecies of cataract are diftinguifhed accord- 
ing to the fituation of the interpofed body ; thus culioo Lntit t 
caligo cor»ea y caligo pupilla, caligo bumorum, and calico pal- 
pabrarum. 

CALORIC. Heat. Matter of heat. Modern chemifts 
have, in order to explain the phenomena of heat, confidcred 
it as a peculiar fluid, which they imagine is contained in 
greater or lefs quantities in all bodies, according to the 
greater or lefs degrees of affinity exifting between it and 
them. 

CALLOSITY. A term applied by furgeons to a hard- 
ened part. 

CALVARI A. The fuperior portion of the cranium, ufu- 
ally fawed off, to expofe the brain ; from calvus, bald he- 
caufe that part of the head fint becomes bald. 

CALX. A term in chemiftry for any thing that is ren- 
dered reducible to powder, by burning in contact with air. 
It is alfo applied to lime. 

CAMPHORA. 
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CAMPHOR A. Camphor or camphire. The tree from 
which this fubftance is obtained is the Laurus camphora of 
Linnajus, indigenous to Japan, where it grows abundantly. 
The camphor is found to lodge every where in the interfa- 
ces of the fibres of the wood, pith, and knots of the tree. 
'I he crude camphor, exported from Japan, appears in fmall 
greyifh pieces, and is intermixed with various extraneous 
matters; in this ftate it is received by the Dutch, and puri- 
fied by a fecond fublimation ; it is then formed into loaves, 
in which ftate it is fent to England. Pure camphor is white, 
pellucid, fomewhat unduous to the touch ; of a bitterifh, 
aromatic, acrid tafte, yet accompanied with a fenfe of cool- 
nefs ; of a fragrant fmell, and approaching to that of rofe- 
mary, but much ftronger. It is totally volatile and inflam- 
mable, foluble in vinous fpirits, oils, and the mineral acids ; 
not in water, fixed nor volatile alkaline liquors, nor in acids 
of the vegetable kingdom. The ufe of this important med- 
icine, in different difeafes, is very confiderable. It has been 
much employed, with great advantage, in fevers of all kinds, 
particularly in nervous fevers attended with delirium and 
much watchfulnefs. The experienced Werlhoff has wit- 
neffed its utility in feveral inflammatory difeafes, and fpeaks 
highly in favour of its refrigerant qualities. The benefit de- 
rived from its ufe in putrid fevers, where bark and acids are 
contra-indicated, is remarkable. In fpafmodic and convul- 
five affections, it is alfo of much fervice, and even in epilepfy. 
In chronic difeafes this medicine is likewife employed ; and 
againft rheumatifm, arthritis, and mania, wc have feveral ac- 
counts of its efficacy. Nor is it lefs efficacious when applied 
externally in certain difeafes ; it diflipates inflammatory tu- 
mours in a fhort time, and its antifeptic quality, in refilling 
and curing gangrene, is very confiderable. There are fev- 
eral other properties peculiar to this medicine, which, it is 
lamented, niuft be pafled over ; one, however, muft not be 
omitted, viz. the power it poffeffes of obviating the ftrangury 
that is produced by cantharides, when fprinkled over a blif- 
ter. 1 he preparations of camphor are, fpiritus eampboratus, 
oleum eamp'uoratum, linimentum camphors, ti/iciura opii campho* 
rata, and the miflura campborata. 

CAMPHORATES fCampboris,atis,f.m.) Salts formed 
by the union of the camphoric acid with different bafes ; 
thus tampborat of alumi/n, campborat of ammoniac, &c. 

CAMPHORIC 
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CAMPHORIC ACID. If nitric acid be drilled fevral 
times (fix or eight) from camphor, a cryftallized fait is ob- 
tained, called the acid of camphor, and which reddens fyrup 
of violets and the tinclure of turni'ole. Its tafte is bitter, and 
it differs from oxalic acid, in not precipitating lime from the 
muriatic acid. 'J he union of this acid with different bafes 
forms what is called a campharat. 

CANALIS ARTERIOSUS. Canalis Botali't. A blood- 
velTcl peculiar to the foetus, difapp'-aring after birth ; through 
which the blood pafies from the pulmonary artery in'.o 
the aorta. 

CANALES SEMICIRCULARES. The three femicir- 
cular canals are placed in the pofterior part of the labyrinth 
of the ear, and open by five orifices into the veftibulum. 
See Ear. 

CANALIS VENOSUS. A canal peculiar to the fetus, 
diluppearing after birth, that conveys the maternal blood 
from the porta of the liver to the afcending vena cava. 

CANCELLI. Lattice-work, generally applied to the re- 
ticular fubftance in bones. 

CANCER. Carcinoma. A painful, hard, indolent tu- 
mour of a glandular part, which terminates in the foulelt 
ulcer. Thoie tumours were fo called by the ancients, that 
exhibited large blue veins, like crab's claws ; from catiur, 
a crab. 

CANELLA ALBA. Laurel-leaved canella. CanelU 
ctlh.i of Linnaeus, The tree, which produces the bark fo 
called, is a native of the Weft Indies. It is brought into 
Furope in long quills, fomewhat thicker than cinnamon : 
their tafte is moderately warm, aromatic, and bitterifh ; and 
of an agreeable finell, fomewhat renmbling that of cloves. 
Canella alba has been fuppofed to poflefs a confiderable fhare 
of medicinal power, and is faid to be a ufeful medicine in 
fcurvy and fome other complaints. It is now merely con- 
fidered as a ufeful and che-jn aromatic, and is chiefly em- 
ployed for the purpofe of correcting, and rendering left dif- 
agrecable, the more powerful and naufecus drugs : it is 
therefore an ingredient in the puMt aloeticui cf the London 

Pharmacopoeia, 
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Pharmacopoeia, and in the tinliura amara, vinum amarum y 
vinum thai, &c. of the Edinburgh. 

CANINE TEETH. The four cufpidati or eye-teeth 
are fo called from their relemblance to thofc of the dog. 
See Teeth. 

CANNULA. A tube adapted to a fharp inftrument, 
■with which it is thruft into a cavity or tumour, containing a 
fluid ; the perforation being made, the fharp inftrument is 
•withdrawn, and the cannula left, in order that the fluid may 
pafs through it. 

CANTHARIDES. Spanifh flies. Melo'e veficatorius of 
Linnanis. 1 he importance of thefe flies, by their ftimulant, 
corrofive, and epifpaitic qualities, in the practice of phyfic 
and furgery, is very confiderable ; indeed, fo much fo, as to 
induce many to confider them as the moft powerful medicine 
in the materia medica. When applied on the Ikin, in the 
form of a plafter, it foon raifes a blifter full of ferous matter, 
and thus relieves inflammatory difeafes, as phremtis, pleuri- 
tis, hepatitis, phlegmon, bubo, myolitis, arthritis, &c. '1 he 
tindure of thefe flies is alfo of great utility in feveral cuta- 
neous difeafes, rheumatic affections, fciatic pains, &c. but 
ought to be ul'ed with much caution. 

CANTHUS. K«v6o;. The angle or corner of the eye, 
vheie the upper and under eye-lids meet. '1 hat next the 
eye is termed the internal or greater canthus, and the other, 
the external or outer canthus. 

CAPILLARY VESSELS. The very fmall ramifications 
of the arteries, which terminate upon the external furface of 
the body, or on the furface of internal cavities ; from eapil- 
lus, a little hair. 

CAPSULAR LIGAMENT. The ligament which fur- 
rounds every moveable articulation, and contains the fynovia 
Ike a bag ; from cap/a, a bag. 

CAPUT. The head, cranium, or flcull, is fituated above 
th- trunk, upon the cervical vertebrx. For its bones, fee 
Bona Upon the hairy part is obferved the vertex or crown, 
thuibut or forepart, occiput or hinder part, and the temples. 
The yarts diftinguifhed on the face are well known, as the 
r £ j forehead, 
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forehead, nofe, eyes, &e. Tlie arteries of the head are 
branches of the carotids ; and the veins empty thenilelve* 
into the jugulars. 

CAPUT GALLINAGINIS. Verumontanum. A cuta- 
neous eminence in the urethra, before the neck of the blad- 
der, fomewhat like the head of a cock in miniature, and 
around which the feminal duds open. 

CARBONACEOUS ACID. Sec Carbonic add. 

CARBONE. Pure charcoal is called carbone in the new 
chemical nomenclature. It is the black relidue of vegeta- 
bles, which have fuffered a complete decompolition of their 
volatile principles by fire. Charcoal is black, brittle, fono- 
rous, and light. It is placed among limple bodies, becauie 
no experiment has hitherto fhown the poiiibihty of deconi- 
pofing it. It exifls in the animal, vegetable, and mineral 
kingdom When it is required to procure carbone in a ftate 
of great purity, it mult be dried by ftrong ignition in a 
clofed veffel. 

CARBONATES (Carbons, tit, f. n>.) Salts formed by 
the union of the carbonic acid with different bafes : thus, 
c.irlonut of 'illumine, catbonat of ammoniac, &C. 

CARBONIC ACID. Carbonaceous ccid. Cretaceous 
acid. Fixed air. Mephitic gas. Aerial acid. The name 
of cretaceous acid appears to agree beft with this iubftance, 
becauie it is contained in very large quantities in chalk ; and 
there is no other body with which it has fo ftrong an affini- 
ty, as with lime, which eompofes the bafe of this earthy fait. 
The carbonic acid poflefies all the more obvious qualities of 
air, and exifts in the atmolphere, of which it is a finall part. 
See Atmnfpberh a;-, it j s found in a ftate of gas at la grotta 
del Cane, near Naples ; at the well of Perols, near Mont- 
pellier ; in that of Negrae, in Vivarais ; upon the furface of 
the lake Averno, in Italy ; and on thoi' of (everal fprings, 
in various fubterraneous places, fuch a= tombs, cellars, 
faries, &c. Jt is alio dil'engaged in this form, by the di 
politiou of vegetables heaped together, by the fermentation 
of wine or beer, by the putrefa&ion of animal matters, &c. 
It exifts in the Hate of funple mixture in moft mineral wa- 
ters, which poffels all its acid properties. It exifts alfo in a 

ftate 
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Itate of combination In lime-Rone, common magnefia, alka- 
i:<., &c. The properties of this acid are various. It is unfit 
for rcfpiration. Hiltory informs us, that two flaves, whom 
Tiberius caufed to defcend into la grotta del Cane, were im- 
mediately ftifled ; and two criminals, that Peter de Toledo 
caufed to be fhut in there, fuffered the fame fate. The Abbe 

. who had the courage to refpire the vapour, perceived 
a fuffexating fenfation, and a flight degree'of acidity, which. 
prodt'.o A couching and fneezing. Pilatre de Rozier caufed 
himfelf to be faftened by cords fixed under his arms, and de- 
i'ccndcd into the galeous atmofphere of a back of beer in fer- 
mentation. He h>id fcarcely entered into die mephitis be- 
fore flight prickings obliged him to fhut his eyes ; a violent 
fuffocation prevented him from refpiring ; he felt a giddi- 
nefs, accompanied with thole noifes which characterize apo- 
plexy ; and when he was drawn up, hii fight remained cam 
fur feveral minutes ; the biood had diltended the jugulars ; 
his countenance had become purple ; and he neither heard 
nor fpoke, but with great difficulty : all tuefe fymptoms, 

>r, dilappeared by degrees. It is this gas which pro- 
duces the many unhappy accidents at the opening of cellars, 
in places where wine, eider, or beer, are fullered to ferment. 
Birds, plunged into the carbonic acid gas, fuddenly perifh. 
The famous lake cf Avorno, where Virgil placed the en- 
trance of Hell, exhales lo Large a quantity of carbonic acid, 
that birds cannot fly over it with impunity. When the wa- 
ters of lioulidou of Perols are dry, inch birds as attempt to 
quench their thirft in the clefts are enveloped in the mephitic 
vapour, and die. Frogs, plunged in an atmofphere of car- 
bonic acid, live from 40 to 50 minutes, by fufpending their 
rcfpiration. Infects are rendered torpid after remaining a 
certain time in this air ; but they refume their livelineis the 

nt they are expoied to the free air. It has been affert- 

.t this acid luffocatcs by extinguishing irritability ; 

this, liowever,is invalidated by the experiments ol JVlorrozo. 

The carbonic acid is alio improper for vegetation. It is eafi- 

folved in water. It is heavier than common air ; hence 
the lowed' fituations. It is a very powerful medi- 
taken into the flomach, to which it gives energy 

•ne ; and, lately, it has beejl faid to cure a cancer : how 

.1 upon, is not yet determined. In

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this kingdom and in France it has had a very extenfive trial. 
After the firfl application, the cancerous ulcer exhibits a more 
favourable appearance ; the fanies, which commonly flows, 
becomes white, confiflent, and laudable ; the flefh afTum<-s a 
lively colour : but thefe flattering appearances do not con- 
tinue ; the ulcer foon returns to its former flate, and paffes 
through the ufual changes with unabated vioLnce. 

CARBUNCLE. Anthrax. An inflammatory tumour 
which foon becomes gangrenous. 

CARCINOMA. See Cancer. Kxgy.ivu/tx ■, from Y.agxiv<&; 
a cancer, and utvc; to feed upon. 

CARDAMTNE. Common lady's fmock, or cuckoo 
flower. Cardamine pratenfis of Linnxus. It is the flower of 
this plant, which is a native of England, that has a place in 
the materia medica, upon the authority of Sir George Baker, 
who has publifhed five cafes, two of chorea fancli Viti, one 
of fpafmodic afthma, an hemiplegia, and a cafe of fpafmodic 
affections of the lower limbs, wherein the flores cardamines 
were 1'ucce.fsfully ufed. 

CARDAMOMUM MINUS. Officinal cardamom. 

Amomutn repent, feu le cardamome de la cote de Malabar, of 

Sonnerat. J he feeds of this plant are imported in their cap- 
fules or hulks, by which they are preferved, for they foon 
loie a part of their flavour when freed from this covering. 
On being chewed, they impart a glowing aromatic warmth, 
and grateful pungency : they are fuppofed gently to ftimu- 
latc the flomach, and prove cordial, carminative, and anti- 
fpafmodic, but without that irritation and heat which many 
of the other fpicy aromatics are apt to produce. Simple and 
compound fpirituous timStures arc prepared from them, and 
they are ordered as a fpicy ingredient in many of the of- 
ficinal compofitions. 

CARD1A. Ka f #,«. So the Greeks called the heart. It 
is now apphed to the fuperior opening of the flomach. 

CARDIALGIA. The heart-burn ; from „ e S„, the car- 
dia, and uhyix, to be pained. 

CAR DlTIS. Inflammation of the heart : from wtefm 
i.it heart. It is a genus of difeafe arranged by Cullen in the 

clafc 
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clafs pyrexrtt, and orr!er phh<rmaf<<z. It is known by pyrexia ; 
pain in the region of the ftomach ; great anxiety ; difficul- 
ty of breathing ; cough ; irregular pulfe ; palpitation, and 

Linting. 

CARDITIS BENEDICTUS. Eieffed or holy thiftk. 
Centaure * benedi&o of Linnaeus. This exotic plant obtained 
the name of benedi<ftus, from its being fuppofed to poffefs 
extraordinary medicinal virtues. In lols of appetite, where 
*he ftomach was injured by irregularities, its good effe&s 
li ive been frequently experienced. 

CARTCA. The fig. The plant which affords this frv.it 
is the F ctis carlca. Frefli figs are, when completely ripe, 
loft, fucculent, and eafily digefted, unlefs eaten in immode- 
rate quantities, when they are apt to occafion flatulency, 
pain of the bowels, and diarrhaa. The dried fruit, which is 
ibid in our {hops, is plcal'anter to the tafte, and more whole- 
fomc and nutritive. They are directed in the decoflum bor- 
f'ei compojitum, and in the eleStu.irium Lnitiiwm. Applied ex- 
ternally, they promote the fuppuration of tumours; hence 
they have a place in maturating cataplafms ; and are very 
convenient to apply to the gums, and, wdien boiled with milk, 
to the throat. 

CARIES. Rottennefs or ulceration of the bones. 

CARMINATIVE. A term applied to thofe Aibftances, 
which allay pain, and difpel flatulencies of the prima; vise. 
The word is derived from carmen, a verfe, or charm ; becaufe 
pracliucners in ancient times alcribed their operation to a 
charm or enchantment. 

CAROS. Carxt, Ky.pc. Infenfibility and flcipinefs, with 
eal'y rcipiration. 

CAROTIDS. Two confidcrable arteries that proceed, 
one on each fide of the cervical vertebra;, to the head, and 
which fupply it with blood. The right carotid does not 
arife immediately from the arch of the aorta, but is given oft" 
from the arteria innominata. The left arifes from the arch 
of the aorta. Each carotid is divided into external and inter- 
im!, nr that portion without, and that within »he cranium. 
Viie external gives off eight branches to the neck and face, 

via. 
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viz. anteriorly, the fuperier thyroideal, the fublingual, the in- 
ferior maxillary, the external maxillary ; poferiorly, the inter- 
nal maxillary, the occipital, the external auditory, and the 
temporal. The internal carotid or cerebral artery, gives off 
four branches within the cavity of the cranium ; the anterior 
cerebral, the pofterior, the central artery of the optic nerve, 
and the internal orbital. 

CARPOBALSAM. The fruit of the balfam tree, Amy 
rh g leadenJu of Linnaeus ; from /.aq to;, fruit, and (iaKa-x/^ov, 
balfam. Now in difufe. 

CARPUS. Kaqroc, the wrift, or carpus. See Bones. 

CARTILAGE. A white, elaftic, gliftening fubfhnce, 
growing to bones, and commonly called grijllc. Cartilages 
are divided by anatomifts into obducent, which cover the 
moveable articulations of bones; inter-articular, which are 
fituated between the articulations, and uniting cartilages, 
which unite one bone with another. Their ufe is to lubri- 
cate the articulations of bones, and to connect fome bones by 
an immoveable connexion. 

CARUNCLE. A diminutive of earo, flefh. Little flefliy 
excrefcences, as the caruncula; myrtiformes, carunculoe lachry- 
males, &c. 

CARUON. Common caraway. Carum carui of Lin- 
nseus. Caraway feeds are well known to have a pleafant 
fpicy fmcll, and a warm aromatic talte, and, on this account, 
are ufed for various economical purpofes. '1 hey are efteemed 
to be carminative, cordial, and ftomachic, and recommended 
111 dyfpepfia, flatulencies, and other fymptoms attending hyl- 
tcrical and hypochondriacal dilorders. An effential oil and 
difhlled water are directed to be prepared from them by the 
London college. 

CARYOPHYLLUM AROMAT1CUM. The clove. 
The tree whicli affords this fpice is the Caryophyllu* aromati- 
cus of Linnaeu*, and grows in the Eaft Indies, the Moluccas, 
&c. The clove is the untxpanded flower, or rather the 
calyx ; it h:is a ftrong, agrr.jable Imell, and a bitterifh, hot, 
not very pungent, tarte. The oil of cloves, commonly met 
with in the (hops and received from the Dutch, is highly acri- 
monious, 
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monious, and fophifticated. Clove is accounted the hotteft 
and moft acrid of the aroinatics, and by adting as a power- 
ful ftimulant to the mufcular fibres, may, in fome cafes of 
atonic gout, paralyfis, &c. fuperfede moft others of the aro- 
matic clafs ; and the foreign oil, by its great acrimony, is 
alfo well adapted for feveral external purpofes : it is directed 
by feveral pharmacopoeias, and the clove itfelf enters feveral 
officinal preparations. 

CARYOPHYLLUM RUBRUM. Clove pink. This 
fragrant plant, Diantbus caryopbyllus of Linnaeus, grows 
wild in feveral parts of England ; but the flowers, which are 
pharmaceutical^ employed, areufually produced in gardens : 
they have a pleafant aromatic fmell, fomewhat allied to that 
of clove fpice ; their tafte is bitterifh and fubadltringent. 
Thefe flowers were formerly in extenfive ufe, but are now 
merely employed in form of fyrup, as a ufeful and pleafant 
vehicle for other medicines. 

CASCARILLJE CORTEX. Elutheri* feu Eluteria. Tho 
tree that affoids this bark is the Clutla eluteria feu cofcarilla. 
Cafcarilla comes to us in quills, covered on the outfide with 
a rou^h, whitifh matter, and brownifh on the inner fide, ex- 
hibiting, when broken, a fmooth, clofe, blackilh brown fur- 
face. It has a lightly agreeable fmell, and a moderately bit- 
ter tafte, accompanied with a confiderable aromatic warmth. 
It is a very excellent tonic, adfh'ingent, and ftomaehic, and 
is deferving of a more general ufe than it has hitherto met 
with. 

CASSIA FISTULARIS. Purging caflia. This tree, Caf- 
fu fifluU of Linnaeus, ia a native of both Indies. The pods 
of the Eaft India caflia are of lefs diameter, fmoother, and 
afford a blacker, tweeter, and more grateful pulp, than thofe 
which are brought from the Weft Indies. Thofe pods which 
are the heavieft, and in which the feeds do not rattle on be- 
ing fliaken, are commonly the beft, and contain the moft 
pulp, which is the part medicinally employed, and to be ob- 
tained in the manner defcribed in the pharmacopeias. The 
beft pulp is of a bright finning black colour, and of a fwcet 
tafte, with a flight degree of acidity. It has been lung ufed 
as a laxative medicine, and being gentle in its operation and 
1 1 Join diftuibing the bowels, is veil adapted to children and 

pregnant 
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pregnant women. The officinal preparation of this drug is, 
eUiiuarium e c.'JJiii ; it is alio an ingredient in tile eUitua- 
rium c Jc/ijij. 

CASTOR P.UM. The heaver. Cnjlor fber of Linnxu,. 
An amphibious quadruped inhabiting fomc parts of Pruilia, 
Ruflia, Germany, Canada, &c The name of c (fureum is 
•riven to two bags, fituated in the inguinal region of the male 
beaver, which contain a very odorous fubltance, loft and 
almoft fluid when recently cut from the animal, but which 
dries, and affumes a refinous confillence in procefs of time. 

1 his fubftance has an acrid, bitter, and a nauieous tafte ; its 
fmell is ftrong, aromatic, and even foetid. It is medicinal- 
ly ufed as a powerful antij'palmadic in hyfterical and hypo- 
chondriac affections, and in convulfions It has alio been 
fucccfsfully adminiftered in epilepfy and tetanus. 

CASTOR OIL. See Rici»us. 

CASTRATION. A chirurgical operation by which a 
tefticle is removed from the body. 

CATALEPSY. Kjna.KyUi ; from r.ura\Xf/. , 3xvuv, to feize, 
to hold. A fudden fuppreflion of motion and fenfarion, the 
body remaining in the fame polture that it was in when 
feized. 

CAT AMENTA. Mmfes. The monthly difchargc of 
blood from the uterus of females, between the ages of 16 
and 50 ; from axtx, according to, and un, the month. 

CATAPLASM. A poultice; from wlcixkaovu, to fprjad 
like a plafter. 

CATARACT. From y-alxpaa-a-w, to mingle together, to 
confound. See Calico. 

CATARRHUS. Coryxa. A catarrh. KxU PF k. a defhut- 
ion ; from y.a.Tx. and a*, to flow down. An incrcafed fecre- 
tion of mucus from the membranes of the nofe, fauces, and 
bronchix, with pyrexia, and attended with fneezing, cough, 
thirft, laflitude, and want of appetite. It is a genus of d)f- 
cafc in the clafs pyrexia and order proflwvia of Culien. There 
are two fuecies of catarrh, viz. catarrbus a f'/gore, which is 
very common, and is called a cold iij tftc head ; °and catarrhal 

a cmtngient, 
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a contaglone, the influenza, which fometimes fcizes a whole 
city. Catarrh is atfo lymptomatic of feveral other difeafes. 

CATECHU. Terra japonha. An extract prepared in 
India from the juice of the Mimofa catechu of Linnxus, by 
boiling the wood and evaporating the deco&ion by the heat 
of the fun. In its pureft ftate, it is a dry, pulverable <ub- 
fh-.nce, outwardly of a reddiih colour, internally of a fliining 
dark brown, tinged with a reddifh hue ; in the mouth it dif- 
covers confiderable adftringency, fucceeded by a fweetifh 
mucilaginous tafte. It may be advantageoufly employed for 
moft purpofes where an adftringent is indicated, and is par- 
ticularly ufeful in alvine fluxes where its ufe is required. Be- 
fides this, it is employed alfo in uterine profluvia, in laxity 
and debility of the vifcera in general ; and it is an excellent 
topical adftringent, when fuffered to diffolve leifurely in the 
mouth, for laxities and ulcerations of the gums, aphthous ul- 
rri b in the mouth, and fimilar affections. 'J his extract is the 
bafts of feveral formula in our pharmacopoeias, particularly 
of a tindure and an extract -. but one of the belt forms un- 
der which it can be exhibited, is that of a fimple infufion in 
warm water with a proportion of cinnamon, for by this 
means it is at once freed of its impurities and improved by 
the addition of the aromatic. The word catechu is derived 
from calf, which, in the Oriental language, fignifies a tree, 
and chit, juice. Fourcroy fays, it is prepared from the addi- 
tion of the feeds of a kind of palm, called areca. 

CATHARTICS. Thofe medicines, which taken inter- 
nally increafe the number of alvine evacuations ; from /.xbatpu, 
to purge ; fuch as jalapa,fcommon\um, aloe, colocynthis, calomel, 
fal catharticus am.irus, kali i/itriolatum, hull taitarizatum, cre- 
mor tartari, rhabariarum, oleum ruini, manna, &c. 

CATHETER. Ka6*T» ? . A long and hollow tube, that 
is introduced by furgeons into the urinary bladder, to remove 
the urine when the perfon is unable to pafs it. They are 
either made of filver or of the elaftic gum. That for tb* 
male urethra is much longer than that for the female, and lb 
curved (if made of filver) as to adapt itfelf to the urethra. 

CATHETERISMUS. The term given by P. iEgineta 
to die operation of introducing the catheter. 

F CAUSTICS. 
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CAUSTICS. Corrofives. El'eliarotirs. A term given 
by furgeons to thofe fubftanccs which poifefs a power of de- 
ftroying the texture of various folid parts of the animal body 
to which they arc directly applied ; from kcho, to burn, be- 
caufe they always produce a burning fenfation ; fuch arc the 
argentum nil rat urn } L'f'is infer nalh, acidum nitricum, act Jam r ji- 
triolicum, &C. 

CAUTERY. Cauteries were divided by the ancients into 
aSiual and potential ; but the term is now given only to the 
red-hot iron, or aSiual cautery ; from kccio, to burn. 

CAVA, ^ee Vena cava ajle/idcns, and dejleudent. 

CELL A TURCICA. A depreffion in the fphxnoid 
bone, furrounded by the four clinoid proceffes, and contain- 
ing the pineal gland ; fo called from its rcfcmblance to a 
Turkifh faddle. 

CELLULAR MEMBRANE. The cellular ftruclure, 
which is the connecting medium of every part of the body. 
It is by means of the communication of the cells of this mem' 
brane that the butchers blow up their veal. 

CENTAURILTM MINUS. Centaury. Gentiana cen- 
taur turn of Linnaeus and Hudfon, and Cbironia centaurium of 
Withering and Curtis. This plant is juftly efteemed to be 
the moft efficacious bitter of all the medicinal plants indige- 
nous to this country. It has been recommended by Cullen as 
a fubftitute for gentian, and by feveral is thought to be a 
more ufeful medicine. The tops of the centaury plant are 
directed for ufe by the colleges of London and Edinburgh, 
and are moft commonly given in infufion ; but they may alfo 
be taken in powder, or prepared into an extract. 

CENTRUM TENDINOSUM. The tendinous centre 
bl the diaphragm. 

CEPHALALGIA. Pain in the head ; from x. ( ^, the 
head, and a\yo;, pain. 

CEPHALICS. Remedies that relieve diforders of the 
head ; from Kifa\n, the head. 

CEPHALITIS. Inflammation of the head. See 

Jrbr: : 
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CEPHALIC VEIN. The anterior vein of the arm that 
reeeives the cephalic of the thumb. It was fo termed bc- 
caufe the ancients fuppofed that the head was relieved by tak- 
ing blood from it. 

CERA. Wax. This concrete oily fubftance would app< ar 
to belong to the vegetable kingdom, for it is collected by 
the bees from the anthers of flowers, yet as it paffes a pecu- 
liar elaboration, and is obtained in confequence of the labour 
of bees, it is not improperly confidt red as an animal produc- 
tion. Wax which compofes the honey-comb, is yellow, and 
of an infipid tafte, and is termed cera-Jlava ; if it be expofed 
to the action of dew, and of the air, it becomes white, and 
is called cera a'l/u, or virgin wax. They readily diiTolve in 
oil, and give a confidence to it, and thus form cerates, un- 
guents, and plafters. 

CEREBELLUM. The little brain or cerebellum. A 
round vifcus, of the fame ufe as the brain ; composed, like 
the brain, of a cortical and medullary fubftance, divided by 
a feptum into a right and left lobe, and fituated under the 
tentorium, in the inferior occipital fofke. 

CEREBRUM. The brain. A large round vifcus, di- 
vided fuperiorly into a right and left hemifphere, and inferi- 
or'y into fix lobes, two anterior, two middle, and two pofie- 
rior ; fituated within the cranium, and fr.rrounded by the 
dura and pia mater, and tunica arachnoides. It is compofed 
of a cortical fubftance, which is external ; and a medullary, 
which is internal. It has four cavities called -ventricles , two 
anterior or lateral, which arc divided from each other by the 
feptum lucidum, and in which is the choroid plexus, formed of 
blood-veffels and glands ; the third ventricle is a fpacc be- 
tween the thalami nervorum opticorum ; and the fourth ven- 
tricle is a fpace between the cerebellum and medulla oblon- 
gata. Its principal prominences art-, the corpus talkfum; a 
medullary eminence, confpicuous upon la.; .. hem- 

ifpheres of the brain ; the cor,- iated protu- 

berances, one in the anterior part of each lateral ventricle ; 
the tbalami nervorum opticorum, two whittfb. eminences behind 
the former, which terminate in the optic nerves ; the corpcia 
quadegemiiia, four medullary projections, called by the an- 
cients nates and tefiuj a little cerebrine tubercle, lyinj 
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-the nates, called the pineal gland ; and laflly, the crura cere- 
J>ri, two medullary columns which proceed from the bafis of 
the brain to the medulla oblongata. The cerebrine aiteries 
are branches of the carotid and vertebral arteries. The veins 
of the head are caMtAjinuffes, which return their blood into 
the internal jugulars. '1 lie ufe of the brain is to give oil 
nine pairs of nerves, through whofe means the various fenfej 
are performed, and mufcular motion excited. 

CERUMEN AURIUM. The waxy fecretion .of the ears, 
iituated in the meatus auditorius externus. 

CERVICAL ARTERIES. Branches of the fubdavians. 

CERVIX. The hinder part of the neck, 

CHALAZION. Cramlo. An indolent, moveable tuber- 
cle on the margin of the eye-lid, like a hail-Hone ; from 
■r.xxolu, a hail-itone. 

CHALK. Crcta. Cretaceous fpar. Calcareous fpar. 
Pure chalk is a neutral fait, formed by the union of the cre- 
taceous acid with lime. It it. much ufed as an abforbent, 
and antacid. 

CHALYBS. Steel. The beft, hardeft, fincft, and the 
clofeft graiuid forged iron. 

CHAMJEMELUM. Common camomile. Antbemli no- 
bilis of Linnjeus. The name camomile is fuppofed to be ex- 
preffive of the fmell of the plant Kec/tatfuKov, quoniam odcrem 
mail habeat. Both the leaves and flowers of this indigenous 
plant have a ftrong, though not ungrateful fmell, and a 
very bitter, naufeous tafte ; but the latter are the bitterer 
and confiderably more aromatic. They poffefs tonic and flo- 
mathic qualities, and are much employed to reftore tone to 
the ftomach and inteftines, and as a pleafant and cheap bit- 
ter. A fimplc infufion is frequently taken to excite vomit- 
ing, or for promoting the operation of emetics. Externally 
they arc ufed in the decoclum pro foment*, andare an ingredi- 
ent in the uccocium pro enemate* 

CHANCRE. A venereal ulcer on the parts of gen- 
eration.

CHARCOAL. Carhone. See CarLone.

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CHEMISTRY. The learned are not yet agreed as to the 
moft proper definition of chemiftry. Boerhaave feems to 
have ranked it among the arts. According to Macquer, it 
is a fcience, whofe object is to difeover the nature and prop- 
erties of all bodies by their analyfis and combinations. Dr. 
Black lays, it is a fcience which teaches, by experiments, the 
effects of heat and mixture on bodies ; and Pourcroy defines 
it, a fcience which teaches the mutual aClions of all natural 
bodies on each other. 

'1 he objects to which the attention of chemifts is directed, 
comprehend the whole of the fubftances that compofc the 
globe. Ar.ahfts or decompofition, 'and fyittbejis or combina- 
tion, are the two methods which chemiftry ufes to accom- 
plifn its purpofes. The firft is nothing more than the Sepa- 
ration of bodies, whofe union formed a compound fubftance : 
cinnabar, for example, is compofed of fulphur and mercury ; 
the art of chemiftry feparates the two, und by that means 
analyzes it. Synthefis or combination is the formation of a 
compound by the artificial reunion of feveral principles; 

livery perfon, concerned in pharmacy, ought to have a 
very extended knowledge of chemiftry, in order to know 
the alterations the matters he ufes are fubject to, and 
that he may prevent and correct them ; to difeover the 
changes compound medicines undergo ; and, in a word, to 
determine the combinations and decompofitions that may fol- 
low from the mixture of fimple drugs in extemporaneous 
prefci iptions. Every perfon, who reflects on this fubject, 
will determine, that fuch as are nectfl'arily employed in phar- 
macy, fhould, after acquiring the previous knowledge of nat- 
ural hiftory, indifpenfable in becoming acquainted with the 
materia medica, next pay the moft fcrious and unremitting 
attention to chemiftry. By thefe means, and by theft 
it is, that pharmacy can be reduced to principles, and ren- 
dered equal to the performance of thole fervices, which 
have long fince placed it in the honouiable eftimation oi 
fociety. 

CHEMOSIS. Inflammation of the conjunctive mem- 
brane of the eye, in which the cellular flructure is diftended 
with a florid fluid, and elevated above the margin of the 
tranfparent cornea ; from xaiia, to gape. 

F z CHILBLAIN. 
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CHILBLAIN. Pernio. Erythema of Cullen. An in- 
flammation of the extreme parts of the body, from the appli- 
cation of cold, attended with a violent itching, and ioou 
forming a gangrenous ulcer. 

CHIO TURPENTINE. Cyprus turpentine. Chian 
turpentine. This fuhflance is clalled among the refins. It 
is procured by wounding the bark of the trunk of the Pijlu- 
cbia terebinths! of Linmeus. The beft Chio turpentine is 
about the confidence <jf honey, very tenacious, clear, and al- 
moft transparent ; of a white colour, inclining to yellow, 
and a fragrant fmell, moderately warm to the tade, hut free 
from acrimony and bitternefs. Its medicinal qualities are 
iimilar to thofe of the turpentines. £>ee Turpentines. 

CKIRAGRA. The gout in the joints of the hand ; from 
vr'f, the hand, and aypa, a fcizure. 

CHIRURGIA. Surgery. From x.ttg, the hand, and 
toyov, a work ; becaufc furgical operations are performed by 
the hand. 

CHI.ORO?IS. The green ficknefs ; from yK^.ae, green, 
pale. A genus of difeafe in the clafs cachexia, and order >m- 
peligincs of Cullen. It is a difeafe which affects young fe- 
males wlvo labour under a fuppreffvon of die menfes, It i« 
characterized by depraved appetite, bad digedion, livid 
palenefs, great debility, palpitation, and a fupprcilion of die 
iiienfes. 

CHOLEDOCHUS DUCTUS. , The common biliary 
duel, which conveys both cydic and hepatic bile into the in- 
tedine duodenum ; from %oKi\, bile, and <3^o,«.«., to receive. 

CHOLERA, The colera morbus ; from -^xu, bile, and 
ton, a flux. A genu-, of difeafe arranged by Cullen in the 
clafs ncurofes, and 01 der fpafmi. It is a purging and vomit- 
ing of bile, with anxiety, painful gripings, fpaftne of the ab- 
dominal mufcles, and thofe of the thighs. '1 here are two 
fpecies of this genus : i. Cholera spontanea, which happen.?, 
in hot ieafons, without any manifeit cauie : 2. Cholera acci- 
dentalit, which occurs after the ufe of food that digefteth 
flowly, and irritates. 

CHORDA TYMPANI. A branch of nerve that paffes 
lhi-ough the tympanum. 

CKORDE£. 
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CHORDEE. A fpafmodie contraction of the penis that 
fometimes attends gonorrhea. 

'IIORFA SANCTI VITI. St. Virus's dance. Con- 
vnlfive motions of the limbs. It is a genus of difeafe ar- 
ranged by Cullen in the claXs neurofes, and order fi>uf>ui ,■ from 
^optia, dancing. 

CHORION. TJu external membrane of the foetus in 
utero : ^-cjpiov ; fcom xapia, to efcape,.becaufe.it always eicapes 
from the uterus with the foetus. 

CHOROID. From x°f "> v > ' tnc chorion, and j<JV, refem- 
blance. 

CHOROID MEMBRANE. TJie fecond tunic of the 
bulb of the eye, which is extrqriiely vafcular, and which forms 
•the iris and uvea anteriorly. 

CHOROID PLEXUS. A plexus of blood-vcffels and 
glands, fituated in the lateral ventricles, of .the brain. 

CHRONIC. From ^p^c. time. A difeafe is fo called 
that is of long duration, lading above fix or eight weeks. 

CHRUPSIA. Vifus ce'.oratus. A. difeafe .of .the eyes, in 
which 'the -perfon perceives obj eels of a different colour than 
their natural ; from xp*** colour, and 04.1a, fight. 

CHYLE. The milk-like liquor, obferved fome hours af- 
ter eating, in the laclral vtffels of the mcfente-ry and in tbe 
thoracic duct. It is leparated by digeftion from the chyme, 
and is that fluid fubftance from which the blood is formed. 

CHYLIFICATION. The procefs, carried on in the fmall 
inteftincs, and principally in .the duodenum, by which the 
chyle is fcparated from the chyme 

CHYLOPOETIC. Any thing connected with the for- 
mation of chyle ; thus chylopoetic vifcera, chylopoetic vef- 
lels, &x. 

CHYME. The indigefted mafs of food, that paffes from 
the ftomach into the duodenum, and from which the chyle 
is prepared in the fmall inteflines j from pry/nn, which figm- 
fi« humour or juice CICATRIX. 
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CICXTR1X. A fear ; from cicafn'co, to fk;n. 

CICUTA. Hemlock. This plant, Conium maculatum of 
Linnaeus, is found in almofl every part of England, and is 
diftinguifhed from thofe plants which bear fome refemblance 
to it, by the fpotted llcm. It is generally believed to be a 
very active poifon. When exhibited in immoderate dofes, 
it produces anxiety, cardialgia, vomiting, convulfions, verti- 
go, coma, and death. Barcn Stoerck was the firft who 
brought hemlock into repute as a medicine of extraordinary 
efficacy ; and although it does not effect the wonderful cures 
of cancer, it was faid to perform, it certainly pofteffes nar- 
cotic and antifpafniodic virtues. '1 here is fcarcely any dif- 
eale, to which human nature is fu'iject, in which this reme- 
dy, like mercury, is not exhibited internally by fome phyfi- . 
cian=, and in thofe of the glandular fyftem it appears, fome- 
times, to be productive of benefit Nor is it lets efficacious 
when applied externally : a poultice made of oatmeal and 
the expreffed juice, or a decoction of the extract, when the 
former cannot be obtained, allays the molt excruciating tor- 
turous pains of a cancer, and thus gives reft to the detract- 
ed patient. 

CILIJE. The eye-lafhes. 

CILIAR LIGAMENT. The circular portion that di- 
vides the choroid membrane from the iris, and which ad- 
heres to the fclerot'c membrane. It appears like a white 
circular ring. 

CINAUA. Common artichoke. Cynara fcolymus of Lin- 
nxus. A native of the fouthern parts of Europe, but culti- 
vated here for culinary purpofes. The leaves arc bitter, and 
afford, by exprcfiion, a considerable quantity of juice, which, 
when drained, and mixed with an equal quantity of white 
wine, has been given fuccefsfully in dropfies ; but it is an 
uncertain remedy. 

CINCHONA. Quinquina. Cortex peruvianus. Offici- 
nal cinchona, or Peruvian bark. 1 he tree, which affords 
this valuable medicine, is the Cinchona officinalis, a native of 
Peru. The bark is brought to us in pieces of different fizes, 
fome rolled up into fhort, thick quills, and others flat ; the 
©Utfide is brownifh, and generally covered in part with a 
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wrutifli inof» -, the infide is of a yellowifb, reddifh, or rufly 
iron colour. The belt fort breaks cloie and fmooth, and 
proves friable betwixt the teeth - the inferior kinds appeal, 
when broken, of a woody texture, and in chewing fe] urate 
into fibres. The former pulverizes more eafily than the lat- 
ter, and looks, when powdered, of a light brownifh colour, 
bling that of cinnamon, or fume what paler. It has a 
flight fmell, approaching to mnftinel's, yet i'o much of the 
aromatic kind as not to be dilagre-eable. Its tafle is coniid- 
erably bitter, adftringeni, very durable in the mouth, and 
accompanied with iome degree of aromatic warmth, but not 
i'ufficient to prevent its being ungrateful. The medicinal 
properties of this -drug are very confideraMe. It cures inter- 
mittent, remittent, nervous, .and putrid levers.; putrid fore 
throat, fcarlatina, and dyientery ; flops exceflive difeharges, 
and is in general ufe as a tonic, and itomachic ; it alfo is of 
infinite fervice in local affections, as gangrene, fcrophula, ill- 
conditioned ulcers, rickets, fcurvy, cVc. and in moft difeafes 
where there is no inflammatory diathefis. The officinal prep- 
arations of this baric are the powder, the extract, the tinc- 
ture, and the decoction. 

CINCHONA CORTEX PERUVIANAS RUBER. 
The medicinal qualities cf this red bark axe jimilar to thole 
■of the former. 

CINCHONA CORTEX PERUVIANAS ELAVUS. 
The medicinal properties of this new fpecics are alfo nearly 
the lame as thole of the cinchona officinalis, 

CINNABAR. A red mineral fubRance compofed of mer- 
cury naturally combined with fulpbur. It is found in the 
Dutchy of Deuxponts, in the Palatinate, in Spain, South 
America, Sec. It is called .native vermilion, and cinnabar in 
flowers. Artificial cinnabar w employed as b mild mercuri- 
al, and as an alterative. 

CINNAMOMUM. Cinnamon. The tree which af- 
fords the truc cinnamon, which is its inner bark, is the Law 
mamomum of Jacquin, a native of Ceylon. Cinnamon 
bark is one of the moll grateful of the aromatics ; of a very 
fragrant fmell, and a moderately pungent, glowing, but not 
£ery taiie, accompanied with confidcrable fweetnefs, and fome

decree of adftringency. It is one of the beft cordial, carmi- 
native, and reftorative fpices we are in poffefficn of, and is 
generally mixed with the diet of the fick. The effential oil, 
on account of its high price, is feldom ufed : a tincture, fim- 
ple and lpintuous water, are direded to be kept in the (hops. 

CIRCOCn.K. Varicocele. An enlargement of the veins 
of the fpermatic cord ; from y.ipo-oc, varix, or a dilatation of 
a vein, and n»x», a tumour. 

CIRCULATION of the BLOOD. A vital action per- 
formed in the following manner : the blood is returned into 
the right auricle of the heart by the defcending and afcend- 
ing vena cavas, which, when diftended, contracts and fends 
its blood into' the right ventricle ; from the right ventricle 
it is propelled through the pulmonary artery to circulate 
through, and undergo a change in, the lungs ; being pre- 
vented from returning into the right auricle by the clofing 
of the vaives, which are fituated there for that purpofe. 
Having undergone this change in the lungs, it is brought to 
the left auricle of the heart by the four pulmonary veins, and 
from thence it is evacuated into the left ventricle. The left 
ventricle, when diftended, contrails, and throws the blood 
through the aorta to every part of the body, to be returned 
by the veins. It is prevented from palling back from the left 
•ventricle into the auricle by a valvular apparatus ; and the 
beginning of the pulmonary artery ar.d aorta is alfo furnifhed 
with iimilar organs, to prevent it returning into the ventri- 
cles. See Heart. It is by means of this important action, 
that every part of the body lives, and becomes warm, the 
body nouriihtd, rhe various fecretionsfeparated, and the chyle 
converted into blood. 

In the foetus the blood paffes from the umbilical veins, 
partly into the vena portas, and partly through the canalis 
vt-nofus, into the afcending cava. The lungs being contract- 
ed, a very fmall quantity circulates through them, and the 
greateft part flows through the canalis hi teriofus and foramen 
ovale to the left fide «f the heart, and into the aorta, and is 
carried back by the umbilical arteries to the placenta. 

CIRCULUS ARTERIOSUS IRIDIS. The artery which 
runs round the iris and forms a circle. 

CIRCUMFLEXUS 
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CIRCUMFLEXUS or TENSOR PALATI. A muf- 
c!t, fituatcd between the lower jaw and os hyoides laterally, 
that ftrctches the velum, to draw it downwards. 

CITRATS (Citras, tis,f. m.J Salts formed by the union 
of the acid of kmons with different bafes ; as the citrat of 
alumiM, atrjt of ammoniac, &c. 

CLAVICLE. Collar-bone. A bone fhaped like the let- 
ter/, fituatcd obliquely upon the upper part of the cheft, and 
connecting the fcapula and humerus to the thorax. 

CLAY. Alumine. An earth, which feizes water with 
great avidity, and adheres ftrongly to the tongue. When 
expokd to heat, it dries, contracts,' {brinks, becomes full of 
clefts, and fo hard as to give fire with the ftecl. Acids com-; 
bine very readily with this earth and produce neutral falts, 
diflinguifhed by the name of aluminous or argillaceous : of 
this nature is alum or vitriol of clay, &c. 

CLINICAL. Any thing concerning a bed ; thus clin- 
ical lectures, notes, a clinical phyiician, &c. which mean 
lectures given at the bed-fide, obfervatior.s taken from pa- 
tients when in bed, a phyfician who vifits his patients in their 
bed, &c. 

CLINOID. Refembling a bed ; from km™, a bed, and 
tiito?, refemblance. The four proceffes furrounding the fella 
turcica are fo called. 

CLITORIS. A fmall glandiform body, like a penis ia 
miniature, fituated above the nymphs, and before the open- 
ing of the urinary paffage of women -. from xAt.a, to inclofe 
or hide, becaufe it is hid by the labia pudendi. 

CLONIC SPASMS. Convulfions. See Con-vulfom. 

COBALT. A heavy femimetal of a reddifh white col- 
our, and clofe grain ; fo brittle as to be readily reduced unto 
powder by the peftle. 

COCCINELLA. Cochineal. The female of a fpecies of 
infect that is found on, and collected in South America from, 
the Opuntia or Indian fig-tree. It is ordered by the College 
ia the tinclura eantbariiis—cardamomi compofita, and cinchona 
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ombofta. It is principally ufed on account of the Beautiful 
fed colour which it imparts to rhetn. 

COCCYGEUS. A mufcle of the os coccygis fituated 
within the peivis. Its ul'e is to i'upport, and move, toe ok 
coccygis forwards, and to tic it more firmly to the lucrum. 

COCCYGIS O^. Os coccyx. A fmall irregular lhaped 
bone of the pelvis, attached to the apex of the facrum, that 
fuftahrs the reftuni, and prerents the rupture of the peri- 
neum in parturition. 

COCHLEA. A cavity of the internal ear, that rcfcmbles 
the Ihell of a fnail, and in which are abler ved, the modiolus, 
or nucleus, extending from its bails- to the apex, and in the 
centre of the fcalsc. 

COCHLEARE. A fpoonful. In prefcriptions it is fome- 
times abbreviated thus, cocb. Cochleare magnum, is a table 
fpoonful ; cochleare medium, a deffert or pap fpoonful ; and 
eochleare minimum, a tea Ipoonful. 

COCHLEARIA IIORTENSIS. Lemon fcurvy-graf* 

This indigenous plant, Cocbtearia officinalis of Linnseus, is cul- 
tivated in gardens for its medicinal qualities. Its expreffed 
juice has been long confidered as the moll effectual of the 
fcorbutic plants. 

C03LIAC ARTERY. The firft branch giren off from 
the aorta in the cavity of the abdomen. It fends branches to 
the diaphragm, ftomach, liver, pylorus, duodenum, omentum, 
and fpleen. 

C03LIAC PASSION. A fpecies of diarrhxa. See Di- 
vrrbafu. 

t-'OLC'HTCUM. Common meadow faffron. Cohhicum 
outumnate of Linnaus. A native of England. The root is 
thought to poffefs diuretic and expectorant qualities, and with 
this view an oxymel and a fyrup are directed by the colleges 
of London ^nd Edinburgh. 

COLD. A fpecies of catarrh. See Catarrbus a frigore. 
COLTCA. The colic ; from xo\w, the colon, one of the 
large inteftines. It is known by a pain in the belly, and a 
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fenfation like a twitting round the navel, attended with vom- 
iting and cofti vends. This genus of difeafe is claffed by 
Cullen in the clafs neure/et, and order fpafmi. The fpecies 
of colic are, I. Colicafpfmodica, arifing from fpafm :' 2. Col- 
lect piBomwi, the painter's, or Devonfhire, or white lead colic, 
which arifes from the poifon of white lead, and induces paify 
of the hands : 3. Cuiica Jltrcarea, common to perfons of a cof- 
tive habit. 

COLLUTORIUM. . A liquid medicine to retain in, or 
to wulh the mouth. 

COLLYRIUM. From uaxuo, to check, and pwc, a deflux- 
ion. Any medicine was formerly fo called, which was ap- 
plied with that intention. It is now only given to fluid ap- 
plications for the eyes, or eye-waters. 

COLOMCA. The root fo called is imported from Co- 
lomba in Ceylon, in circular, brown knobs, wrinkled on 
their outer furface, ycllowifh within, and confifting of corti- 
cal, woody, and medullary lamina. Its fmell is aromatic ; 
its talk- pungent and naufeoufly bitter. It is much efteemed 
as a tonic in dyfpeptic and bilious cafes. A tin&ure is di- 
rected by the Colleges. 

COLON. The fecond portion of the large interlines ; 
from .'.ikk, hollow, hecaufe it is generally found empty in 
the dead body. See Intejlines. 

COMA. Ka/w, a propenfity to fleep. 

COMA r A. A diminution of the powers of voluntary 
motion, with flcep. or the fenfes impaired. It is an order of 
the clal's neurofes, of Cullen's nofology. 

COMBUSTION. It is difficult to give a good definition 
of combufiion. It is a collection of phenomena, which cer- 
tain bodies exhibit, when heated with accefs of air ; the. 
principal of which are the continuance or augmentation of 
heat, agitation, or inteftine motion, the emiflion of light, 
iiame, and a total change of the matter burned. 

COMEDO. See Crinonts. 

COMPARATIVE ANATOMY. Zootomy. The di£ 
fe&ion of animal bodies. 

Q COMPLBXUS* 
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COMPLEXITY A mufcle fituated on parr* of 

Hhe neck, that draws the head backwards, and to on< (id* ; 
and when both act, they draw the head direcTly backward. 

COMPRESSOR NARIS. A muftle of the nofe, that 
cbmprefles the alae toward the feptum nafi, particularly when 
we want -o fmeil acutely. It alio con-;';; it : the !■ m of the 
nofc, and aififts in exprelfing >.crtuin paflions. 

CONCEPTION. The impregnation of the ovulum in 
the female ovarium by the fubtile prolific aura of the femen 
virile. In order ti itful coition, it is necefTary that 

the femen be prop I . uterus or vagina, fo that its 

fecundating orrveyed through Che Fallopian 

tubes to the ovarium ■. hence it is neceilary that there be a 
certain ftafie of the ovarium of the female in order to impreg- 
nate i. ; which is., that the ovum fhall he mature, and em- 
braced hv the fimbria: of the Fallopian tube to convey that 
Vivifying fubflance to che ovum.

CONDYLOMA. Sarcoma am. A foft, wart-like ex- 

crefcence, that appears about the anus and pudenda of both 
fexes. '1 here are feveral fpecies of condylomata which, have 
received names from their appearances, asjian, erifi*, ty- 
mus, &C. 

CONGLOBATE GLAND. Lymphatic E kmd. Globatc 
gland, A round gland formed of a contortion of lymphatic 
veffels, connected together by cellular ftruAure, and having 
neither a cavity nor an excretory duel ; fuch are the mefen- 
terit, inguinal, axillary glands, &c. 

CONGLOMERATE GLAND. A gland compofed of 

a number of glomerate glands, Whofe excretory ducts all 
•nite into one common duct ; fuch are the falival, parotid 
glands, &c. 

CONJUNCTIVE 
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NJUNCTTVE" MEMBRANE:' Tunica adnata. ' Tur 
'ivginea. The thin, tranfp3rent, delicate membrane, 
that lines the internal fv.perficies of one eye-lid, and is reflect- 
ed from thence, over the anterior part of the bulb, to the 
tarfua of the other eye-lid.

CONSTRICTOR PHAUYNGIS INFERIOR. A mut 

cle frtuated on the pofterior part of the pharynx', that com- 
pr:ft_s the part of the pharynx which it covers, and raiies 
it with the pharynx a liitle upwards. 

CONSTRICTOR PHARYNGIS MEDIUS. A mufcle 
fit Hated on the posterior part *f the pharynx, Which com- 
preffes the part of the pharynx which it covers, and draws it 
and the os hyoides upwards. 

CONSTRICTOR PHARYNG-16 SUPERIOR. A muf- 
fle iitv.ated on the pofterior part of the pharynx, to com- 
prefs the upper part of the pharynx, and draws it forwards 
and upwards.

CONTAGION. Effluvia. Mia/ma. Viru<. Lues. In- 
n. The very fubtile" particles nrifing from putrid or 
other (jubilances, or from perfons labouring under infectious 
mmunicatc difeafe to others ; thus the con- 
tagion of putrid fever, the effluvia of dead animal or vegeta- 
ble fubftances, the miafrn of bogs and fens, the virus of -final!- 

CONTRACTION 
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CONTRACTION 7 . Contracture. A rigid contra & ion of 
the joints. It is a genus of difeafe in the clafs locales, and 
order dtfdnefi* of Cullen. '1 he fpccies are, i. Contratlura 
ab injlammatlor.e, when it arifes from inflammation : 2. Con- 
tracture affnfmo, called alfo tonic fpafm and cramp, when it 
depends upon fpafm : 3. Coniraftura cb antagonijfaj faraJiticos, 
from the antagonift n.ufcles lofing their aflicn : 4. CmUet- 
tura 00 acr'imonia irritante, which is induced by foihe in i- 
tatmg caufe : 5. Controclura artieularis, originating from a 
difeafe of the joint. 

CONTRA-INDICATION. A fymptom attending a dif- 
eafe, which forbids the exhibition of a remedy that would 
othcrwife be employed : for inftance, bark and acids are 
ufually given in putrid fevers ; but if there be difficulty of 
breathing or pain of the fide, they are contra-inJicuticns to 
their ufe. 

CONTRAYERVA. Contrayerva. This word is of 
Spanifh origin, and fignifies an antidote to poifon. The of- 
ficinal part of this plant, Dorjlcnia cntrayerva of Linnaeus, is 
the root. It has a peculiar hind of aromatic fmrll, and a 
light, adftringent, warm, bitterifli tafte ; and on being long 
chewed it difcovers fomewhat of a fweetifh fhsrpncls. Pu- 
trid and nervous fevers are the difeafes in which this medi- 
cine was formerly ufed. 

CONTUSION. Contuf.o. A bruife ; from cost undo, to 
knock together.

CoPHOSIS. A difficulty of hearing ; from x.i;o;, dumb. 
Sec Dyfccoea. 

COPPER. Cuprum. An imperfect metal, of a red bril- 
liant colour ; hard, elaftic, fonorous, and very ductile. It is 
found in the earth in various ftntes. The ufes of tins metal 
in the arts are numerous. All its preparations are very vio- 
lent poifons, and ought nev< r to be given internally, but 
with the greateft caution. The fulphat of copper Is a pow- 
ciful tonic and diuretic, and is given internally in dropfies 

and 
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and weakneffes. Externally it is employed "by furgeons as 
aji cfcharotic. 

CORACO-BRACHIALLS. A mufele fo called from its 
origin and infertion. It is fituated before the fcapula, and 
raifes the arm upwards and forwards. 

CORACOID. A name given to a procefs of the fcapula ; 
from oca?, a rro-v, and uioc, refcKiblance ; becauie it it 
fhaped like the beak of a crow. 

CORDIALS. Medicines are generally fo termed, which 
poffefs warm and ftimulating properties, and that are given 
to raife the fpirits ; from cor, the heart. 

CORIANDIUTM. Coriander, Coriandrum fativum of 
Linnaeua. Every part of the plant has a very offenfive 
odour ; but upon being dried, the feeds have a tolerably 
grateful i'mell, and their tafte is moderately warm, and 
llightly pungent. They poffefs a ftomachic and carmina- 
tive power, and are directed in the i»fufu»t arnarum, infufum 
fenna tartarizatutn, and fome other compofitions of the phar- 
macopoeia'. 

CORNEA TRANSPARENT. The tranfparent portion 
of the fclerotic membrane, through which the rays of light 
pafs. See Sclerotic membrane. 

CORN. Clavus. A hardened portion of cuticle, pro- 
chiced by preffure ; fo called becaufe a piece can be picked 
out like a corn of barley. 

CORONAL SUTURE. The future of the head, that 
extends from one temple acrofs to the other, uniting the two 
parietal bones with the frontal. 

CORONARY VESSELS. The arteries and veins of the 
heart and ftomach. 

CORONOID. Proccffes of bones are fo called, that have, 
any refemblancc to a crow's beak ; from nofcm, a crow, and 
uSoc, likenefs. 

CORPORA CAVERNOSA PENIS. Two fpor.gy bod- 
ies that arife, one from each afcending portion of the lfchium, 
and form the whole bulk of the penis above the urethra, and 
terminate obtufely behind its glans.

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CORPORA OLIVARIA. Thoft external premiiwncai 

of the medulla oblongata, that are fhaped like an olive. 

CORPORA PYRAMIDALIA. Two internal promi- 
nences of the medulla oblongata.

CORPUS LUTEUM. The granulous papilla whi 
found in that part of the ovarium of females, from whence 
an ovum had proceeded ; hence their prefence determines 
that the female has been impregnated ; and the number of 
Pom lutea correfponds with the number of impregna- 
tion?. It is, however, afferted by a modern writer, that ar- 
iora lutea have been detected in young virgin;, where uu im- 
pregnations could poilibly have taken place. 

CORPUS SPONGIOSUM URETHR^E. Subflaxfta 
f>>oi«i<if.i urethra.

CRETA. Chalk. See Chalk. 

CRETACEOUS ACID. Set Carbonic acid. 

CRIBRIFORM. The ethmoid bone is fo called ; from 
rribrum, a flevc, it being perforated like a fieve. .^ee Etb- 
bone. 

CR ICO. Names compounded of this word belong to muf- 
clea which are attached to the cricoid cartilage. 

CRICO-ARYTJENOIDEUS LATERALIS. A mufcle 
of the glottis, that opens the rima glotiidis by pulling the lig- 
aments from each other. 

CRICO-ARY TiENOIDEUS POSTICUS. A mufcle of 
the glottis, that opens the rima alottidis a little ; and by pull- 
ing back the arytenoid cartilage, ftretches the ligament fo 
as to make it tenfe.

Collc&ions of a ftbaceous fluid 
in the cutaneous follicles upon the face and breaft, which ap- 
pear like black fpots, and when preffed out, look like lniall 
worms, or, as they are commonly called, maggots. 

CRISIS. The fudden change of fymptoins in acute fe- 
brile diieafes, indicating recovery or death : yfuri; ; from 
x^ivii, to judge. 

CRISTA GALLI. An eminence of the ethmoid bone, 
fo called from its refemblance to a cock's comb. 

CROCUS. Saffron. The prepared ftigmata of the Cro- 
cus fativus of Linnaeus. Saffron has a powerful, penetrating, 
diffufive fmell, and a warm, pungent, bittcrilh taii.e. Many 
virtues were formerly attributed to this medicine, but little 
confidence is now placed in it. The Edinburgh College di- 
rects a tincture, and that of London, a fyrup of this drug. 

CROUP. An inflammation of the trachea. See Cynancbe 
tracbealis. 

CRUOR. See Blood. ' 

CRURA. The plural of cms, a leg or root ; applied to 
fome parts of the body, from their refemblance to a leg or 
root : thus, crura cerebri, crura cerebdli, &.C &c.

A difeafe that moftly attacks 
lomc part of the face of infants at the brcafl. It is known 
by an eruption of broad puilules, full of a glutinous liquor, 
which form white fcabs when they arc ruptured.

The leaves of this plant have a bitter, naufeoui 
tafte, but no remarkable frnell ; they have been long ufed 
externally to ulcers and fcrophulous tumours with confidera- 
lle advantage. Refpedting the internal ufe of this plant, we 
are told of its good effects in epilepry, fcrophula, and phthi- 
fis ; and Dr. Withering and others have eflablifhed Us repu- 
tation as a diuretic in dropfies. It is, however, hficeffary to 
oblerve, that this remedy muft be cautiouf.y adminiftered, 
for the plant is of fo deleterious a nature, that thirei 
of the dried leaf have been known to produce the moft 
dreadful tormina.

EPULOTIQS. A term given by furgcons to thofe ap- 
plications which promote the formation of fkjn ; from 
wtKoa x to cicatrize. 

ERECTOR 
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ERECTOR CLITORIDIS. A mufcle of the clitoris 
that draws it downwards and backwards, and ferves to make 
the body of the clitoris more tenfe, by lqueezing the blood 
into it from its crus. 

ERECTOR PENIS. A mufcle of the penis that drives 
the urine or ftmen forwards, and, by grafping the bulb of 
the urethra, puihes the blood towards the corpus cavernoium 
and the glands, and thus diftends them. 

ER RHINE- By errhines are to be underftood thofe 
medicines which, when topically applied to the internal 
ir. _i -.brane of the nofe, excite fneezing, and increafethe lecre- 
tion, independent of any mechanical irritation ; from ., in, 
and pis, the nofe. To this clafs belong nicotiana, LelULarus, 

euphorbium , ofartim, &C. 

ERYNGTUM. ' c ca eryngo, or holly. Erynglum marl- 
t'mum of Linmcus. The root of tins plant is directed for 
medicinal ufe. It has no particular fmell, but to the tafte it 
mamfefb a grateful fweetnefs ; and, on being chewed for 
fomc time, it difcovers a light aron a'lic warmth or pungen- 
cy. It was formerly celebrated for its fuppofed aphrodifiac 
powers, but is now very rarely employed. 

ERYSIPELAS. Ipus facer. St. An;hony's fire. Age- 
nus of difeafe in the clais pyrexia and order exanthemata of 
Cullen. It is known by fynocha of two or three days con- 
tinuance, with drowfinefs, and fometimes with delirium ; 
pulfe commonly full and hard ; then erythema of the face, 
with continuance of fynocha, tending to either apoplexy or 
to abfeefs. There arc two lpecies of this difeafe, according 
to Cullen : I. Eryjipelas ■veftculofum, with large blifters : 2. 
Eryjipelas pblySlanodcs, with phlyctenas, or fmall blifters. 

ERYTHEMA. A morbid rednefs of thefkin, as is ob- 
ferved upon the cheeks of hectic patients after eating, and the 
Ikin covering bubo, phlegmon, &c. 

ESCHAR. 1 he portion of flefh that is deftroyed by the 
amplication of a cauftic. 

ESCHAROTICS. A fynonim of Cauftics. See Cavfics.

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RSS*\R A. A fpecie? of cutaneous eruption, diftlngujfted 
bv broad, Alining, i'mooth, red fpots, moltly without fever; 
and differing from the nettle ralh in not being elevated. It 
generally attacks the face and hands. 

ETHMOID BONE. Cribriform bene. A bone of the 
head ; from tAuec, a fieve, and titot, form ; becaufe it is per- 
forated like a fieve. It is fituated anteriorly in the bafis of 
the cranium, at the upper part of the nofe. The principal 
eminences and deprefhons of this bone are the crilra galli, 
the perpendicular feptum, the fpongy lamina:, and the cri- 
brofe foramina. 

EUPEPTIC, Fubftances are fo called that are eafy to 
digeft ; from vj~ good, and otrtIw, to digeft. 

FUPKORBIUM. An inodorous gum-refm in yellow 
which have the appearance of being worm-eaten : it 
is imported from Ethiopia, Libya, and Mauritania. It con- 
tains an a&ive refin, and is very feldom employed but as 
an errhine. 

EVAPORATION. The volatilization of a fluid by means 
of heat, with accefs of air, in order to diminrlh its fluidity, 
or to obtain any fixed falts it may hold in folution, or di- 
minifh the quantity of a rcfiduum. In this manner the wa- 
ter of the feu is evaporated, and the fait obtained, and de- 
eoc'Hons made into extracts. 

K X A N T H V. M A . An eruption upon the fkin : e| 
a pultule. Cullen makes exanthemata an order in the clafs 
pyrexia. It includes contagious difeafes, beginning with fe- 
ver, and followed by an eruption on the fkin.

EXTENSOR CARPI ULNARIS. An extenfor mufcle 
of the carpus, fituated on the fore arm, that affilh the former. 

EXTENSOR DIGITORUM COMMUNIS. A muf- 
cle fituated on the fore arm, that extends all the joints of the 
fipgers. 

EXTENSOR I.ONGUS DIGITORUM PEDIS. A 
mufcle fituated on the leg, that extends all the joints of the 
four fmall toes.

EYE. 
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EYE. Oculut. The eye, or organ of vifion, is fituated in 
a focket called the orbit, at the fide of the root of the nofe, 
that is compofed of feven bones, viz. the frontal, fuperior 
maxillary, jugal, lachrymal, palatine, ethmoid, and fphamoid, 
which almoit l'urround and defend it. Anatomifts have di- 
vided the foft parts which form the eye into external and 
internal. The external parts are the fupercilia or eye-brows, 
falpsbra or eye-lids, filia or eye-laflies, lachrymal gland, 
lachrymal caruncle, nafal duel:, mufcles of the bulb of the 
eye, and the fat of the orbit. The internal parts are thofe 
which form the bulb, or eye, properly fo called : they confift 
of five membranes, viz. the fclerotic, choroid, retina, hya- 
loid, and capfule of the cryftalline lens ; two ch mbers, one 
anterior, the other pefterior ; and three humours, the aque- 
ous, cryftalline lens, and vitreous humour. The arteries of 
this vilcus are the internal orbital, the central, and optic ar- 
tery. The veins empty themfelves into the external jugu- 
lars. The nerves are the rptic, and branches from the third, 
fourth, fifth, and fixth pair.

The upper jaw cpnfifts of thir- 
teen bones, viz. two fuperior maxillary, two jugal, two nafal, 
two lachrymal, two inferior fpongy, two palatine, and the 
vomer. '1 be under jaw is formed of one bone, the inferior 
■ry b^ue. '1 he mufcles of the face are thole of the 
eye-lids, eye-ball, nofe, mouth, and lips. 

FJECES. The plural of /.ex. The. alvine excretions. 

FAINTING. See Synro/K-. 

FALCIFORM PROCESS. The falx. A procefs of the 
dura mater, that arifes from the crifta galli, foparates the 
hemispheres of the brain, and terminates in the tentorium ; 
iiomfalx, a fcythe, -xaAfarnta, refemblance. 

FALX. The falciform procefs of the dura mater. 

FASCIA. A bandage, fillet, or roller ; hence the apo- 
neurotic expanfions of jnufc-leg, which bind parts together, 
are termed fafcia. 

FASCIA LATA. A thick and ftrong tendinous expan- 
fion lent off/mm the back, and from the tendons of the glu- 
tei and adjacent muMes, to furround the mui'cles of the 
thigh. It is the thickeft on the outfide of the thigh and leg, 
but towards the infide of both becomes gradually thinner. A 
little below the trochanter major, it is firmly fixed to the 
linea afpera ; and farther down, to that part of the head of 
the tibia that is next the fibula, where it fends off the tendi- 
nous expanfion along the outfide of the leg. Ir fcrves to 
frrengihen the aelion of the mufcles by keeping them firm 

r proper places when in action, particularly the ten- 
dons that pais over the joints where this rfceinbrane is 
thickeft. 

iCIAIi NERVES. The eighth pair ©f nerves are fo 
ralkd. They arife from the fourth ventricle of the brain, 

paft 
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pafs through the petrous portion of the temporal bone to the 
temples, where they divide into feveral branches. 

FAT. Adept. A concrete oily matter contained in the 
cellular membrane of unimals, of a white or yellowifii col- 
our, with little or no fmell or taflf . It differs in all animals 
in iolidity, colour, tafle, &c. and likewife in the fame animal 
at different ages. In infancy it is white, infipid, and not 
very folid ; in the adult it is firm and yellowifh, and in ani- 
mals of an advanced age its colour is cctper, its conhftence 
various, and its tafle in general ilror.gcr. Fat meat is nourr 
ifliing to thofe that hare ftror.g digeftive powers. It is ufed 
externally as a foftemng remedy, and enters into the compo- 
fition of ointment and plafters. 

FATUITAS. Foolifhnefs. A fynonim of Amentia. 

FAUCES. A cavity behind the tongue, palatine arch, 
uvula, and tpnfiis ; from which the pharynx and larynx 
proceed. 

FEBRIFUGE. A medicine that poffeffes the property of 
abating the violence of any fever ; from febris, a fever, and 
fugo, to drive away. 

FEBRES. An order in the c'ufs pyrexia of Culleo, cha- 
racterized by the prefence of pyrexia, without primary or 
local affection. 

FEBRIS INTERMITTENS. An intermittent fever or 
ague. A genus of diieafe in the claft pyrexia and order 
J'ebres. It is known by cold, hot, and fweating Mages in fuc- 
celCon, attending each paroxyfm, and followed by an inter- 
minion or remiffion. I here are three fpedes of this difeafc, 
viz. I. Intermittens quotidiana, a quotidian ague. I he parox- 
yfms return in the morning at an interval of about twenty- 
four hours. 1. Intermittens tertiana, a tertian ?gue. The 
paroxyfms commonly come on at mid-day, at an interval of 
about forty-eight hours. 3. Intermit/ens quartana, a quartan 

ague. The paroxyfms come on in the afternoon, with an 
interval of about feventy-two hours. 

FEBRIS CONTINUA. A continued fever. A genus of 
difeafe in the clafs pyrexia and order phlegmafx of Cullen.

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It has no hrtermiftion, but exacerbations come on twice in 
one day. The fpecies of continued fever arc : i. Synocha. 
Inflammatory fever, known by increafed heat ; pulfe fre- 
quent, ftro.ig, and hard ; urine high coloured ; fenfes not 
much impaired, i. Typhus, which is contagious, and is 
characterized by moderate heat ; quick, weak, and fmail 
pulfe ; fenfes much impaired, and great proftration of 
Krength. Typhus has tour varieties, viz. I. Typhus petc- 
typlms with petechia : 2. Typhus miliar, the ner- 
vous fever : 3. Typhus gravior, the putrid fever : 4. Ty- 
phus tiierodes, the yellow fever. 

FEBRLS HECTICA. A genus of difcafe in the clafs 
and order frhres of Cullen. It is known by exacer- 
bations at noon, but chiefly in the evening, with (light re- 
millions in the morning, after nocturnal l'wcats ; the urine 
dcpoliting a furfuraceo-latcritious fediment ; appetite good ; 
rhirft moderate. Hectic fever is fymptomatic of chlorolis, 
fcroplnila, phthifis, di leafed vifcera, &c. 

FECULA. A dry, pulverent, iniipid, white, grev, or 
variouily coloured fubftance, infoluble in water, and of an 
earthy appearance, obtained by certain proceiTes from vege- 
tables ; fuch are ftarch, fago, falep, &c. 

FEMUR. Os fjmoris. The thigh bone. A long cylin- 
drical bone, fituated between the pelvis and tibia. Its up- 
per and rounded eminence is called the head, below which 
are two rough eminences, the great and fmall trochanter. 
Trie two eminences on the inferior extremity are termed 
condyles. 

FERMENTATION. A foontaneous commotion in a 
vegetable fubftance, by which its properties are totally 
changed. There are fcveral circumltances required in or- 
der that fermentation may proceed ; fuch are, 1. A cer- 
tain degree of fluidity ; thus dry lubftances do net fer- 
ment at all : 2. A certain degree of heat : 3. The contact 
of air.

More praifes have been beftowed 
upon the virtue which the leaves of this plant are faid to 
pofT f% when exhibited internally as an anti-venereal, by for- 
eign phylicians, than its trials in this country can juftify.

Salts formed by the fluoric 
acid, combined with different bales ; thus, Jluat of aluminc, 
Auat of ammoniac, &c. 

FLUID. A fluid is that fubftance, the conflituent prin- 
ciples of which fo little attract each other, that when poured 
out, it drops guttiit'un, and adapts iifelf, in every refpect, to 
the form of the veflel containing it. 

FLUORSPAR. Vitreous fpar. Sparry fluor. A fpe- 
cies of fair which abounds in nature, formed by the combi- 
nation of the fparry acid with lime. It is called fpar, bc- 
caufe it ha:, the fparry form and fracture ; fluor, becaufe.it 
melts very readily ; and vitreous, becaufe it has the appear- 
ance of glafs, and may be fufed into glafs of no contempti- 
ble appearance.

FLUX. Sli~Dyftntery. 

FCENICULUM DULCE. Common fennel. A net Bum 
fmnicuhtm of Linnxus... . ifie feeds and roots of this indige- 
nous plant are directed by the colleges of London and Edin-

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The feeds have an aromatic fmell, and a warm 
fweetifh talle, and contain a large proportion of eflential oil. 
They are ftomachic ar.d carminative. The root lias a fweet 
tafte, hut very little aromatic warmth, and is faid to be pec- 
toral and diuretic.

gr cecum of Linnreus ; a native of Tvlontpelier. The ietds are 
brought to us from the fouthera parts of France and Ger- 
many : they have a ftrong d'fagreeable fmell, and an unc- 
tuous farinaceous tafte, accompanied with a flight bitterneR 
They are efttcmed as aflifling the formation of pus, in in- 
flammatory tumours ; and the. meal, with that intention, is 
made into a poultice with milk. 

FCETUS. The child, indofed in the uterus of its mother, 
is called a fuetus from the fifth month after pregnancy u;:t;l 
the time of its birth. The internal parts peculiar to the 
fietus are the thymus gland, c \nalis vencfus cahalis arterio- 
i'us, foramen ovale, valve of Euftachius, and the membrana 
pupilbris. Eelides thefe peculiarities, there are ether cir- 
cumftances in which the fcetus d ; :Ters from the adult. The 
lungs are black and collapfed, and fink in water ; the liver 
is very large ; all the glands, efpecially the thymus and fu- 
prarenal, and the vermiform procel's of the cscum, are alii* 
confiderably larger in proportion. Jhe teeth of the fa-tn* 
are hid within their fockcts ; die great. uiteftines contain a 
fubltance called meconium ; the membrana tympani is cov- 
ered with a kind of mucous membrane, and the bones in 
many places arc cartilaginous. 

FOLLICLE. A fmall membraneous receptacle. 

FOLLICULOSE GLAND. A gland which confifts of 
a hollow vafcular membrane, and has an excretory duct ; as 
the muciparous and febacious glands. 

FONTANELLA. The fontanel. ~ he membrinous 
fpace between the frontal bone and anterior and luper-or an- 
gles of the parietal bones. 

FONTICUI.US. An iflue. An artificial ulcer formed 
in any part, and kept difcharging by introducing daily a pea, 
covered with any digeftive ointment : a diminutive oi font, 
a fountain.

FORAMEN CJECUM. A fisgle opening in the bafl« 

of the cranium, between the ethmoid and the frontal bwie, 
that gives exit to a fmall vein. 

FORAMINA LACERA. A r air of foramina in the 
bans of the cranium, through which the internal jugular 
veins, and the eighth pair of a'ceeffary nerves pafs. 

FORAMEN OVALE, 1 he opening between the two 
auricles of the heart of the foetus. See alfo Os innominatam. 

FORMIATS (Form-as, tit,/, m.) Salts produced by the 
vnion of the formic aciil with different bales • thxa,fomiat 
of alumine, formiat if ammoniac, &C. 

FORMIC ACID. The acid of ants was known to Tra- 
gus, Bauhine, Fifher, Etmuller, Hoffman, and many others. 
It is obtained chiefly from the red ant, Formica rufa of Lin- 
nseus, by diftilling them in a retort, and by warning them in 
boiling water. When redified and rather concentrated, it 
has a penetrating fmell, and is corrofive ; and its tafte is f<» 
agreeable when greatly diluted with water, that it has b:ec 
propofed to be ufed inftead of vinegar. 

FORNIX. The medullary body, compofed of three cru- 
ra, fituated at the bottom of the ventricles, under the ictuum 
lucidum. 

FOSSA- Fovea. A little depreffion or finus. 

FRACTURE. A fracture is a folution of a bone into 
two or more fragments, ^.ftmph fraelure is when the bone 
only is divided. A compound fraelure is a divifion of the 
bone, with a laceration of the integuments, the bone moftly 
protu'dtrg. A fraelure is alfo termed tranfverfe, oblique, 
&c. according to its direction. 

FRENULUM of the TONGUE. The cotaneous fold, 
under the apex of the tongue, that connects the tongue to 
the iiifralingual cavity. It is fometimes, in infancy, fo fhort 
as to prevent the child from fucking, when it is neceffary 
to cut it, in order' to give more room for the motion of 
the tongue. 

FRJENUM 
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i FRJENTTM of the PENIS. The membranous fold 
wihich connects the prepuce to the inferior part of the 
glans pen:s. 

FRAMECSIA. The yaws ; hamframhoife, Fr. a rafp- 
berry. A genus of di eafe arranged by Cullcn in the clafs 
cachexia and order imbetigines. It is fomewhat finiilar in its 
nature to the lues venerea, and is endemial to the Antilla 
iflands. It appears with excrefcences, like mulberries, grow- 
ing out of the ikm in various parts of the body, which difc 
charge an ichorous fluid. 

FR-ONS. The forehead. The part between the eye. 
brows and the hairy l'calp. 

FRONTAL BONE. The cocklefhell-like bone which 
forms the forehead, and contains the two anterior lobes of 
the brain. Its principal procdTes are the two fuperciliary 
arches, and two external and internal orbital apophyle*. lis 
cavities are two orbital cavities, a niche for the trochlea of 
the fuperior oblkrue mufcle, two !arg$ pituitary fintiiTes, one 
on each fide above the root of th- no!e, called the frontal 
finuffes ; the ethmoid niche, and fuperciliary foramen. In 
the fa-tus it is compofed of two bones. The union of the 
frontal bone with the parietal bones, forms the coronal 
future. 

FUMARIA. Common fumitory. The leaves of this In- 
digenous plant, Fumaria officinalis of Linnaeus, are directed 
for medicinal ufe by the Edinburgh college : they are ex- 
tremely lucculent, and have no remarkable fmell, but a bit- 
ter, fomewhat faline talle. The infufion of the dried leaves, 
or the expreifed juice of the frefh plant, is elteemcd for its 
rty of clearing the flcin of many diforders of the 
leprous kind. . 

FUNCTION. The power or faculty by whic] 
tion of an animated body is performed. The functions of 
f.ur body are divided into vital, by which life is immediately 
fupported, as the action of the heart and arteries, refpiration 
and animal heat ; animal, which are effected through the 
operation of the mind, as the external and internal ienfes, ' 
the voluntary action of the mufcles, voice, watching, and 
flcep ; natural, by which the body is preferred, as hunger, 
K l thiiit. 
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thirfl, mafh'cation,' deglutition, digeftion, ehylifrcat'on, fan- 
guification, nutrition of the body, and the various fecre- 
tions and excretions ; and, laftly, into fcxual funklions, fuch 
ss meiiftrnation, conception, formation of the fcetus, and 
parturition. 

FUNGUS. Proud flefh. A term jn furgery to exprefs 
any luxuriant formation of flefh; 

FUNICULUS UMBILICALIS. Funk umbilical',!. The 
pavel-Hring or umbilical cord. A cord of an intelHnal form, 
about half a yard in length, that proceeds from the navel of 
the fat us to the centre of the placenta. It is compofed of 
a cutaneous fheath, cellular fubftance, one umbilical vein, 
and two umbilical arteries ; the former conveys the blood 
to the child from the placenta, and the latter return it from 
the child to the placenta. 

FURNACES. The furnaces employed in chemical op- 
erations are of three kinds : I. The cvapor.itoiy furnace, 
•which has received its name from its ufe ; it is employed to 
reduce fubftances into vapour, by means of heat, in order to 
feparate the more fixed principles from thofe which are more 
ponderous, and wer. a mixed, fuipended, compounded, or dif- 
fplved in the fluid : 2. The rcverheratoiy furnace ; which 
name it has received from its conftrudion being appropri- 
ated to diflillation : 3. ¥be forge furnace, in which the cur- 
rent of air is determined by bellows.

FURUNCLE. An inflammation of a fuhcutaneous gland, 
Jcnown by an inflammatory tumour that does not exceed the 
fize of a pigeon's egg ; (iomf.ro, to rage. 

FUSION. A chemical pi ocefs by which bodies are made 
to pafs from the folid to the fluid (late, in coniequence of the 

application of heat 
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GALACTOPIIOROUS DUCTS. The excretory duct* 
of the glands of the breads of women, which terminate 
in the papilla or nipple ; from ya\a. milk, and pt/w, to car- 
ry, becaui'e they bring the milk to the nipple. 

GALBANUM. A gummi-refmous juice, obtained part- 
ly by its fpontaneous exudation from the joints of the item 
of the Bubun gilbanum of Linnceus, but more generally, and 
in greater abundance, by making an incifion in the italk, a 
few inches above the root, from which it immediately iffues, 
and foon becomes Efficiently concrete to \tz gathered It is 
imported into England from Turkey, and the Eaft Indies, in 
large, foftifh, ductile, pale-coloured maffes, which, by age, 
acquire a brownifh yellow appearance : thefe are intermixed 
with diftinet whitifh tears, that are the moft pure part of 
the mafs. Galbanum holds a middle rank between affa- 
foetida and ammoniacum, but its fcetidnefs is very inconlid- 
erable, efpecially when compared with the former ; it is 
therefore accounted lei's antifpafmodlc, nor are its expecto- 
rant qualities equal to thole of the latter ; it, however, is. 
efteemed more efficacious than either in hyfterical diforders. 
Externally it is often applied by furgepns to expedite the 
i'uppuration of inflammatory and indolent tumours, and by 
phyficians as a warm ftimulatir.g plafter. It is an ingredient 
in the pilulet e gummit the entflafirum Llhargyri cum gummi of 
the London Pharmacopoeia, and in the empLijlrum ad cLi-vos 
pedum of the Edinburgh. 

CALENA. 1 he name of an ore formed by the combi- 
nation of lead with fulphur. 

GALL. 1 he bitter fluid fecreted by the liver. See Bile. 

GALL-BLADDER. An oblong membranous recepta- 
cle, iituated under the liver, to which it is attached in the 
right hypochondrium. It is compofed of three membranes : 
a common, fibrous, and villous. Its ufe is to retain the gall, 
which regurgitates through the hepatic duel;, there to be- 
come thicker, more acrid and bitter, and to fend it through 
the cyftic duel, which proceeds from its neck into the com- 
mon duel or ductus communis choledothus, to be lent on to 
the duodenum, GAMBOGI4, 
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GAMBOGIA. The tree from which this gummi-refinous 
juice is obtained, conftkutes, according to Kccnig, a phyikian 
who reiided many years at Tranquebar, a new genus, which 
is called Stalagmitis. Gamboge is brought from the Haft In- 
dies, and is generally employed as a draftic purgative mcdi- 
c ne in coniHpat on of the bowels, hydropical affections, and 
againit the ta:nia or tape-worm. 

GANGLION. TayyXim. In anatomy it is applied to a 
knot in the courfe of a nerve. In iurgery it is an encyfted 
tumour, formed in the (heath of a tendon, and containing a 
fluid like the white of an egg. It molt frequently occurs on 
the back of the hand or foot. 

GANGRENE. A mortification of any part of the body, 
before endowed with vitality. It is known by the lnlenli- 
bility, eoldnefs, lividnei's, and flaccidity of the part, and by 
the fcetor it exhales. 

GARGLE (Gargqrifmum,i,f.n.) A fluid medicine to 
walh the throat ; from j^;?,!',., to waih the throat. 

GAS. F.IafKc fluid. Aeriform fluid. Elaftic vapour. 
Modern chemifts have given this name to bodies which have 
the appearance of air, though they do not poffefs all its prop- 
erties. A gas is a compound body, formed by the union of 
a bafis, more or lefs folid.with caloric ; thus when the mat- 
ter of heat enters into combination with certain bodies, it 
volatilizes thtm, and reduces them to the Itate of gas. It 
appears that all bodies do not require indifcriininately the 
fame quantity of caloric to affume the gafeous ftate : and to 
reduce any fubftance to the ftate of gas, the application of 
may be made in various ways. The more fimple 
method confifts in placing the body in contaift with another 
body, which is heated. In this fituation, the heat, on one 
hand, diminifhes the affinity of aggregation, by feparating 
the conftituent principles to a greater diftance from each 
other ; on the other hand, tlie heat unites to the principles 
with which it lias the ftrongeft affinity, and volatilizes them. 
Another method is, when one body is caufed to adt upon 
another, to produce a combination, in which a difengage- 
ment of feme gafeous principles takes place : for example, 
the fulphuric acid is poured upon the oxide of manganefe ; 

the 
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the acid combines with the metal, wr. !e if r:. ; .r : <- feizes the 
oxygene and rifes with it. This principle cakes place not 
only in this inffcance, but ( .: all occafions when in, an opera- 
tion being performed without the application of heat, there 
is a production of vapour or gas, 

O. ^STRIC JUICE. A fluid feparaied by the capillary 
c: haling arteri - of the ftomach, which open upon its inter- 
nal tunic. The sefi.phagus alio affords a lhiall cpuantity, 
efpecially in the interior part. Modern philofophers have 
paid great attention to this fluid, and from their feveral ex- 
periments it is known to pc fiefs the following properties. 
It is the principal agent of cliycfiioii, and changes the ali- 
ment?- into a k'nd of uniform foft pafte ; it acts on the ftom- 
ach. after the death of the animal. Its effs&A ihow that it 
is a iolvent, but of that peculiar nature that it diffolves ani- 
)]io.l and vegetable fubftances uniformly, and without exhibr 
iting a ftronger affinity for the one than for the other. It is 
far from being of the nature of a ferment, as many fiippofe, 
for it is one of the moil powerful analeptics we arc ac- 
quainted with : and from the experiments of Spallan- 
zani, Scoi'OLi, Carhjn.vi i, and others, Us natureyppears 
to be efientially different in the feveral claffes of animals, as 
they have proved by analyfis. The gaftric juice of the hu- 
man luhj .el, when healtliy, is inodorous, of a faltifh taile, 
and limpid, like Water, unlcfs it be a little tinged with the 
yellow colour of fome bile, that has regurgitated into the 
ftomach. In quantity it is very coufic'.erable, as muff be ev- 
ident from the extent of the furface of the ftomach, and its 
continual fecretion ; but it is the moll copious when folicit- 
ed by the ftimulus of food. Befides the properties of this 
fluid before mentioned, it has others which have induced 
phyficians and furgeons to exhibit it medicinally. It cures 
dyfpepfia and intermittent icvcr. Applied externally, in 
form of fomentation or poultice, it cures putrid and icrcphu- 
lous ulcers in a wonderful manner ; and i; is to be regretted 
that its utility is not more generally known. 

GASTRIC ARTERY. The right or greater gaftric ar- 
tery is a branch of the hepatic ; the (eft or leffer, a branch 
of the fpknic, 

GASTRITIS. 
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GASTRTTTS. Inflammation of the ftomach : from 
yar»g, the ftemach. A genus of difeafe in the clafs / 
and order phlegmojia of Cullen. It is known by pyrexia ; 
anxiety ; heat and pain in the epigaftrium, increafed when 
any thing is taken into the ftomach ; vomiting ; hiccup ; 
puife fmall and hard ; and proftration of ftrength. 'J here 
are two fpeciee : I. G<tflritis pblegmonoidea, with an i'.i 
nvatory tumour : 2. dijlritis eryjipelatofu, when the inflam- 
mation is of a creeping or eryfipelatous nature. 

GASTROCT.LE. A h-rniaof the ftomach, occafioned 
by a protrufion of that vifcus through the abdominal parie- 
ties ; from yamg, the ftomach, and kbXb, a tumour. 

GASTROCNEMIUS EXTERNUS /•« GEMELLUS. 
An extenfor mui'cle of the foot, which afiifts in forming the 
calf of the leg ; from, yurig, the belly, and hvd^d, the leg. 

GASTROCNEMIUS INTERNUS feu SOLEUS An 
extenfor mufcle of the foot, fituated in the calf of the leg. 
The tendons of both gaftrocnemii unite, and form the tmJo 
Acbillis. 

GASTRODYNIA. Pain in the ftomach ; from yarr,;, 
the ftomach, and oSvn, pain. 

GASTROEPIPLOIC ARTERY. The branch of the 
greater gr.ftric artery that runs to the epiploon. 

GASTRORAPHY. The fewing of wounds of the ab- 
domen ;. from yurvg, the belly, and f&fn, a future. 

GEMELLUS. -See Gajlrocnemius externus. 

GEMINI. From its being compofed of two portions. 
One of the third layer of muieles f.tuated on the otitlide of 
the pelvis. Its ufe is to roll the thigh outwards, and to pre- 
ferve the tendon of the obturator interims from being hurt 
by the hardneL of that pr.rt of the ifchium over which it 
paffee ; alfo, to hinder it from ftarting out of its place while 
the mufcle is in aclion. 

GENERATION. Many ingenious hypothefes have been 
inftituted by phyfiologifts to explain the myftery of genera* 
tion, but the whole of our knowledge concerning it appears 

to 
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to be built upon the phenomena it affords ; as may be feen 
in the works of Haller, Buffon, Cruicksiianks, and 
Haighton. It is a fexual action, performed in different 
ways in moll animals ; moft of them have different fexes, 
and require conjunction : i'uch are the human fpecies, quad- 
rupeds, and others. The females of quadrupeds have a 
matrix, feparated into two cavities, uterus bieorn's, and a con- 
fiderable number of teats ; they have no menftrual flux ; 
moft of them bear leveral young at a time, and the period 
of their geftation is generally fhort. The generation of 
birds is very different. The males have a very ftrong geni- 
tal organ, which is often double. The vulva in females is 
placed behind the anus ; the ovaries have no matrices, and 
there is a duct for the purpofe of conveying the egg from 
the ovarium into the interlines : this paffage is called the 
oviduct. The eggs of pullets have exhibited unexpected 
fads to phyfiologifis, who examined the phenomena of incu- 
bation. The moil important difcoveries are thofe of the im- 
mortal Haller, who found the chicken, perfectly formed, 
in eggs which were not fecundated. There is no determi- 
nate conjunction between fifties ; the female depofits her 
eggs on the fand, over which the male paffes, and emits its 
feminal fluid, doubtlefs for the purpofe of fecundating them ; 
thefe eggs are hatched after a certain time. The males of 
feveral oviparous quadrupeds have a double or forked organ. 
Infects exhibit all the varieties which arc obferved in other 
animals : there are fome, indeed the greater number, which 
have the fexes in two feparate individuals ; among others, 
the reproduction is made either with or without conjunc- 
tion, as in the vine-fretter ; one of thefe infects, confined 
alone beneath a glafs, produces a great number of others. 
The organ of the male, in infects, is ufually armed with two 
hooks, to feize the female : the place of thefe organs is great- 
ly varied ; with fome it is at the upper part of the belly, near 
the cheft, as in the female dragon fly ; in others, it is at the 
extremity of the antenna, as in the male fpider. Moil worms 
are hermaphrodite ; each individual has both fexes. Polypi, 
with refpeel to generation, are Angular animals . they are 
reproduced by buds or offsets ; a bud is feparated from each 
vigorous polypus, which is fixed to fome neighbouring body, 
and grows : polypi arc likewife found on their furface, in 

the 
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the fame manner as brapdies iiT.ie froiii plants. The'e fere 
the principal modes of generation in animals. In the hu- 
man fpecies, which engages our attention more particularly, 
the phenomena are as lolJow : the mode of congrefs of the 
man with the woman requires no defcription ; but genera- 
tion does not confill in that alone ; there are certain dates 
or conditions requiOte fur conception to take place. The 
ovum muTt have arrived at a flate of maturity. There muft 
be iuch a determination of blood to the uterus, that, to- 
gether with the venereal ftimulus, mall induce an a&ion in 
the Fallopian tubes, by which the fimbria- grafp the ovum 
that is to be impregnated. During this flate of the parts 
the femen virile muft be propelled into the uterus, in order 
that its fubtle and vivifying portion fliall pais along the 
tube to the ovum. Fecundation having thus taken place, 
a motion is induced in the vivified ovum, which ruptures 
the tender veficle that contains it ; the (imbrue of the 
Fallopian tube then grafp and convey it into the tube, 
which by its periftaltic motion conduces it into the cav- 
ity of the uterus, there to be evolved and brought to ma- 
turity, and at the expiration of nine months to be fent into 
the world. 

GENERATION, male organs of. The parts which con- 
ftitute the organs of generation in men are the penis, tefti- 
cles, and veficulx feminales. 

GENERATION, female organs of. The parts fubfervient 
to generation in a woman are divided into external and in- 
ternal. The external are the labia majora, nymphns, clito- 
ris, and, in virgins, the hymen. The internal parts are the 
vagina and the uterus, and its appendages. 

GF.NIO. Names compounded of this word belong to 
mufcles which are attached to the chin ; from ymim, 
the chin. 

GENIO-HYO-GLOSSUS. This mufcle-forms the fourth 
layer between the lower jaw and os hyoides. Its ufe is to 
draw the tip of the tongue backwards into the mouth, the 
middle downwards, and to render its back concave. It alfo 
draws its root and the os hyoides forwards, and thrufls the 
tongue out of the mouth 
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GF.NIO-HYOIDEUS. This mufele confutes the third 
layer between the lower jaw and os hyoides. h draws the 
o» hyoides forwards to the chin. 

GENISTA. The common broom. The tops and leaves 
of this indigenous plant, Spartlum fcoparium of Lirtnceus, are 
the parts that arc employed medicinally ; they have a bitter 
tafte, and are recommended for their purgative and diuretic 
qualities, in hydropic cafes. 

GENT I ANA. Gentian. The gentian that is met with 
in the {hops is the root of the Gcntiaha lutea of Einnasu-., and 
is imported from Switzerland and Germany. It is the on- 
ly medicinal part of the plant, has little or no fmell, but to 
the tafte it nlanifefts great bitternefs, on which account it 
is in general ufe as a tonic, ftomach'ic, anthelmintic, antlfep- 
tic, emmenagtigtre, and febrifuge. The officinal prepara- 
tions of this root are the infufum gent'tima: covipfitum, and 
tinRura gtntiana compojita of the London Pharmacopoeia, and 
the infitfum amarum, liinmri amai-um, tinclura amara, of the 
Edinburgh Pharmacopoeia ; and the extratlum gtntiana is or- 
dered by both. 

GENU. The knee ; from ynm. ttapu to eif yuii veuJiv, be- 
cause by it the body is bent towards the earth. 

GEOFFRiEA. The: bark fo called is the produce of the 
Ce-ijfroya inermis of Swatz, a native of Jamaica, where it is 
diitinguifhed by the name of Cabbage-bark tree, or Worm- 
bark tree. It has a mucilaginous and fweetifh tafte, and a 
difagreeable fmell. According to Dr. Wright of Jamaica, it 
is powerfully medicinal as an anthelmintic. 

GING1VJE. The gums. See Gums. 

GINGLYMUS. 1 he hinge-Uk* joint. A fpecies of di- 
arthroiis or moveable coimexion of bones, which admits of 
flexion and cxtenfion, as the knee-joint, &.o; from ynyhvfd* 
a hinge. 

GINSENG. The plant from which this root is obtained 

is the Panax qvinqi/cfoi'mm of Linnaus. It is imported into 

this country fcarcely the thicknefs of the little finger, about 

ot four inches long, frequently forked, tranfverfely 
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wrinkled, of a horny texture, and both internally and exter- 
•nally of a yellowifh white colour. To the tafte it dii'covers 
a mucilaginous fweetnefs, approaching to that of liquorice, 
accompanied with i'ome decree of bittern'efs, and a flight 
aromatic warmth. The Chinefe afcribe extraordinary vir- 
tue- to the root of ginfcng, and have no confidence in any 
medicine unlefs in combination with it. In Luiope, Low- 
ever, it is very feldom employed. 

GLAND. A fmall round body that ferves for the fecre- 
tion or alteration of a fluid. Glands are generally larger, in 
proportion, in infants than in adults : they are compoj'cd of 
nerves and vcffels, which are very numerous, and conic from, 
and proceed to, the neighbouring parts : they are connuScd 
with one another, and to other parts by a cellular iiruihire. 
Th^re are feveral kinds of glands, which the reader will lii.d 
in their reipcelive places, as foilicuioie, giobate, conglobate, 
glomerate, and conglomerate glands ; thei'e are alio variouJiy 
termed by anatomilb, according to the nature of the fluid 
they feparate, as i'ebacous, muciparous, lymphatic, laduy- 
nial, lalival, bilious glands, &c. 

GLANDULiE MYRTIFORMES. CaruncuU myrtl- 
formei. The fmall glandiform bodies at the entrance of the 
vagina of women. They are the remains of the hymen, 
which is cleft in feveral parts during the firft coition. 

GLANS PENIS. The very vafcular body that forms 
the apex of the penis. The pofterior circle is termed the 
coronj gldiidu. See Corpus fpo>igiofi4i/i urethra. 

GLASS. Thirfubftance is fornetimes employed by &r- 

geor.s when roughly powdered, as an efcharotic to opacities 
of the cornea. 

GLAUCOMA.. An opacity of the vitreous humour. 
It is difficult to afcertain, and is only to be known by a very 
attentive examination of the eyes. 

GLEET. See lilennorrhagm. 

GLENOID CAVITY. <The articular cavity of the fan* 
ula; from ytow, a cavity, and uA , refemblance. 

GLOBATI 
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GLOBATE GLAND. A lymphatic' gland. Sec Con- 
juabatc gland. 

GLOBULES of the BLOOD. The very fmall gloi 
bules that are feen through the mierofcope fwimming in 
the ferum of the blood, and which give ilie red colour to 
the blood. 

GLOBUS HYSTERICUS. The air riling in the afo-

GLOMERATE GLAND. A gland formed of a glo-

GLOTTI . The raperior opening of the larynx at the 
bottom of the tongue ; from -/K^rla, tile tongue. 

GLUTEAL ARTERY. A branch of the internal iliac 
artery. 

GLUTEUS M.^XIKUS. This niufcle of the thigh 
for ns the firft layer on the nates, and extends the thigh by 
ng U dire&ly backwards and a little outwards. 

GLUTEUS MEDTUS. A mufcle of the thigh, that 
forms the fecond layer or. the nates, and draws the thigh 
hone outwards and a little backwards, and alio rolls it when 
it is b 

GLUTEUS MINIMUS. A mucle of the thigh, filia- 
ted under the former, and which affifts it in pulling the 
thigh outward., and backwards, and in rolling it. 

OLYCYRRHIZA. Liquorice. Gfycyrrbiaa glatra of 

Linna-us, a native of the louth of Europe, but cultivated iti 
Britain. The root contains a great quantity "of fa.c,cj\$rjne 
pratter, joined with fome proportion of mucilage, and heme.

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it has a yifcid fweet tafte. It is in common life, ns a pero- 
ral or emollient, in catarrhal effluxions on .the breaft, 
couglis, hoarfeneifes, &c. Infuflons or extrafts made from it 
afford, likewife, very commodious vehicles for the exhibition 
of other medicines ; the liijuorice tafte concealing that of 
unpalatahle drugs more effectually than fvrups or any oi the 
fweets of the faccharine kind. 

GOMPHOSIS. A fpecies of fynarthrofis, or fcnmoveable 
connexion of bones, in which one hone is fixed in another, 
like a nail in a board, as the teeth in the alveoli of the jaws ; 
from yo/xpou, to drive yi a nail, 

GONORRHOEA. A preternatural flux from the urethra 
or vagina. It arifes from the action of the venereal virus oil 
thofe parts, producing firft an itching, afterwards a difcharge 
like pus, attended with heat on making water ; and in men, 
with phyme/is. and fametimes parapbymofti ; from yew, femen, 
and pea, to flow, from an erroneous fuppofition of the an-* 
cients that it was a feminal flux.. 

GOUT. Sec Arthritis. 

GRACILIS. A rr.ufvie of the leg, fituated on the ir fide 
of the thigh, that affifts the fartorius in bending the leg ob- 
liquely inwards, or bringing one leg acrofs the other. 

GRANATUM. The pomegranate. The fruit of the 
Puriiea gr.mxtum of Liimams. The rind of the fruit, and the 
flowers (called Baiauftine flcwers,) are the part-^ directed for 
medicinal ufe. Ir. their fmell there is nothing remarkable, 
hut to the tafte they are veiy adi'hingcnt* and have fuccefs- 
fully been employed as fuch in djfeai'e. both internal and ex- 
tern. j1. 

GRATIOLA. Hetfge-hyffop. This exotic plant, the 
Gratiola officinalis of I.inna'iis, is a powerful and active ca-» 
rliartic, and operates with fuch violence upon the fhimach 
as generally to induce vomiting. It has been qommonly 
employed as a cathartic am' diuretic in hydropical difeafes, 
and inftancea of its good effects in afeites and anaf.irca arc 
recorded by many refpeclahle practitioners. German ply- 
fciarw alfo relate its tfficacy in maniacal ;'.nd venereal cafes'. 

'.ilUTUM. Mdhm. A hard white tubercle of the 
fkin, rcfembling |n fize and appearance a millet feed.

It is only the wood 
ami refin of guaiacnm which are now in general medical ul'e 
in Europe ; and as the efficacy of the former is fuppofed to 
he d> rived, merely, from the quantity of refinous matter 
which it contains, they may be confidered indiicriminately.

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GUM. Mucilage. This fubftance is very abundant in 
the vegetable kingdom ; it is found in a great numbei of 
roots ; and the ihoots of plants and new leaves contain it in 
great abundance. It may be known by its vifcous and ad- 
quality when prefftd between the fingers. At the 
time of the year when the juices of plants are the moffc 
abundant, it naturally exudes through the barks of trees, a"nd 
thickens on the furface into gum. The characters of gum 
are, I. Solubility in water, to which it gives a thick and 
vifcous confiftence. 'I his folution, known by the name of 
mucilage, becomes dry, tranfparent, and brittle, by evapora- 
tion 2. Jnfblubility in alkohol. .;. Coagulation by the ac- 
tion of weak acids. Mucilages, of the lame nature as gums, 
are obtained alio from many plants, as mallows, quince 
feeds, linfeed, &c. 

GUM-BOIL. See /War. 

GUM-RESIN. Gum-refins are the juices of plants' that 
are mixed with refin, and an extractive matter, which has 
been taken for a gummy fubftance. They fcldom flow 
naturally from plants, but are moflly extracted by incifion, 
in the form of white, yellow, or red fluids, which dry more 
or lefs quickly. Water, fpirit of wine, wine or vinegar, 
diffolve then-, only in part, according to the proportion they 
contain of refin or extract. 

GUMS. Gingma. The very vafcular and elaftic fub- 
ftance that covers the alveolar arshes of the upper and un- 
der jaws, and embraces the necks of the teeth.

This nwfcular vifcus, which is the pri- 
mary organ of the blood's motion, is fituated obliquely, not 
trani'veri'ely, in the left fide of the thorax, between the lungs, 
and within the cavity of the pericardium. It is diftinguifh- 
ed by anatomifts into the bafis and apex ; an anterior and 
pofterior margin ; a fuperior and inferior furface ; and into 
a right apd left auricle, and a right and left ventricle. The 
auricles are mufcular cavities, that lie upon the bafis of the 
heart, furrounding almoft the pulmonary artery and aorta, 
and which receive the blood from the veins. The ventricles 
are two internal cavities of the heart, that are divided from 
each other by a mufcular feptum, /•■plum cordis : they have, 
each of them, two openings, the one auricular, through 
which the blood enters, the other arterial, through which 
it paf.es out. Thcfe four orifices are fcjrnifhed with valves 
that are called femilunar at the arterial openir gs, mitral at 
the right auricular, and tricufpid at the left auricular orifice.

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HF.LI.FBCRUS ALBUS. White helletore or vcra- 
trum. Vcratrum allium ol I.inna-us. This plant is a native 
of Italy, Switzerland, Aufiria, and Ruflia. Every part of 
the plant is extremely acrid and poifonous. The dried root 
has no particular fmell, but a durable, naufeous, and hitter 
tafte, burning the mouth and fauces ; v. hen powdered, and 
applied to ifiues or ulcers, it produces griping and purging ; 
if muffed up the nole, it proves a violent fternutatory. 
Gefnei made an infufion of half an ounce of this root with 
two ounces of water ; of this lie took two drachms, which 
produced great heat about the fcapulce and in the face and 
head, as well as the tongue and throat, followed by fingul- 
tus, which continued till vomiting was excited. Bergius 
alio experienced very diitrefhog lymptoms upon tailing this 
infufion. The root, taken in large dofes, difcovers fuch ac- 
rimony, and operates bv the flomach and rectum with fuch 
violence, that blood is ufually discharged : it likewife ads 
very powerfully upon the nervous fyftem, producing great 
anxiety, tremors, vertigo, iynccpe, aphonia, interrupted res- 
piration, finking of the pulfe, convulsions, fpafms, and death. 
Upon opening thofe who have died by the effects of this 
poifon, the ftomach diicovered marks of inflammation, with 
corrofions of its internal coat. The ancients exhibited this 
active medicine in maniacal cafes, and, it is laid, with fuc- 
cefs. '1 he experience of Qreding is fomewhat fimilar : out 
of twenty-eight cafes in which he exhibited the bark of the 
root, collected in the fpring, five were cured. In almoft 
every cafe that he relates, the medicine acted more or lefs 
upon all the excretions ; vomiting and purging were very 
generally produced, and the matter thrown off the ftomach. 
was conftantly mixed with bile ; a florid rednefs frequently 
appeared on the face, and various cutaneous t fllorefcenes up- 
on the body; and, in feme pleuritic fymptoms, with fever 
fupervened, fo as to require bleeding j nor were the more 
alarming affections of lpatms and convulfions unfrequent. 
Critical evacuations wire alio very evident ; many lwcated 
profufely, in fome the urine was conftderably increafed, in 
others the faliva and mucous difcharges ; and 
i'ructions^Jpong duration, were often removed \^ its^^L 
VeratruflflRMkcwijr been found ufeful in epilepfy, aflt 
pther convul&re c t • 1 1 plaints ; hut the difeafes in which its 

efficacy 
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efficacy feems leaft equivocal are thofc of the (kin, as itch 
and different prurient eruptions, herpes, morbus pediculofus, 
lepra, fcrophula, <3cc. and in many of theie it has been fuc- 
v" employed both internally and externally. As a 
powerful llimulant and irritating medicine, its ufe has been 
reforted to in defpetate cafes only, and even then it ought 
firft to be exhibited in very fmall dofes, as a gra^in, and in a 
diluted date, and to be gradually increafed, according to the 
effects, which are generally of an alarming nature. 

H.ELLEBORUS NIGER/** MELAMPODIUM. Black 
hellebore or Chriftmas rofe.

The root of this exotic plant is the part employed medicinal' 
ly : its taftc, when frefh, is bitterilh and fomewhat acrid : it 
alfo emits a naufeous acrid fmcll, hut being long kept, both 
its fenfible qualities and medicinal activity fuffer very con- 
itderable diminution. The ancients cfteemed it as a power* 
ful remedy in maniacal cafes. At prefent xt is exhibited 
principally as an alterative, or, when given in a large dofe, 
as a purgative. It often proves a very powerful emmena- 
gogue in plethoric habits, where fteel is ineffectual or im- 
proper. It is alio recommended in droplies, and i'ome cuta- 
neous difeafes. 

HELMINTBTASTS. A difeafe, in which worms, or 
the larvae of worms, arc hred under the flcin. or fame exter- 
nal "part of the body ; from j.m;,;, which fignifies any fpe- 
cies of worms.

The fruit, when dried and 
powdered, is recommended as an errhine. The bark is 
highly efteemed on the continent as a febrifuge, and is by 
fume confidcrcd as being fuperior in quality to the Peruvian 
hark. The bark intended for medical ufe is to be taken 
from thofe branches which are neither very young nor 
very old. 

HIPPTJ3. A continued and alternate dilatation and con- 
traction of the pupil of the eye, caufed by a convulfion of 
the orbicular and radiated fibres of tlie iris. 

HONEY. A fubftance collected by bees, perfectly re- 
fembling faccharine juices. It has a white or yellowifh 
colour, a foft and grained confidence, a faccharine and aro- 
matic fmell. Honey is an excellent food, and a ioftening 
and flightly aperient remedy : mixed with vinegar, it con- 
IHtutes oxymel, and is exhibited in various forms in medi- 
cine and pharmacy. 

HORDEOLUM. An inflammatory tumour on the eye- 
lid, the fize of a barley-corn. 

HUMERAL ARTERY. A branch of the axillary ar- 
tery, diftributed about the humerus. 

HUMERI OS. Os brcchii. A long cylindrical bone, 
fituated between the fcapula and fore arm. The eminences 
on the fuperior extremity are, the head, neck, and a greater 
and leffer tubercle. Upon its inferior extremity arc, an ex- 
ternal, an internal, and a headed condyle, and two depref- 
fn us, which receive the conoid and coracoid proceffes of the 
cubit.

HYDARTHRUS. HyJarthrtn; A white fwelling of a 
joint. '1'he name is derived from vfag, water, and zp&pm, a 
joint. A genus of difeaie arranged by Cullen in the clafs 
/ cales and order inmores ; and known by a uniform fwelling 
round the joint, of the colour of the flcin, and extremely 
painful. It mbftiy affects the knee joint. 

HYDATID^. An hydatid; from oM- , a Madder. 
A very Angular animal, formed like a bladder and diltencled 
with an aqueous fluid. Hydatids are not unfrequently gen- 
erated in the natural cavities of the body, as the ventricles 
of the brain, abdomen, pelvis of the kidney, &c. producing 
difeafe. Cullen arranges this affection in the clafs locale* 
and order tumoris. 

HYDRAGOGUE. Medicines are fo termed which pof- 
fefs the property of increafing the fecretions or excretions of 
the body, fo as to caufe the removal of water from any of its 
cavities; fuch arc tunics, diuretics, cathartics, &.C 

HYDRARGYRUM Mercury. Quickfilver. Mercu- 
ry is found in the earth at Adria in Spain, and in America, 
in a fluid ftate, poffeffing a metallic opacity and brilliancy, 
?.nd in combination with other metallic fubftances. It dif- 
fers from all other metals by its property of retaining the 
fluid Hate, at the ordinary temperature of the atmofphere. 
It always affects the form of globules when divided, and 
when it is confined in a bottle its furface appears convex. 
Mercury has no tafte that the nerves of the tongue and 
palate can perceive : rubbed for a fliort time between the 
fingers, it emits a flight peculiar fmell. Its utility in the 
practice ti" phyfic and I'urgery is very great indeed, and there 
are a conflderable number of preparations of it ordered by 
the London and Edinburgh Pharmacopoeias. It is impoili- 
ble in this place to enumerate its particular virtues, as there 
is noMifeafe whatever in which it is not exhibited, and ev- 
ie is acquainted with its efficacy in fubduing the vene- 
real vims, and the benefit derived from adniiniftering its 
preparation^ in Uifcaits of the fkin, lymphatic glands, &c.

It is difl.il guifhed by authors into ex- 
ternal and internal. Hydrocephalus externus is anafarca of 
the integuments of the head. Hydrocephalus internus is a 
dcpofition of a fluid in the ventricles of the brain, pro-t 
during dilatation of the pupils, apoph xy, &c. See Apsplcxia. 
It is fometimes of a chronic nature, when the water has 
been known to increafe to an enormous quantity, effecting a 
dialbafis of the bones of the head, e.ud an abforption of the 
fubflance of the brain. 

HYDROGENE. Inflammable air. Phlogifton of Kir- 
■wan. Hydrogenous gas. An elaftic fluid, poliefling all the 
apparent properties of air. It is about tbjMteen times lighter 
than the air of the atmofphere, does not maintain combuf- 
tion, and quickly deftroys animal life by producing ftrong 
convulfions. It has a very evident and peculiar i'mell. Its 
charadteriftic property is to take fire when in contact with, 
air, by the application of a body already ignited, or by the 
electric fpark. Hydrogene, combined \sith oxygene, forma 
water (lee Aqua ; ) and with azote, yolatile alkali. 

HYDROLAPATHUM. The water dock. Riinux h- 
drolapaxbum of Linnaeus.

fiift feized with the madnefs. It is a genus of difeafe ar- 
ranged hy Cullen in the clafs neurqfes and order Jpafmi ; 
known by the previous hiftory of the difeafe, the dread of 
water, painful convulfions of the pharynx, and putrid fever. 

HYDROPHTHALMIA. A fwelling of the bulb of the 
eye, from too great a collection of the aqueous or vitreous 
rumour ; from uSxg, water, and ^ixxy.c;, the eye. 

HYDROPS. A dropfy ; from v&ag, water. See A/cites,

A genus of difeafe in the clafs 
tee «nd order irtumefcentia of Cullen ; known by dylp- 
palenefs of the face ; cedematous fwellings of the feet 5 
f arcity of urine ; impatience of an horizontal portion, with 
fuclden ftarting from fiecp ; palpitations of the heart, and 
fluctuation of water in the cheft.

HYQIDES OS. A femihinar bone, fituated hetween the 
bafis of the tongue and the laryn?:, that ierves for the arihe- 
fion of the tongue, for deglutition, and for a point oi at- 
tachment to many muffles. It has two greater and two 
leffer horns ; from v, and -aSq;, relemhlance. 

HYO-GLO^SUS. A muffle fituated at the fide, between 
the os hyoidcs and the tongue, that pulls the tongue inwards 
and downwards. 

HYOSCIXMU3. Henbane. Hyofriamus piger ofLin- 
nsus. The fmell of this indigenous plant is ftrong and pe- 
culiar : the leaves, when bruiled, emit fomewh.it of the 
odour of tobacco ; to the'tafte they are mild and mucilagi- 
nous. Henbane is a powerful narcotic poifon, and many in- 
ftances of its deleterious effects are recorded by different au- 
thors. Nevertheless, the extract of the feeds, under proper 
management, may be fafely employed ; and it has this ad- 
vantage over narcotics in general, that it never renders the 
fcowels coftive, but on the contrary, gently opens them. 

HYPERICUM or HYPERICUM. St. John's wor?. 

Hypericum perfoliatum of Linnxus. This indigenous plant 
was greatly eiteemed by the ancients, but is now very rare- 
ly ufed, The London Pharmacopoeia retains the flowers 
on account of the great proportion of rcfinous oily mat- 
ter, in which the medical efficacy of the plant is fuppoled 
to refide. 

HYPEROSTOSIS. A fynpnim of exeftofis. See 

Jixojlofis. 

HYPNOTICS. From wjrvor, fleep. See Anodynes. 

HYPOCHONDRIAC REGIONS. They are fituated 
one on each lide of the epigallric region, being the fpaces in 
the abdomen that are under the cartilages of the ipurious 
ribs ; from uto, under, and ^ovefpor, a cartilage. 

HYPOCHONDRIASIS. Hypochondriac affections ; 

from wrovovfyjaitoff, one who is hipped. A genus of dileafe

terized by dyfpepfia ; languor and want of energy ; dejec- 
tion of mind, and appreheniion of evil, more efpecially re-

HYP02EMA. An effufion 0/ red blood into the cham- 
bers of the eye ; from vrro, under, and ai/j.x, blood ; becaufe 
the blood is under the cornea, 

HYPOGALA. A collection of white humour, like milk, 
in the chambers of the eye ; from i/ro, under, and yaka, 
milk ; becaufe it is a milk-like effufion under the cornea. 

HYPOPIUM. A collection of pus in the anterior or 
poiterior chamber, or both chambers of the eye ; from v-rc, 
under, and zrvov, pus ; becaufe the pus is under the cornea. 

HYPOGASTRIC ARTERIES. See Iliac arteries. 

HYPOGASTRIC REGION. The region of the abdo- 
men that reaches from above the pubis to within three 
fingers' breadth of the navel ; from i/t/j, under, and yurng, 
tiie ftcmach. 

HYSSOPUS. Common hyffop. Hffipu, officinalis of 
Linnus. This exotic plant is efteemed as an aromatic and 
ftimulant, but is chiefly employed as a pectoral, and has 
long been thought ufeful in humeral afthmas, coughs, and 
catarrhal affections ; fcr this purpofe an infufion of the 
Laves, fweetened with honey or fugar, is recommended to 
be drunk as tea. 

HYSTERIA. Hyfterics ; from us-ip*, the womb. A 
genus of diffcafe in the clafs nturofet and order fpafmi of Cul- 
ler. It is characterized by a grumbling noile in the belly ; 
a ball afcending to the throat, with a ienfe of fuffocatiun ; 
fhipor ; infenfibility and convulfions ; involuntary laughing 
and crying ; fleep interrupted by fighs ; urine limpid and 
abundant, previous to the fit ; and great lenfibility and irri- 
tability of the mind. '1 here are four fpecies : I. HyJIeria 
chlorotica, from a retention of the menfes : 2. H\jleria a 
metrorrhagia, from an immoderate flow of the menies : 3. 
HyJIeria a leucorrhaa, from the fluor albus : 4. Hyfcria libi- 
tUtio/a, from fenfual defires.

A g?nus of difeafe in the clafs pyrexia and order 
jJiUgmafta of Culkn ; characterized by pyrexia, heat, ten- 
lion, tumour, and pain in the region of the womb, pain in the 
os uteri -when touched, ami vomiting. 

HYSTEROTOMY. From venra, the womb, and Ttftw, 
to cut.

ICE. Water made folid l>y the application of loM. It is 
frequently employed by furgeons to refolye external in- 
flammatory difeafes. 

ICHOR. lX'-'?- A thin, aqueous, and acrid difcharge. 

ICHTHYOCQLLA. Ifinglafs. Fiih glue. A A.S- 
ftance, partly gelatinous, and partly lymphatic, which is pre- 
pared by rolling up the air bladder of the ftun;eon, and fev- 
eral other filhes, and drying it ia the air, after it has been 
twilled into the form of a fhort cord, as we receive it. {t 
affords a vifcid jelly by ebullition in water, which is ufed 
in medicine as an emollient in difqrders of the throat, in- f 
teftines, &c. 

ICHTHIOSIS. A difeafe in which feveral parts of the 
body are covered with white and dry fcales, lying one over 
the other like the fcales of fifhes. 

ICTERUS. The jaundice, A genus of difeafe in the 
c!afs cachexia and order ivpetigincs of Cullen, characterized 
by yellownefs of the ikin and eyes ; fxces white ; and urine 
Ot a high colour. Species : Icierus calculofus, acute pain in 
the epigaftric region, increafmg after eating ; gall ftones 
pafs by flool : %. Icierus fpafmodicus, without pain, after 
fpatmodic difeafes and paffions of the mind . 3. Icierus ;«./- 
fofus, without either pain, gall ftones, or fpafm, and relieved 
by the difcharge of tough phlegm by flool ; 4. Itlerus he- 
paticus, from an induration of the liver : 5. Icierus gravidarum^ 
from pregnancy, and difappearing after delivery : 6. Ificrut 
fnfuntum, of infants.

IDIOSYNCRASY. A peculiarity of confh'tut.'on, in 
which a perfon is affected by certain Tumuli, which, if ap- 
plied to a hundred other perfons, would produce no effect : 
thus fume people cannot fee a finger bleed without fainting ; 
and thus violent inflammation is induced on the fkin of i'onie 
perfons by fubftances that are perfectly innocent to others ;

ILEUM. 
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ILEUM. The laft portion of the fmall inteftine-, about 
fifteen hands breadth in length, which terminates at the 
valve of the caecum ; from u\tu, to roll about. See Intejiines. 

ILIAC ARTERIES. The arteries fo called are formed 
by the bifurcation of the aorta, near the lafl lumbar verte- 
bra. They are divided into internal and external. 1 he in- 
ter aa! iliac, alfo called the byfogaflric artery, is diftributed in 
the foetus into fix, and in the adult into five branches, which 
are divided about the pelvis, viz. the little iliac, the gluteal, 
the ilehiadic, the pudendal, ami the obturatory ; and in the 
foetus the umbilical. The external iliac proceeds out of the 
pelvis through Poupart's ligament to form the femoral 
artery. 

ILIUM OS. The fuperior portion of the os innomina» 
turn, which, in the foetus, is & diftinct bone. See lux. 
/latum os. 

IMPERATOLIA, Ma^er wort, imper&oria ojlruthium 
of Linnxus. The roots of this plant are imported from the 
Alps and Pyrenees, notwithuandin / it is indigenous to thift 
iliand : they have a fragrant fmell, and a bitterifll pungent 
tafte. The plant, as its name imports, was formerly thought 
to be of fingular efficacy, and its great iucc?Is, it is faid, 
caufed it to be difliuguiined by the name of diyinutf remedium. 
At prefent it is copfideged merely as an aromatic, and confe- 
quently is fuperfeded by many of that dais which pofTefs 
fuperior qualities. 

IMPK I ir.T\' F,S. An order in the clafs eachex ; <t of 
Cullen, characterized by cachexia, deforming the external 
parts of the body with tumours, eruptions, &c. 

I Vf PRTTGO. This affection, as defcribed by authors, 
is a difeafe in which fevcral red, hard, dry, prurient fpots 
arifc in the face and neck, and fometimes all over the body, 
and difappear by furfuraceous or tender fcales- 

INCISORS. The four front teeth of both jaws are fo 
railed, becaufe they cut the food. See Ittib. 

INCUBUS. The night mare. See Oneirodynia graven-. 

INE)EX. 
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INDEX. The fore finger ; from htefrcp, to point out, be* 
caufe that finger is generally ufed for i'uch purpofes. 

INDIAN RUBBER. The fubftance known by the 
names Indian rubber, Elaftic gum, Cayenne refin, Cautchuc, 
and by the French Caoutchouc, is prepared from the juic.' of 
the Siphonia elajilca of Richard. The manner of obtaining 
this juice is by making incifions through the bark of the 
lower part of the trunk of the tree, from which the fluid 
refin ifTues in great abundance, appearing of a milky whiter 
nefs as it flows into the veffel placed to receive it, and into 
•which it is conducted by means of a tube or leaf fixed in 
the incifion, and lupported with clay. On expofure to the 
air this milky juice gradually infpifTates into a foft, reddifh, 
elaftic refin. It is formed by the Indians in South America* 
into various figures, but is commonly brought to Europe in 
that of fpear-fhaped bottles. It is prepared alfo into cathe- 
ters, bougies, fyringes, peffaries, &c. 

INDICATION. An indication is that which demon- 
strates in a difeafe what ought to be done. It is three- 
jfold : preferyative, which preierves health ; curative, which 
expels a prefent difeafe ; and vital, which rel'pecls the powr 
prs and reafons of diet. The fcope from which indications 
are taken or determined is comprehended jn this diitich ; 
Ars, tstas, regie, complexio, virtus, 
Mas et fymptoma, repletio, tempus ct it/us. 

INDICATOR. An extenfor mufcle of the fore fin- 
der, fituated chiefly on the lower and pofterior part of the 
fore arm. 

INFECTION. A fynonim of contagion. See Contagion. 

INFLAMMATION. Pblogofs. A genus of difeafe in 
the date pyrexia and order fhlegmafia of Cullen ; character- 
ized by rednefs, heat, pain, and tumour on the furface of 
the body. There are two fpecies : I. Phlegmone, known 
by inflammation of a bright red colour ; tumour pointed, 
throbbing, and tending to fuppuration : 2. Erythema, which 
is inflammation of a dull red colour, vanifhing upon prelTure, 
fpreading unequally, with a burning pain, and tumour 
fcarcely perceptible, ending in difquammatipn, or veficles of 

the 
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the flrifi. Phlogofis often terminates in abfcefs, gangrene, 
or fchirrhus. 

INFLUENZA. A fpecies of catarrh. See Catarrbus a 
cu/itugione. 

INFUNDIBULUM of the BRAIN. A canal th-tt pro- 
ceeds from tin vulva of the brain to the pituitary oland 
in the fella turcica. 

INFUSING. A procefs tha't confifts in pouring water 
of any required degree of temperature on 1'uch fubftances 
as have a loofe texture, as thin bark, wood in fhavings, or 
fmall pieces, leaves, flowers, &c. and fuffering it to fltaiid a 
certain time. The liquor obtained by the above procefs 
is called an infufion. 

INGUEN. The groin. The lower and lateral part of 
the abdomen above the thigh. 

INJECTION. A medicated liquor to throw into a 
natural or preternatural cavity of the body by means of 
a fyringe. 

INNOMINATA ARTERIA. The firft branch given 
off by the arch of the aorta. It loon divides into the 
right carotid and right fubclavian arteries. 

INNOMINATUM OS. A large irregular bone, fitu- 
atetl at tbe fide of the pelvis. It is divided into three 
portions:, viz. the iliac, ifehiatic, and pubic. The iliac 
portion, commonly called the os ilium, is the uppermolt, 
and prefents a tuberofity, a pofterior, in anterior and fuperior, 
and an anterior and inferior fpine, an external and an internal 
taiiity, and a niche between the anterior fpines. The ifehi- 
atic portion has a tuberofity upon which we fit, a fpinous 
procefs, and an anterior and pofterior ifehiatic niche. The 
pubic portion affords with its fellow the arch and crifta of 
the pubis. Befides th'efe eminences and depreffions there 
are the acetabulum., thnt receives the head of the thigh bone, 
and the foramen wale ; which are formed by the union of 
the three portions. In the foetus thefe three portions arc 
diftinct bones, and ?re properly diftinguifhed by the names 
of os ilium, os iichium, and os pubis. 

INOCULATION. 
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INOCULATION. The infertion of the variolous nat- 
ter under the ikin, in order to communicate the fmali pox. 
It is ufur.Ily done in the arm or leg. 

INSANIA. Infanity, or deranged imagination. A ge- 
nus of difeaic in the clafs neurofes and order vefanla, cha- 
racterized by erroneous judgment from imaginary percep- 
tions cr recollections, attended with agreeable emotions 
in perfons of a fanguine temperament. 

INSPIRATION. The a ': of drawing the air into the 
lungs. See Refpiratiou. 

INTERCOSTAL ARTERIES. The fuperior interco'f- 
tal artery is a branch of the fubclavian. The other inter- 
coftal arteries are given oil' from the aorta. 

INTERCOSTAL NERVE. The great intercoftal 
nerve arifes in the cavity of the cranium from a branch 
of the iixth and one of the fifth pair, united into one 
trunk, which paffes out of the cranium through the caro- 
tid canal, and defcends by the iidts of the bodies of the 
vertebrae of the neck, thorax, loins, and os facrum ; in its 
courfe it receives the fmall acceflbry branches from all the 
thirty pair of fpinal nerves. In the neck it gives ofF three 
cervical ganglions, the upper, middle, and lower ; from 
which the cardiac and pulmonary nerves aril'e. In the 
thorax it fives off the fplanchnic or anterior intercoftal, 
which perforates the diaphragm, and forms the Cemilunar 
ganglions, from which nerves pais to all the abdominal 
vifcera. They alfo form in the abdomen ten peculiar 
plexulcs. diftinguilhtd by the name of (he vifcus to which 
they belong, as the coeliac, i'plenic, hepatic, fuperior, mid- 
dle and lower mcfenteric, two renal, and two fperrratic 
plexufes. The poftcrior intercoftal nerve gives acceflbry 
branches about the pelvis and ifcliuttic nerve, ami at length 
terminates. 

INTERCOSTAL VEINS. The intercoftal veins empty 
their blood into the vena azygos. 

INTERCOSTALES EXTERNI.9 Thefe mufcles are 
INTERCOSTALES INTEKNI. S fituated between the 
ribs, and decuffate each other like the fcrokes of the let- 
ter 
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ter X. It is by their means that the ribs are equally 
raifed upwards during infpiration. 

INTERMITTENT FEVER. An ague. See Fehrlt In- 
termittent. 

INTEROSSEUS AURICHLARIS. An internal interof- 
feal mufcle bf the hand, that extends and draws the little 
finger outwards. 

INTERSPINALES COLLI. The flefhy portions be- 
tween the fpinous procefles of the neck, that draw thefe 
procelTes nearer to each other. 

INTERSPINALES DORSI et LUMBORUM.7 Thefe 
INTER"! RANSVERSALES DORSI. Jare rath- 

er fmall tendons than mufcles that connect; the fpinal and 
traniverfe procefles. 

_ INTERTRANSVERSALES LUMBORUM. Fourdif- 
tindt finall bundles of Jlefh, which fill up the fpaces be- 
tween the traniverfe procefies of the vertebra; of the loins, 
and ferve to draw them towards each other. 

INTERTRIGO. An excoriation about the anus, groins, 
axilla, or other parts of the body, attended with inflam- 
mation and moifture. It is moll commonly produced by 
the irritation of the urine, from riding, or fome acrimony 
in children. 

INTESTINES. The convoluted membranous tube that 
extends from the ftomach to the anus ; receives the in- 
refted food ; retains it a certain time ; mixes with it the 
bile and pancreatic juice ; propels the chyle into the lac- 
teals, and covers the faxes with mucus ; is fo called. They 
ere fituated in the cavity of the abdomen, and are divided 
into the fmall and large inteftines, which have, befides 
their fize, other circumftances of diftinction. The fmall 
inteftines are fupplitd internally with folds, called valvultt 
conn'suentes , and have no bands upon their external furface. 
The large inteftines have no folds internally, and are fup- 
plied externally with three ftrorg mufcular bands which, 
run parallel upon the furface, and give the inteftines a 
faccated appearance ; and they have alii) fmall fatty ap- 
N pendages, 
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pcndages, called appendhulee epplo';c*. The firfl portion of 
the inteftinal tube, foi about the extent of twelve fii 
breadth, is called the duodenum; it lLs in the epigaftric 
region ; makes three turnings, and between the riril and 
fecond flexure rccci res, by a common opening, the pancre- 
atic duct and the ductus communis choledochus. It is in 
this portion of the inteltincs that ehylilieation is chiefly 
performed. The remaining portion of the (mall inteftines 
is difUnguifhed by an imaginary divilion into the jejunum 
and ileum. The jejunum, which commences where the du- 
odenum ends, is fifuated in the umbilical region, and is 
mofily found empty ; hence its name : it is every where 
covered with red veflels, and about an hour and a half 
after a meal, with lacteals. '1 he ileum occupies the hypo- 
gastric region and the pelvis ; is of a more pallid colour 
than the former, and terminates by a tranfverfe opening 
into the large inleflines, which is called the valve of the 
ileum, -valve of the excum. or the valve of Tulp'ius. '1 he be- 
ginning of the large inteftines is firmly tied down in the 
right iliac region, and for the extent of about four fingers' 
breadth is called the cacum, having adhering to it a worm- 
like procefs, called the ptocejfus ccci vi rpt farmis, or appendi- 
cula cad vcrm'furmii. The gre.it inteftine then commence* 
colon, afcends towards the liver pafies acrofs the abdomen 
under the ftomach to the left fide, where it is contorted 
like the letter 5, and defcends to the pelvis ; hence it is 
divided in this courfe i: 'iitg port's a, the tranfverfe 

arch, and the figmoid flexure. When it has reached the pel- 
vis it is called the reclum, it proceeding in a Itraight line 
to the anus. 

The intcflinal canal is compofed of three membranes or 
coats, a common one from the peritoneum, a mufcular coat, 
and a villous coat, the villi being formed of the 11:1c lami- 
nations of arteri and the origins of lac- 
teals and lymph £te<i to 
the body by the n luodenum has alfo a pe- 
culiar connecting cellular fub s likewife ;he co- 
lon and rectum, by whofe means the former is firmly ac- 
creted to the back, the- cloa to the kidneys, and the lat- 
ter to the os coccygis, and, in worn-. igina. 'I'he 
remaining portion of the tube is loofe in the cavity of the 

abdomen. 
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abdomen. The arteries of this canal are branches of the 
fuperior and inferior mefenteric, and the duodenal. The veins 
evacuate their blood into the vena portx. The nerves 
are branches of the eighth pair and intercoftals. The 
Ijfteal vejfds, which originate principally from the jeju- 
num, proceed to the glands in the meientery. 

INTROSUSCEPTION. Jntut f.f.epiio. A difeafe of 
the inteftinal tube, and mofr frequently of the fmall intef- 
it confifts in a portion of gut palling for fome 
length within another portion. 

IPECACUANHA. Ipecacuan. The plant from which 
this valuable root is obtained, is ftill unknown. There 
are three forts of ipecacuan to be met with in our fhops, 
viz. the afh-coloured or prey, the brown, and the white. 
The afh-coloured is brought from Peru, and is a fmall 
wrinkled root, bent and contorted into a great variety of 
figures, brought over in fhort pieces full of wrinkled and 
deep circular fi flu res, down to a fmall white woody fibre 
that runs in the middle of each piece: the cortical part 
is compact, brittle, looks fmooth and refinous noon break- 
ing : it has very little fmell ; the tafte is bitieritli and 
fubacrid, covering the tongue as it were with a kind of 
mucilage. The brown is fmall, fomewhat more wrinkled 
than the foregoing; of a brown or blackifh colour with- 
out, and white within : this is brought from Brazil. The 
white fort is woody, has no wrinkles, nor any perceptible 
bitternefs in tafte. The firft, the afh-coloured or grey ipe- 
cacuan, is that ufually preferred for medicinal life. The 
brown has been fometimes obferved; even in afmall dofc, 
to produce violent effects. The white, though taken in a 
large one, has fcarce any effect: at all. Experience has 
proved that this medicine is the fafeft emetic with which 
we are acquainted, haying this peculiar advantage, that if 
it do es not operate by vomit, it readily paffes off by the 
other emun&ories. Ipecacuan was fir ft introduced as an 
infallible re aft dyfenteries and other inveterate 

(luxes, as diarrhsea, monorrhagia, leucorrhxa. Sec. and alfo 
in diiorders proceeding from obftrucHons of long (landing"; 
nor has it loft much of its reputation by time : its utility 
in thefi ca ight to depend upon its rcftoring per- 

fpiration. 
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fpiration. It has alfo been fucce^fully employed In fpaf- 
modic afthma, catarrhal and confumptive cafi s. Never^ 
thelefs its chief ufe is as a vomit, and, in fmail doles, 
joined with opium as a diaphoretic. The officinal prepa- 
rations are the pulvis ipecacuanha cowpofttus, and the visum 
ipecacuanha. 

IRIS. The anterior portion of the choroid membrane of 
the eye, which is perforated in the middle by the pupil. It 
is of vrrious colours ; hence, blue, black eyes, &c. The 
pofterior iurfuce of the iris is termed the wvea. 

IRIS FLORENTINA. Florentine orris, or iris. The 
root of this plant, Iris jiorentlna cf Linnasus, which is indi- 
genous to Italy, in its recent Mate is extremely acrid, and 
when chewed excites a pungent heat in the mouth, which 
continues feveral hours : on being dried this acrimony is 
almcft wholly diffipated ; the tafte flightly bitter, and the 
fmell agreeable, and approaching to that of violets. T be 
irefh root is cathartic, and for this purpofe has been employ- 
ed in dropfies. It is now chiefly uied in its dried ftate, and 
ranked as a pectoral and expectorant, and hence has a place 
in the trochijji amyli of the London Pharmacopoeia. 

IRIS PALUSTRIS. This indigenous plant is common 
in marine*, and on the banks of rivers. It formerly had a 
place in the London Pharmacopoeia under the name of 
gtudeolus I, dens, J he root is without fmell, but has an acrid 
ftyptic taiie, and its juice, on being muffed up the noftrils, 
produces a burning: heat in the noie and mouth, accompa- 
nied by a copious difcharge from thefe organs ; hence it is 
recommended both as an errhine and fialagogue. Given in- 
ternally, when perfectly dry, its adftringent qualities are 
fuih as to cure diarrhaeas. The ex'preffed juice is likewife 
faid to be an ufeful application to ferpiginous eruptions and 
icrophulous tumours. 

Il<ON. Fermm. An imperfect metal of a wb'te livid 
colour, inclining to grey, internally compofed of fmall facet'. 
It is very abundant in nature, being found in almoft all 
coloured ftones, bitumens, and in almoft all metallic ores. 
The utility of iron in the practice of phyfic is very confiier- 
abk. It is the bafis of many important medicines which 

are 
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are frequently employed with the hnppiefi fnccefs. It may 
be faid to be the only metal which is not noxious, and whofe 
operation is not to be feared. The effects of this remedy 
upon the animal economy are various. It gives energy to 
the nerves i'nd mufcles, excites the action of the fecretions 
in gen< lly the menftrual difcharge ; and increafes 

the action of the heart and arteries. Nor is its action lefs 
effectual on the fluids ; it is readily carried into the blood, 
combines with it, renders it of a more healthy colour, arid 
imparts to it a more healthy confidence ; it is therefore 
tonic and alterative, and unites in its aclion the proj 
of a great number of other medicines. Like adftringents it 
increafes the motion of the parts, and has the advantage cf 
being more conftant and durable in its effects than many 
other remedies which poffefs the fume virtue, becaufe it com- 
bines with the organs themfelves, by means of the fluids 
which ferve for their nutrition. It appears, therefore, that 
in every cafe wherein the mufcular and nervous fibres ere 
feeble in their aclion, in debilities of the ftomach and intef- 
tines, and d ndent thereon ; in fhort, in every 

cafe wherein the blood has not a fufficient quantity of eruor, 
or has not its healthy degree of confiftency, fleel medicines 
may be administered with fuccefs. '1 he officinal prepara- 
tions in the pharmacopoeias are very numerous Iron, pof- 
fefling the magnetic property, is faid to produce very fingular 
effects upon the animal economy ; and it is affirmed that, 
when applied to the ficin, if mitigates pain, dimirnfhes con- 
vulfions, excites rednefs, fweat, and often a fmall eruption. 
How far thefe affertions are to be depended upon is doubt- 
ed ; but that the magnet has very fenfible effects is proved 
by Tlouret, in the Tranfactions of the Royal Society of 
die ine of Paris. 

IRRITABILITY. A property, innate in every mufcu- 
hr fibre, by which it contracts upon the application of a 
ilimulus. It is not known, in the prefent day, what is the 
caufe of this fingular property: many have afferted that it 
tided upon elafticity, the mind, the nerves, &c. &c. ; 
but experiments have proved their fallacy. The parts of 
cur body, that are rempofed of mufcular fibres, and which 
ronfequently poffefs this property, are termed irritable, as 
the heart, arteries, veins, abforbents, all the mufcles, the 
N z primas 
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prima: ylae, vcfica urinaria, vagina, uterus, &c. &c. to dif- 
tinguifh them from thofe parts which have no muicular 
fibres, and are called contractile parts, as the nerves, com- 
mon integuments, membranes, &c. &c. With regard to the 
degree of this property peculiar to various parts, the heart is 
the moil irritable, then the ftomach and inteftines, the dia- 
phragm, and at kngth the various mufcles follow ; but the 
degree of irritability depends upon the age. fcx, tempera- 
ment, mode pf living, climate, fhite of health, idioiyncrafy, 
and nature of the animal ; and, likewife, upon the ftimulus, 
which may alio vary in its nature, and depend upon the 
part to which it is applied. The ufe of this principle is 
very corrfiderable, for upon it depends a!l mufcular niotion, 
and the function of every vifcus except that of the nerves. 

IRRITATION. The action produced by any ftimulus. 

ISCHIAS. Sciatica. A rheumatic affection of the hip 
joint ; one of the terminations of acute rheumatifm. 

ISCHIUM. A bone of the pelvis of the foetus. See In- 

no;n;njtum cs. 

ISCHURIA. Io yypia, a fuppreffion of urine. A genus 
of difeafe in the clafs locales and order epifchefes of Cullen. 
are four fpecies of ifchuria : I. Ifcburia renalis, com- 
ing after a difeafe of the kidneys, with a croublefome fenfe 
of weight in ihat part : 7. Ifchuria urcterica, after a difeafe 
of the kidneys, a fenfe of pain or uneafinefs in the courfe of 
the ureters : 3. Ifchuria veftcalis, a frequent defire to make 
water, with a fwelling of the hypogaflrium, and pain at the 
neck of the bladder : 4. Ifchuria uretbralis, a frequent defire 
to make water, with a fwelling of the hypogaitrium, and 
pain of fome part pf the urethra. 

JALAPIUM. Jalap. Th From which this root 

is obtained is the Convolvulus jalap a of JLinnreus, a native of 
South America. It i-, faid te from 

Xalapa, a town in New Spain. In the fhops the root '••, 
found both cut into flices and whole, of an oval (hap 
ponderous, blaekifh on the outfide, but grey within, and 
marked with feveral dark veins, by the number of which, 
and by its bardnefs, beavinefs, and dark colour, the o-ood- 

nei's 
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nefs of the root is to be eftimated. It has fcarcely any fmell, 
and very little tafte, but, to the tongue and to the throat, 
manifefts a flight degree of pungency. The medicinal ac- 
tivity of jalap refides principally, if not wholly, in the refin, 
which, though uiven in frnall dofes, occafions violent tormir 

re 1 

na. 'J he root powdered is a very common, emcacious, and 
fafc purgative, as daily experience evinces ; but according as 
it contains more or lefs refin, its effe&s muft of courfe vary. 
In large dofes, or when joined with calomel, it is recom-i 
mended as an anthelmintic and hydrogogue. In the phar- 
macopoeias this root is ordered in the form of tiri&ure and 
extrael, and the Edinburgh college directs it alio in powder 
with twice its weight of cryftals of tartar. 

JEJUNUM. The feccnd portion of the frnall interlines, 
fo called, becaufe it is moftly found empty. See Intejlines. 

JELLY. Modern chemifts have given this name to the 
mucilaginous fubftance very foluble in water and not at all 
in fpirk of wine, that is obtained from art the foft and 
white parts of animals, fuch as the membranes, tendon?, 
aponeurofes, cartilages, ligaments, and (kin, by boiling them 
in water. If the dtcoftion or jelly be ftrongly evaporated, 
it affords a dry, brittle, tranfparent fubftance, known by the 
name of glue. 

JET. A black bitumen, hard and compact, like certain 
(tones, found in great abundance in various parts of France, 
Sweden, Germany, and Ireland. It is brilliant and vitreous 
in its fracture, and capable of taking a good polilh by fric- 
tion : it attracts light fubftances, and appears to be eleclric, 
like amber ; hence it has been called a act amb:r : it has no 
fmell ; but when heated acquires one like bitumen judai- 

JON/tflS hv c oc. Far'r. Small red, hard, and indolent 
tuber, ear about the lace of young perfons before 

or about the time of puberty. 

JUGALE OS. Os mala. Os zygomaticum. The cheek 
bone. It is a quadrangular fhaped bone, fituated at the fide 
of the face, forming the bottom part 01 the orbit. It has a 
frontal, orbital, malar, and zygomatic procefs, a zygomatic 
depreflion, and two foramina, Jvgak, from jugum, a yoke, 

JUGLAN3' 
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JUGLANS. The walnut. The tree which hears this 
fruit is the Julians regia of Linnxus, a native of Perfia, but 
cultivated in this country; The unripe fruit, which has an 
adftringent bitterifn tafte, and has been long employed a: a 
pick!?, is the part directed for medicinal ufe by the London 
college, on account of its anthelmintic virtues. An extract 
of the green fruit is the moft convenient preparation, as it 
may be kept for a fnfncicnt length of time, and made agree- 
able to the llomach of the patient by mixing it with cinna- 
mon water. 

JUGULAR VEINS. Thefe veins run from the head 
down the fides of the neck, and are divided from their fitua- 
tion into external and internal. The external or fuperficial 
jugular vein receives the blood from the frontal, angular, 
temporal, auricular, fublir.gual, or ranine, and the occipital 
Veins. The internal Or deep feated jugular vein receives the 
blood from the lateral finuffes of the dura mater, the laryn- 
geal and pharyngeal veins. Both jugulars unite, and form 
the fuperior vena cava, which, with the inferior or afcending 
ca^a, form the common cava that terminates in the right 
auricle of the heart. 

JUNIPERUS. Common juniper, junifcrus communis 
of Linnseus. Both the tops and berries of this indigenous 
plant are directed in our pharmacopoeias, but the latter are 
ufually preferred, and are brought chiefly from Holland and 
Italy. Of their efficacy as a ftomachic, carminative, dia- 
phoretic, and diuretic, there are feveral relations by phyfi- 
cians of great authority : and medical writers have alfo 
fpoken of the utility of the juniper in nephritic cafes, ute- 
rine obftructions, fcorbutic affections, and fome cutaneous 
difeafes. Our pharmacopeias direct the efftntial oil, and a 
fpiriuious diftillation of the berries, to be kept in the fhops. 
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KALI. Fee Alkali -vegetable and mineral, Barill?, Natron^ 
KIDNEYS. Rene*. Two ahddniinal vifcera, (hapc^ 

like a kidney-bean, that fecrete the urine. Thpy are fitu- 
ated one in each lumbar region, near the firft lumbar verte- 
bra, behind the peritoneum, and are compofed of three fub- 
ftances ; a cortical, which is the external, and very vafcular ; 
a tubulofe, which confiils of fmall tubes, and a paoillous fub- 
fiance, which is the ir.nermofh 'J he kidneys are generally 
furrouiulcd with more or kfs of adipofe membrane, and 
they have alfo a proper membrane, membraea propria, which 
is ciofcly accreted to the cortical Jubilance. The renal ar- 
teries, called alio emulgents, proceed from the aorta. 'I he 
veins evacuate their blood into the afcuiding cava. The 
abforbents accompany I , and terminate in 

the thoracic duel. The nerves of the kidneys are branches 
of the eighth pair and great interlocals. '1 he excretory 
duct of this vifcus is called the ureter ; at the middle or pel- 
vis of the kidney where the blood-veffeb enter it, is a large 
membranaceous bag, which diminishes like a funnel, and 
forms a long- canal or ureter, that conveys the urine from 
the kidney to the bladder, which it perforates obliquely. 

KINO. Gummj ruhrum pdjlringess gamhienfe. T he tree 
from which this refin is obtained, though not yet botanical-; 
ly afcertained, is known to grow on the banks of the river 
Gambia, in Africa. On wounding its bark the fluid kino 
immediately iffues drop by drop, and by the heat of the fun 
is formed in<-o hard maffes. It is very like the refin called 
S •. it draccn s ; is much redder, more Arm, refinous, and 
adftringent than catechu. It is now in comm n ufe, and is 
the moil efficacious vegetable aditringent, or ftyptic, in t*r»c 
matei ia medica 
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J ABYRINTII rf the EAR. That part of the Internal 
■*-* ear behind the cavity of the tympanum, which is con- 
stituted by the cochlea, veftibulum, and Semicircular canals. 
LAC. The improper name of gum-lac is given to a re- 
finous fubfiance of a deep red colour, that is dcpofited by a 
Species of ant, peculiar to the Eaft Indies, upon the fmall 
branches of trees. In this ftate it is called flick-lack, which 
when broken, is ohferved to be full of fmall cavities. Seed- 
lac is nothing more than the refinous fubflance taken off tl.e 
branch, and broken into fmall granules, which is melted for 
life, and formed into flat plates called (hell-lac. Lac is the 
bafis cf fealing-wax ; and tincTures, dentifrices, r.nd troches, 
r.re prepared lrom it by the dentiils, who eftcem it as a good 
bracer for lax and fpongy gums. 

LACHRYMJE. The tears or limpid fluid fecreted by 
the lachrymal gland, and flowing on the furfece of the eye. 

LACHRYMAL DUCTS. The excretory duds of the 
lachrymal gland, which open upon the internal furfacc of 
the upper eye-lid. 

LACHRYMAL GLAND. A glomerate gland, CtU- 
aied above the external angle of the orbit, in a peculiar de- 
preflion of the frontal bone. It fecretes the tears, and con- 
veys them to the eye by its excretory duds, which are fix 
or eight in number. See Lachrymal d.:c~is. 

LACTATS. fLailas, tis, f. m.J Salts formed by the 
union of the acid of four whey, or iaclic acid, with difleicnt 
b^fes ; thus aluminous laclat, ammoniacal latfat, otc. 

LACTEALS. The abforbents of the mefentery, which 
originate in the fmall inreftines, and convey the chyle from 
thence to the thoracic dud. 

LACTIC ACID, 1 he acid of four milk ; from lac, 
milk. 

LACUNiE. 1 he mouths or openings of the excretory 
duels of the muciparous glands of the urethra. 

LADANUM. This refinous juice exudes upon the 
haves of the Crjhu ladanutn of Linnscus, in Candia, where 

the 
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the inhabitants colled it by lightly rubbing the leaves with 
leather, and afterwards fcraping off and forming it into ir- 
regular maffes for exportation. Three forts of ladanum 
have been defcribed by authors, but only two are to be met 
with in the fhops. The beft, which is very rare, is in dark. 
coloured maffes, of the confidence of a foft plafter, growing 
flill fofter on being handled ; the other is in long roils, 
coiled up, much harder than the preceding, and not fo 
dark. '1 he firft has commonly a fmall, and the lafi a large 
admixture of fine fand, without which they cannot be col- 
lected pure, independently of defigned abules ; the duft 
blown on the plant by winds from the loofe fands among 
which it grows, being retained by the tanacious juice. '1 he 
foft kind has an agreeable fmell, and a lightly pungent bit- 
terifh tafte : the hard is much weaker. Ladanum was for- 
merly much employed internally as a pectoral and adftrin- 
gent in catarrhal affections, dyfenteries, and feveral other 
difeafes; at prefent, however, it is wholly confined to exter- 
nal ufe, and is an ingredient in the ftomachic plafter, em- 
plaftrum ladanl of the London Pharmacopoeia. 

LAGOPHTHALMUS. A want of power to clofe the 
eye-lid It may arife from fpafm, palfy, atony, or fiffure of 
the mufcles of the eye-lids, and a variety of other caufes. 
The name is derived from fvyuc, a hare, and o$bct\ftoc, an 
eye ; becaufe it is credited that hares fieep with their eyes 
epen. 

LAMBDOIDAL SUTURE. Occipital future. The fu- 
ture that unites the occipital bone to the two parietal bones ; 
from A, and ttioe, refenablance, becaufe it is lhaped like the 
letter A. 

LARYNG(VTf>MY. From \« ? vy*, the larynx, and 
T(uv(.-, to cut. See Eronc/jotomy. 

L \RYNX. Aapuyi; A cartilaginous cavity, fituated 
behind the tongue, in the anterior part of the fauces, and 
lined with an exquifitely fenfible membrane. It is compofed 
of the annular or crycoid cartilage, the fcutiform or thyroid, 
tHe epiglottis, and two arytenoid cartilages. The fuperior 
opening of the larynx is called the glottis. The laryngeal 
a (tries are branches of the external carotids. The laryngeal 

veins 
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<vt;ns evacuate their blood into the extern il jugulars. Ths 
nerves of the larynx are from the eighth pair. i he u!c of 
the larynx is to conftitute the organ of voice, and to ferve 
i.iio for rcipiration. 

LATISSIMUS DORSI. A mufcle of the humerus, fit- 
uated on the poflerior part of the trunk, that pulls the arm 
backwards and downwards, and rolls the os humeri. 

LAURtTS. Sweet-bay. Laurus nobilis of Linnxus. 
Tills tree is a native of italy, but cultivated in our garden* 
and ihrubberies as a handfome evergreen; The Laves and 
berries poffefs the fame medical qualities, both having a 
fweet fragrant fmcil, and an aromatic adftririgent taite. 
The laurus of honorary memory, the diftinguifhed favourite 
of Apollo, may be naturally fuppoftd to have no inconfuler- 
able fame as a medicine ; but its pharmaceutical lifcs are to 
limited in the practice of the prefent day, that this dignified 
plant is now rarely employed, except in the way of enema, 
or as an external application ; thus, in the London Pharma- 
topxia, the leaves are directed in the decocium pro fomento, 
and the berries in the emplujlrum cumini. 

LAVENDULA. Commmoh lavenJer. La-veiidula fp'tca 
of Linnxus. A native of the fouthern parts of Europe, but 
cultivated in our gardens on account of the fragrance of its 
flowers. J heir taite is bitter, warm, and fomewhat pun- 
gent ; the leaves are weaker and lels grateful. The effen- 
tialoil, obtained by diflillation, is of a bright yellow colour, 
of a very pungent tafte, and pofLffea, if carefully diitilled, 
the fragrance of the lavender in perfection. Lavender has 
been long recommended in nervous debilities, aDd various 
affections proceeding from a want of energy in the animal 
undions. The College directs an effential oil, a fmiple 
ipirit, and a compound tirirjture, to be kept in the fhops. 

LAXATOR TYMPANI. A mufcle of the internal 
ear, that draws the ma leus obliquely forwards towards us 
origin ; coniequently the membrana tympani is made left 
concave, or is relaxed. 

LEAD. Plumbum. An imperfect metal, of a dull white 
colour, inclining to a blue. It is very foft, and eafily cut 
with a knife ; has a peculiar and remarkable fmell, which 

becomes 
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becomes ftroriger by friction. Its tafte is fcarcely fcnfible 
in the mouth, but its effect is very manifell in the ftoniach, 
and interlines, whofe nerves it irritates, producing pain, 
convulfions, ftupor, and palfy. Lead is rarely found native, 
but moftly in the earthly, faline, or mineralized form, unit- 
ed with fulphur, and forming galena. It is made into uten- 
fils and veffels for various economical purpofcs, but not 
■without danger in their ufe ; for its noxious qualities are foon 
communicated to the fubftance .hey contain. Thdfe who 
work in manufactories where this metal is concerned, are 
continually attacked with colics (fee Colica pi&onum,) often 
accompanied with vomiting, and not unfrequcntly with pal- 
vies. The various preparations of lead, directed in our phar- 
macopoeias, fhould therefore be very cautioufiy administered 
internally; nor fhould they, in very delicate habits, be very 
ireely employed exterrally. Mod of the preparations are 
efteemed as refolvent and anodyne applications to external 
inflammatory affections. 

LEIPOTHVMIA. Fainting ; from mijtu, to leave, and 
S-v^ov, the mind. See Syncope. 
LENS. Sec Cryjl. 'line leas. 

LENTIGO. A brown fpot upon the flcin, refcmbling, 
in fize and colour, a lens or tare. 

LEPRA. A.-rp.-s the leprofy. A difeafe in the clafs ca- 
chexia and order impeligines of Cullen, characterized by the 
fkin being rough and chapped, with white fuifuraceous 
fcales and cruits, under which is frequently a moifture, 
with itching. 

LETHARGY. A heavy and conftant fleep, with fenrce 
any intervals of waking ; when awakened, the perfon an- 
fwers, but, ignorant or forgetful of what he faid, immediate- 
ly finks into the fame ftate of fleep. It is fymptomatic of 
fever, apoplexy, &c. 

LRLFCOMA. \tvx.vu.i. A variety of the caligo comes 
of Cullen's nofology. See Callgo. 

LEUCOPHLEGMATIC. A term applied by the old- 
er medical writers to a dropfjcal habit of body ; from ajuxo,-, 
whit° and fh-yuz, phlegm. 

O LEUCORRHJEA, 
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LEUCORRrLEA. Fluor alius. The whites. ; An in- 
creafed fecretion of white mucus from the vagina of women, 
arifing from debility, and not from the venereal virus ; from 
xtuxof, white, and pt'ul to flow. 

LEVATOR ANGULI ORIS. A mufcle fituated above 
the mouth, which draws the corner of the mouth upwards, 
and makes that part of the cheek oppofite to the chin pro- 
minent, as in lmiling. 

LEVATOR ANI. A mufcle of the anus, that draws 
the rectum upwards after the evacuation of the feces, and 
affifis in fhutting it. The levatores ani alfo fuftain the con- 
tents of the pelvis, and help in ejecting the femen, urine, 
and contents of the rectum, and perhaps, by preffing upon 
the veins, contribute greatly to the erection of the penis. 

LEVATOR LAB1I SUPERIOPTS ALiEQUE NASI. 
A mufcle of the mouth and lips, that raifes the upper lip to- 
wards the orbit, and a little outwards ; it ferves alto to 
draw the flcin of the nofc upwards and outwards, by which 
the noftril is dilated. 

LEVATOR OCULI. A mufcle of the eye-ball, that 
raifes up the globe of the eye. 

LEVATOR PALATI. A mufcle fituated between the 
lower jaw and the os hyoides laterally, that draws the 
velum pendulum palati upwards and backwards, fo as to 
fhut the paflage from the fauces into the mouth and nofe. 

LEVATOR PALPEBR^E SUPERIORIS. A proper 
mufcle of the upper eye-hd, that opens the eye, by drawing 
the eye-lid upwards. 

LEVATOR SCAPULAE. A mufcle fituated on the 
pofterior part of the neck, that pulls the fcapuia upwards, 
and a little forwards. 

LEVISTICUM. Lovage. The odour of this plant, 
L'tgujlrum levijjicum cf Linnasus, is very ftrong and peculiarly 
ungrateful ; its tafle is warm and aromatic. It abounds 
with a yellowifh gummy ref;nous juice, very much refem- 
bling opoponax. Its virtues are fupnofed to be fimilar to 
thofe of angelica and rnafterwort in expelling flatulen- 
cies, exciting fweat, and opening obui action? ; therefore ;t 
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is chiefly ufed in hyfterical diforders and uterine obstruc- 
tions. The leaves eaten in falad are accounted emmena- 
gogue. '1 he root, which is lefs ungrateful than the leaves, 
is faid to poflefs fomilax virtues, and may be employed in 
powder. 

LICHEN. In furgery it is a fpecies of impetigo, that ap- 
pears in form of a foiirary, red, dry, rough, and fomewhat 
priu-ient fpot, that gives off very fmall furfuraccous fcalcs. 

LIENTERIA. From \no^ fmooth, tvrfpM, the intcftine, 
and pta, to flow. A fpecies of diarrhaea. See Diarrbaa. 

LIGAMENT. A ftrong elaftic membrane, that con- 
nects the extremities of moveable bones, and prevents the 
cffiuK of the fynovia from the joints : from ligo, to bind. 

LIGHT. It is at prefent univerfally acknowledged that 
light is a body of fluid, exifting independent of all other fub- 
itanocs, and pbffcfiing its own characteriftic properties, or 
phenomena, which are as follow : I. The motion of light 
is fo rapid, that it paffes through nearly eight thoufand 
leagues in a fecond ; 2. The elallicity of the rays of light 
is fuch, that the angle of reflection is equal to the angle of 
incidence : 3. The fluid of light is ponderous ; for if a ray 
of lignt be received through a hole, and a bhde of a knife 
jirefeuted to it, the ray is diverted from a right line, and is 
reflected towards the body. This circumftance fhows that 
it obr/s the law of attraction, and fufficiently authorizes its 
being claffed among other ponderous bodies : 4. '1 he great 
Newton fucceeded in decom poling the folar light into 
Jeven primitive rays, which prefent themfelves in the fol- 
lowing order : red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, 
•violet. Dyers prefent us with only three colours, which are 
ted, blue, and yellow ; the combinations and proportions of 
thel": three principles form all the (hades of co'our with 
which the arts are enriched. 

LIGNUM CAMPECHENSE. Logwood. The wood 
cf this tree, Hdematoxylum campecbianum of Linnaeus, is of a 
folid texture, and of a dark red colour. It is imported from 
Campeachy, in the bay of Honduras, principally as a dying 
<hug, cut into junks and logs of about three feet in length ; 
cf thefe pieces the largeft and thickeft are preferred, as be- 
ing 
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ing of the deepeft colour. Logwood has a fweetifh fulnd- 
ftringent taite, and no remarkable fmell ; it gives a purplifh 
red tincture both to watery and fpirituous infufions, and 
tinges the ftoois, and fometimes the urine, of the fame 
colour. It is employed medicinally as an adftringent and 
corroborant. In diarrhoeas it has been found peculiarly <ffi- 
cacious, and has the recommendation of fome of the firft 
rnedica} authorities ; alfo in the latter ftages of dyfentery, 
when the obftruclir.g caufes are removed, to obviate the ex- 
treme laxity of the inteftines ufualiy fuperinduced by the 
repeated dejections. An extract is ordered in the pharma- 
copoeias. 

LILTUM ALBUM. The roots of the common white 
lily, Lillum cand'tdum of Linnseus, aic directed by the Edin- 
burgh Pharmacopoeia ; they are extremely mucilagirous, 
and are chiefly ufed, boiled in milk and water, in emollient 
and juppnratijig cataplafms. 

L T ME. Calcareous esrth. A fubftance obtained by de- 
compofing .calcareous matters by the action of fire, which. 
deprives them of their acid. Stones compofed of Qiclls, 
marbles, and moft calcareous fpars, are the fubitances which 
afford the bell lime ; but the hard calcareous fione, called 
Jime-ftone, is more commonly ufed. 'I hefe are arranged in, 
a furnace or kiln, fo as to form a kind of vault, beneath 
which a wood fire is lighted, and kept up until a Arong- 
flame, without fmoke, is raif^d about ten feet above the fur- 
nace, and till the {tones become very white. Good quick- 
lime is hard, fonoroue, becomes quickly and ftrongly heated 
by the addition of water, and emits a denfe vapour during 
its extinction. It is ufually in the form of a ftone, of a 
dirty white colour ; its tafte is burning, acrid, and urinous ; 
and it is fuinrietuly flrong to caufe inflammation when ap- 
plied to the flcin. It is found native in the vicinity of vplca- 
r.os. Lime, expofed to the air, fwells, breaks, and is re- 
duced to powder, its bulk being confiderably intreafec : it 
is then termed flack-lime. Q^-k-lime is cmploved hy fur- 
geons in combination with loap or other fubfbnces as a 
powerful eauftic : and lime-water is of cor.fi derable Uility 
both in the practice of phyfic and furgery. 

LIMON. 
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LIMON. The lemon. The tree which affords this fruit 
is the Citrus aurantium of Linnasus, a native of the upper 
parts of Afia, but cultivated in Spain, Portugal, and France. 
The juice, which is much more acid than that of the orange, 
poffefies fimilar virtues. It is always preferred where a 
Itrong vegetable acid is required. Saturated with the fixed 
vegetable alkali, it is in frequent extemporaneous ufe in fe- 
brile diftftfes ; and by promoting the fecretions, efpecially that 
of the ikin, proves of confiderable fervice in abating the vio- 
lence of pyrexia. As an antifcorbutic, the citric acid is alfo 
v - r y generally taken on board fhips deftined for long voyages ; 
but even when well depurated of its mucilaginous parts, it 
is found to f'poil by long keeping. To preferve it in purity 
lor a confiderable length <>f time, it isnecefiary that it lhould 
be brought to a highly concentrated ftate ; and for this pur- 
pofe it has been recommended to expofe the juice to a de- 
otf cold lufficient to congeal the aqueous and muciia<n- 
nous parts. After a cruft of ice is formed, the juice is pour- 
ed into another veffel ; and by repeating this procef's feveral 
u<aj*, the remaining juice, it is faid, has been concentrated 
to eight times its origi.ial ftrength, and kept without Offer- 
ing uny material change for feveral years. The exterior 
rind of the len.on is a very grateful aromatic bitter, but lefs 
bot than orange-peel, and yields in diltillation a lefs quanti- 
ty of oil ; which is extremely light, almoft colourlefs, and 
3= generally brought from the fouthern parts of Europe, un- 
der the name of Effence of Lemons.

The feeds of this ufeful plant, called Iml'cJ, have 
an unctuous, muciUginous, fweetifh tafle, but no remarka- 
ble fmell ; on expreffion they yield a large quantity of oil, 
which, yvhen carefully drawn, without the application of 
heat, has no particular tafte or flavour : boiled in water

This delicate indigenous plant is totally inodorous, but has a 
grateful acid tafte, which is more agreeable than the com- 
mon iorrel, and approaches nearly to that of the juieu of 
lemons, or the acid of tartar, with which it alio correfponds 
in a great mealure in its medical effects, being efteemed re- 
frigerant, antifcorbutic, and diuretic. Its principal ule, 
however, is to aliay inordinate heat, and to quench thirft ; 
for this purpofe a pleafant whey may be formed by boiling 
the plant in milk. An effential fait is prepared from this 
plant, known by the name of Effential Salt of Lemons, and 
commonly ufed for taking ink-ftains out of linen. 

LUMBAGO. A rheumatic affection of the mufcles 
about the loins ; from lumbi, the loins, and ago, to act ; be- 
caufe the pains generally act very powerfully. 

LUMBRICALES. The four fmall flexors of the fingers, 
which affift the flexion of the fingers when the long flexors 
are in full action ; fo called from their refemblance to the 
lumbrici, or round worms. 

LUMBRICALES PEDIS. Four mufcles like the for- 
mer, that increafe the flexion of the toes, and draw them 

inwards. 

LUNGS Pulmonis. Two vifcera, fituated in the cavi- 
ties of the chert, by means of which we breathe. The lung 
in the right cavity of the chcfl is divided into three lobes, 
that in the left cavity into two. I hey hang in the cheft, 
attached, at their fuperior part, to the neck by means of the 
trachea, and are feparated by the mediaftinum. They are 
alfo attached to the heart by means of the pulmonary veffels. 
The fubftance of the lungs is of four kinds, viz. veficular 
vafcular, and 'bronchial, and a parenchymatous fuhftance! 

The 
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The veficular fuhftance is compofed of the air cells. The 
vafcalar inverts thofe cells like a net-work. The bronchial, 
L tluoughout the lungs, having the air cells at their ex- 
tremities. And the fpongy fubftance that connects the 
Jpaces between theie parts is termed the parenchyma. The 
lungs are covered with a fine membrane, a reflexion of the 
pleura, Called pleura pulmonaiis. The internal iurface of the 
air cells is covered with a very fine, delicate, and fenfible 
membrane, which is continued from the larynx through the 
trachea and bronchia. The arteries of the lungs are the 
pulmonary, which circulate the blood through the air cells 
to undergo a certain change, and the bronchial artery, a 
branch of the atJrto, which carries Wood to the lungs for 
their nourifhment. The pulmonary veins return the blood, 
that has undergone this change, by four trunks, into the left 
auricle of the heart. The bronchial veins terminate in the 
vena azygos. The nerves of the lungs are from the eighth 
pair and great intercoftal. The abforbents are of two or- 
tiers ; the luperficial and deep-feated : the former arc more 
jreadil-y detected than the latter. The glands of thefe vifcera 
are called bronchial. They are muciparous, and are fiiuated 
about the bronchia.

MAGNETISM. The property which iron pofilffes of 
being attracted by the magnet. 

MAGNES. The magnet or load-Hone. A raucl^y iron 
ore, in which the iron is modified in fuch a manner as to af- 
ford a paffage to a fluid, called the magnetic fluid. The 
jaconet exhibits certain phenomena ; it is known by its 
property of ;:trra cling fleel filing'-., and is found in Auvergne, 
in Bifcay, in Spain, in Sweden, and SiLeiia. 

MAG NESI AN EARTH. Magnefa Magnefia is usual- 
ly obtained from Epfom fait ; that which is found in tfie 
earth being almoft always in combination with an acid. It 
is in form of very f.ne powder, confiderably rei'embling 
ilour in its appearance and feci ; it has no fenfible tafle on 
the tongue ; it gives a faint greenifn colour to the tincture 
of violets, and converts turnlole to a blue. It is employed 
medicinally as an abforbent, antacid, and purgative. 

MAGNUM OS. The third bone of the lover row of 
the bones of the carpus, reckoning from the thumb towards 
the. little finger- 

MATORANA. 
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MAJORANA. Sweet marjoram. Origanum mn'iorana 
of Linnaeus. This plant has been long cultivated in our 
gardens, and is in frequent ufe for culinary purpofes. The 
leaves and tops have a pleafant fmell, and a modcrately 
warm, aromatic, bitterifh. tafte. The medicinal qualities of 
the plant are Similar to thole of the wild plant (fee Origa- 
num) ; but being much more fragrant, it is thought to be 
more cephalic. It is directed in the pulvU f.ermitatorhis by 
both Pharmacopoeias, with a view to the agreeable odour 
which it diffufeB to the afarabacc3, rather than to its errhine 
power, which is very inconsiderable. In its recent flate it is 
laid to have been Successfully applied to Scirrhous tumours 
of the bread. 

MALiE OS. The cheek bone. See Jugale os. 

MALACHITE. A fpecies of copper ore, found in Si- 
beria. 

MALATS (Malty, tis, f. m.J Salts formed by the un- 
ion of the malic acid, or acid of apples, with different bales ; 
thus, malat of copper, malat of Lad, &.C. 

MALIC ACID. This acid is obtained by Saturating the 
juice of apples with alkali, and pouring in the acetous folu- 
tion of lead, until it occafions no more precipitate. 1 he 
precipitate is then to be edulcorated, and fulphuric acid 
poured on it, until the liquor has acquired a frefh acid tafte, 
v/ithout any mixture of fweetnefs. 1 he whole is then to be 
filtered, to Separate the Sulphate of lead. The filtered 
liquor is the malic acid, which is ;cry pure, remains always 
;n a fluid State, and cannot be rendered concrete. The un- 
ion of this acid with different bafes constitutes what ire call- 
ed malats. 

MALI>. A difeafe of the fkin produced by an infect 
lodging underneath. It is very common in Perfra, where 
the difeaSe is produced by the worm called Gordius medintn- 
fis, or Dracunculus pafcus ; in America, by the PuUx, and 
it is Sometimes produced in Europe by the Ped'uulus. 

MALLEA BILIT Y. 1 he property which Several metals 
poffefs of being extended under the hammer into thin plates, 
and without cracking. 

MALLEOLUS, 
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MALLEOLUS. The ankle, diftinguifhed into exter- 
nal and internal, or malleolus extemus and interims. 

MALLEUS. A bone of the internal ear is fo termed, 
from its refemblance to a hammer. 

MALUM MORTUUM. A difeafe that appears in the 
form of a puftule, which foon forms a dry, brown, hard, 
and broad cruft. It is feldom attended with pain, and re- 
mains fixed for a long time before it can be detached. It is 
moftly obferved on the tibia: and os coccygis, and very iel- 
dom on the face. 

MALVA. Common mallow. Malva JylwJlrU of Lin- 
nsus. This indigenous plant has a ftrong affinity to the aU 
thsa, both in a botanical and a medical refpeot. See AU'.xx. 
It is principally ufed in fomentations, cataplafms, and emol- 
lient enemas. 

MAMMARY ARTERIES. The internal mammary 
artery is a branch of the fubclavian, and gives off the med:- 
aftinal, thymal, and pericardiac arteries. The external 
mammary is a branch of the axillary artery. 

MAMMARY VEINS. Thefe veffels evacuate their 
blood into the iubclavian vein. 

MANDIBULA. From mando, to chew. See Mdxjllm

MANGANESE. A grey dark-coloured mineral, which 
foils the fingers, and is employed in glafs-houfes in differed 
proportions, either to colour, or to tulce away colour from 
glafs. It ought to be confidered as a peculiar fe mi metal, 
becaufe its analyfis has not yet been made, and it is found to 
poffefs properties common to no other metallic fubftance. 

MANIA. Raving or furious madnefs. A genus of dif- 
eafe in the clafs neurofes and order -vefania of Cullen, charac- 
terized by a conception of faife relations, and an erroneous 
judgment, arifing from imaginary perceptions cr recollec- 
tions, exciting the paffions, and producing unrcafonable ac- 
tions or emotion, with a hurry of mind in purfuing a train 
of thought, and in rue train of thou;

another ; attended with incoherent and abfurd fpeech, call- 
ed raving, and violent impatience of either contradiction or 
reftraint. 

MANNA. The condenfed juice of the Fraxinus ornus 
or flowering afli of Linnxus,a native of the fouthern parts of 
Europe, particularly Sicily and Calabria. Many ether trees 
and fhrubs have likewife been obferved to emit a fweet juice, 
which concretes on expofure to the air, and may be confid- 
ered of the manna kind, tfpecially the Fraxinus rotund/folia 
and excelfior. In Sicily thefe three fpecies of fraxinus arc 
regularly cultivated for the purpofe of procuring manna, 
and with this view are planted on the declivity of a hill 
with an eaflern afpect. After ten years' growth the trees 
firft begin to yield the manna, but they require to be much 
older before they afford it in any confiderable quantity. 
Although the manna exudes fpontaneoufly upon the trees, 
yet in order to obtain it more copioufly, inciiions are made 
through the bark by means of a fharp crooked inftrument : 
and the feafon thought to be moft favourable for instituting 
this procefs is a little before the dog-days commence, when 
the weather rs dry and l'erene. Manna is generally diftin- 
guifhed into different kinds, viz. the manna in tear, the ean- 
ulated and flaky manna, and the common brown or fat man- 
na. All thefe varieties feem rather to depend upon their 
refpeclive purity, and the circumftances in which they are 
obtained from the plant, than upon any effential difference 
of the drug. The befl manna is in oblong pieces, or flakes, 
moderately dry, friable, very light, of a whitilh or pale yel- 
low colour, and in fome degree tranfparent : the inferior 
kinds are moift, unctuous, and brown. Manna is well 
known as a gentle purgative, fo mild in its operation that it 
may be given with fafety to children and pregnant women. 

MARASMUS. A wafting away of the flefh ; /j.xpx<rt*o; ; 
from pxpxivv, to grow lean. 

!\f A K ' O R ES. Univerfal emaciation. The firft order 
in the clafs cachexia of Cullen's nofology. 

MARINE SALT. Common culinary fait. This fait is 
more abundant in nature than any other ; it is found in pro- 
digious maffes in the internal parts of the earth, in Calabria, 
P in 
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in Hungary, in Mofcovy, and more efpecially at Wieliczka, 
in Poland, near Mount Capax, where the mines are very 
Jarge, and afford immenfe quantities of fait. It is alfo ob- 
tained, by fevcral artificial means, from lea water. 

MARROW. The fat fubllance ferreted by the fmall 
Uteries of the internal periofteum, and contained in the 
medullary cavities of the long cylindrical bones. 

M A R R O rj I U \f • Common white horehound. Mar- 
rubium -vulgare of Linnaeus. The leaves of this indigenous 
plant have a moderately ftrong fmell of the aromatic kind, 
but not agreeable, which by drying is improved, and in 
keeping for fome months is in great part diflipated ; their 
tafte is very bitter, penetrating, diffufive, and durable in the 
mouth. That horehound poffeffes fome fliare of medicinal 
power may be inferred from its fenfible qualities, but its vir- 
tues do not appear to be clearly afcertained. It is a favour- 
ite remedy with the common people in coughs and afthmas. 

MARUM SYRIACUM. Marurn germander, or Syrim 
herb maftich- This flirub, Teucrium tnantm of Linnaeus, 
grows plentifully in Greece, ^Egypt, Crete, and Syria. The 
leaves and younger branches when recent, on being rubbed 
betwixt the fingers, emit a volatile aromatic fmell, which 
readily excites fneezing ; to the tafte they are bitterifh, ac- 
companied with a fenfation of heat and acrimony. Judging 
from thefe fenfible qualities of the plant, it may be fuppofed 
to poiicis very active powers. It is recommended as a ftim- 
ulant, aromatic, and deobftruent ; and Linnasus, Rofenftein, 
and Uergius fpeak highly of its utility. At prefent, how- 
ever, marum is chiefly ufed as an errhine, and is an ingre- 
dient in the pal-vis afari campcfitus of the London Pharma- 
copoeia. 

MASTICHE. Maftich. The tree which affords this 
refin is the Pijlachia lentifcus, a native of the fouth of Europe. 
In the ifland of Chio the officinal maftich is obtained moft 
abundantly, and, according to Tournefort, by making tranf- 
verfe incifions in the bark of the tree, from whence the maf- 
tich exudes in drops, which arc fuffered to run down to the 
ground, when, after fufficicnt time is allowed for their con- 
cretion, they are collected for ufe. Maftich is brought to 

vs 
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us in fmall, yeUowiih, tranfparent, brittle tears or grains ; it 
has a light agreeable fmell, efpecially when rubbed or heat- 
ed ; on being chewed it firft crumbles, loon after flicks to- 
gether, and becomes foft and white, like wax, without im- 
preffing any considerable tafte. It is tonfidered to be a 
mild corroborant and adftringent ; and as poffefling a bal- 
famic power it has been recommended in haemoptyfis, pro- 
ceeding from ulceration, leucorrhxa, debility of the ftomach, 
and in dianhseas and internal ulcerations. Chewing this 
drug has likewife been faid to have been of ufe in pains of 
the teeth and gums, and in fome catarrhal complaints ; it 
is, however, in the prefent day, feldom ufed either external- 
ly or internally. 

MASSETER. A mufde cf the lower jaw, fituated on 
the fide of the face, that pulls the lower jaw to the upper 
one ; from lUxo-crae^ai, to chew, becaufe it affifts in the 
aclion of chewing. 

MASTICATION. Chewing. A natural fundion. The 
mixing together and dividing ol the particles of the food in 
the mouth, by the action of the jaws, tongue, lips, and 
cheeks. By means of this function the food is lacerated and 
mixed with the faliva and the mucus of the mouth and 
fauces, and thus made into a bole of fuch a confiftence as 
to be formed into a convenient fize to be fwallowed. Sec 
Deglutition, 

MASTODYNIA. Phlegmon of the breaft of women ; 
from ,ua.co;, the breaft, and o*wr, pain; It is characterized 
by all the fymptoms of acute inflammation, and moftly ter- 
minates in abfeefs. 

MASTOID. Thofe proceffes of bones are fo termed that 
are fhaped like the nipple of the breaft; from {juxroi, a breaft 
or nipple, and erfof, rcfemblance. 

MATRIX. Mmf*. The uterus. £ee Uurus. 

MATURATION. A term in furgery, fignifying that 
procefs which fucceeds inflammation, by which pus is col- 
lected in an abfeefs. 

MAXILLA, The cheek or jaw ; from y.xctrctu, to chew,

MAXILLA INFERIOR. Os maxllUre xnjeriut. Man- 
dibJa. The lower jaw. A bone fhaped like a horfe-fhoe, 
forming the chin, and containing half the teeth of the mouth. 
Its principal prominences are, the condyloid, by which it is 
connected with the temporal bone ; the coronoid, which is 
oppofite to it ; the fymphifis of the jaw ; the alveolar mar- 
gin ; the angles of the jaw ; and an external and internal 
fpine of the "chin. Its cavities are, a femilunar niche be- 
tween the condyloid and coronoid proceffes ; an anterior 
and pofterior foramen, between which is a canal in the 
bone, called die mental canal ; and futeen alveoli for the 
teeth. 

MAXILLA SUPERIOR. Os maxillare fuferiw. The 
fuperior maxillary bone is fituated in the middle of the face, 
forms part of the face, palate, nofe, noftrils, and orbits, and 
with its fellow the part that is oppofed to the lower jaw. 
Its figure is very irregular : its principal eminences are, the 
nafal, orbital, jugal, and palatine proceffes, die alveolar 
arch, maxillary tuberolity, nafal fpine, and orbital^ margin. 
Its cavities are, a large pituitary finus, in tlve middle of the 
bone called the antrum of Highmore, a depreflion for the 
lachrymal fack, the nafal canal, the infra-orbital foramen 
and canal, an anterior and pofterior palatine foramen, and an 
opening which leads to the antrum of Highmore. 

MAXILLARY ARTERIES. Thefe are branches of 
the external carotid. The externa! maxillary is the fourth 
branch of the carotid ; it proceeds anterio; ly, and gives oft 
the fafcial or mental, the coronary of the lips, and the angu- 
lar artery. The interna! maxillary is the next branch of the 
carotid ; it giv.es off ihefpbxno-maxillar, the inferior alveo- 
lar, and the fpinous artery. 

MAXILLARY NERVES. The fuperior and inferior 
maxillary nerves are branches of the fifth pair or trigemini. 
The former is divided into the fphaeno-palatine, pofterior 
alveolar, and the infra orbital nerve. J he latter is divided 
into two branches, the internal lingual, and one more prop- 
erly called the inferior maxillary. 

MAXILLARY GLANDS. The glands fo called are 
conglomerate, and are fituated under the angles of the lower 

jaw- 
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jaw. The excretory du&s of thefe glands are called War-. 
thonian, after their difcoverer. 

MEASLES. See Rubeola. 

MEATUS AUDITORIUS EXTERNUS. See Ear, 

MEATUS URINARIUS. In women this is fituated 
in the vagina, immediately below the fymphifis of the pubis, 
and behind the nymphs. 

MECCA, Balfam of. See Balfam of Gihad. 

MECONIUM. The green excrementitious fubflance 
that is found in the large inteflines of the foetus. 

MEDIAN NERVE. The fecond branch of the brachial 
plexus. 

MEDIAN VEINS. The fituation of the veins of the 
arm is extremely different in moft individuals : when a 
branch proceeds near the bend of the arm, inwardly from 
the bafilic vein, it is termed the bafilic median ; and when a 
vein is given off from the cephalic, in the like manner, it is 
termed the cephalic median. When thefe two veins are pre- 
lent, they moftly unite juft below the bend of the arm, and 
the common trunk proceeds to the cephalic vein. 

M E DI ASTTNU \T, quaf, in medio fare. The membra- 
nous feptum, formed by the duplicature of the pleura, that 
divides the cavity of the cheft into two parts. See Pleura. 

MEDICINE. Any fubflance that is exhibited with a 
view to cure or allay the violence of a difeafe. It is alfo 
very frequently made life of to exprefs the healing art when 
it comprehends anatomy, phyfiology, and pathology. 

MEDITULLIUM. Sec Diploe. 

MEDULLA of Bones. The marrow. See Marrotv. 

MEDULLA OBLONGATA. The medullary fub- 
flance of the fame ufe as the cerebrum, that lies within the 
cranium upon the bafillary procefs of the occipital bone. It 
is formed by the connexion of the crura cerebri and crura 
cerebtlli, and terminates in the fpinal marrow. It has feve- 
P % ral 
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*al eminences, viz. pons varolii, corpora pyramidalia, and 
corpora olivaria. 

MEDULLA SPINALIS. The fpmal marrow. A con- 
tinuation of the medulla oblongata, which dcfcends into the 
fpecics vertebralis from the foramen magnum occipitale, to 
tie third vertebra of the loins, where it terminates in a num- 
ber of nerves, which, from their refemblance, are called 
cauda equina. The fpinai marrow is compofed, like the brain, 
of a cortical and medullary fubftance : the former is placed 
internally. It is covered by a continuation of the dura ma- 
ter, pia mater, and tunica arachnoidea. Tie uie of the fpi- 
nai marrow is to give off through the' lateral or interverte- 
bral foramina thirty pairs of nerves, called cervical, dorfal, 
lumbar, and fdcral nerves. 

MELAMPODIUM. Black hellebore. See Hdlcborm 
itiger* 

MRLANCMfiLT A. Melancholy madnefs. MsXay^Xw; 
from fM\ae, black, and j-vk*. bile ; becaufe the ancients fup- 
pofed that it proceeded from a redundance of black bile. A 
difeafe in the dale nettmfes and order -vefania of Cullen, 
.characterized by erroneous judgment, but not merely re- 
fpecting health, from imaginary perceptions or recollection 
influencing the conduct, and depreiiing the mind with ill- 
grounded fears ; not combined with either pyrexia or coma- 
tofe affections ; often appearing without dyipepfia, yet at- 
tended with coltivenefs, chiefly in perfons of rigid fibres and 
torpid inienlibility. See Dr. Crichton's late and valuable 
publication on Mental Derangement. 

MEL AS. Vitiligo ngra. Morplaa -nigra. Lepra ma- 
culofa nigra. Mtxctf, black. A diieafe that appears upon 
the fkin in black or brown fpots, which very frequently pen- 
etrate deep, even to the bone, and do not give any pain or 
uneafinefs. It is a <iifeafe very frequent in, and cndemial 
to, Arabia, where it appears to be produced by a peculiar 
miafm. 

MELASMA. A difeafe that appears, not unfrcquently, 
■upon the tibiae of aged perfons, in form of a livid black fpot, 
which, in a day or two, degenerates into a very foul ulcer. 

MELICERI3. 
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"MTSLICERTS. An cncyfted tumour whofe contents re- 
semble honey in confiftence and appearance; from /.sai, honey. 

MELISSA. Balm. Mclijfa officinalis of Linnaeus. A 

native of the fouthern parts of Europe, but very common in 
our gardens. In its recent (late it has a roughilh aromatic 
tafte, and a pleafant fmcll of the lemon kind. It was for- 
merly much efteemed in nervous difeaies, and was very gen- 
erally recommended in melancholic and hypochondriacal 
affedtions ; but in modern practice it is only employed when 
prepared as tea, as a grateful diluent drink in fevers, &c. 

MEMBRANE. A thin expanded fubftance, compofed 
of cellular membrane, whole elu.fi.ic fibres are fo arranged 
and woven together as to allow of great pliability. 1 he 
membranes of the body are various, as the {kin, peritoneum, 
pleura, dura mater, &c. &.Q. 

MENAGOGUES. See Eixmenagogue*. 

MININX DURA. See Dura mater, 

MENORRHAGIA. An immoderate flow cf the men- 
fes ; from um, a month, and pecyac, a rupture. A genus of 
difeafe in the ddiipyrexia and order hcemorrhugia: of Cullen. 
Species : I. Menorrhagia vuhra, proper ; from women nei- 
ther with child nor in child-birth : 2. Menorrhagia alia, 
ferous ; the fluor albus (fee Leucorrhxa : ) 3. Menorrt u^ia 
■vitiorum, from fome local difeafe : 4. MmoriLugia Lcbiutit, 
from women after delivery. See Lvchia. 

MENSES. See Catamenia. 

MEN 1'AGRA. An eruption about the chin, that forms 
a tenacious cruft, like that on i'cald heads. 

MENTHA MPERITIS. Peppermint. Mentha piperi- 
ta of Linnaeus. The fpontaneous growth of this plant is 
(aid to be peculiar to Britain. It has a more penetrating 
fmell than any of the other mints : as llrong pungent tafte, 
glowing Like pepper, finking as it were into the tongue, and 
followed by a fenie of coplnefs. The ftomachic, antifpafmo- 
dic, aid carminative properties of peppermint, render it life- 
ful in flatulent colics, hyfter cal affections, retchings, and oth- 
er dyfpeptic fymptoms, adting as a cordial, and often pro- 
ducing 
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cueing an immediate relief. Its officinal preparations are 
an effential oil, a fimple water, and a fpirit. 

MENTHA SATIVA. Spearmint. Mentha •olridU of 
Linnaeus. This plant grows wild in many parts of En- 
gland. It is not fo warm to the tafte as peppermint, hut has 
a more agreeable flavour, and is therefore preferred for culi- 
nary purpofes. Its medicinal qualities are fimilar to thofe of 
peppermint ; but the different preparations of the former, 
though more pleafant, are, perhaps, lefs efficacious. The 
officinal preparations of fpearmint are an effential oil, a con- 
serve, a fimple water, and a fpirit. 

MEPHITIS. M«p<ric See ConUglon. 

MER.CUR.Y. Quickfilver. Hydrargyrus. See Hydrar- 
gyria. 

MEROCELE. A femoral hernia; from pipo;, the 
thiph, and x»\», a tumour. 

MESERAIC. The fame as mefenteric. See Mtfentcrh. 

MESENTERIC ARTERIES. Two branches of the 
aorta in the abdomen are fo called. The fuperior mefen- 
teric is the fecond branch ; it is distributed upon the mefen- 
tery, and gives off the fuj erior or right colic artery. The 
inferior mefenteric is the fifth branch of the aorta ; it fends 
off the internal hemorrhoidal. 

MESENTERIC GLANDS. Thefe are conglobate, and 
are fltuated here and there in the cellular membrane of the 
mefentery. The chyle from the inteftines paffes through 
thefe glands to the thoracic duel. 

MESENTERIC PLEXUS of Nerves. The fuperior, 
middle, and lower mefenteric plexufea of nerves are formed 
by the branches of the great intercoftal nerves. 

MESENTERIC VEINS. They all run into one trunk, 
that evacuates its blood into the vena ports. See Vena 
fort*. 

MESFNTERTTTS. An inflammation of the mefen- 
tery. A fpecies of peritonitis of Cullen. 

MESENTERY. 
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MESENTERY. The membranaceous vifcus in the cav- 
ity of the abdomen, attached to the vertebrae of the loins, and 
to which the intcftines adhere ; from v <n; the middle, and 
ivrtpw, an inteftine, becaufe it is in the middle of the intef- 
tines. It is formed by a duplicative of the peritoneum, and 
contains within it srdipofe membrane, lacteals, lymphatics, 
ladleal glands, mefenteric arteries, veins and nerves 

MESOCOLON. The portion of the mefentery to which 
the colon is attached ; from (&t<ro(, the middle, and *oXoir, the 
colon. 

METACARPAL EONES. The five longitudinal bones 
that are fituated hetween the wrift and fingers ; they 
are diftinguifhed into the metacarpal bone of the thumb, 
fore finger, &.c. 

METACARPUS. That part of the hand between the 
witt and fingers ; from fitra, after, and *af>xoi, the wrift. 

MF.TAMOR!' IOPSr.\. Fifus defiruratus. Disfig- 
ured vifion. A difeafe of the eye, in which it perceives ob- 
jet5fo of a different figure than they really are. VUTU/iofjtueKi 
a mutation, and «J->>-, fight. 

METASTASIS. MjT«<rra<rif ; from /ulio-rr./zt, to change, 
to tranflate. '1 he removal -of a difeafe from one place to 
another. 

METATARSAL CONES. The five longitudinal bones 
between the tarfus and toes ; they are diftmguifhed into the 
mctatarfal bone of the great toe, fore toe, &c. 

METATARSUS. That part of die foot between the 
tarfus and toe*. ; from uarx, after, and rxf mc, the tarius. 

ME FRI f IS. Inflammation of the uterus ; from ,a»rf«. 
the uterus. See Hyjleritis. 

METROPTOSIS. ProLpfus uteri. The defcent of 
the uterus through the vagina ; from u.rrrpa, the uterus, and 
■zr^ort-rh; to fall down. 

MEZEREUM. Mezereon. This plant, Daphne meze- 
rcum of Linnxus, is extremely acrid, especially when freflv, 
and if retained in the mouth excites great and long-contin- 
ued 
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ued heat and inflammation, particularly of the mouth and 
fauces : the berries alfo have the fame effects, and, when 
fwallowed, prove a powerful corrofive poifon, not only to 
man, but to dogs, wolves, and foxes. The bark of the root 
is the part employed medicinally in the dtcoBum farfaparilla 
compiifttum, to aflift mercury in refolving nodes and other 
obilinate fymptoms of fyphilis. 

MIASM. Hixcfi.a. ; from (uauw, to infect. See Conta- 
gion. 

MILIARIA. Miliary fever. A genus of difeafj in the 
clafs pyrexia and order exanthemata of Cullen, characterized 
by fynochus ; cold ftage considerable ; hot ftage attended 
with anxiety and frequent fighing ; pcrfpiration of a ftrong 
and peculiar fmell ; eruption preceded by a fenfe of prick- 
ing firft on the neck and breaft, of fmall red pimples, which 
in two days become white puftules, defquamate, and are fuc- 
ceeded by frefh pimples. For the eruption fimilar to milia- 
ria, but unattended with fever, fee Sudam'ma. 

MILIUM. Grutum. A very white and hard tubercle, 
in fize and colour refembling a millet-feed. Its feat is im- 
mediately under the cuticle, fo that when prefled it efcapes, 
the contents appearing of an atheromatous nature. 

MILK. A fluid fecreted by peculiar glands, and defign- 
cd to nourifh young animals in the early part of their life. 
It is of an opake white colour, a mild faccharine tafle, and a 
flightly aromatic fmell. It is leparatcd immediately from the 
blood in the breafts or udders of female animals. Man, quad- 
rupeds, and cetaceous animals are the only creatures which 
afford milk. All other animals are deftitute of the organs 
■which fecrete this fluid. Milk differs greatly in the feveral 
animals ; in the human fpecies it is very fweet or faccha- 
rine ; the milk of the cow is mild, and its principles are well 
connected : that of the goat and afs have a peculiar virtue, 
as they are often flightly adftringent. The variable proper- 
ties of milk depend ufually on the food of the animal. 
"With refptct to its virtues, it is an agreeable food, and of 
confiderable ufe in many cafes, as phthifis, macies, &c and 
applied externally to inflammatory tumours it is emollient, 
anodyne, and roaturative. 

MILLEFOLIUM. 
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MILLEFOLIUM. Common yarrow or milfoil. Ths 
leaves and flowers of this indigenous plant, Achillea millefoli- 
um of Linnans, have an agreeable, weak, aromatic fmell, 
and a bitterifh, rough, and fomewhat pungent ufte. They 
are both directed for medicinal life in the Edinburgh Phar- 
macopoeia ; in the prefent practice, however, it is wholly 
neglected. 

MILLEPEDES. Wood-lice. Thefe infects, though 
they obtain a place in the pharmacopoeias, are very feldom 
\ifed medicinally in this country ; they appear to act as 
ftimu'ants and flight diuretics, and for this purpofe they 
might to be adminiftered in a much greater dofe than is 
ufually prefcribed. The exprefled juice, or forty or fifty liv- 
ing millepedes, given In a mild drink, is faid to cure very ob- 
ftinate jaundices. 

MINERALOGY. That part of natural hiftory which 
relates to minerals is fo called. 

MINERAL WATERS. Waters which contain mine- 
rals in lolution are uiftinguifhed by the appellation of min- 
eral water : but as there is no water found in nature, even 
among thofe reckoned the purelt, which is not impregnated 
with fome of thefe fubltances, the name of mineral waters 
ought to be confined to fuch as are lufriciently impregnated 
to produce a fenfible effect on the animal economy. For this 
rcafon the name of medicinal waters would be much more 
applicable. All mineral waters may be arranged into aci- 
dulous, faline, fulphureous, and ferruginous waters. Acidulous- 
■waters are thofe in which the cretaceous acid predominates ; 
they are known by their fharp tafte, the facility with which 
they boil, and afford bubbles with Ample agitation ; fuch 
are thofe of Seltzer, Briflol, Bard, Langeac, Chateldon, &c. 
Saline or fait -waters are fuch as contain a fufficient quantity 
of neutral fait to act ftrongly on the animal economy, fo as 
mofl commonly to purge ; fuch as fea-water, the water of 
Selditz, Egra, &c. The name of fulphureous -waters ha» 
been given to thofe mineral waters, that appear to poflefa 
fome of the properties of fulphur, fuch as the fmell and prop- 
erty of difcolouring lilver ; under this head are arranged 
the waters of tiarrowgate, Bereges, and Cauteres, St. Amant,

Aix la Chapelle, and Montmorency. Ferruginous ivatcry^rc 
thofe, as the term expreffes, that abound with iron ; of this 
nature are the Spa and Pyrmont waters. 

MINERALS. Minerals are inorganized or inanimate 
bodies, that increafe in volume by the juxtapofuion of parts 
and the force of attraction. J he early natHruliits divided 
minerals into a great number of claffes, but by the moderns 
they are divided or.ly into three feclions. Under the firit 
are arranged earths and ftones which have no tafte, and do 
not burn when heated with contact of air ; under the fecond, 
falinc matters, having more or lefs tafte, which melt in 
water, and do not burn ; and under the third, combuftible 
fubftances, not foloble in water, and exhibiting a flame more 
or lefs evident when expofed to fire with accefs of air. 

MTSPICKEL. A white, brilliant, granulated iron ore, 
compofcel of iron in combination with arfenic. 

MISTURA. A mixture. It is moffcly contracted thus, 
mifi. 

MITRAL VALVES. The valves of the left ventricle 
of the heart are fo called, from their rtfemblance to a 

mitre. 

MODIOLUS. The nucleus, as it were, of the cochlea 
is fo termed. It afeends from the baiis of the cochlea to 
the apex. 

MOLARES. The double tech ; from mo'arh,* grind- 
flon.e, becaufe they grind the food. See Teetb. 

MOLAR GLANDS. Two falival glands fituated on 
each fide of the mouth, between the maffeter and bucci- 
nator mufcl.'S, and whofe excretory ducCts open near the 
laft dens molaris. 

MOLLITiES OSSIUM. A difcafe of the bones, 
wherein they can be bent without fracturing them. 

MOLLITIES UNGUIUM. A preternatural foftnefs of 
the nails, that often accompanies chlorofis. 

MOLYBDENA. This fubftance is found in Iceland, 
Saxony, France, and Spain- It is very frequently confound- 
ed 
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cd with black lead, although the charadleriftic differences 
are fufliciently evident. Molybdena is compofed of fcaly 
particles, either large or fmall, and flightly adherent to 
each other. It is foft and fat to the touch, foils the 
fingers, and makes a trace of an afh-grey colour. Its af- 
peck is blueilli, nearly refcmbling that of lead. The mark 
it makes on paper has an argentine brilliancy ; whereas 
thole of plumbago or black lead are of a darker and lefs 
{hining colour. Its powder is blueifh ; by calcination it 
emits a fmell of fulphur, and leaves a whitifh earth. 

MOLYBDATS (Molybdas, tis, f. m.) Salts formed by 
the union of the molybdic acid with different bales : thus, 
tnulybdat of alumine, molybdat of antimony, &C 

MONOCULUS. Monopia. A very common fpecies of 
monftrofity, in which there is but one eye, and that moft- 
ly above the root of the nolc ; from ^vot, one, and oculus t 
an eye. 

MONORCH1S. An epithet for a perfon that has but 
one tefticle ; from /u.ow;, one, and npx">> a 'eflicle. 

MONS VENERIS. The triangular eminence, immedi- 
ately over the os pubis of women, that is covered with 
hair. 

MORBILLI. The meafles. See Rubeola. 

MOKOSlS. Muipuo-i? -, from jtttipoc, folly. See Amentia. 

MORTIFICATION. See Gangrene. 

MORUM. The mulberry. The tree that affords this 
fruit is the Moms nigra of Linnaeus, a native of Italy. 
Mulberries abound with a deep violet-coloured juice, 
which, in its general qualities, agrees with that of the 
fruits called acido-dulces ', allaying thirft, partly by refrige- 
rating, and partly by exciting an excretion of mucus from, 
the mouth and fauces ; a fimilar effedt is alfo produced in 
the ftomach, where, by correcting putrefcency, a powerful 
caufe of thirft is removed. The London college directs a 
fyrufus man, which is an agreeable vehicle for various 
medicines. The bark of the root of this tree is faid by 
Acdree to be ufeful in cafes of taenia. 

Q MOSCHUS, 
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MOSCHU'S. Mull-. A fubfhnce wbofe ftrcng and 
permanent fmeil is peculiar. t,o it. It is contained in a bag 
placed near the umbilical region of a ruminating quadru- 
ped, refeniblmg the antelope, from which it docs Dot differ 
fufficiently to form a particular genus. The medicinal 
and chemical properties of mufk and caftor arc very 
fimilar : the virtues of the former are generally believed 
to be more powerful, and hence mufk is preferred in cafes 
of imminent danger. It is prescribed as a powerful anti- 
fpafmodic in convulsive difeal'es, hydrophobia, &c. and is 
by many laid to be a violent aphrodiiiac. 

MOTORII OCULORUM. The third pair of nerves 
of the brain ; they aril'e from the crura cerebri, and are 
diftributed on the mufclcs o* the bulb of the eye. 

MOUTH. The cavity of the mouth is well known : 
the parts which conltitute it are the common integument?, 
the lips, the mufeles of the under and upper jaw, the pal- 
ate, two alveolar arches, the gums, the tongue, the cheeks, 
and falival glands. The bones of the mouth are the two 
fupcrior maxillarv, two palatine, the lower jaw, and thir- 
tv-two teeth. The arteries of the external parts of the 
mouth are, branches of the infra-orbital, inferior alveolar, 
and fafcial arteries. The veins empty theml'elves into the 
external jugulars. The nerves are branches from the fifth 
and feventh pair. The ufe of the mouth is for maftica- 
tion,fpeeeh, reipiralion, deglutition, iudtion, and tafce. 

MUCILAGE. A folution of gum. See Gum. 

MUCILAGINOUS EXTRACTS. Extracts that readi- 
ly diffolvc in water, fcarcely at all in fpirit of wine, and 
undergo fpirituous fermentation. 

MUCOUS GLANDS. Muciparous glands. Glands 
that fecrete mucus, l'uch as the glands of the Schnciderian 
membrane of the nofe, the glands of the fauces, afopha- 
gus, ftomach, inteftmes, bladder, urethra, &c. 

MUCUS, vegetable. See Gum and Mucilage. 

MUCUS, animal. Animal mucus differs from that ob- 
tained from the vegetable kingdom in not being loluble in 

water, 
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water, fwinirtiing on its furface ; i k of mixing 

oil with water, and being foluble in mineral acids, which 
vegetable mucus is not. The ufc of this fubflance is to 
lubricate and defend the parts upon which it is fecrcted. 
ai the nufe, cefophagu6, ilomach, inttflines, urethra vagi- 
na, &c. 

MULTIFIDUS SPINJE. A mufele fnuated along the 
fpine of the back. When different portions of this 
mufele act on one lide, they extend the back obliquely, or 
move it laterally ; but, if they ac"l together on both fides, 
they extend the vertebrae backwards. 

ATinfPS. A difeafe of the parotid gland. Gee Cy- 
nancbe. 

MURIATS (MurLu, tit, f. m.) Salts formed by the 
union of the muriatic acid with different bales ; thus, mu- 
tiat of ammoniac, muriat oj cobber, &C 

MUSCLES. Mufclcs are the organs of motion. The 
parts that are ufually included under this name confifl of 
ili(tinc"b portions of flcfh, fufceptible of contraction and 
relaxation ; the motions of which, in a natural and healthy 
ftate, are fubject to the will, and for this reafon they are 
called -voluntary mufcles. Befides thefe, there art other 
parts of the body that owe their power of contraction to 
their mufcular fibres ; thus, the heart is a mufcular tex- 
ture, forming what is called a hollow mufele ; and the 
urinary bladder, ftorcach, inttflines, &c. are enabled to 
act upon their contents, merely becaufe they arc provided 
with mufcular fibres ; thefe arc called involuntary motions, 
becaufe their motions arc not dependent on the will. The 
mufclcs of refpiration, being in foine mcaiurc influenced 
by the will, are laid to have a mixed motion. The names 
by which the voluntary mufclcs are diitinguifhed are 
founded ou their iize, figure, fituation, life, or the arrange- 
ment of their- fibres, or their origin and infertion ; but, 
befides thefe particular difHncbions, there arc certain gen- 
eral ones that require to be noticed. Thus, if the fibres 
of a mufefe are placed parallel to each other, in a ftraight 
direction, they form what anatomirts term a reSiiliniar 
muffle ; if the fibres crois and interfect each p:her, they 

conftitute 
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conftitute a compound mufcle ; when the fibres are difpofcd 
in the manner of rays, a radiated mufcle ; and when they 
are placed obliquely with refpedt to the tendon, like the 
plume of a pen, a fenniform mufcle. Mufcles that act in 
oppofition to each other are called antagoniJJ-s ,■ thus every 
extenfor has a flexor for its antagonift, and vice verfa. 
JVIufcles that concur in the fame action are termed conge- 
tteres. The mufcles being attached to the bones, the lat- 
ter may be confidered as levers, that are moved in differ- 
ent directions by the contraction of thofe organs. That 
end of the mufcle which adheres to the moft fixed part is 
ufually called the origin ; and that which adheres to the 
more moveable part, the infertion of the mufcle. In almoft 
every mufcle two kinds of fibres are diftinguifhed ; the 
one Loft, of a red colour, fenfible, and irritable, called /^y 
fbres ; the other of a firmer texture, of a white gliftemng 
colour, infenfible, without irritability or the power of con- 
tracting, and named tendinous fibres. ' They are occafional- 
]y intermixed, but the flefhy fibres generally prevail in the 
Dellv, or middle part of a mufcle, and the tendinous ones in 
the extremities. If thefe tendinous fibres are formed into 
a round (lender chord, they form what is called the tendon 
of the mufcle ; on the other hand, if they are fpread into 
a broad flat furface, it is termed an aponeurofts. 

MUTTTAS Dumbnefs. A genus of difeafe in the 
clafs locales and order dyfeincfia of Cullen ; containing three 
fpecies, viz. I. Mutitas organica, as happens when the 
tongue is removed or injured : %. Mutitas ctonica, arifing 
from affe&ion of the nerves of the organ : 3. Mutitas fur- 
dorum, depending upon being born deaf. 

MYDRIASIS. A difeafe of the iris. Too great a dila- 
tation of the pupil of the eye, with or without a defecl: of 
-vifion. It is known by the pupil always appearing of the 
fame latitude or fize in the light. 

MYLO. Names compounded with this word belong to 
mufcles, which are attached near the grinders ; from /u.v\», a 
grinder tooth : fuch as, 

MYLO-HYOIDEUS. A mufcle fituated between the 
lower jaw and os hyoides, that pulls the os hyoides forwards, 
upwards, and to a fide. 

MYODESoPSIA, 
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MYODESOPSIA. A difeafe of the eyes, in which the 
n fees black fpots, an appearance of flies, cobwebs, or 
black wool, before his eyes ; from y.na, a fly, and t.\J,ia, 
vifion. 

IV] YT> LOGY. The doctrine of the mufcles ; from fiv'cii, 
a mufcle, and xoyaa, a difcourfe. 

MYOPIA. Myofs, near-fighted, purblind. A difficulty 
of feeing objects a little diltant ; from pu;, a moufe, and co^, 
an eye. 

MYOSIS. A contraction or too fmall perforation of the 
pupil ; it is known by viewing the diameter of the pupil, 
which is (mailer than ufual, and remains io in an oblcure 
place, where naturally, if not clifeafed, it dilates. 

MYOSITIS. Inflammation of a mufcle. It is the 
term given by Sugar to acute ikeumatifm. 

MYOTOMY. The dittl-dion of the mufcles; from 
/U.UOV, a mufcle, and rt/ivei, to cut. 

MYRRH. The tree that affords this gum-xefin, by in- 
cifion, grows on the eaftern coaft of Arabia Felix. Good 
myrrh is of a foul black red colour ; folid and heavy ; of a 
peculiar fmell, and bitter tafte. Its medicinal effects are 
warm, corroborant, and antii'eptic ; it has been fuccefsfully 
employed in phthilkal cafes as a pectoral, and although al- 
lied to fome of the balfams, it is found to be more efficacious 
and lefs irritating to the fyftem. There are feveral prepa- 
rations of this drug in the London and Edinburgh Phar- 
macopeias. 

MYRTIFORM GLANDS. See Glandula myrtiformis. 
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-KTjEVI MATERNI. Mother's marks. Thefe marks 
-*-^ are upon the fkin of children at birth, and are various 
in their nature, depending upon the longing or averfion of 
the mother ; hence they refemble mulberries, grapes, bacon, 
&c. Their feat is moftly in the rete mucofum or cellular 
membrane. 

NAILS. Ungues. Horny laminae, fituated on the ex- 
tremities of the fingers and toes. 

NAPHTHA. A very fluid fpecies of petroleum, found 
chiefly in Italy. 

NARCOSIS. NafKMnc. Stupefaction, ftupor, numb- 
nefs. 

NARCOTICS. Napxunxa. See Anodynes. 

NARES. The noftrils. The cavity of the noftrils is of 
a pyramidal figure, and is fituated under the anterior part of 
the cranium, in the middle of the face. It is compofed of 
fourteen bones, viz. the frontal, two maxillary, two nafal, 
two lachrymal, two inferior fpongy, the fphamoid, the vo- 
mer, the ethmoid, and two palatine bones, which form feve- 
ral eminences and cavities. The eminences are the fcptum 
iiarium, trie cavernous fubftance of the ethmoid bone, called 
the fuperior concha?, and the inferior fpongy bones. The 
cavities are three pair of pituitary finufles, namely, the fron- 
tal, fphaenoid, and maxillary ; the anterior and pofterior fo- 
ramina of the noftrils ; the ductus nafalis, the fphseno-pala- 
tine foramina, and anterior palatine foramina. All thefe 
parts are covered with periofteum, and a pituitary mem- 
brane which fecretes the mucus of the noftrils. The arteries 
of this cavity are branches of the internal maxillary. The 
veins empty themfelves into the internal jugulars. The 
nerves are branches of the olfactory, ophthalmic, and fupe- 
rior maxillary. The ufe of the noftrils is for fmelling, refpi- 
ration, and fpeech. 

NASI OSSA. The two fmall bones of the nofc that are 
fo termed, form the bridge of the nofe : in figure they are 
quadrangular and oblong. 

NASTURTIUM 
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NASTURTIUM AQT/ATICUM. Water, creffe. This ' 
indigenous plant, Sifymbr urn najiurtlum of Linnaus, grows 
plentifully in brooks and ftagnant waters. The leaves have 
a moderately pungent tafte, emit a quick penetrating fmell, 
like that of muftard-feed, but much weaker. Water-creffes 
obtain a place in the materia medica for their antifcorbutic 
qualities, which have been long very generally acknowledg- 
ed by phyficians. The mod pleafant way of adminiftering 
them is in form of fallad. 

NATES. 'I he flefhy parts upon which we fit. 

NATES CEREBRI. See Cerebrum. 

NATRON. Soda. Mineral alkali. This alkali is chief- 
ly imported from Spain and France. The beft kind of the 
former is in dark coloured maffes, of a blueifh tinge, very 
ponderous, fonorous, dry to the touch, and externally 
abounding with fmall cavities, without any offenfive fmell, 
and very fait to the tafte ; if long expofed to the air, it un- 
dergoes a degree of fpontaneous calcination. 'J he beft 
French natron is alfo dry, fonorous, brittle, and of a deep 
blue colour, approaching to black. The natron which is 
mixed with fmall ftones, gives out a fetid fmell on folution, 
and is white, foft, and dtliquefcent, is of the worft kind. 
The method of purifying this alkali is directed both in the 
London and Edinburgh Pharmacopoeias.' The medicinal 
properties of natron are various ; it is much efteemed by 
many in fcrophulous difeafes, given with bark : in combi- 
nation with the vitriolic acid it forms Glauber's fait, natron 
mitriolatum, which is purgative ; with nitrous acid, cubic 
nitre ; with marine acid, common fait ; and with cream 
of tartar, Rochelle fait, or fal faignette ; and with expreffed 
vegetable oils, or animal fats, the different kinds of leaps. 
See alfo Alkali mineral, and Barilla. 

NATURAL ACTIONS. Natural functions. Thofc 
actions by which the body is preferved, as hunger, thirft, &c. 
See hunclions. 

NAUSEA. A difguft of food, approaching to vomiting ; 
from vavc, a fhip ; becaufe it is a fenfation fimilar to that 
which people experience upon failing in a fliip. 

NAVICULARS 
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NAVICULARS OS. Qs fcaphiidei. A bone of the car, 
pus- and tarfus is fo called from its figure ; from navicula, a 
lit lie veflel. See Carpus and Tuifui. 

NECK. The parts which form the neck are divided into 
external and internal. The external parts are the common 
integuments ; feveral mufcles ; eight pair of cervical nerves, 
the eighth pair of nerves of the cerebrum, and the great in- 
tercoftal nerve ; the two carotid arteries ; the two external 
jugular veins, and the two internal ; the glands of the neck, 
viz. the jugular fubmaxillary, cervical, and thyroid. The 
internal parts are the fauces, pharynx, cefophagus, larynx, 
and trachea. The bones of the neck arc the liven cervical 
vertebra:. 

NEt'ROSIS. The dry gangrene. Vljupae-it ; from vcxpef* 
dead. A fpecies of mortification, in which the parts become 
dry, infenfible, and black, without any previous inflamma- 
tion. 

NEPHRALGIA. Pain in the kidney ; from *iffbf t the 
kidney, and a.Kyo;, pain. 

NEPHRITICS. Medicines are fo termed that are cm- 
ployed in the cure of dileafes of the kidneys. 

NKPHRTTIS. i Inflammation of the kidney; from 
»sfpt>S, the kidney. It is a genus of difeafe in the clafs py- 
rexia and order phlegm alia of Cullen ; known by pyrexia, 
pain in the region of the kidneys, and mooting along the 
courfe of the ureter ; drawing up of the telticles ; nufnbnefs 
of the thigh ; vomiting ; urine high coloured, and frequent- 
ly difcharged ; coftivenefs, and colic pains, Nephritis is 
fymptomatk of calculus gout, &c. 

NEPHROTOMY. The operation of extracting a ftone 
from the kidney ; from vuppocj a kidney, and r^uw, to cut. 

NERVE. Nerves arc long white medullary cords that 
ferve for fenfaticn. They originate from the brain and fpi- 
nal marrow ; hence they are diftinguiflud into cerebral and 
fpinal nerves, and are diftributed upon the organs of fenfe, 
the vilcera, vcfTels;'*mufck's, and every part that i- endowed 
with fenfibility. The cerebral nerves arc the olfadory, op- 
tic, motores oculorum, pathetiei or trochlcatores, trigemini 

or 
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or divifi, abducent, auditory or acouftic, p?.r vagum and lin- 
gual. Heifter has drawn up the ufes of thefe nerves in the 
two following verfes : 

Olfaciens, cernens, ocitlofque movent, patienfque, 
Gujlans, abducens, audienfque, vaganjque, loquenfque. 

The fpinal nerves are thirty pair, and are divided into eight 
pair of cervical, twelve pair of dorfal, five pair of lumbar, 
and five of facral nerves. In the courfe of the nerves there 
are a number of knots ; thefe are called ganglions ; they are 
commonly of an oblong fhape, and of a greyifh colour, fomc- 
what inclined to red, which is. perhaps, owing to their be- 
ing extremely vafcular. Some writers have confidered thefe 
ganglions as fo many little brains. Lancifi fancied he had 
difcovered mufcular fibres in them, but they certainly are 
not of an irritable nature. A late writer, Dr. Jobnfon, 
imagines they are intended to deprive us of the power of 
the will over certain parts, as the heart, for inftance ; but if 
this hypothefis were well founded, they fhould be met with 
only in nerves leading to involuntary mufcles ; whereas it is 
certain that the involuntary mufcles receive nerves through 
ganglions. Dr. Munro from obferving the accurate inter- 
mixture of the minute nerves which compofe them, confid- 
ers them as new fources of nervous energy. The nerves, 
like the blood- veffels, in their courfe through the body, com- 
municate with each other, and each of thefe communications 
conftitutes what is called a plexus, from whence branches are 
again detached to different parts of the body. The ufe of 
the nerves is to convey the principles of motion and fenfi- 
bility to the brain from all parts of the fyftem, and from the 
brain to every part of the fyflem. The manner in which 
this operation is effected, is not yet determined. The in- 
quiry has been a conftant fource of hypothefis in all ages, 
and has produced fome ingenious ideas, and many erroneous 
pofitions, but without h;ivir:g, hitherto, afforded much fatif- 
factory information. Seme phyfiologifts have confidered a 
trunk of nerves as a folid cord, capable of being divided into 
an i:. finite number of filaments, by means of which the im- 
preffions of feeling arc conveyed to the common fenforium. 
Others have fuppofed each fibril to be a canal, carrying a 
volatile fluid, which they term the nervous Jluid. Thofe who 

contend 
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contend for their being folid bodies, are of opinion that feel- 
ing is occafioned by vibration ; fo that, for inftancc, accord- 
ing to this hypothefis, by pricking the finger, a vibration 
would be occafioned in the nerve diftributt'd through its 
fubftance ; and the effects of this vibration, when extended 
to the fenforium, would be an cxcital of pain ; but the in- 
claiticity, the foftnefs, the connexion, and the fituation of the 
nerves are fo many proofs that vibration has no (hare in the 
caufe of feeling. 

NERVINES. Neurotics. Medicines that relieve difor- 
ders of the nerves. 

NERVOUS FEVER. A fpecies of typhus. See Typbrt 
mitior. 

NERVOUS FLUID. The vafcularhy of the cortical 
part of the brain, and of the nerves themfelves, their foft- 
nefs, pulpinefs, and natural humid appearance; give reafon 
to believe that between the medullary particles of which 
they are principally compofed, a fine fluid is conftantly fe- 
creted, which may he fitted to receive and tranfmit, even 
more readily than other fluids do, all impivfiions which are 
made on it. See Nerves. 

NEUROLOGY. The doctrine of the nerves; from 
v;ufcv, a nerve, and hoyo;, a difcourfe. 

NEUKOSRS. Nervous difeafes ; from nv r m, a nerve. 
The fecond clafs of Cullen's nofology is fo called ; it com- 
prehends affections of fenfe and motion, difturbed ; without 
cither idiopathic pyrexia, or topical difeafe. 

NEUTRAL SALTS. Secondary falts. Under the 
name of neutral or fecondary falts are comprehended futh 
matters as are compofed of two primitive falinc fubflanccs 
combined together. They arc called neutral, becaufe they 
do not poffefs the characters of acid nor alkaline falts, which 
are primitive falts ; fuch are Epfom falts, alum, nitre, &c. 

NICOTIANA. Tobacco. The Virginian tobacco, A7- 
cotiana tabacum of Linnseus, is the plant employed medicinal- 
ly. It is a very active narcotic and fternutatory. A decoc- 
tion of the leaves is much cfteemed in i'ome difeafes of the 
ikin, and it is bv fome hid to be a (pecific agair.il the itch. 

The 
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T he fumes and the decoction are employed in obftinate con- 
ftipations of the bowels, and very frequently with fuccefs ; 
it is neceflary, however, to caution the practitioner againff. 
an effect mollly produced by its exhibition, namely, fyncope 
with cold fweats ; and, in fome inftances, death. 

NICKEL. A mineral moftly found united with fulphur 
and arfenic. Its ores have a coppery red colour, and are al- 
moft always covered with a greenilh grey efflorefcence. It 
is very plentiful in Saxony. 

NIGHT-MARE. Incubus. See Oneirodynia gravans. 

NIi RE. Saltpetre. A perfect neutral fait, formed by 
the union of the nitrous acid with the fixed alkali of tartar. 
Its tafte is cooling, and it does not alter the colour of fyrup 
of violets. Nitre cxifts in large quantities in the earth, and 
is continually formed in inhabited places ; it is found in 
great quantities upon walls which are flickered from the 
rain. It is of great ufe in the arts ; is the principal ingre- 
dient in gun-powder ; and burned with diifcrent propor- 
tions of tartar, forms the fubftances called fluxes. It is of 
conlidcrable importance, in medicine, as a febrifuge, diuretic, 
and antiphlogistic remedy. 

NITRATS (Nitras, tit,/, m.) Salts formed by the un- 
ion of the nitric acid with different bales ; asnitrat of magne- 
yL-, nitrat cf mercury, &C. 

NITRT'I E~ (Nitrh, th,f. m.) Salts formed by the 
combination of the nitrous acid with different bales ; thus, 

nitrite zinc, nitrite nfjil-ver, &C 

NITROGENE GAS. A fynonim of Azote. See 
Azote. 

NOCTAMBULATION. Walking in the night when 
afleep. -See Oneirodynia. 

NOLI ME TANGERE. A fpecics of herpes, that is 
very difficult to cure, is fo termed by authors, becaufe it is 
exafperated by molt applications. 

NOMA. NV» ! from v.,.;:.. to eat. A difeafe that fome- 
times attacks the cheek or vulva of young girls. It appears 
in the form of a red and fomewhat livid fpot ; is not attend- 
ed 
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ed with pyrexia, pain, or tumour, and in a few days becomes 

gangrenous. 

NON-NATURALS. Under this term phyficians com- 
prehend air, meat and drink, fleep and watching, motion 
and reft, retention and excretion, and the affections of the 
mind. 

NOSE. Nafus. See Nares. 

NOSOLOGY. The doctrine of the names of difeafes ; 
from m<roc, a difeafe, and Koy , a difcourfe. Modern phyli- 
cians underftand by nofology the arrangement of difeafes in 
claffes, genera, fpecies, &c. 

NOSTALGIA. A vehement defire of revifiting one's 
country ; from vorta, to return, and xKyo;, pain. A genus 
of diieafe in the clafs locales and order dyforexia of Cullen, 
known by impatience, when abfent from one's native home, 
i.nd a vehement defire to retucn, attended with gloom and 
melancholy, lols of appetite, and want of fleep. 

NUCHA. The hind part or nape of the neck. 

NUTRITION. The appofition of the nutritious juice 
to parts which are, by a law of nature, to increafe, or to 
parts that are worn out. Nutrition is a confequence of di- 
geftion and circulation. As the folids are continually di- 
minifhing by the motions they perform, and as the abfor- 
bents are continually more or lefs active in their functions, 
reparation is neceffary, which is performed by nutrition. In 
the early part of life, parts increafe in bulk as the life of the 
animal advances ; the cellular membrane is ufually confider- 
ed as the organ of this function. It appears, neverthelefs, 
that each organ is nourifhed by a peculiar and proper mat- 
ter, which it feparates, either from the blood, the lymph, or 
fome other fluid which paffes through it ; for example, the 
mufcles are maintained by the fibrous matter, which they 
fenarate from the blood ; the bones by a calcareous matter 
that is feparated from the fame fource ; and the cellular 
ftru&ure appears to be formed merely by the drying of the 
lymph, which foon becomes organized. 

NUX MOSCHATA. The nutmeg is the feed or ker- 
nel of the Mjri/ina mrfchata. It is a fpice that is well 

known, 
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known, and has been long ufed both for culinary and medi- 
cal purpoXcs. There are three kinds of unctuous fubitances, 
called oil of mace, that ure reai'.y exprefled from the nutmeg-. 
The belt is brought from the Laft Indies in ftone jars ; this 
is of a thick confidence, of the colour of mace, and has an 
agreeable fragrant fmell ; the fecond fort, which is paler 
coloured, and much inferior in quality, comes from Holland 
in folid maffes, generally flat, and of a fquare figure ; the 
third, which is the worft of all, and ufually called common 
oil of mace, is an artificial compofition of fuet, palm oil, and 
the like, flavoured with a little genuine oil of nutmeg. The 
medicinal qualities of nutmeg are fuppofed to be aromatic, 
anodyne, ftomachic, and adltringent, and hi_nce it has been 
much ufed in diarrlueas and dyi'enteries. The officinal prep- 
arations of nutmeg are a fpirit and an effential oil, and the 
nurmeg in lubfUnte, roafteJ, to render it more adltringent : 
both the fpice itfeif and the elfential oil enter feveral com- 
politions, as the coufcitiu oromutifa, Jjpiritui ammonia compiji- 
tus, &c. 

NYCTALOPS. NuxraJuaJ, ; from m;, the night, and :.vj,, 
an eye. A defect in vifion, by which the patient lees little 
or nothing in the day, but in the evening and night ices 
tolerably well. 

NYMPHiE. Labia minora. Two membranous folds, 
fituatcd within the labia majora, at the fides of the entrar.ee* 
of the vagina uteri. 

N Y \ 1 P I J O VI 3. N J A . Furor uterinus. A genus of dif- 
eafe in the clafs locales and order d-Jorexia of Cullen, charac- 
terized by exceifive and violent de&re for coition in women ; 
from tvficipta, nympha, and jjjxviol, madnefs. 

NYMPIIOV'^MY. The operation of removing the 
nympha when too large ; irom m/jupix, the nympha, and 

Tftv , to CUt. 

NYSTAGMUS. Nvrxyftot ; from wraa, to fieep. A 
twinkling of the eyes, fuch as happens when a perfon is very 
fleepy. Authors alfo define nyftagmus to be an involuntary 
agitation of the oculary bulb.

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QBLIQITUS ASCENDENS INTERNUS. A mufderf 
v -^ the abdomen, fituated on its anterior part, that aflilh 
the obliquus defcendens, but bends the body in the reverie 
direction. 

OBLIQUUS CAPITIS INFERIOR. A mufcle of the 

head, fituated below the pofterior part of the occiput, that 
gives the rotatory motion to the head. 

OBLIQUUS CAPITIS SUPERIOR. A mufcle of tie 
head, fituated below the occiput, that draws die head back- 
ward. 

OBLIQUUS DESCENDENS EXTERNUS. This muf- 
fle forms a broad layer, and is fituated on the anterior part of 
the abdomen. Its ufe is to fupport and comprefs the peri- 
toneum and abdomen ; to affift the evacuations of the f;eccs 
and urine, and likewife in the exclufion of the fee. us ; to 
thruft the diphragm upwards, and draw down the ril.s in 
expiration ; to bend the body obliquely when the ribs are 
fixed, and to raife the peivis obliquely. 

OBLIQUUS INFERIOR OCULI. An oblique mufcle 
of the eye that draws the globe of the eye forwards, in- 
wards, and downwards. 

OBLIQUUS SUPERIOR feu TROCHLEARS. An 
ebhquc mufcle of the eye, that rolls the globe of the eye, 
and turns the pupil downwards and outwards. 

OBSTETRIC. Belonging to midwifery ; from obfldrlx, 
a nurfe. 

OBSTIPATION. CofHvcncfs. A genus of difeaft in 
the clafs locales and order epifchefes, comprehending three fpe- 
cies : r. Objlipatio Milium, in weak and i ommonly d) pi p- 
tic perfons : 2. Objlipatio rigidorum, in perfons of rigid .'ires 
and a melancholy teniparament : 3. Objlipatio olftrmiorum, 
from obftrucflions. See Colica. 

OBTURATOR INTERNUS. A mufcle, fituated wjth- 
in the pelvis, that rolls the os femora obliquely outwai 

OBTURATOR 
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OBTURATOR NERVE. A nerve of the thigh, that 
is loll upon its inner muicles. 

OCCIPITAL- BONE. Os baftlare. An oblong quad- 
rate bone, fitu<ited in the poftorior part of the cranium. It 
has feveral proceffes, as the external occipital tubercle, the 
bafillary or cuneiform and condyloid procefs, and internally 
a crucial fpine. Its cavities are two niches, which, with the 
eorrefponding ones of the temporal bone, form the foramina 
l.icera ; the great occipital foramen ; two anterior, and two 
posterior condyloid foramina ; and internally tvvo fuperior 
foffae, that receive the pofterior lobes of the brain ; two in- 
ferior fofise, that contain the cerebellum, and a deprefiiop in 
the bafillary proceis, in which the" medulla oblongata is 
fitoatrA 

OCCIPITO-ERONTALIS. A Cngle broad digaftrlc 
mufcle, that covers the cranium, pulls the fkin of the head 
backwards, rajfes the eye brows upwards, and, at the fame 
time, draws up and wrinkles the Ikin of the forehead. 

OCCIPUT. The hinder part of the head. See Caput. 

ODONTALGIA. The tooth-ach j from oS^, a tooth, 
and u>.y&, pain. 

ODONfOID PROCESS. A procefs of the fecond ver- 
tebra of the neck; from »<5\«, a tooth, and nS»s> form, be- 
caufe it is fhaped like a tooth. See Dentata. 

ODORIFEROUS GLANDS. Thefe glands are fituated 
around the corona glandis of the male, and under the fkin of 
the labia majora and nymph* of females. They fecrete a 
febaceous matter, which emits a peculiar odour ; hence their 
Bame. 

OEDEMA, o >r/ ■? ; from oiStu, to fwclL A fynonim 
of Anafarca. See Anafarca. 

OESOPAHGUS. '1 he membranous and mufcular tube 
that defcends in the neck from the pharynx to the ftomach ; 
no, to curry, and pciyo, to eat ; becaufe it conveys tl>« 
lach. It is compofed of three tunics or ■ 
membranes, viz. a common, mufcular, and mucous. Its ar- 
teries are branches of the cefophageal, which arifes from the 
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aorta. T'lie veir* empty themfelves into the vena azygos. 

Its nerves are from the eighth pair and great intcrcoftal ; 
and it is every \vh"re under the internal or mucous mem- 
brane, fupplied with glands that fcparate the muct's of the 
cefophag;us, in order that the mafticatcd bole may readily 
pafs down into the ftomach. 

OFFICINAL. From ojpc'ma, a fhop. Any mcdicine» 
directed by the colleges of phyficians to be kept in the fhopsi 
is fo termed. 

OIL. Oils are defined, by modern chemifts, to he proper 
juices of a fat cr untftuous nature, either folid or fluid, in- 
diffoluble in water, combuftible with flame, and volatile in 
different degrees. They are never formed but by organic 
bodies ; and all fubftances in the mineral kingdom, which 
prdtnt oily characters, have originated from the action of 
veo-etable or animal life. Oils are diftir.guifhed into fat, and 
efential oils : under the former head are comprehended oil 
of olives, almonds, rape, ben, linfeed, hemp, and cocoa. E1- 
fential oils differ from fat oils by the following character;. : 
their fmell is ftrong and aromatic ; their volatility is Inch 
that they rife with the heat of boiling water 5 and their 
tafte is very acrid : they are, likewife, much more comhufti- 
ble than fat oils : they are obtained by preffure, difiillation, 
&c. from ftrong-ftnelling plants. The ufe of fat oils in the 
arts, and in medicine, is very confiderable ; they are medici- 
nally prefcribed as relaxing, lbftening, and laxative remedies ; 
they enter into many medicinal compounds, fuch asbalfams, 
unguent?, plafters, &c. and they are often u fed as food on 
account of 'the mucilage they contain. (See Oliva.J Ellen- 
rial oils are employed as cordial, ftimulant, and antifpafmo- 
dic remedies. 

OLECR 3 NOV. The elbow or head of the ulna, upon 
which a perfon leans ; from axtw, the ulna, and upctvw, the 
head. 

OLFACTORY NERVES. The firft pair of nerve a are 
fo termed, hecaufe they are the organs of fmelh'ng. "i hey 
zte very numerous, arile from the corpora ftriata, perforate 
tlie ethmoid bone, and are diilrihuted en the pituitary mem- 
brane of the nofe, 

OLTBANUM. 
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DLIHXNUM. Thus. Frantincenfe. The gum-refm 
thut is fo called is the juice of the Juniperus lycia. It isfaid 
to ooze fpontaneoufly from the bark of the tree, appearing 
in drops or tears of a pale yellowifh, and fometimes of a. red- 
duh colour. Olibanum has a moderately ftrong and not 
very agreeable fmell, and a bitterifh, fomewhat pungent 
taflc ; in chewing it flicks to the teeth, becomes white, and 
Fenders the faliva milky. It is efteemed as an adftringent, 
and though not in general ufe, is by many confidercd as a 
valuable medicine in fluor albus, and debilities of the ftom- 
ach and inteftines : applied externally in form of plafter, it 
is faid to be corroborant, &c. and with this intention it 
forms the bans of the emplajlrum tburis. 

OLTVA. The olive. Olea europem of Linnteus. The 
olive, in all ages, has been greatly celebrated, and held in 
peculiar eftimation, as the bounteous gift of Heaven : it was 
formerly exhibited in the religious ceremonies of the Jews, 
and it is frill confidered as emblematic of peace and plenty. 
The utility of this fruit is very extenfive. Pickled olives, 
which are of two kinds, Spanifh and French, are extremely 
grateful to many ftomachs, and faid to excite appetite and 
promote digeftion ; they are prepared from the green un- 
ripe fruit, which is repeatedly fteeped in water, to which fome 
quick-lime or alkaline fait is added, in order to fhorten the 
operation ; after this they are waflted and preferved in a 
pickle of common fait and water, f.o which an aromatic is 
fometimes added. The principal confumption, however, of 
this fruit is in the preparation of the common falad oil, or 
vlcum dliix of the pharmacopecias, which is obtained by 
grinding and prefEng them when thoroughly ripe : the finer 
and purer oil iffues firft by gentle preffure, and the inferior 
forts on heating what is left, and preffing it more ftrongly. 
The be ft olive oil is of ii bright pale amber colour, bland to 
the tufie, and without any fmell : it becomes rancid by age, 
and iooner if kept in a warm fituation. With regard to its 
utility, oil, in fome fhape, forms a confiderable part of our 
food, both animal and vegetable, and affords much nourifh- 
ment : with fome, however, oily fnbftances do not unite 
with the contents of the ftomach, and are frequently brought 
up by erucl.uion ; this happens more efpecially to thofe 
tbonnd with add. Oil, confidered as a 
iL % medicine,

medicine, is fuppofed to correct acrimony, and to lubricate 
and relax the fibres; and therefore has been recommended 
internally, to obviate the effects of various ftimuli, which 
produce irritation, and confequent inflammations : on this 
ground it has been generally prefcribed in coughs, catarrhal 
affections, and erofions. The oil of olives is fuccefsfully ufed 
in Switzerland againft the tan/a ofculis fuferfcialikus, and it 
is in very high eftimation in this and other countries againft 
nephritic pains, fpafms, colic, conftipation of the bowels, &c. 
Externally it has been found an ufcful application to bites 
and flings of various poifonous animals, as the mad dog, feve- 
ral ferpents, &c. alfo to burns, tumours, and other affections, 
both hy itfelf or mixed in liniments or poultices. Oil rubbed 
over the body is faidto be of great fervice in dropfies, partic- 
ularly afcites. Olive oil enters feveral officinal compofitions, 
and when united with water, by the intervention of alkali, 
is ufually given in coughs and hoarfeneiles. 

OMENTITIS. Inflammation of the omentum, a fpe- 
cies of peritonitis. 

OMENTUM. Epiploon. The caul. An adipofe mem- 
branous vifcus of the abdomen, that is attached to the flom- 
ach, and lies on the anterior iurface of the inteftines. It is 
diftinguifhed into the great and leffer omentum, or omen- 
tum colicum, and omentale. Its arteries are branches of the 
cceliac ; the veins empty themfelves into the vena portae. 
Mhe ufeof the omentum appears to be, to lubricate the in- 
teftines, to keep them warm, to feparate the vapour of the 
cavity, and to aflift in its abforption. 

OMO. Names compounded with this word belong to 
rnufcles, which are attached to the fcapula ; from ufiot, the 
fhoulder. As, 

OMO-HYOIDEUS. A mufcle fituated between the os 
hyoides and fhoulder, that pulls the os hyoides obliquely 
downwards. 

OMOPLATA. The fcapula ; from ofto(, the fhoulder, 
and tzKutos, the fide. 

OMPHALOCELE An umbilical hernia; from oftpxKo;, 
the navel, and x>;A», a tumour. 

ONEIRODYNIA. 
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^ONEIRODYNIA. Difturbed imagination during fleep ; 
from uveipw, a dream, and o$vm, anxiety. A genus of difeafe 
in the clafs neurofes and order vefania: of Cullen, containing 
two fpecies : X. Oneirodynia a8iva, walking in theUeep : a. 
Oneirodynia grat/ans, the incubus or night-mare. 

ONYX. Unguis. An abfcefs, or collection of pus be- 
tween the lamellae of the cornea ; fo called from its refem- 
blance to the ftone called onyx. 

OPHTHALMIA. An inflammation of the membranes 
of the eye, or of the whole bulb of the eye, diftinguifhable 
by rednefs, heat, pain, and tenfion of the parts, accompanied 
with intolerance of light, and effufion of tears:; from ofba.xu.nc, 
the eye. It is a genus of difeafe in the clafs pyrexia and or- 
der phlegmnjut of Cullen ; and comprehends two fpecies : 1. 
K>phth ilmia mcmbranartim, inflammation of the coats of the 
•eye : 2. Ophthalmia tarfi, in which fmall ulcers are feen of 
the febaceous glands of the tarfus, diicharging a glutinous 
natter. 

OPHTHALMIC GANGLION. Lenticular ganglion. 
This ganglion if formed in the orbit, by the union of a 
branch of the third or fourth pair with the firib branch of 
«he fifth pair of nerves. 

OPHTHALMIC NERVE. A branch of the fifth pair 
of nerve*. 

OPHTHALMODYNIA. A vehement pain in the eye, 
without or with very little rednefs; from of8u*./tos, the eye, 
and oSum, pain. 

OPHTHALMOP1 OSIS. A falling down of the globe 
of the eye on the cheek, canthus, or upwards, the globe Lt- 
felf being fcarce altered in magnitude ; from opbuK/M>c, the 
.eye, and tzloxnc, a fall. 

OPIATES. Medicines that procure fleep, &c. See An- 
odynes. 

OPlSTHflTOMOS. A clonic fpafm of feveral muf- 
cles, fo as to keep the body in a fixed pofition, and bent for- 
v u> ! *; from wic-6 -. backwards, and Tuva, to draw. Cullen 
coiifiders it as a variety of tetanus. See Tetanus. 

, OPIUM. 
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OPIUM. A gummy juice obtained by incif.ons froti 
head of the Papavcr fimniferutu of Linmeus, in Pcrfia, Ara- 
bia, and other warm regions of .nfia. It is imported inii> 
Europe in flat cakes, covered with leaves to prevent their 
flicking together : it has a reddifh brown colour, and a 
ftrong peculiar fmell ; its tafte at firft is naufeous and bit- 
ter, but foon becomes acrid, and produces a flight warmth 
iu the mouth. The ufe of this celebrated medicine, though 
rot known to Hippocrates, can be clearly traced back to 
Diagoras, who was nearly his cotemporary, and its import- 
ance has ever fince been gradually advanced by fuccteding 
phyucians of different nations. Its exteniive practical utili- 
ty, however, has not been long well underftood ; and in 
this country perhaps may be dated from the time of Syden- 
ham. Opium is the chief narcotic now employed ; it acts 
directly upon the nervous pov.tr, diminifhing the fenfibility, 
irritability, and mobility of the fyftem ; and, according to Cul- 
!t n, in a certain manner fufpending the motion of the nervous 
fluid to and from the brain, and thereby inducing fleep, out 
of its principal effects. From this icdative power of opium, 
by which it allays pain, inordinate action, and reflleflhefs, it 
naturally follows, that ic may be employed with advantage 
in a great variety of difeafes. Indeed, there is fcarcely any 
diforder in which, under fome circumfkances, its ufe is not 
found proper ; and though in man) cafes it fails of producing 
flcep, yet, if taken in a full dole, it occafions a pleafant tran- 
quillity of mind, and a drowfinefs, which approaches to fleep, 
and which always refrelhes the patient. Befidea wie feda» 
tive power of opium, it is known to act more or lefs as a ftim-' 
ulant, wiien given in a larger dofe, exciting the motion of the 
blood. By a certain conjoined effort of this fedative and 
ftimuhnt effect, opium I mght to produce intoxi- 

cation, a quality for which it is much ufed in eaftern coun- 
tries. It is frequently employed in fevers where there is no 
inflammatory diathefis ; in hemorrhages, dyfenteries, diar- 
rheas, cholera, and pyroGs ; colic; tetanus, and all convul- 
five diforders. Refpedting the external application of opium 
authors feem not fufficiemly agreed. Some allege, 'that: 
when applied to the fkin it allays pain and fpafm, procures 
flcep, and products all the falutary or dangerous effefti 
which reftS from its internal ufe ; while othei - affert, that 

thai 
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p filled, it has little or no eKzSt whatever. But there 
is no doubt that, when mixed with cauftic, ic diminiihes the 
pain which would otherwife enfue, probably by decreafing 
the fenfibility of the part. Injected up the rectum, it has all 
the effect; of opium taken into the ftomach, but to anfwer 
this purpofe double the quantity is to be employed. Ap- 
plied to the naked nerves of animals, it produces immediate 
torpor and lofs of power in all the-mufcles with which the 
Jierves communicate. Opium, taken into the ftomach in 
immoderate dofes, proves a narcotic poifon, producing verti- 
go, tremors, convulfions, delirium, ftupor, itertor, and fi- 
i nally, fatal apoplexy. The officinal preparations of this 
drug arc, opium purijicatum, pilula ex opio, pulv'u opiatus, tinc- 
ti/ra opii, and tinSlura opii campborata : it is alfo an ingredi- 
ent in the pulvis fudorijuus , balfamum ansdynum, elcftucrium, 
japonicum, pelvis e creta compoj.ia, &C 

OPoPANAX- The gummi-Tefinous juice of the Pofti- 
naca opopanax of Linnaeus, obtained by means of incifions 
made at the : bot torn of the {talk of the plant, from which it 
gradually exudes, and by undergoing ipontaneous concre- 
tion, affumes the appearance under which we have it import- 
ed from Turkey and the Eafl Indie?, vkz. fometimes in little 
■drops or tears, more commonly in irregular lumps, of a red- 
•clifli yellow colour on the outfide, with fpecks of white, in- 
ternally of a paler colour, and frequently variegated with 
large white pieces. Opopanax has a ftrong difagreeable 
■fmell, and a bitter, acrid, fomewhat naufeous tafle. It is on- 
ly employed in the prelent practice as an antifpafmodic, in 
combination with other medicines, although it was formerly 
in hi^h eftimation .as an attendant, deobibuent, and aperi- 
ent. Its antifpafmodic virtues are lefs powerful than galba- 
num, and more fo than ammoriacum. It has no place in the 
Edinburgh Pharmacopeia, but is directed by the London 
o in the p 'ula e gummi. 

OPTIC NERVES. From orro/tai, to fee ; necaufe they 
•are the organs of fight They are the fecond pair of nerves 
iof the brain, arife from the thalanri -nervorum opticorum, 
.perforate the bulb of the eye, and in it form the retina. 

ORBICULARIS OS. A very fma',1 round bone, not 
&*ro-er than a pin-head, that belongs to the internal ear. 

ORBICULARIS 
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ORBICULARIS PALPEBRARUM. A mufck com- 
mon to both the eye-lids, that fhuis the eye, by drawing both 
lids clofe together. 

ORBIT. The tv o conoid cavities under the forehead, in 
which the eyi: are fituated, are fo termed. The angles of 
the orbits are called cantbi. Each c rbit is compofed of feven 
bones, viz. the frontal, maxillary, jugal, lachrymal, ethmoid, 
palatine, and fphenoid. '1 he ufe of this bony focket is to 
contain and defend the organ of fight, and its adjacent pam 

ORCHITIS. Jrjtammatio tfjils. Hernia buv.crclh. Aa 
inflammation of the tefticle ; from of v, c , a tefucle. 

ORCHOTOMY. Caftration. The operation of ex- 
tracting a tefticle; from vp^is, a tefticle, and n/au, to cut. 

ORIGANUM. Wild marjoram. Origanum vulgar -e cf 
Linnams. This plant grows wild in many parts of Britain. 
It has an agreeable aromatic fmeil, approaching to that of 
marjoram, and a pungent tafte, much refembling thyme, to 
which it is like wife thought to be more readily allied in it* 
medicinal qualities, and therefore deemed to be emnuii.i- 
gogue, tonic, ftomachic, &c. The dried leaves, ufediiiiii«i«I 
of tea, are faid to be exceedingly grateful. 'I hey are aim 
employed in medicated baths and fomentations. The word 
origanum is by fome faid to be derived from o/wyavof, tLs 
pride of the mountain, becaufc it grows on mountainous fit- 
nations; and by others, front opav. to fee, aai.ycuw> to clari- 
fy ; being fuppofed to aflift the fight. 

ORNITHmOGY. That part of natural hiftoff 
which treats of birds ; from o^v.;, a bird, and koytx, a dif- 
courfe. 

ORPIMENT. Native orpitnent is found in yellow, 
Iiant, and, as it were, talky maflcs, often mixed with : 
and fometimes of a greenifh colour. Sec ArftnU. 

ORTHROPNCEA. A Tery quick and laborious breath- 
ing, during which the perfon is obliged to be in an erect 
pofture ; from o r -3 f v„-, upright, and -tv,., breal 

OSCULUTvI. A little mouth ; a diminutive of ox, a 
mouth. 

OSSICULA 
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OSSICULA AUDITUS, The final! bones of the iuter- 
Bal car are four in number, viz. the malleus, incus, flapes, 
and os orbiculare ; and arc lituated in the cavity of the tym- 
panum. 

OSTFOCOPUS. A very violent fixed pain in any part 
of a bone ; from irsov, a bone, and xoa-of, uneafinei's. 

OSTEOGENY. The growth of bones; from onw, a 
bone, and yvnui, generation. 

OSTEOGRAPHY. The defcription of the bones ; from 
«<-<£», a bone, and ypapw, to defcribe. 

Oi 1 EOLfiGY. The dtdrine of the bones; from 
ec.ov, a bene, and xoyoc, a difcourfe. 

OTALGIA. The ear-ach ; from «;, the ear, and ocxyoc, 

pain. 

OTITIS. Inflamm H ■ internal car ; from »r, 

the ear It is known by pyrexia, and an excruciating and 
throbbing pain in the internal ear, that is foraetimes attend- 
ed with delirium. 

OVARIUM. Two oblong bodies, flattened on each fide, 
and included in a duplicature of the broad ligaments of the 
nterus. They are fituated abqut two inches from the fides 
of the womb, behind, yet above the Fallopian tubes, to which 
they are attached. Each ovary contains ten or fifteen vefi- 
cles which include the foetal embryos, and a transparent co- 
agulable liquor. 

OVIPAROUS. Animals that exclude their young in 
the egg, -win wards hatched ; from ovum, an egg, 

andftario, to bring forth. 

OXALATS (Qxalas, f,s, f. m.J Salts formed by the 
combination of the oxalic acid with different bafes : thus, 
oxylat of amnion- ac, &C. 

OXYDS. Subftances formed by the union of oxygene 
with a bafis : thus, oxyd of iron, cxyd of copper, &.£. 

OXYGENE. Vital air. Bafis of vital air. Acidifying 
principle. Empyreal principle. Sorbile principle. De- 
phlocilUcated air. The word oxygene is derived from o*uc, 

acid, 
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acid, and ytm/txt, to generate ; on account of the property i: 
poffeffjs of changing a great many fubftances with which it 
unites into the ftate of acid. Vital air was firft difcoverect 
by the celebrated Prieftlcy. Mixed with azote it conftitutes 
the atmofpheric air. (See Atmnfphcric air.) It is the mod 
general agent in the operations of nature, exifts in combina- 
tion with various fubftances ; and it is by their uecompofi- 
ticn, that it may be extracted and procured. All acids have 
vital air for their bafis. Meffrs. Prieftley, Ingenhoufz, ami 
Senncbier difcovered nearly at the fame time that vege- 
tables expofed to the light of the fun emit vital air. Oxy- 
genous gas exhibits certain properties according to its de- 
gree of purity ; which depends in general upon the fub- 
ftances which afford it : i. It is more ponderous than the 
air of the atmofphere ; the cubic foot of atmofpherical air 
weighing 720 grains, while that of pure air weighs 76J : 
a. Oxygenous gas is the only proper fluid for combuftion, 
which caufed Scheele to call it the air of flee ; and it is afecr- 
tained, that combuftion never takes place without it ; that in 
every combuftion there is an abforption of vital air ; that there, 
is an augmentation of weight in the products of combuftion 
equal to the weight of the vital air that is alforbed ; and that. 
in all combuftions there is a difengagement of light and heat : 
3. It is the only gas proper for reipiration ; hence it is term- 
ed vital air. It has long been known that animals cannot 
live without the afliftance of air, but the phenomena of 
refpiration have been very imperfectly known until lately. 
Modern philofophers have eftablifhed a number of intereft- 
ing experiments concerning it, and it is now ascertained,, 
that, during the paflage of the blood through the lungs, 
there is an abforption of oxygene into that which is contain- 
ed in the pulmonary veins : 4. The bafis of vital air, united 
to the bafis of inflammable gas, conftitutes water (fee Aqua) : 
5. It difcolours vegetable and animal fubftances. Respect- 
ing the utility of this air in the practice of phyfic, &c. Dr. 
Thornton has afcertained, that vital air is a very powerful 
exciting tonic, mixed in a certain proportion, with atmof- 
pheric air ; and the fuccefs attending his practice in putrid 
fevers, hyfteria, ulcers of the legs, &c. and all debilitated 
cafes, has far exceeded his expectations. 

OXYOPIA 
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OXYOPIA. The faculty, of feeing more acutely than 
ufual ; from oSjuc, acute, and oJ-k> vifion. 

OZ./ENA. A malignant ulcer in the noftrils ; ofciva •, 
from oj|« , to fmell.

P. JE. A contraction o$ partes aquahs. 

PAIN. Any unpleafant fenfation or irritation. 

PALATE. The roof of the mouth. 

PALATI OSSA. The palatine bones are fkuated in the 
poftcrior part of the mouth, from whence they afcend latcr- 
aily through the nofe to the orhits ; hence they are divided 
into the palatine, nafal, and orbital portions. Upon each 
bone is obferved a pterygoid and orbital apophyfis. 

PALATO-PHARYNGEUS. A mufcle Ctuated at the 
f.de of the entry of the fauces, that draws the uvula and 
velum pendulum palati downwards and backwards, and at 
the fj.mc time pulls the thyroid cartilage and pharynx up- 
wards, and fhortens it ; with the conftrielor fuperior pha- 
ryngis and tongue, it affifts in fhutting the pafTage into the 
noftrils ; and, in fwallowing, it thruils the food from the 
fauces into the pharynx. 

PALM OIL. This oil, which has a place in the Edin- 
burgh Pharmacopoeia, is produced chiefly from the fruit of 
the Cocos butyracea, by bruifing and diffolving the kernels of 
the fruit in water, without the aid of heat, by which the oil 
is fepsrated, and rifes to the furface, and on being wafhed 
two or three times is rendered fit for ufe. When brought 
into this country it is of the confiftence of an ointment, and 
of an orange yellow colour, with little tafte, and of a Arong, 
though not difagreeable fmell. Its ufe is confined to exter- 
nal applications in pains, tumours, and fprains ; but it ap- 
pears to poffefs very little if any advantage over other 
bland oils. 

PALMARIS BREVIS. A flexor mufcle of the hand, 
fituated on the fore-arm, that aflifts in contracting the palm 
of the hand. 

PALMARIS LONGUS. A flexor mufcle of the hand, 
fituated on the fore-arm, that is lometimes wanting, but 

when 
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whin prefent bends the hand, and ftretches the membrane 
that is expanded on the palm. 

PALPEBRJE. The cyc-lids, diflinguifhed into upper 
and under. 

PALPITATIO. Palpitation of the heart, which is ei- 
ther conftant or frequently returning, A genus of difeafe 
in the elafs neurofes and order fpafmi of Culieu. 

PALSY. See Hemiplegia, Parapkgia, Parahjis, &C. 

PANACEA. Yla.vxx.iix ; from row*, all, and av.tofi.xt, to 
make well. An epithet given by the ancients to thofe rem- 
edies which they conceived would cure every dueafe. Un- 
fortunately for thole of the prefent day, there arc no fuch 
remedies. 

PANARIS. A whitlow. See Paronychia. 

PANCREAS. From «t v, all, and xptau fiefh. A glan- 
dular vifcus of the abdomen, of a long figure, compared to a 
dog's tongue, fituated in the epigaitric region under the 
ftomach. It is compoied of innumerable fmall glands, the 
excretory duets of which unite :^nd form one duct, calicd tI±o 
pancreatic duct, which perforates the duodenum with the 
ductus cemmunis chotedochus, and conveys a fluid, in its na- 
ture fimilar to faliva, into the intefiines. The purea-atie ar- 
tery is a branch of the fplenie. Thfl vcim> evacuate thern- 
felves into the fplenic vein. Its nerves are from the par 
vagum and great intercoftat The ufe cf the pancreas is 
to fecrete the pancreatic juice, to be mixed with the chyme 
in the duodenum. 

PANDEMIC. A fynonim of Epidemic ; from vxv, all, 
and frt/.if, the people, ^c^ Epidemic. 

PANOITIGBIA. That kind of melancholy which is at- 
tended with groundlefs Fears. The moderns conHd'er it as 
fymptoinatic : from ?z*v, all, and po/Sej, fear. 

PAPAV r ER ALBUM. The white poppy. " Papaver 
fomnifcrum of Linnajus. It is from heads of this plant that 
the opium is obtained. (See Opium.) They are alfo di- 
rected for medicinal ufe in the form of fomentation, and the 
fyrufu: pepaveri; alii, a ufefai anoJyr.c, which often fuc- 

cceds

ceeds in procuring fleep where op'um fails ; it is, "however, 
more efpecially adapted to children. i he feeds of this fpe- 
cies contain a bland oil, and in many places are eaten as 
food : as a medicine, they have been uluahy given in the 
form of emulfion in catarrhs, ftranguries, &c. 

PAPAVER ERRATICUM. Red or corn poppy. Pa- 
paver rhaas of Linna>us. The heads of this fpecies, like 
thofe of the fomniferum, contain a milky juice of a narcotic 
quality ; from which an extract is prepared, that has been 
fuccefsfully employed as a fedative. The flowers have fome- 
what of the fmell of opium, and a mucilaginous tatie, accom- 
panied with a flight degree of bitternefs. A l'yrup of thefe 
flowers is directed in the London Pharmacopoeia, which has 
been thought ufeful as an anodyne and pectoral, and is there- 
fore prefcribed in coughs and catarrhal affections. 

PAPILLA. The nipple of the breaft. See Breajl. 

PAPILLA. This term is applied by anatomifts to the 
fine terminations Ot nerves, Sec. as the nervous papilise of 
the tongue, fkin, &c. 

PAPUL-ffi. Solitary hard tumours, that are either ro- 
folved, or emit a humidity, and odijuanvue. They differ 
from puftules, becauie they never l'uppmute '. fuch ar.« 
herpes, lepra, &c. 

PAR VAGUM. The eighth pair of nerves. They 
arife from the corpora olivaria of the medulla oblongata, an3 
proceed into the neck, thorax, and abdomen. In the neck 
the par vagum gives off two branches, the lingual and fupc- 
rior laryngeal ; and in the thorax, four branches, the recur- 
rent laryngeal, the cardie, the pulmonary, and the esopha- 
geal plexuies. At length the trunks of the verni vagi, adja- 
cent to the mediaitinum, run into the itomach, and there 
form the ftomachic plexus, which branches to the abdominal 
plexufes.

PARALYSIS. Palfy : from ttxpatoo, to loofe. A ge» 
nus of difedfc in the clafs neurofes and order comata of Guild], 
known by a lofs of tie power of voluntary motion, affecting 
certain parts. Species : I. Paralyfit partiality partial, or 
palfy of fome particular mufcles : 2. Paralyps bemipittrita, 
pally of one fide : 3. Paralyjis paraplegica, palfy of one half 
of the body : 4 Paralyjis venenata, from the fedauve effects 
of poifons. Paralyfis is alio fyrrrptomatic of fevers! difettfes, 
as worms, fcrophula, fyphilis, &.c. 

A permanent contraction of the 
prepuce behind the corona glandis, fo as to denudate the 
glan.i penis and ftrungulate it ; from xpx, -sabout, and ft/zoa, 
to bind. 

P A R A P! ICNI A. Alteration of the voice ; from tawftei 
wrong, and paw, found. A genus of difeafe in the clafs lo- 
cales urd order dyfeintfta of Cullen, comprehending fix fpe- 
cies, Viz. paraphonia puberum, par aphonia rauca, paraphsnia re- 
fonans, parupbunia palatina, pavapbon'ia dangens, and patcpho- 
nia comatoja. 

PAP \PHRRxNITIS- Diaphragmitis. An inflamma- 
tion of the diaphragm. A genus of dilcafc in the clafs py- 
rexia and order phlegmasia of Cuilen. 

PARAPLEGIA. Palfy of one half of the body taken 
tranfverfely. A fpecics of paralyfis. See Pat alyfis. 

PARISITIC. Animals, &c. are fo termed, that receive 
their nourifhment in the bodies of others, as worms, polypes, 
hydatids, ckc. 

PAREGORICS. Medicines that allay pain are fo term- 
ed ; from -ssx^yof.a, to mitigate, to affuage. 

PARENCHYMA. The fpongy and cellular fubflance 

that connects parts together ; from ■nxpyyu-jy to ftrain 

through ; becaufe the ancients believed the blood was ftrain- 
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cd through it. It is now only applied to the conncctin* 
medium of the fubftance of the lungs. 

PARESIS. Vl<rpteri(. An imperfect palfy. 

PARIERA BRAVA. The root of the Cifamftlt, 
pareira, a native of South America and the Weft Indies. It 
has no remarkable fmell ; but to the tafte it manifefts a 
notable fweetnefs of the Lquorice kind, together with a con- 
fiderable bitternefs, and a flight roughnefs covered by the 
fweet matter. The facts adduced on the utility of the radi* 
pareira brava in nephritic and calculous complaints, are prin- 
cipally mantioned by foreigners, and no remarkable inftances 
of its efficacy are recorded by Englifh practitioners. 

PARIETAL EONES. Of.i -vestas. Of,, fyncipitk. 
OJ/a -uerticala vel brtgmat's. Two arched and lomewhat 
quadrangular bones, fituated one cui each fide af the fuperior 
part of the cranium. 

PARIETAR'A. Wall pellitory. Parletarla efficinalh of 
Linnaeus. 1 his plant "has no fmell, audits tafte is fimply 
herbaceous. In the practice of the prcfent clay it is wholly 
laid afide, although it was formerly in high cflimatiia as a 
diuretic. 

PARONYCHIA. Panaris. Paranhium. A whitlow, or 
whitloe ; from rxpa, about, and o»u?, the nail. 

PARORCHIDIUM. A tumour in the groin, occafioned 
by the tefticlc, which is pafling into the fcrotum. 

P Ws. n Fl O GLAND. A large conglomerate and fali- 
Val gland, fituated under the ear between the mamillary 
proccis of the temporal bone and the angle of the lower 
ijaw ; from rapa, about, and xf, the ear. The excretory 
duel: of this gland opens in the mouth, and is called, from 
its difcoverer, the Stenonian duxft. 

PAROXYSM. TlvfiZvc/une ; from ap^JW-, to aggra- 
vate. A periodical exacerbation or fit of a drfeafe. 

PARuLIS. A gum boil ; from uapa, and ov\n, the 
gum. 

PATELLA. Rotula. The knee-pan. A hone fomc- 
what refembliug, in figure, a heart, fituated in fejirms be- 
nea 
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tween the condyles of the femur, and above the tibia. Its 
ufe is to flrengthen the knee joint, and to ferve as a common 
pully for the extcnfor mufculus of the tibia. 

PATHETICL Trocbleatores. Tlie fourth pair of nerves 
are fo called, becaufe they direct the eyes to exprefs the paf- 
fions of tin- mind : from waSof, an affection. They arife 
from the crura of the cerebellum laterally, and are diiiri- 
buted in the mufculus obliquus fuperior/l-w trochlears. 

PATHOGNOMONIC. A term given to thofe fymp- 
toms which are peculiar to a difeafe ; from zrabo;, a difeafe, 
and ynaa-/:-, to know. They are alfo 'termed proper or 
charafteriflic fymptoms. 

PATHttLfiGY. Thedotfrineofdifeafes; from ■mOo? , 
a difeafe, and >.o; <><■, a difcourfe. It comprehends nofology % 
atiohgy,fpnpter/!a1oUgy, and therapia. 

PECQUET's BUCT. The thoraric duct. 

PECTINALIS. A mufcle of the thigh, fittcated on the 
outer and fore part of the pelvis, that brings the thigh up- 
wards, and gives it a degree of rotation outwards. 

PECTORALS. Medicines that relieve diforders of the 
cheft. 

PECTORALIS MAJOR. The fir ft layer of mufcles, 
fituated on the anterior part of the thorax, that moves the 
arm forwards, and obliquely upwards, towards the fternum. 

PECTORALIS MINOR. A mufcle fituated under the 
former, that brings the l'canula forwards and downwards, or 
raifes the ribs upwards. 

PECTUS. The breaft. See Thorax. 

PEDES' HIPPOCAMPI. Two columns of the fornix 
of the br.dn, which diverge pofteriorly. '1 hey are fo named 
from their refemblance to the feet of the hippocampus or fea- 
horfe. 

PEDILUVIUM. A bath for the feet ; hatafedes, the 
feet, and la-vo, to wafh. 

PELVIS. The cavity below the belly that is fhaped 
.like a bafon ; from cnv*. a bafon. It is compofed of four 

bones* 
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bones, viz. two offa mnominata, the facrum, and os coeeygis 
It contains the organs of generation, the bladder, and the 
rectum. 

PEMPHIGUS. A fever attended by fucceffive emp- 
tions of veficles about the fize of almond?, which are filled 
with a yellowifh ferum, and in three or four days fub- 
Cde. The fever may be either fynocha or typhus. It is a 
genus of difeafe in the clafs pyrexia and order exanthemata 
of Cullen. 

PENIS. Memlrum •virile. The cylindrical part that 
hangs down, under the mons veneris before the fcrotum of 
males. It is divided by anatomifts into the root, body,- and 
head called the glans penis. It is compofed of common in- 
teguments, two corpora cavernofa, and one corpus fpongio- 
i'um, which furrounds a canal, the urethra, that proceeds 
from the bladder to the apex of the penis, where it opens by 
the meatus urinarius. (See Urethra.) The fold of the fkili 
that covers the glans penis is termed the prepuce. The ar- 
teries of the penis are from the hypogaftric and ifchiatic. 
The vein of the penis, -vena magna ipfius penis, empties itfelf 
into the hypogaftric vein. The abforbents of this organ 
are very numerous, and run under the common integuments 
to the inguinal glands ; abforbents alfo are found in great 
plenty in the urethra. The glands of the penis are Cowptr's 
glands, the proftate, muciparous, and odoriferous glands. 
The nerves of the penis are branches of the facral and ifchi- 
atic. 

PENTAPHYLLUM. Common cinquefoil. The roots 
of this plant, Potentilla reptans of Linnaeus, have a bitterifh 
fryptic taftc. They were ufed by the ancients in the cure of 
intermittents ; but the medicinal quality of cinquetoil is 
confined, in the prefent day, to flop diarrhxas and other 
fiuxes. 

PERIBLEPSIS. TU P tB\*lAt ■, from vtpi&M*a, to flare 
nbout. That kind of wild look which is obferved in deliri- 
ous perfons. 

PERIBROSIS. An ulceration or erofion at the corners 
or uniting parts of the eye-lids. 

PERICARDII IS. 
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PERICARDITIS. Inflammation of the pericardium, 

PERICARDIUM. The membranous bag that furrounds 
the heart ; from tsepi, about, and napSia, the heart. Its ufe is 
to fecrete and contain the vapour of the ptricardium, which 
lubricates the heart, and .thus preferves it from concreting 
with' the pericardium. 

PERICHONDRIUM. The membrane that covers a 
cartilage ; from w*p<, and xpvfyoc, a cartilage. 

PERICRANIUM- The membrane that is clofeiy con- 
nected to the bones of the head ; from ■aipi, and y.^aviov, the 
head. 

PERINEUM. The fpace between the anus arid organs 
of generation. liifsivxiov •, from -crspivct.-, to flow round, be- 
caufe that part is generally moift. 

PERIOSTEUM. The membrane which inverts the ex- 
ternal and internal furface 6f all the bones except the 
crowns of the teeth. It is of a fibrous texture, and well 
i;:ppiied with arteries, veins, nerves, and abforbents. It is 
called pericranium, on the cranium ; periorbita, on the or- 
bits ; perichondrium, when it covers cartilages ; and peridef- 
tnium, when it covers ligaments. Its ufe appears to be, to 
diftribute the veffels on the external and interna] furfaces of 
bones. 

PERIPNEUMONIA. Peripneumony, or inflamma- 
tion of the lungs ; from -atpi, and tznvuav, the lung. See 
Pneumonia. 

PERIPNKUMONIA NOTHA. Eafbrd or fpuriou* 
peripneumony. 

PERISTALTIC MOTION. The vermicular motion 
of the interlines, by which they contracT: and propel their 
contentr, ; from -imar \K3, -to corrtrncV. A fimilar motion 
takes place in the Fallopian tubes, after conception, by means 
of which the ovum is trarvflated from the ovarium into the 
uterus. 

PERITONAEUM. The membrane lining the abdomen, 
.and covering the yifcera ; from tupntiva, to extend around. 
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It has veffels from the neighbouring parts, and exhales a va- 
pour, to lubricate the vifcera. 

PHRITONTT1S An inflammation of the peritona:- 
■%um. A genus of difeafe in the clafs pyrexia and order ftleg- 
* mafia of Cullen, known by the prefence of pyrexia, with 

pain in the Abdomen, that is increafed when in an erect 

position. 

PERNIO. A chilblain. A fpecies of erythema of Cullen. 

PERONEUS BREVIS. A flexor mufcle of the foot, 

fituated c:: the leg, that aflifts in pulling the foot outwards, 
and extending it a little. Peroneus ; from perone, the fibula. 

PERONEUS LON'GU*. A flexor mufcle of the -foot, 
fituated on the leg, that moves the foot outwards, and ex- 
tends it a little. 

PERSPIRATION. The invifjble vapour that is fecreted 
by the extremities of the cutaneous arteries from the exter- 
nal furface of the body. 

PERTUSSIS. The hooping cough. A genus of difeafe 
in the clafs nturejis and order fpafmi of Cullen, known by a 
convulfive ftrangulating cough, with hooping, relieved by 
vomiting and being contagious. 

PERUVIANUS CORTEX. Peruvian bark. See Cin- 
dona. 

PERVIGILIUM. Watching, or want of flcep. 

PESSARY. An inftrument that is introduced into the 
vagina to fupport the uteru*. 

PESTIS. The plague. A genus of difeafe in the clafs 
pyrexia and order exanthemata of Cullen, characterized by 
typhus, which is contagious in the extreme, proftration of 
flrength, buboes and carbuncles, petechias, haemorrhage, and 
colliquative diarrhaa. 

PETECHIAS. Red or purple fpots that moftly appear in 
contagious difeafes. The Italians gave them this name, 
from the word peteibio, becauie they refemble the bites of 
fleas. 

PETROLEUM 
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PE FROLEUM. The name of petroleum is given to a 
liquid bituminous fubftance which flows between rocks, or 
in different places at the furface of the earth. See Naphtha^ 
Mimral p':tcb, &C £ 

PETROLEUM BARBADRNSE Earbadocs tar,* 
This is chiefly obtained from the ifland of Barbfdoes, and is 
fome times employed externally in paralytic difeafes. • 

P H T R f) 5 E LTN U M Common parfley. Aphtm jfttro- 
fclinum of Linnaeus. Both the root and feeds of this plant 
are directed by the London College for medicinal ufe ; the 
former have a fweetifh tafte, accompanied with a flight 
warmth or flavour, fomewhat rcfembling that of carrot ; 
the latter arc in tafte warmer andmore aromatic than ny 
other part of the plant, and manifeft confiderable bitternefs. 
The roots are faid to be aperient and diuretic, and have been 
employed in nephritic pains and obftruclionsof mine. The 
feeds poffefs aromatic and carminative powers, but are fel- 
dom prefcribed. 

PE TROSILEX. A fpecies of coarfe flint, of a deep blue 
or yellowilh green colour. It is interfperfed in veins through 
rocks ; and from this circumftance derives its name. 

PETRObUM OS. The petrofe portion of the temporal 
bone. 

PEYER's GLANDS. The glands of the inteiline». 
See Brunr.tr's glands. 

PHAGEDiENA. A fpecies of ulcer that fpreads very 
rapidly ; from <payu, to cat. 

PHAGEDiENICS. Medicines that deftroy fungous 
flefh. 

PHALANX. The fmall bones of the fingers and toes, 
which are diftinguiflied into the firft, fecond, and third 
phalanx ; from fakuvt, a battalion. 

PH A R M * CY. The art of preparing medicines ; from 
fap^anov, a medicine or drug. 

PHARMACOPOEIA. The book that contains direc- 
tions for preparing medicines ; from fapfutnov, a medicine, 
and -acniu, to make. . 

PHARYNX. 
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PHARYNX. The mufcular bag, at the back part of the 

mouth : axo to ptpuv, becaufe it conveys the food into the 

ftomach. It is fhaped like a funnel, adheres to the fauces 

^behind the larynx, and terminates in the ccfophagus. It* 

Ttife is to receive the mafticated food, and to convey it into 

the cefophagus. 

PHIMOSIS. <t>i«i'(rir. A contraction of the prepuce 
before the glans penis to fuch a degree that it cannot bc 
dravvn back over the glans. 

PHLEBOTOMY. The opening of a vein ; from p\tt, 
a vein, and r.'y.vi!, to cur. 

PHLEGM. In chemhtry it means water; but in the 
common-acceptation' of the word it is a thick and tenacious 
mucus fecreted in the lungs. 

PHLEGMASIA*. Gteyiuunx. An inflammation. 

PHLEGMASIA. Inflammations. The fecond order 
in the clafs pyrexia of Cullen's nofological arrangement, 
characterized by pyrexia, with topical pain and inflamma- 
tion ; the blood after venxfection exhibiting a buff coat. 

PHLEGMON. From <p\tya, to burn. An inflammation 
of a bright red colour, with a throbbing and pointed tu- 
mour, tending to fuppuration. A fpecies of phlognjis of 
Cullen. 

PHLOGISTON. From ?xoy ( ?-.-, to burn. The inflam- 
mable principle. Staal gave this term to a principle, which 
he imagined was pure fire, or the matter of fire fixed m 
combuftible bodies, in order to diftinguifh it from, fire in ac- 
tion or in a ftate of liberty. 

PHLOGfiSIS. Inflammation; from pXoyvd, to inflame. 
A genus of difcafe in the clafs pyrexia and order phlegmafia 
nsf Cullen, characterized by rednefs, heat, pain, and tumour, 
on the furface of the body. Species : i. Phlcgmone. In- 
flammation of a bright red colour ; tumour pointed, throb- 
bing, and tending to fuppurate. 2. Erythema. Inflamma- 
tion of a dull red colour, vanifhing upon preiTure, fpreading 
unequally, with a burning pain, and tumour fcarcely percep- 
tible, ending in defquamation, or veikles of the fkin. Phlo-

PHOSPHATS (Pbofpbas, tityf. m.) Salts formed by the 
union of the phofphoric acid with different bafes; thus, 
phofpbat of ammonite, phofpbat of lime, &c. 

PHOSPHITES (Pbofpbis, tit, f. m.J Salts formed by 
the combination of the phofphoroui acid with different bafes j 
thus, aluminous phofphite, ammoniatal phofphite, &C. 

PHOSPHORUS. One of the moft combuftible fub- 
ftances we are acquainted with. It was originally obtained 
from urine ; but the fubftance which affords it in the great- 
eft quantity is the ammoniacal phofphat. When pure it is 
tranfparent, and of a confidence refembling that of wax ; it 
cryftallizes, by cooling, in laminje, which are brilliant, and as 
it were micacious ; it melts in hot water, long before ther 
fluid becomes boiling hot ; it is very volatile, and by a gentle 
heat rifes and comes over in the form of a thick fluid. 
When in contact with air it emits a fume from every part 
of its furface ; and this vapour, which fmells ftrongly like* 
garlkk, appears white in the day-time, but is very luminous 
in the dark. 

PHOSPHURETS ( Phofpburetum, i, f. n.) Combina- 
tions of phofphorus not oxygenated, with different bafes, a* 
fhofpburet of copper, pbofpburet of iron, &c. 

PHOTOPHOBIA. Such an intolerance of light, that 
the eye, or rather the retina, can fcarcely bear its irritating 
rays : from fac, light, and <po(iia, to dread. 

PHOTOPSI A. Lucid vifion, an affection of the eye, in 
which the patient perceives luminous rays, igniced lines, or 
conizations : from <puc , light, and oli; , vifion. 

PHRENES. The diaphragm ; from c^w, the mind; be- 
caufe the ancients imagined it wajs the feat of the mind. 
See Diaphragm. 

PHRENIC NERVE. Diaphragmatic nerve. It arifea 

from a union of the branches of the third, fourth, and fifth 

cervical pairs, on each fide, pafies between the clavicle and 

T iutclaviac. 
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fubclavian artery, and defcends from thence by the pcricar- 
dnnrl 30 the diaphragm.

achic : in the way of gargle, they have been employed for 
diffolving vifcid mucus, and to Simulate the tongue when 
that organ becomes paralytic. 

PTPER IN DlCUM. This fpecies of pepper is obtain- 
ed from the Capficum annuum of Linnaeus. As an aromatic 
of the ftimulant kind, it is efficacious in fome paralytic and 
gouty cafes, or to promote excitement where the bodily or- 
gans are languid and torpid. 

PIPER LONGUM. Long pepper. Piper longum of 
Linnxus. The berries or grains of this plant are gathered 
while oreen, and dried in the heat of the fun, when they 
change°to a blackiih or grey colour. They poffefs precifely 
the fame qualities as the former, only in a weaker degree. 

PIPER NIGRUM. Black pepper. This fpecies of 
repper is obtained, in the Eaft Indies, from the Pi fir nigrum 
of Linnaeus. Its virtues are fimilar to thofe of the other 
■peppers The black and white pepper are both obtained 
from ^e fame tree, the difference defending upon their 
preparation and degrees of maturity. 

PITCH. The juice of a fpecies of fir, extracted by in- 
cifions made in the bark of the tree. It is fometimes ufed 
as a detergent by furgeons. 

PiTUlT A. Phlegm, or vifcid and glutinous mucus. 

PITUITARY GLAND. A gland fituatcd within the 
cranium, between a dupUcature of the dura mater, in the 
fella turcica of the fphenoid bone. 

PITUITARY MEMBRANE. Schneiderian membrane. 
The mucous membrane that l.nes the noftnls and firmfc. 
communicating with the nofe is fo called, becaufe * fecrete. 
the mucus of thofe parts. 

P1X BURGUNDICA- See Burgundy fitch. 

PIX LI QUI DA. Tar. Tar is produced from the 
Pinus fyltJrU 'of Linnxus, by cutting it into pieces, which 
are enclofed in a large oven conftrudted for the purpofc. It 
i* well known for its economical ufes. Tar water, or water 
impregnated with the more foluble parts of tar, was fome 
time ago a very fafhionable remedy in a variety of com- 
Plaints? but is in the prefent pradice fallen into difufe. 
* PLACENTA. 
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PLACENTA. The fpongy mafs, like a cake, that re- 
ceives the blood from the uterus of pregnant women, to 
which ir adheres, conveys it to the foetus, and returns it apaiu 
to the n'O'hvr. It is it> called from its refemblance to a 
a ike. its fubftance is cellular, and deftitute of nerves. 

Pr. \NTTGO. Plantain; This plant is {till retainea 
: r. ih - rtn teres medlca of the Edinburgh College, in which 
ths Iravcs are lventioned as the pharmaceutical part of the 
plant ; they have a weak herbaceous fmell, an aufcere, bit- 
terifli, fubfalme tafte ; and their qualities are faid to be re- 
frigerant, attenuating, fubfryptic, and diurejje. 

PLANTAR IS. A muftis of the foot, fixated on the 
leg, that afiifts the foleus, and pnlh the cspfr.iar ligament of 
the knee from between the bones. It is lometiivies, though 
feldpm, found wanting on both fides; 

PLANUM OS. The papyraceous or orbital portion of 
the ethmoid bone was formerly fo called. 

PL A 1 "IN A. The name platina was given to this metal 
by the Spaniards, from the word {data, which fignifies filver 
in their language, by way of comparifon with that metal, 
whnfe colour it imitates. It has hitherto only been found 
in the gold mines of America. 

PLATVSM \ MYOIDP.S. A rmrfcle, on the fide of 
i- , that afiifts in drawing the fltin of the cheek down- 
wards ; ami when the mouth is (but, it draws all that part 
of the lkin to which it is connected below the lower jaw 
upwards ; from tkcitu:, broad, y.v^, a myfclc, and u$o(, re- 
femblance. 

PLF 1 1 1 OR \. Fullnefs oF veffcls : ftutfe/a I from 
, to fill. A redundance of blood. 

PLEURA, riteu/ja. A membrane which lines the in- 
fernal fui face of the thorax, and covers its vifcera. It forms 
:■■ great procefs, the mediallinum, which divides the thorax 
info two cavities. Its uie is to render the furface of the 
thorax nioiit by the vapour it exhale - . 

PLKUKl f'LS. Pleurify, or inflammation of the pleura. 
A fpecies of pneumonia of Cullen. Sec Pneumonia. 

I I.TURO-PNEUMONIA. An inflammation of the 
Jungs and pleura. 

T a PLEXUS. 
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PLEXUS. From pleclor, to plait or knit. A net-work 
of veffels. The union of two or more nerves is alfo called 
a plexus. 

PLEXUS CHOROIDES. See Choroid plexus. 

PLICA POLONTCA. Trichoma. A difeafe of the 
hairs, in which they become long and coarfe, and matted and 
glued into inextricable tangles. It is peculiar to Foland 
and Tartary, and generally appears during the autumnal 
feafon. 

PLUMBaGO. An ore of a fainLng blue black colour, 
a greafy feel, and tuburculated when fractured. It is by 
many erroneoufly taken for molybdena, from which it is ea- 
fily difcinguifhed by its fra&ure, that of the latter being al- 
ways lameilated. 

PNEUMATICS. That part of natural philofophy 
which treats on the properties of air ; from Trnufiu, air. 

PNEUMATOCELE. Any fpecies of hernia, that is 
diftended with flatus ; from mv/m, flatus or wind, and uMi 
a tumour. 

PNEUMATOSIS Emphyfcma, or windy fwelling. 
A genus of difeafe in the clafs cachexia and order intumefecn- 
iia of Cullen, known by a collection of air in the celluhr 
texture under the flcin, rendering it ter.fe, elafUc, and crepi- 
tating. 1 he fpecies of pneumatofis are : I. Pmumotofes 
[pontanea, withc-.t any mauifeft caufe : 2. Pneumatoft trau- 
matica, from a wound : 3. fr.eumotofts ventMt; trom pot- 
fons : 4. Pneumatof.s byprica, with hyftena. 

PNEUM ATOM PH A LUS- A flatulent umbilical her- 
Dia; from imvfiut, flatus, and t>f0?a*oc> the navel. 

PNEUMONIA. Inflammation of the lungs; from 
*v ( vu*v. a lung. A genus of difeafe in the clafs pyrexia: and 
order phlegmafi* of Cullen ; characterized by pyrexia, dib- 
cult refpiration, cough, and a fenfe of weight and pnm in 
the thorax. The i r ecies of pneumonia, according to the 
above nofologift, are : 1. Peripneumonia. The puUe not al- 
ways hard, but fometimes loft ; an obtufc pam 111 the brealt ; 
the refpiration always difficult ; fometimes che patient can- 
pot breathe, unlefs in an upright pofture ; the face fwelled, 
and of a livid colour ; the cough for the moft part moift, 

frequently 
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frequently blocdy. 2. Pleurilis. The pulfe hard ; a pun- 
gent pain in one fide, aggravated during the time of inspi- 
ration ; an uneafinefs when lying on one fide ; a very pain- 
ful cough, dry in the beginning of the difeafe , afterwards 
moift, and frequently bloody. If thtfe are not refolved, 
they are followed by vomica or empyema. 

PODAGRA. The gout ; from *■*-, the foot, and aypct, 
a taking or a feizure. A genus of difeafe in the clafs py- 
rexia: and order phlegmajia of Cullen ; known by pyrexia ; 
pain in the joints, chiefly of the great toe, and efpecially the 
hands and feet, returning at intervals ; previous to the at- 
tack, the fun&ions of the ftomach are commonly diflurbcd. 
Species : I. Podagra regularis, the regular gout : 1. Poda- 
gr.i atonica, the atonic gout : 3. Podagra retrograda, the re- 
trocedent gout : 4. Podagra aberrant, mifplaced or wander- 
ing gout. 

POISOM. Any fubftance, which, when received into 
the ftomach or lungs, or applied externally to any part of 
the body, produces, by its peculiar properties, difeafe or 
death, is termed a poifon. Poifons are divided, with refpecr, 
to the kingdom to which |hey belong, into animal, vegeta- 
ble, mineral, and halituous poifons, or vapours. 

POLLEX. The thumb, cr great toe. 

POLYDIPSIA. Exceflive thirft ; from rdxi/e, much, 
and JivL«, thirft. A genus of difeafe in the clafs locales and 
order dyforexiee of Cullen. It is mcfily fymptomatic of fe- 
ver, diopfy, exceflive difcharges, or poifons. 

POLYPUS. IliXvxv;, having many feet ; from ttoWc, 
many, and ts;, a foot. This term is generally given to a 
farcomatous fubftance, that frequently arifec in the noflrils 
and uccrus, from its having attachments or roots. The 
toagulable fubftance which is found in the cavities of the 
heart of thofe who are fome time in articulo mortis is alfo 
improperly fo called. 

POLYSARCHIA. Troublefome corpulency, or fatnefs ; 
from -rckv;, much, and ex ft, iieih. A genus of difeafe in the 
clafs cachexia and order intumefuntUt of Cullen. 

POMUM ADAMI. The protuberance in the anterior 
part of the neck, formed .by the fore part of the thyroid 
cartilage. poNS 
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PONS VAROLII. Varolius's bridge. An eminen 
fhe medulla oblongata, firfc defcribed by Varolius. 
POPLES. The ham, or joint of the knee. 

POPLI 1'EAL ARTERY. The continuation of the cru- 
ral artery, through the hollow of the ham ; from poplei, the 
ham. 

POPLITEU3. A mufcle of the leg, fituatcd on the 
tack part of the thigh, which affifls in bending the leg, and 
preventing the capfutar ligament from being pinched. Af- 
ter the leg is bent it ferves alfo to roll it inwards. 

PORI B1LIARII. The biliary pores or dufts that re* 
reive the bile from the acini of the liver, and convey it to 
the hepatic duel. 

POKRTGO. A difeafe very common am^ng children, 
in which the ikin of the hairy part of the head becomes 
dry and callous, and comes off like bran upon combing the 
head. 

PORTA. The great vein of the h'ver. See F^ita port*. 

PORTIO DURA. This nerve affiles near the pons from 
the crus of the brain, enters the petrous portion of the tem- 
poral bone, and gives off a branch into the tympanum, 
which is called the chorda tympani. 

PORTIO MOLLI >. This nerve arifes from the medul- 
la oblongata and fourth ventricle of the brain, enters the pe- 
trous portion of the temporal bone, and is distributed by in- 
numerable branches, not only to the cochler., but alfo to the 
membrane lining the veflibuhim and femicircu'.ar canal-,. 

POSTERIOR ANNULARIS. An external intei 
mufcle of the hand, that extends and draws the ring finger 
inwards. 

POS (ERIOR INDICTS. An internal Interofleal m 

of the hand, that extendi the fore-finger obliquely, and dra .. i 
it outwards. 

POSTERIOR MEDII. An external icterpfcal mufcle 
of the hand, that extends the middle finger, and draws it 
outwards. 

POT-ASH. See Alkali vegttatit 

PRJECORDIA. 
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PRiECORDIA. The fore part of the region of the tho- 
rax ; from f>ra, before, and Kapha, the heart. 

PREPUCE. The membranous cutaneous fold, that 
covers the glans penis and clitoris, is fo termed ; from fra- 
futo, to cut off before ; becaufe fome nations ufed to cut it 
off in circumcifion. 

PREDISPOSING CAUSES. The moft frequent pre- 
difpofing caufes of difeafes are, the temperament and habit 
of the body, idiofyncracy, age, fex, and ftructure of the part 
difeafed. 

PREDISPOSITION. That conflitution or fiate of the 
folids or fluids, or of both, which difpofes the body to the 
action of difeafe. 

PRESBYOPIA. That defect of the fight by which ob- 
jects near at hand are feen confufedly, but at remoter dif- 
tances distinctly ; from Trpio-Cvi, old, and o^if, fight, becaufe 
it is frequent with old men. 

PRIAPISM. A continual erection of the penis ; from 
Friapus, a heathen god, whofe penis is always painted erect. 

PRIM^E VIM. The firft paffages. The ftomach snd 
inteftinal tube are fo called. 

PRINCIPLES. Primary fubftances. According to mod- 
ern chemifts, this term is applied to thofe particles which arc 
compofed of two or more elements, that may again be de- 
compofed by the action of fire or putridity : fuch as water, 
gum, refin, &c. 

PROBE. A chirurgical inftrumer.t of a long and flender 
form ; from probo, to try ; becaufe furgeons try the depth 
and extent of wounds, &c. with it. 

PROCATARCTIC CAUSE. Occafional caufe. Re- 
mote caufe. Exciting caufe. The procatarctic caufe is that 
which, when applied to the body, induces a predifp of: don ; 
from xpma.Ta.fXQ, t0 S° before. 

PROCESS. An eminence of a bone ; from fvocedo, to go 
before. 

PROCESSUS OrECI VERMIFORMIS. Sep fntefi/w. 

PROCIDENTIA. A falling down of any part ; from 
prociJg, to f«>ll down : thus, proci itnt i a ani, uteri, vogin<r, &C 

PRO FLU VI A. 
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PROFLUVIA. Fluxes. The fifth order in the 
pyrexia: of C'ullen's nofology, characterized by pyrexia, with 
increased excretions. 

PROF.USIO, A lofs of blood. A genus of difcafe in 
the clafi locales and order apocenofts of Cullen. 

PR.OGJMOSlS. Upnyvuxric -, from tt--. before, and 
v.vvr'..'. to know. The judgment of the event of a difcafc 
by particular fymptoms. 

PROLAPSUS. A protrufion. A genus of difeafe in 
the da's loca'es and order e&Qpifi of Cullen ; ciiilinguiflitd by 
the falling down of a part that is uncovered. 

PRONATION. The a<ft of turning the palm of the 
hand downwards. It is performed by rotating the radius 
"jpon the ulna, by means of feveral mufcles which arc tinn- 
ed pronators, as, 

PRONATOR RADII QUADRATU '. A pronator 
tnufcle of the fore arm, that turns the radius, together with 
the hand, inwards. 

PRONATOR RADII TERES. A prober riiufclc of 
the fore arm, that rolls the radius, together with the hind, 
inwards. 

PROPHYLACTICS. Any means made «fe of with a. 
view to preferve health ; from -apo, before, and pvKcnrci>, to 
defend. 

PROPTfJVFA. From xprnrnrre, to fall down. A re- 
laxation of the fcrotum, of the under lip, of the breafts in fe- 
males, of the prxpuce, or of the ears. 

PROSTATE GLAND. A very large, hearMlike, frnn 
gland, fituated between the neck of the urinary bladder and 
bulbous part of the urethra. It fecretcs the lacteal fluid, 
which is emitted into the urethra by ten or twelve duds 
that open near the varumontanum during coition ; from irto, 
before, and im/uu to Hand; becaufe it is fituated before the 
bladder. 

PRONUM GALl.ICUM. The common prime or 
plum. The phint which affords this fruit is the Prunut do- 
tnejiica of Linnseus. Prunes are confidered a« emollient, 
pooling, and laxative, efpccially the French prunes, which 
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»re directed in the decoction of fenna, and rthtr purgative? ; 
and the pulp is ordered in the tUSiuariutn efenua. 

PRUNUM SYLVESTRE. The floe, or fruit of tho 
Prutiut Jp'n if4 of Linnxus. It is fometimes employed in 
ga'rgles, co tumefactions of the tonGls and uvula, and from 
its adftringent tafte was formerly much ufed in hxmar- 
rhages, &c. 

PR !< YT I S. A violent itching of the flan. 
PRUSSIATS (Prujyas, i! t ,f. m.) Salts formed by the 
union of the prulfic acid, or colouring matter of PrulTian 
blue, with different bafes ; thus, pruJjLt of alumine, prvjfiai 
of ammoniac, &c. 

P.SALTERIUM. The medullary body that unites the 
pedeb hippocampi of the brain ; from ffUicrium, a harp, be- 
i_ji.U j it is marked with hncs that jive it the appearance of 
a harp. 

PSELLISMUS. Deucr of fpeech ; from -l> Xitr/ua, hefi- 
tation of fpeech. A genus of cUfeafe in the claf« kt^Ut and 
order djtfcinefiee of Cullcn. 

PSEUDOBLEPSIS. Imaginary vifion of o%« r .s ; from 
^tvfaz, falfe, and C\^k, fight. A genu* Of drfeafe in the 
claft locales and order dyfifibrjia of Cullen ; characterized 
by depraved fight, creating objects or reprefefoting them 
different from what they are. Spccieg : I. Pfeudtblefefv 
iatavinaria, in which objects are perceived that are not 
pr'efent : 2. PfeuJoblepfti mutant, in which objects that ate 
prefent appear fomehow changed. 

PSOAS MAGNUS. A mufcle fituated within the cavi- 
ty of the abdomen, that bends the thigh forwards, or when 
the inferior extremity is fixed affifts in bending the body. 
Woac ; from ±->ct, the loin ; becaufe it is fituated in the loins. 
PSOAS PARVUS. A mufcle fituated in the cavity of 
the abdomen, which affifts the pfoas magnus in bending the 
loins forwards, and in certain pofitions aftilts in faifing the 
pelvis. It is fonietimes wanting. 

MS'T' A. STapa, the itch. A genus of difeafe in the 
clafs locales and order dialyfes of Cullen ; appearing firft on 
the wrifts and between trie fingers in fmall pultules with 
watcrv hjads. It is contagious, 

PSORIASIS. 
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PSORT A SIS. This difeafc is by fome authors defined 
to be a fpecies of itch which affects the lciotum ; from 
•\-jfx-j, to itch. 

PSOROI'HTHALMIA. A fcabby eruption, or Itch- 
like pufiules of the eye-lids and their margins ; from ^opa, 
a fcab, and ^AttKuat, an eye. 

PSYDRACI^E. Red and fomewhat elevated fpots which 
foon form broad and firperficial veficles, fuch as thofe pro- 
duced by the flinging nettle, the bites of infects, &c. 

PTERYGIUM. A membranous excrefcence which 
grows upon the internal canthus of the eye chiefly, and ex- 
pands itfelf over the albuginea and cornea towards the pupil. 
It appears to be an extenfion or prolongation of the fibres 
and veffels of the caruncula lachrymalis, or fcmilunar mem- 
brane, appearing like a wing ; from rlyvZ, a wing. 

PTERYGOIDEUS EXTERNUS. A mufcle of the 
lower jaw, that pulls the lower jaw forwards and to the op- 
pofite fide, and pulls the ligament from the joint, that it may 
not be pinched during thefe motions : when both external 
pterygoid mufcles act, the fore teeth of the under jaw are 
pufhed forwards beyond thofe of the upper jaw. 

PTERYGOIDEUS INTERNUS. A mufcle of the un- 
der jaw, which draws the jaw upwards and obliquely to- 
wards the oppofite fide. 

PTERYGOID PROCESS. A wing-like procefs of the 
Jphsenoid bone, fo called from *1tpu%, a wing, and i Joj, re- 
lemblance. 

PTILOSIS. From xIikos, bald. A fynonim of Mada- 
rofis. See Madarujis . 

PTOSIS, nrao-if s from irtrtu, to fall. A fynonim of 
Blepharoptofis. See Blepbaroptofis. 

PTYALISM. IItwJuJ«i< ; from -rluixm, faliva or fpittle. 
A falivation, or increafed fecretion of faliva from the mouth. 

PUBES. The external part of the organ of generation 
of both fexes which is covered with hair. 

PUBIS OS. A bone of the fcetal pelvis. See Innominnr- 
turn cs. 

PUDENDA. The parts of generation ; from puior 
flume. PUDICAL 
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?UT)TCAT. ARTERY. Pudendal artery. A branch 
of the internal iliac distributed on the organs of generation. 

PUERPERAL FEVER- Childbed fever. Culku 
confi&ers this difcafe as a fpecies of continued fever. 

PU LEGTU M • Pennyroyal. Mentha pulagium of Lin- 
naeus. This plant is confidered as a carminative, ltomachic, 
and er.trr.enagogue ; and is in very common ufe in hyiierkal 
diforders. The officinal preparations of pennyroyal are, a 
fimple water, a fpirit, and an effential oil. 

PULMONARY VESSELS. Frca»;6i«/ow, thing. The 
pulmonary artery arifes from the right ventricle of the 
heart, and feon divides into the right and left, which ramify 
throughout the lungs, and form a beautiful net-work on tho 
air vel'.elcs, where they terminate in the veins, whofe 
branches at length form four trunks, which empty them- 
felves into the left auricle of the heart 

PULSATILLA NIGRICANS. This plant, Am- 
mene pratenjit of Linnjeus, has been received into the Edin- 
burgh Pharmacopoeia upon the authority of Baron Stoerck, 
-who recommended it as an effectual remedy for moft of the 
chronic difeafes affeflftng the eye, particularly amaurosis, 
cataract, and opacity of the cornea, proceeding horn various 
caufes. He likewife found it of great fervice in venereal 
nodes, nocturnal pain-s, ulcers, caries, indurated glands, mp- 
I menfes, ferpigenous eruptions, melancholy, and pally. 
The plant, in its recent Mate, has fcarcely any fmell, but its 
title is extremely acrid, and, when chewed, it corrodes the 
tongue arid fauces. 

PULSE. The beating of the artery at the v.-rift is term- 
ed the pulfe. It depend, upon, and is fynchrcnous with, 
that of the heart ; hence phyficians feel the pulfe to afcer- 
tain the quicknefs or tardinefs of the blood's motion, the 
,-gth of the heart, &c. 

PtJNCTA LACHRYMALIA. Two fmail orifices, 
one of which is confpicuous in each eye-lid, at the extremity 
of the tarfus, near the internal canthus. 

PUS A whitifh, biar.d, cream-like fluid, heavier than 

water; fontid hi phlegmonous atfeeffes, or on the furface of

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fores. It is diftinguifhed, according to its nature, into lau- 
dable or good pus, fcrophulous, ferous, and ichorous jjs. 

VUS1PUE. Puftules. Small tumours, at firft of a 
red or yellow colour, whofe apex foon contains pus, and thca 
forms a purulent cruft. 

PUTREFACTION. That procefs by which a fubiiance 
is decompofed and diffipated in the air, in the form of putrid 
gas. The requifites to this procefs are, i. A certain degree 
of humidity : a. The accefs of atmofpheric air : 3. A cer- 
tain degree of heat. See alio Fermentation. 

PUTRID FEVER. A fpecies of typhus. See Typhus 
gravior. 

PYLORIC ARTERY. A branch of the hepatic ar- 
tery. 

PYf.ORUS. The inferior opening of the ftomach, 
which opens into the inteflines ; from rvKoa, to guard an 
entrance, becaufe it guards, as it were, the entrance of the 
bowels. 

PYRAMTDALTS. Afhort mufcle on each fide of die 
linea alba, that is frequently wanting in both fides, without 
any inconvenience, and whofe ufe feems to be to affiil tlte 
inferior part of the reclus mufcles. 

PYKE THRUM, nuotflfiow i from *wj, fire ; by reafen 
of its biting, fiery taite. Pellitory of Spain. Anthtmu fyrf 
thum of Linnseus. The ancient Romans, we are told, em- 
ployed the root of this plant as a pickle. In its recent fiate 
it is not fo pungent as when dried, yet, if applied to the {kin. 
it is faid to produce inflammation. Its qualities jre iiirai:- 
lant ; but it is never ufed, except as a maftkatorj, fox re- 
lieving tooth-achs, rheumatic affections of the face, ao4 
paralyfis of the tongue, in which it affords relief by fihuu- 
lating the excretory duels of the falival glands.

PYREXIA. Xlvfi^ia, fever.

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efpccially, among other impaired functions, a diminution of 
ftrength. 

PYRIFORMI3. A mufcle of the thigh, fituatcd on the 
outfide of the pelvis, which moves the thigh a little upwards, 
and rolls it outwards. 

PYRITES. A metallic fubftance formed of iron, united 
with fulphur, from which all the fulphur of commerce is ob- 
tained. 

PYRO-LIGNITES (Pyro-lignis, th,f. m.J Salts form- 
ed by the union of the pyro-lignic acid with different bafes, 
as pyo-l'gnite of alumine, &C 

PYRO-MUCITES f tyro-mutts, tit, f. m.J Salts form- 
ed by the union of the pyro-mucic acid with different bafes : 
thus, pyro-mucis plumbi, &c. 

PYRO-TARTRITES (Pyro-tartrh, tit, /. m.J Salts 
formed by the combination of the pyro-tartareous acid with 
different bafes, as the pyro-tartrite of alumine, &.C. 

PYROSIS- The heart-burn ; from jrupaovr, a burning. 
A genus of difeafe in the claf6 neurofes and order fpafmi of 
Cullen ; known by a burning pain in the ftomach, attended 
■with copious eru&ation, generally of a watery iniipid fluid.

A mufcle fituated 
within the cavity of the abdomen, which moves the loins to 
one fide, pulls down the la ft rib, and when both aft bends 
the loins forwards. 

QTTARTTN AGUE. See Febris bdermitUns. 

QUARTZ. This name is given to the opake or irregu- 
larly figured verifiable ftone. 

QUASSIA. 
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QUAFSIA. Bitter quaffia. The root, bark, and wood 
of this tree, ^ajfia amaia of Lirmjcus, are all eompreb- 1 
in the catalogues of the materia medica. Quaflia hao r.o 
fer.fible odour, its tafte is that of a pure bitter, more intenfe 
e.nd durable than that of almoft any other known fubfteucc ; 
the medicinal virtues afcribed to it are thofe of a tonic, ftonj- 
achic, antifeptic, and febrifuge ; it has been found X'ery ef- 
fectual in reftm-ing the tone of the ftomach, exciting appe- 
tite for food, aflifting digeftion, expelling flatulency, and le- 
moving habitual cofHvenefs, produced from debility of the 
inteftines, and common to a fedentary life. QuaJha derived 
its name from a negro named Quaffi (by Fcrmin written 
CoiJJi, and by Rolanda $>vaf H ) who employed it with un- 
common fuccefs as afecret remedy in the malignant endemic 
fevers which frequently prevailed at Surinam. 

QUERCUS. The oak. This valuable tree, .few re- 
bur of Linnsos, is indigenous to Britain. Its adftringent 
rffects were fufficiently known to the ancients, but it is the 
bark which is now directed for medicinal ufe by our phar- 
macopoeias. Oak bark manifests to the tafte a ftrong ad- 
ftring'ency, accompanied with a moderate bitternefs. Like 
ether aditringents, it has been recommended in agues, and 
for reftraining hemorrhages, alvine fluxes, and other immod- 
erate evacuations. A deco&ion of it has likewile been ad- 
vantageoufty employed as a gargle, and as a fomentation or 
lotion, in procidentia rcBi et uteri. Galls, which, in the warm 
climate of the Eaft, are found upon the leaves of tins tree, 
are occafioncd by a fmall infect with four wings, called 
Cynifis quercifolii, which depofits an egg in the fubftan 
the leaf, bv making a fmall perforation through the i 
furface. l'he ball prefently begins to grow to a confiucranle 
fize Two forts of galls are diftinguifhed iu the flwps : one 
f-idto be brought from Aleppo, the other from the tern 
parts of Europe. The former are generally of a h. 
colour, or of a gre-ilh or black verging to Wueneis ; unequal 
and warty on the fnrface ; hard to the break ; ana or a dole 
compaft texture : the other, of a light browmfh or whit.w 
colour, fmooth, round, eafily broken, lefs compact, and of a 
much larger fize. The two forts differ only in f.ze and 
Strength, two of the blue galls being fuppefed equivalent m 
'his refpedl to three of the others. Galls appear to be trx 
1 molt 
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"tncft. powerful of the vegetable adf.ringents. A% a medi- 
cine they are to be confidered as applicable to the fame indi- 
cations as the oak-bark, and by poffcfnng a greater degree of 
adftringent and ftyptic power feem to have an advantage 
over it, and to be better fuited for external life. Reduced 
to fine powder, and made into an ointment, they have been 
found of great fervice in hemorrhoidal affections.

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RANOLA. An inflammatory or indolent tumour un» 
eer the tongue, that was fuppoied by the ancients to nuke 
the perfon croak like a frog ; from rana, a frog. 

RAPHANIA- From gx<?u»,, the radifk or fharlock ; 
becaufe the difeafe is faid to be produced by eating the feed* 
of that plant. A genus of difeafe in the clafs neurofes and 
order fjiafmi of Cullen ; characterized by a fpafmodic con» 
traction of the joints, with convi^Jlive motions, and a moffc 
violent pain returning at various periods. 

RAPHANUS RUSTiCSNIJS. Horfe radifh. The 

plant which affords this root is the Cochlearia artnoracia o£ 
Linnaeus. Horfe radifh has been long received into the ma- 
teriel medica, and is well known at our tables ; it affects the 
organs both of tafte and fmell with a quick penetrating pun- 
gency. Externally applied to the fkin, it induces inflamma- 
tion, and proves a rubefacient, and may be employed with 
advantage in palfy and rheumatifrn. Received into the 
itomach, it ftimulates it, promotes digeftion, and ads pow- 
ei fully upon the kidneys. It is alfo in frequent ufe as an an- 
tifcorbutic. 

RAUCEDO. Raucltas. Hoarfenefs. It is always fymp- 
tomatic. 

REALGAR. A metallic fubflance of a red colour, 
more or lefs lively, and tranfparer.t, and often cryftallized in 
brilliant needles. It is formed by a combination of arfenic 
with fulphur. 

RECEPTACOLUM CHYLI. The exiftence of fuch 
a receptacle in the human body is doubted. In brute ani- 
mals the receptacle of the chyle is fituated on the dorfal ver- 
tcbrx where the lacteals all meet. 

RECTIFICATION. A fecond diftillation, in which fub- 
ftances are purified by their more volatile parts being raifed 
by heat carefully managed : thus, fpirit of wine, aether, &c. 
are rectified by their leparation from the lefs volatile and 
foreign matter which altered or debafed their properties. 

RECTUM. The laft portion of the large inteftines in 

the pelvis. See Intejlines. 

REC1 US ABDOMINIS. A mufcle fituated on the 
anterior part of the abdomen, which is generally divided by 

three 
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three tendinous interfections, and which eomprefTes the fore 
part, but more particularly the lower part, of the belly. It 
»lfo bends the crunk forwards andraifes the pelvis. 

RECTUS CAMTIS 1NTERMUS MA'OR. A 

mufcle fituated on the anterior part of the neck, clofe to the 
vertebra:, which bends the head forward*, 

RECTUS CAPITIS INTERNUS MINOR. A 
mufcle fituated on the anterior part of the neck, clofe to the 
vertebrae, which nods the head forwards. 

R EC'l U S CAPITI S LATER A LI 3. A mufcle fit- 
uated on the anterior part of the neck, clofe to the vertebra, 
■which bends the head a little to one fide. 

RECTUS CAPITIS POSTICUS MAJOR. A 
mufcle fituated on the pofterior part of the trunk, juft below 
the occiput, which pulls the head backwards, and affifts a lit- 
tle in its rotation. 

RECTUS CAPITIS POSTICUS MINOR. Amuf- 
cie fituated below the pofterior part of the occiput, that af- 
fifts the redlus major in moving the head backwards. 

RECTUS FEMfiRIS. A mufcle of the leg, fituated 
on the anterior part of the thigh, which extends the leg in a- 
very powerful manner like a pulley, by the intervention of 
the patella. 

RECURRENT NERVE. A branch of the par vagum 
in the cavity of the thorax. 

REMOTE CAU^E. See PrccataraBic caufe. 
RENAL GLANDS. Renal capfules. Supra-renal glands. 
Two hollow bodies of a triangular figure and glandular fab- 
ric, placed one on each fide upon the kidney, and whofe ufe 
is unknown. 

RENAL VESSELS. See Emulgent veffelt. 
RENES. '1 he kidneys. Ato t>j qui, becaufe through them 
the urine flows. See Kidneys. 

RESINS. T he name of refin is given to a dry inflamma- 
ble fubftancc, not mifcible with water, foluble in oils and 
lpirits of wine, and which flows in a liquid ftate from the 
trees that produce them ; fuch as elemi, maftich, fandrack, 
1 fa»gui 9 dracoB«,J t «. RES0LVEKT S. 
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RESOLVENTS. This term is applied by furgeons 
fuch fubftances as difcufs inflammatory tumours. 

RESOLU I ION. A termination of inflammatory affec- 
tions, in which the difeafes difappear without inducing any 
other difeafe. 

RESPIRATION. A compound a&ion, confifYing ofin- 
fpirarion and expiration (See Infpiration and Expiration. J 
Rcfpiration is divided into fpontancous, which is performed 
without our knowledge when aflcep ; and voluntary, which 
may be increafed or diminiihed at pleafure. 'I he primary 
ule of this vital funcTion is to bring the blood into contact 
with the air in the lungs, whofe vcQcles arc diilended during 
infpiration. The bafe of the vital air, or oxygene of the a;:- 
mofphcric air, appears then to combine with a principle dif- 
engagedfrom the blood, which forms the caibonic acid that 
is expired, together with the noxious particles from the lings. 
The matter of heat feparated from the vital air unites with 
the blood, and reftores thofe properties which it had loll in 
paging through the body. The Secondary ufes of refpiration 
are the expulfion of the perfpirable matter from the lungs ; 
to form the voice aud fpeech ; to affift in deglutition and 
fuction ; fmelling ; and in the expulfion of the urine, faeces, 
and fcetus. 

RK l'E MUCO^UM. Corpus reticulare. Corpus mu- 
e «[um. Mucus Malphi^ii. A mucous fubftance, deposed 
in a net-like form between the epidermis and cutis, which 
covers the fcnfible cutaneous papillae, connects the epidermis 
with the cutis, and gives the colour to the body : in Euro- 
pean* it is oi a vbitc colour, in Ethiopeans black. 

RET1 C f. AR. Interwoven like a net ; from rete, a net. 

RETIFORM. Net-like ; from reU, a net, and forma, 
refeiv.blance. 

RK1INA. The third or inncrmoft membrane of the 
eye expanded round the choroid coat, like a net, to the ciliary 
ligament. It is the true organ of vilion ; and is formed by 
an expanfionof the pulp of the optic nerve. 

RrtABARiURUM. Rhubarb. The plant which af- 
fords the officinal rhubarb is the Rheum falmatum of Linnaeus. 
There arc two forts ufually imported into this country : viz.

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tile Chinefe and the Turkey rhubarb. The firft is in oblong 1 
pieces, flattiib on one fide and convex en the ether, cc.nipac~t, 
hurd, heavy, internally of a duli red colour, variegated with 
}c!'.ow, ;>nd when recently powdered appears yellow, but en 
being kept becomes gradually redder. The fecond is the 
molt valuable, and is brought to us in roundifh pieces with 
a large hole through the middle of each. It is more loft and 
ilian the former fort, and exhibits when broken many 
of a bright red colour. The marks of the goodnefs of 
rhubarb are, the liveliness of its colour when cut, its being 
firm and folid, but not flinty or hard ; its being eafily pul- 
verable, and appearing, when powdered, of a fine bright yel- 
low colour ; its imparcing to the fpittle, on being chewed, a 
deep faffron ting;, and not proving flimy or mucilaginous in 
the mouth. Its tafle is fubacrid. bittcrifh, and iomewhat 
fiyptic; the fmell lightly aromatic. The virtues of rhubarb 
1 gative and tonic, opening the bowels and reftoring 
the tone of the ftomach and inteitines when it has been loft. 
It alto poffeffes fome degree of ftipticity ; and as this quality 
appears to act when that of the purgative has ceafed, it is 
considered the mdft proper evacuant in cafes of diarrhaja, 
when titat ciafs of medicine is indicated. The officinal pre- 
parations of this drug are a watery and a vinous infufion, a 
fimple and a compound tincture : it is alfo an ingredient in 
different compofitions, as the elixir ex alee cum rbao, pil.jlom* 
aehica, and fbhre others. 

RHACHIS. fts^ifi the fpine of the back.

RliAPiir. V ..,>-, a future, 1 he rough eminence which 
extends from the fiznum of the penisalong its under furf.xe, 
and divides the fcrotuni, is alio lo called, becaufe it appeals 
as if it were frnved. 

RHEUMA. Pivftct •, from ft., to flow. The difcharg* 
from the noflrils or lungs arifing from eold ; hence the fci- 
lowing lints of the fchcel of Salernita:

ing to the joint ; and heat on the part. The blood, after 
ven efection, exhibits an inflammatory cruft. Rheumatifm 
terminates in arthrodynia, lumbago, and iichias. 

RHf.'DODK'NCRON. From goi-n, a rofe, and J>vV, * 
tree. The oleander or rofe bay, fo called from the fimilitude 
of the flowers of this plant to roles. It was firfl recommend- 
ed by Koelpin as an efficacious medicine, not only in rheu- 
matifm and gout, but even in venereal cafes ; and it ii now 
very generally employed in chronic rheumatifms. T he 
leave?, which are the part directed for medicinal ufe, have a 
bkterifh, fub-adftringent tafle. Taken in a large dofe they 
prove a narcotic poifon ; and in moderate dofes they are faid 
to occafion heat, thirft, a degree of delirium, and a peculiar 
fcnfation of the parts affected. 

RHOMBOIDEUS. From goft€e ( , a geometrical figure 
whofe fides are equal, but not right angled, and ufof, refem- 
blance. A mufcle fituated on the back, and divided into 
two portions, diftinguifhed into major and minor, which af- 
filts (he fir rat us po/ticus inferior in depreffing the ribs. 

R.HYAS. Po:a f or %v*;, a difeafe of the eye. A decreafe 
or defect, of the lachrymal caruncle. 

RIBES NIGRUM. The black currant. This indige- 
nous plant, Ribet nigrum of Linnaeus, affords larger berries 
than thofe of the red, which are faid to be peculiarly ufeful 
in fore throats, and to poffefs a diuretic power in a very con- 
fiderable degree. The leaves of the black currant are ex- 
tremely fragrant, and have been likewifc recommended for 
their medicinal virtue. The officinal preparations of the ber- 
ries in the London Pharmacopoeias are the/yru/us ribii n.gri 
and the fuecus ribis nigri infpijfatut. 

RIBES RUBRUM. The red currant. As the white 
currant tree is merely a variety of the red, and the fruit of 
both is perfectly analogous ; therefore what is (aid of the one, 
applies to the olher. i he red currant is abundantly culti- 
vated in gardens, and from its grateful acidity is univerfally 
accepted either as nature pref'ents it, or variously prepared by 

art 
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art with the addition of fugar. Confidercd medicinally,. it is 
efteemtd to be moderately refrigerant, antifeptic, attenuaht, 
and aperient. It may be ufed with confiderable advantage 
to allay thirft in moll febrile complaints, to lefien an increaf- 
ed lecretion of bile, and to correct a putrid and fcorbutic 
itate of the fluids, efpecially in fanguine temperaments ; but 
in constitutions of a contrary kind, it is apt to occafion flatu- 
lency and indigeftion. 

RIBS. Cafia. The ribs are twenty-four in number, 
twelve on each fide ; and are fituated obliquely in the fid;s, 
extending from the dorfal vertebrx to the fternum. The 
feven fuperior ribs are called true ribs, becaufe they are at- 
tached to the fti-mum, and to diftinguifh them from the five 
inferior, which do not reach the fternum, and are called falfe 
or /furious ribs. Each rib has a head, a neck, and a leffer 
head, and a groove extending along its under furface, for the 
paffage of the intercoftal artery. The anterior part of each 
lib is cartilaginous, the reft bony and compact. The ufe of 
the ribs is to affift in forming the thorax, to defend the vital 
vifcera, and to give adhefion to mufcles that affill refpiratibn. 

RrCTNU" 1 . The Ricinus, communis of Linnxus, or com- 
mon palma cbrifli, is the plant that affords the feeds from 
which the oleum ricini, or caltor oil, is obtained. '1 his oil, 
when the ftomach can be reconciled to it, is one of the moll 
agreeable purgatives that can be employed, as it commonly 
ODerates in two or three hours, and, when good, without pro- 
ducing any griping. It appears to be more particularly 
adapted to fpafmodic colic, habitual coftivenefs, and worms. 

RICKETS. A difeafe common to children. See Rachitis. 

RIMA. Ptuy.usc. A fiflure or opening ; as the rim* 
Icryngis. 

RING WORM. A fpecies of herpes. 

ROASTING. A chemical procefs, generally pet formed 
in crucibles, by which mineral lubltances are divided, fome 
of their principles being volatilized and others changed, fo 
as to prepare them for other operations. 

ROB. An eld term for an iufpiffated juice, now laid afide. 

ROBORANTS. From rdur, ftrength. Strengthening- 
medicines. See Stimulants. 

ROSA 
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R^S^V. DAMASCENA. The damafc ro&. The 

pharmacopoeias direcl afyrup to be prepared fi nm the petals 
oi this r.fe, Rofa cent'folia of Linnsus, which is found to be 
a pleafant and uftful laxative for children, or to obviate coi- 
tivenefs in adults. 

ROSA RUBRA. Red officinal rofe. The flowers of 
this fpecies, R>fa rallied of Linnauis, are valued for their ad- 
ftringent qualities, which are moft confidence before the 
petals expand ; and therefore in this Aate they are chofen 
for medicinal ufe, and ordered by the pharmacopoeias in dif- 
ferent preparations, as mofc of a coni'erve, a honey, an ini'u- 
fion, and a fyrup. 1 he infufion of rofes is a grateful, cooling 
fubadftringent, and uleful in hxmoptyfis, and ocht r hemor- 
rhagic complaints ; its efficacy, however, depends chiefly on 
the acid. 

ROSMARINUS. Common rofemary. Rofmarinut of- 
ficinalis of Linnreus. The leaves and tops of this plant have 
a fragrant aromatic fmell, and a bitterilh pungent tafte. 
Rofemary is reckoned one of the moil powerful of thofe 
plants which ftimulate and corroborate the nervous fyfhm ; 
it has therefore been recommended in various affe&ions, fup- 
pofed to proceed from debility or defective excitement of the 
brain and nerves, as in certain head-achs, deafneffes, giddi- 
neffes, and in fome hyiterical and dyfpeptic fymptoms. 

ROUND LIGAMENTS of the UTERUS. A bundle 
of vcffels and fibres contained in a duplicature of the perito- 
neum, that proceed from the fides of the uterus, through the 
abdominal ring, and difappear in the pudenda. 

ROT"; LA. The knee-pan. It fignifies a little wheel. 
See Patella. 

RUBRD r >. Adiffijfed, but not fpotted rcdnef, in any 
part of the ixin, fuch as that which nrifes from bluflling. 

RUB^FAfTFNTS. From ruber, red, anfljWo, to 
make. Thofe fubftances which, when applied a certain t'me 
to the flcin, induce a reanefs without bliuering. 

RUBEOLA. The meafles ; from ruble, to become red. 
A genus cStdifeafc in the clafs pyrexia- and order exantl 
of Cullen ; known by fynocha, hoarfanefs, dry cough, : 
ing, drowfinefs ; about the fourth day, RritpUOM of fmaii re<i 

points, 
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points, difcemible by the touch, which after three days end 
in mealy desquamation. The blood after venaefection ex- 
hibits an inflammatory cruft. 

RUBTA. Madder. Rubia tinilcrum of Linnjeus. The 
roots of this plant have a bitterifh, fomewhat auftere tafte, 
and a flight fmell, not of the agreeable kind. It was former- 
ly confidered as a deobftruent, detergent, and diuretic, but it 
is now very feldom ufed. 

RUBUS IDjEUS. Rubus ideut otUnnzus. The rafp- 
berry. The fruit of this plant has a pleafant fweet tafte, 
accompanied with a peculiar grateful flavour, on account of 
which it is chiefly valued. Its virtues confift in allaying 
heat and thirft, and promoting the natural excretions. A 
grateful fyrup prepared from the juice is directed for officinal 
tife by the London Pharmacopoeia. 

RUPTURE. See Hernia. 

RUT A. Common rue. Ruta graveelens of Linnseus. 
Rue has a ftrong and grateful fmell, and a bitter, hot, pene- 
trating tafte ; the leaves are fo acrid, that by much handling 
they are faid to irritate and inflame the fkin ; and the plant 
in its natural or uncultivated ftate is faid to poffefs thefe fen- 
fible qualities ftill more powerfully. The imaginary quality 
of the rue, in refilling and expelling contagion, is now laid 
aflde. It is doubtlefs a powerful ftimulant, and is confidered, 
like other medicines of the foetid kind, as pofTefllng attenu- 
ating, deobftruent, and antifpafmodic powers. In the Lon- 
don Pharmacopoeia it is directed in the form of an extract, 
and it is alfo an ingredient in the J>ulvis emyrrha comp.

Exter- 
nal favine is recommended as an efcharotic to foul ulcers, i'y- 
philitic warts, &;. A ftrong dcco&ion of th» plant in lard 
forms an ufeful ointinent to keep up a conftaut difcharge 
from bjifters, &c. 

•iACCM^RUVT.. Sugar. The cane from which the 
fugar is obtained in the Well and Eaft Indies is the Saccha- 
rum ojfi:inarvm of Linnaeus. It is prepared from the txpreff- 
ed juice boiled with the addition of quick lime or common 
vegetable alkali. Sugar as an article of diet is fo weli known 
as not to require any defcription of it here. It may be taken 
into the ftomach in very large doles, without producing an/ 
bad confluence, although proofs are not wanting of its mif- 
chievous effects by relaxing the ftomach, and thus inducing 
difeafd It is much uied in pharmacy, as it forms the balis 
of i'yrups, lozenges, and other preparations. It is very ufeful 
as a medium to favour the folution or Jufpenfion of refins, 
oils, &.c. in water ; and is ufed as" a purgative for infants. 

S -CCHOLATS (Saccholas, tis, f. m.) Salts formed 
by the combination of the iacchola&ic acid with different 
bafes ; isfaeihotdl cj iron, faccbolut of ammoniac, &.C. 

SAGCUS ' \CHRY M A 1,1 s - The lachrymal fac i* 
fituated in the internal canthus of the eye, behind the lach- 
rymal caruncle, in a cavity formed by the os unguis. 

SACRO-i .(J VI I"* LIS. A mufde fituated on the pof- 
terior part of the trunk, between the faerum and the ribs, 
-vhich pulls the ribs down, and affuls in making the trunk 
of the body eredt.

SALIX. Tlie willow. The bark of die branches of the 
Sallx fragilisol Linnaeus (the crack willow) manifests a con- 
fiderable degree of bitternefs to the tafte, and is very adftrin- 
gent. It is recommended as a good fubftitute for Peruvian 
bark, and is faid to cure intermittent^ and other dilcafes in- 
quiring tonic and adftringent remedies. 

SALPINGO-PHARYNGEUS. This mufcle is com- 
pofed of a few fibres of the palato-pharyngeus, which it af« 
lifts in dilating the mouth of the Euftachian tube. 

SALVATELLA. From falus, health, becaufe the open- 
ing of it was formerly thought to be of fingular ufe in mel- 
ancholy. This vein runs along the little finger, unites up- 
on the back of the hand with the cephalic of the thumb, 
and empties its blood into the internal and external cubital 
veins. 

SALVIA. Afahtndo. Sage. Salvia officinalis of Lin- 
jiaeus. In ancient times fage was celebrated as a remedy of 
great efficacy, as would appear from the following lines of 
The fchool of balernita : 

Cur moriatur homo, tui falvia crefcit in horto? 

Contra vim mortis, non ejl medicamen in hortis. 
Salvia Jalvatrix t na'.uree coniiliafrix. 
Salvia cum ruta faciunt tibi focula tuta. 

But at prefent it is not confidered as an article of much im- 
portance. It has a fragrant, ftrong fn.ell ; and a warm, bit- 
terifh, aromatic tafte, like other plants containing an effential 
oil. It has a remarkable property in refilling the putrefac- 
tion of animal fubftance*, and it is in frequent ui'e among the

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Chlnefe as a ton'.:, in form of tea, in debility o£ the ftonlach 
and nervous fyftero. 

SAM UnCUS. The elder tree. Sam&ucus nigra of lila- 
rxus. i his indigenous plant has an unpleafanc narcotic 
fincll, and feme authors have reported its exhalations to he 
fo noxious, as to ret, dor it unfafc to Ceep under its fhade. 
Th- parts of this tree that are propofed fur medicinal ufe in 
the pharmacopoeias are the inner bark, the flowers, and the 
benies. The fir ft has fcarcely any fmeU, and very little 
talte; on firfl chewing it imprefles a degree of fwectifhr.cfe, 
which is followed by a very flight but durable acrimony, in 
win :h its powers fieem to refide. It is ftrongly cathartic, and 
is recommended as an effectual hydragogue by Sydenham 
and Eocrhaave. In fmall dofesit is faid to be an ufeful ape- 
rient and dcobflruent in various- chronic diforders. The 
flowers have an agreeable flavour ; and infufions of them, 
when frefh, are gently laxative and aperient. When dry, 
they are faid to promote chiefly the cuticular excretion, and 
to be particularly ferviceable in erysipelatous and eruptive 
diforders. Externally they are ufed in fomentations, &c. ami 
in the London Pharmacopeia are directed in the form of an 
ointment. The berries in tafte are fomewhat iwectifh, and 
not unpleafant ; on expteffion they yield a fine purple juice, 
which proves an ufeful aperient and refolvcnt in fundry 
chronic difeafes, gently loofening the belly, and promoting 
the mine rrd perfpiration. r l he officinal preparation of thefe 
berries, in the London Pharmacopoeia, is ihefucrus baccafam- 
7 tu . 

SANDRACK. Gum juniper. A refin which exudes in 
white tears more tranfpr.rent than maflich, from the bark 
of the jfuniferus communis of Linna:us. 

SANGUIFICATION. Prom /unguis, blood. A natural 
function of the body, by which die chyle is charged into 
blood. 

SANGUIS DRACONIC. Dragon's blood. The red 
rcfinous juice, which is obtained by wounding the bark of 
the tree called Calomut rot. in? by Linnxus. It is chiefly ob- 
tained from the Molucca ifLnds, Java, and other parts of the 
F.aft Indies. It is generally much adulterated, and varies 
much in goodnefs and purity. The bcli kind is of a dark 
W a red 
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red colour, and when powdered changes to crimfon ; it 
readily melts and catches flame ; it has no fmell, but to the 
tafte difcovers fome degree of warmth and pungency. The 
ancient Greeks were well acquainted with the adilringent 
power of this drug ; in which character it has fince been 
much employed in hemorrhages and alvine fluxes. At pref- 
ent, however, it is feldom ufed internally, being fuperfeded 
by more certain and effectual remedies of this numerous 
clafs ; and it enters no officinal compofition but that of the 
emplajlrum thuris of the London Pharmacopoeia. 

SANIES. Ichor. This term is fometimes applied to a 
thin, limpid, and greenifh difcharge ; at other times to a 
thick and bloody kind of pus. 

?ANTONTCU M. Tartarean fouthernwood or worm- 
feed. Artemifia Jantonica of Linnxus. The feeds of this 
plant nre fmall, light, and oval, corr.pofed of a number of 
thin membranous coats of a yellowifh green colour, with a caft 
of brown, eafily friable upon being rubbed between the fingers 
into a fine chaffy kind of fubftance. They are brought from 
the Levant ; have a moderately ftrong and not agreeable 
fmell, fomewhat of the wormwood kind, and a very bitter 
fubacrid tafte. They are efteemed to be ftomachic, emmen- 
agogue, and anthelmintic ; but it is efpecially for the laft- 
mentioned powers that they are now adminiftered, and from 
their efficacy in this way they have obtained the name of 
wormfeed. 

FAPHENA. From o-ajee, vifible- The large vein of 
th? leg which afcends along the little toe over the external 
ankle, and evacuates part of the blood from the foot into th« 
popliteal vein. 

SAPIENTLffi DENTES. The four laft grinders are fo 
called, becaufe they appear when the perloa is f»ppoled to 
be at years of difcretion. See Teeth. 

SAPONULES. Saponuli. Combinations of the volatile 
or effential oils with different bafes, m/aponule ef alumine. 

SAPONULES ACID. Combinations of the volatile or 
effential oils with different acids. 

SAPPHIRE. A gem of a flcy-blue colour. 

SARCOCELE. 
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SAR^OCEI.E. An enlargement or fcirrhus of the tef- 
ticle ; from <r <f . r , flefh, and k»x», a tumour. 

SARCOMA, Sarcojit. A flefliy excrefcencc ; from 
rap;, flefh. A genus of difeafe in the clafs locales and order 
tumortt of Cullcn. 

SARCOSIS. A fynonim of Sarcoma. See Sarcoma. 

^ARJOl'OLI A. From rxp%, flefh, and xo\a<x, glue. 
A concrete gumtru-itfinous juice, brought from Perfia and 
Arabia in fir.all grains of a pale yellow colour, having alfo 
fometimes mixer* with them a few of a deep red colour. Its 
taftc is bitter, but followed with fome degree of fweetnefs. 
It has been chiefly uf',jd for external purpofes, and, as its 
name imports has ben thought to agglutinate wounds and 
ulcers; but this opinion now no longer exifls. It is an in- 
gredient in the pulvis e ccruffa. 

SARCOL'GY. The dodrine of the mufcles and foft 
parts ; from orap%, flefh, and Myoc, difcourfe, 

SARCOMPH -U.U3. A flefty excrefcence about the 
navel ; from «•«/>§, flefh, and o/xpxKo?, the navel. 

SARDONIC LAUGH. Rtfut fardonkus. A convulfive 
laughter, fo crlled from the herb fardonia, which grows in 
the iTund of Sardonia, and is fa.id to produce it. 

SARSAPARILLA. This word is of Spanifh origin, fig. 
nifyinu' a red tree. The root of this plant, Smilaxfaifafur- 
i la of Linnaeus, has a farinaceous, fomewhat bitter tafce, and 
no fmcll. About two centuries ago it was introduced into 
Spain, as an undoubted fpecific in fyphilitic diforders ; but 
owing to difl'erenc; of climate or ether caufes, it has not 
r.nfwered the character which it had acquired in the Spanifh 
Weft Indies. It is now confidered as capable of improving 
the general habit of the body after it has been reduced by 
the continued ufe of mercury. It is fometimes employed in 
rheumatic affections, fcrophula, and cutaneous complaints, 
where an acrimony of the fluids prevails. 

SARTORIUS. A mnfele of the leg, fituated on the in- 
fide of the thigh, which bends the leg obliquely inwards, or 
brings ere leg acrofs the other ; from fartor, a taylor, be- 
came it it by its mens that taylor* £t crofs-Iegged. 

SASSAFRAS. 
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■ 6 4 SS "^ FR AS. The wood of the faffafrt* tree, Litnt 

pff'fras of Linnaeus, is imported from North America in 
Jong flraight pieces, very light, and of a fpongy texture, and 
covered with a rough fungous bark. It has a fragrant fmeB, 
and afweetifh, aromatic, fubaerid tafte; the root, wood, and 
hark agree in their medicinal qualities, and are zV. mentii (ltd 
in the pharmacopoeias ; but the bark is the moft fragranti 
and thought to be more efficacious than the woody part, and 
the branches are preferred to the hr^e pieces. 1 lie medi- 
cal character of this drug was formerly held in great eflirra- 
tion, and publications were proftfledly written on the fub- 
jecft. It is row, however, thought to be of very little im- 
. portance, and feldoni uftd but in conjunction with other 
medicines, as a corrector cf the fluids. It is an ingredient 
in tie ''(■coBvm farfopar'illee compof.tv.nt ; but the only officinal 
preparation of it is the effential oil, which is carminative and 
ftLnularit.

SA'I TrTON. The root of the Onh:s mafcula of Linnacm;

Pharmaco) seia, on account of the glutinous flimy juice which 
it contains, batyrion root has a fwcctifh tails, a faint and 
fomewhat unpleafant fmell. Its mucilaginous or gelatinous 
quality has recommended it as a d<mulcent. Salep, which 
is imported here from :he Eaft, is a preparation of this 
which, confidered as an article of diet, is accounted f xtn niely 
nutritions, as containing a great quantity ot turir.accous mat- 
ter in a i'mall bulk.

SCAL^NI MUSCULI. Thefe three mufcles, diftin- 
guifhed into anticus, medins, and pofticus, are fituatcd on the 
lidc of the neck, and bend it to one fide, or, wfien the neck 
is fixed, elevate the ribs, and dilate the thorax. They were 
fo called from ffnakwof, irregular or unequal. 

SCAMMONIUM. i-cammony. The concrete gummi- 
refinous juice of the Convolvulus fcammonii of Linnxus. It is 
brought from Aleppo and Smyrna in maffts, generally of a. 
light mining grey colour, and friable texture ; of rather an 
unpleafant l'mell, and bitterifh and flightly acrid tafte. Scam- 
jQiony appears to have been well known to the Greek and 
Arabian phyficians, and was exhibited internally as a purga- 
tive, and externally for the itch, tinea, fixed pains, &c. It k 
feldom given alone, but enters fever al compounds,, which are 
$ivcn as purgatives. 

SCAPHA. The excavation or cavity cf the atrrirala, or 
external ear, between the helix and antihelix ; from aiaxh, 
to make hollow. 

SCAPHOID BONE. A bone of the tarfus : from mapi, 
a little veffel or boat, and tiio;, refemblance. See Natiicw 
la re os. 

SCAPDLA. Omoflata The fliouldcr blade. Atone 
of the upper extremity, of a triangular figure, fituated in the 
tipper ana lateral part of the back. It has three margins, a 
fpine, the acromion and die coracoid procefs, and an articu- 
lar cavity fur the head of the humerus- 

SCARF- KIN. The outer fkin. Sec Cutitle. 

SCARIFICATION. A fuperficial incifion made with a 
lancet, or a chirurgical inftrumeot called a Scarificator. 

SCARLATINA The l'carlet fever. A genusof difeafe 
in the clafs />jy>.tx/> and order exanthemata ofOulkn ; char- 
acterized by contagious fynocha ; the fourth day the face 
f\\ ellb ; a l'carlet eruption appears on the fkin in patches ; 
which ;.f:er three or four days ends in the desquamation of 
the cuticle, or is Succeeded by anafarca. It has wo fpecies : 
1. Scarlatina fitr.ptex, the mild : %. Scaiic.tir.a rnancl/ica or 
Ujgintfa, with v.keraxed fore throat.

SCIATICA. Jfcbiat. A rheumatic affection of the Lip 
joint. 

SCIATIC ARTERY. Ifchiatic artery. A branch of 
the interna] iliac. 

SCIA'J I.C NERVE. Ifchiatic ncrvx. A branch of nerve 
of the lower extremity, formed by the union of the lumbar 
and facral nerves. It is divided near the popliteal cavity into 
the tibial and peroneal, which are diftributed to the leg and 
foot. 

SCIATIC NICHE. Ifchiatic niche. Sec Innomln-'tum w. 

SCILLA. Squill, or fea onion. Scilla maritima of Eir.- 
rixus. A native of Spain, Sicily, and Syria, growing on the 
fea-coalt. The red-rooted variety hasheen luppofed to be 
more efficacious than the white, and is therefore ftill prefcr- 
red for medicinal ufe. It is to the tafte very paufcous, lij- 
teniely bitter and acrimonious, but without any perceptible 
fmell. Its acrimony is fo great, that if handled it exuleerat.s 
the fkin, and if given in large dofes.and frequently repeated, 
it not only excites naufea, tormina, and violent vomitings, but 
has been known to produce ftrangury, bloody urine, violent 
puro-ings, cardialgia, haemorrhoids, convylfions with fatal 
fnflamihation,' an,d gangrene of the ftomach and bowel* 
Never thelefs, under proper management, and in certain caie* 
and conftitutions, it is a medicine of much practical utility, 
and real importance in the cure pf many oDttirate drfeaiefc 
In hydropical cafes it is a powerful diuret; : ; in althmaucai- 
fedions and'dyfpncea, occafioned by a lodgment of tenacious 
phlegm, it is employed as an expectorant. The officinal 
preparations of fquil'ls are, a confcrye, the dried fquih, 
pp, vinegar, oxymel, and pills. 

SCHIRRU*. From «««»*■ a primitive in the Greet 
A genus of difeafe in the clafs localn and prder i«f*w« o| 
Cullen ; known by a hard tumour of aglandular part, ipdo. 
lent, and not readily fuppurating. 

SCLEROTIC. From mtxnpoa, to harden ; fo called fiom 
its hardnefs. The outermoft coat of the eye, of a white col- 
our, tlenfe, and tenacious. Its anterior part, which is tr.nl- 
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parent, is termed the correr. tranfparmt: It is into this coat 
of the eye that the mufcles of the bulb are inferted. 

SCORBUTUS. The fctirvy. A genus of difeafe in the 
clafs ccJiexia and order impetigines of Cullcn ; characterized 
by extreme debility; complexion pale and bloated; fpongy 
gums ; livid fpots on the Ikin ; breath offenfivc ; cedematous 
fwcllings in the legs; hemorrhages; foal ulcers; foetid 
urine ; and extremely offenfive {tools. 

SCORDTUM. Water germander: teucrlum fttrditim of 
Linna:us. The leaves of this plant have a fmell fomewhat 
of the garlic kind, from which circum fiance it is fuppofed 
to take its name, q-topohi fignifying garlic : to the tafte they 
are bitteriih, and flightly pungent. The plant was formerly 
in high eftimation, but is now juflly fallen into difufe, al- 
though recommended by fome in analeptic cataplafms and 
fomentations. 

i-CROB C0LU3 CORDIS The pit of the ftomach. 

SCROPH'LA. Struma. The king's evil ; from fcro* 
pbuid\ a fwine, becaufe this animal is laid to be much fubject 
to a fimilar diforder. A genus of difeafe in the clafs cachex- 
ia and order impet'i^nes of CiiJlen ; known by fwelled lym- 
ph :tic glands ; thick upper lip ; obftinate ulcers ; rednefs of 
the margin of th« tarfus; indolent turnouts on the joints ; 
fair complexion ; and aa irritable habit. 

SCROTUM, 'lhe common integuments which cover 
the tcllicles. 

SCU 1 1 FORM CARTILAGE. A fynonim of the enS- 
form cartilage. 

SEBACEOUS GLANDS. Glands which fecrete a feba- 
ceous or fuetty humour ; iiom/eSuik, fuet. 

SEBA1 ES fScbat, tis, f m.) Salts formed by the com- 
bination of the acid of fat, or febacic acid, with different 
bafes ; thus, fcbitte of copper , fibdtc of lead, &c. 

SECRETION. A function by which different organ* 
fcparate from the blood fubftances deftiried for particular 
ules ; as the bile in the liver, faliva in the mouth, &c. 

SECUND1NES. Tfce placenta, or after-birth. See Pla* 
tint a. 

SEDATIVES, 
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SEDATIVES. From fedo, t»> cafe or affuage. Thofe 
medicines arc fo termed which have the power of diminifh- 
ingthe animal energy without deftroying life; as opium, by 
tfciamus. 

SELINE. A difeafe of the nails in which white fpots are 
occafionally fecn in their fubftance. 

SELLA TURCICA. A cavity in the fphamoid bone, 
fiirrounded by the four clinoid proceffes ; it is fo called from 
its fuppofed refemblance to a Turkifh faddle. 

SEMICIRCULAR CANALS Thefe canals are three 
in number, and take their name from their figure. '1 hey 
Belong to the organ of hearing, and are Ctuated in the pe- 
trous portion of the temporal bone, and open into the vefti- 
Bulum. 

SEMTOTTCE. That part of pathology which treats ca 
the figns of difeufes ; from o-»aa«v, a fign. 

SEMEN. The feed. The prolific liquor fecreted in the 
tefticles, and carried through the epididymis and vas deferens 
into the veficuke feminales, to be emitted fub coitu into the 
female vagina, and there, by its aura, to penetrate and im- 
pregnate the ovulum in the female ovarium. See Conception, 

SEMILUNAR VALVES. The three valves at the be- 
ginning of the pulmonary artery and aorta are fo termed, 
from their half-moon fhape. 

SEMIMEMBRANOSUS. A mufcle of the leg, fituated 
on the hind part ef the thigh, which bends the leg, and brings 
it directly backwards. 

FEMISPINALIS COLLI. A mufcle fituated 071 the 
poftcrior part of the neck, which turns the neck obliquely 
backwards, and a little to one fide. 

SEMISPINALS DORSI. A mufcle fituated on the 
Back, which extends the fpine obliquely backwards. 

SEMITENDINOUS. A mufcle of the leg, fituated on 
the hind part of the thigh, which bends the leg backwards, 
and a little inwards. The tendon of this mufcle with that of 
the femhncmbranofus forms what is called the inner haai- 
£ricg.

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SEN^KA. The rattlefnake-root-milkwort. Folyaal* 
fentga of Linnxus. The root of this plant was formerly 
much efleemed as a fpecific againft the poifon of the rattle- 
fn;ike, and as an antiphlogillic in pleurily, pneumonia, &c. 
but it is now entirely laid afide. 

SENNA. Senna, or Egyptian caffia. Cafiiafenna of Lin- 
nxus, a native of Egypt. The leaves of fenna, which are 
imported here from Alexandria for medicinal ufe, have a 
rather difagreea'ole fmell, and a fubacrid, bitterifh, naufeous 
taflc. They are in common ufe as a purgative. I he for- 
mulas given of the fenna by the colleges are thofe of an infu- 
fion, a powder, a tincture, and an electuary. 

SENSATION. The perception of any thing affectino- the 
fenfory nerves. The feat of fenfation is in the pulp of the 
nerves. 

SENSIBILITY. A function by means of which animals 
experience the fenfation of pleafure and pain, according to 
the nature of the bodies which are in contact with their or- 
gans It is an action enjoyed by man in a much ftronger de- 
gree than by any other animal, and which diftinguifhes and 
p 1 aces him at the head of the animated creation 

SENSORIUM. Senforium commune. The brain. See 
Cerebrum. 

SENSES. Man is faid to have five external and five in- 
ternal fenfes : namely, the fenfc of touch, tafte, 1'mellino- 
seeing, and hearing, which are external fenfes ; and mem- 
orv, imagination, conference, affections of the mind and 
reafon, which are internal fenfes. 

SEPTIC. twuMc i from omca, to putrefy. Relating to 
putrefaction. 

SEPTUM CORDIS. From fipio, to feparate. The 
partition between the two ventricles of the heart. 

SEPTUM CEREBELLI. A procefs of the duramater, 
dividing the cerebellum perpendicularly into two princi- 
pal parts. 

SEPTUM LUCIDUM. Septum fellucidum. The thin 
and tender portion of the brain dividing the lateral ven- 
tricles from each other.

Virginian fnake- 
root. The plant which affords this root is the A>iJ!oloc!>'u 
ferpsntaria of Linoxus. Snake-root has an aromatic inicll, 
approaching to that of valerian, but more agreeable ; ard 
a warm, bitter ih, pungent taftc. It was firil recommend- 
ed as a medicine of extraordinary power in counteracting 
the poifonous effect..; of the bites of ferpents ; this, how- 
ever, is now wholly disregarded : but as it pofleffes tor.i : 
and antiieptic virtues, and is generally admitted to be a 
powerful litmularrt and diaphoretic, it is employed, in the 
prefent day, ha lorr.c fevers where theft elfects are required. 
A tinBurafcrpentari* is directed both by the London and 
Edinburgh Pharmacopoeias. 

fT..RP!GO. A fynonim of Herpes. Sec Herpes. 

SERPTLL'UM. A ferpendo, by re?.fon of its creeping 
nature. Vi.'d or mother of thyme. Thymus Jcrpillui.i ot 
Linnaeus. This plant has the fame fc.iiible qualities as 
thofe of the garden thvme (fee Thymus,) but has a milder 
and rather more grateful flavour. 

SERRATUS MAGNUS. A mufcle, lituated on the an- 
terior part of the thorax, which moves the fcapula for- 
wards, and when the fcapula is forcibly railed, draws the 
r.bs Upwards, it is fo called from its law-like appearance ; 
horn ferra, a law. 

SERRATUS POSTICUS INFERIOR. A mufcle, litu- 
ated on the back, which deprefTcs the four inferior ribs. 

SERR~TUS SUPERIOR POSTICUS. A mufcle, fit- 
uated on the neck, which elevates the ribs, and dilates 
the thorax. 

SERUM. From /ems, late, becaufe it is the remainder 
of the milk after its better parts have been taken from it. 
The ferum of the blood. The yellow and fomewhat 
greenifh fluid which feparates from the Llood when cold 
and at reft. 

SESAMOID. 
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SESAMOID BONES. From emteftn, an Indian grain, 
and iiSh, Iikenefs. This term is applied to the little bonei 
ut the firft joint of the great toes and thumbs, from their 
referablance to the grains of Indian eorn. 

SESQUI. This word, joined with any number, weight, 
meafure, &c. figniiies one integer and an half, -a.% fifqui g> a- 
nuoi, a grain and a half. 

SETON. An artificial nicer made under the ikin by 
means of an indiument called the leton needle. which car- 
ries wiih it a portion of thread or filk, that is moved back- 
wards or forwards, and thus keeps up a conCant irritation. 

SHINGLES. Zona. ZJier. Cinguli. An eryfipela- 
tous, herpetic eruption, extending i'ometimes rouud the 
body, in 1'mall difUnci ve!ic!es, which itch intoierably, and 
induce a high degree of fever. 

SIAEfiGOGUES. Thole medicines are fo called, which 
excite an uncommon flow of faliva ; from 9-iaa.ot, faliva, 
snd vyj, to bring away : fuch are mercurial preparations, 
pyrethrum, <Scc. 

SIGHT, or VISION. The fenfation by which we per- 
ceive the vifible quaHties of l'ubftances furrouiiding us. 
The organ of this fenfe i* the retina of the optic nerve. 

.SIGMOID. ti-ynoiiSm ; from the Greek letter X, and 
wToc, a iikenefs ; refembling the Greek letter figma. Ap- 
plied to the valves of the heart, and fometimes to the car- 
tilages of the afpera arteria, or the femilunar apophyfis of 
the bones. 

SILVER. A perfect metal, of a white colour, and of 
the mod lively brilliancy; it has neither tafte nor fmell; 
its fpecitic gravity is fuch, that it lofes about the eleventh 
par. of its weight by emcrfion in water ; and a cubic foot 
of this metal weighs 2 70 pounds. It is found in the great. 
eft abundance in Peru and Mexico. 

SiMARoUBA. Sinxaxouba quaffia. gfeajia. Juaarw&a 
of the younger Linn.eus. The bark of this tree, which is 
met with in the ihops, is obtained from the roots ; and, 
according to Dr. Wright of Jamaica, it is rough, fcaiy, and 
warted :°the inlide when frelh is a full yellow, but when 
dried paler : it has but little fmell : the tafte is bitter, but 
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not difagreeable. It is efteemed, in the Weft Indies, in 
dyfenteries and other fluxes, as rcftoring tone to the intef- 
tincs, allaying their fpafmodic motions, promoting the fe- 
cretions by urine and perfpiration, and removing lownefs 
of fpirits attending thofe difeafes. It is laid alio that it 
foon difpofes the patient to flecp ; takes o'T the gripes and 
tenefmus, and changes the ftools to their natural colour 
and confidence. 

SINAPI. 2/vhti. Common black mr.frard. S'maph ni- 
gra of LinnPHis. The feeds of this fpecies of multard, 
which are directed by the London College, and thofe of 
the Sinapis alba, which are preferred by that of Edinburgh, 
manifeft no remarkable difference to the tafte, nor in their 
effects, and therefore anfwer equally well for medicinal 
«nd culinary purpofes. They have an acrid pungent tafte, 
and, when bruifed, this pungency lliows its volatility by 
powerfully affecting the organs of fmell. Ivluftard is 
confidered as capable of promoting appetite, aflifting di- 
gcflion, attenuating vifcid juices, and by ftimulating the 
Jibres, it proves a general remedy in paralytic affections. 
Joined to its ftiraulant qualities, it frequently, if taken in 
confiderable quantity, opens the body, and incrcafes the 
urinary difcharge, and hence it has been found ufeful in 
dropfical complaints. Externally flower of multard is fre- 
quently ufed mixed with vinegar as a ftimulant or iinapifm. 

SIN PISM. A term given to a mixture of muftard and 
vinegar in form of poultice. 

SINCIPUT. The fore part of the head. Sec Caput. 

SINE PARI. Several mufcles, veins, arteries, &c. are 
fo called which arc without a fellow. Sec Azygos. 

SINGULTUS. Hickup. A convulfive motion of the 
diaphragm and parts adjacent. 

SINUS. A cavity. 

SINUSES of the DURA MATER. The veins of the 
dura mater are fo termed. They are feveral in number, 
the principal of which are, 1. the longitudinal fmut, which 
rifes anteriorly from the crifta galli, afcends and pafl'es 
between the laminae of the falciform procefs to where this 
procefs ends. It then opens into, 1 t-wo lateral fmusts, dif- 

tinguiflied 
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trnguifJied into right and left, which lie in the crucial fpiae 
of the os oreip:tis : 3. the inferior longitudinal, 'which is a 
i'.nali Gnus fituatcd at the acute inferior margin of thefalx. 

SITIftLOGY. A doctrine or treatife on aliment ; from 
o-irof, aliment, and koyo;, a difcourfe. 

SlUM, Creeping water parfnep. SJuxt noJiforu-n of 
Linnxus. Tin's plant is admitted into the London Phar- 
macopoeia in the character of an antifcorbutic. It is not 
naufeous, and children take it readily if mixed with milk. 

SKELETON. From o-nkKu, to dry. When the hones 
of the body are preferred in their natural ficuation, and 
deprived of the flefh, it is called a lkelcton. 

SKIN. See Cuticle and Cutis. 

SKULL. Sec Bones, Caput., and Cranium. 

SLEEP. That (late of the body in which the internal 
and external fenfes and voluntary motions are not exer- 
cik.d. The end and defign of deep is both to renew, du- 
ring the iilencc and darknefs of the night, the vital energy, 
which has been exhaufted inrough the day, and to aihft 
nutrition. 

SMALL POX. Variole. A genus of difeafe in the 
c\a.U pyrexia and order exanthemata of Cullen ; known by 
fynocha, with an eruption of red pimples on the third clay, 
which about the eighth day contain pus, and at length 
drying, fall off in crufts. It has two fpecits : 1. Varuili 
difcreta, the diftindt : %. Variola confuens, the confluent. 

SMELLING. The fenfation by which we perceive 
the fmell of bodies. The organ of this Lnlc is the ner- 
vous papillae, which are difliibuted over the pituitary 
membrane of the noftrils. 

SOLFUS/w GASTROCNEMIUS INTERNUS. Fee 
Gastrocnemius internus. 

SOLUTION OF CONTINUITY. A term given by 
modern furgeons to any fpace occafioned by a wound . 
ulcer, <Scc. 

SOPOR. Profound flcep. 

X a SOP5BJF2B.OUS. 
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SOPORTFPROUS. From/o/>or,fleep, and /«•<>, to bear. 
A term given to thofe medicines which induce fleep. See 

Anodynes . 

SPASM. "Xraa-uo; Or o-tqutuli. ; from araa, to draw. A 

fpai'm or convulfion. An involuntary contraction of the 
muicular fibres. Spafms are diftinguiflied by authors in- 
to clonic and tonic fpafms. See Conic /f^ft/i, and Tonic 
ffafm. 

SPASMI. Spafmodic difeafes-; from onrao, to contract. 
The third order of the clafs ncurofes of Cullen ; character- 
ized by a morbid contraction or motion of mufcular. fibres. 

SPASM CL GY. From rxaa-fioc, a fpafm, and Koyo;, a 
difcourfe. A treatife on convulfions. 

SPECIFICS. Such remedies as have an infallible effica- 
cy in the cure of diforders. The exigence of fuel} remedies 
is doubted. 

SPFCrLUM OCULI. From fpecio, to view. An in- 
strument ufed by oculifb to keep the eye-lids open and 
the eye fixed. 

SP .CCLUM ORIS. An inftrument to force open the 
mouth. 

SPERMA-CETI. From <rvinv«, feed, a vxttpo, to fow, 
and ccte or cetut, the whale. An oily, concrete, cryftalline, 
femi-tranfparent matter, obtained from the cavity of the 
cranium of feveral fpecies of whales. It was formerly 
very highly eftermed, when a great number of virtues 
were attributed to it ; but it is now chiefly employed in 
affections of the lungs, primx vias, kidneys, ike. as a l'oftcn- 
ing remedy, mixed with mucilages. It is alfo employed by 
furgeons as an emollient in form of cerates, ointments, &c. 

SPERMATOC LE From a-rip/xx roc, feed, and x»vi, a 
tumour A fwelling of the tefticle or epididymis from an 
accumulation of femen. It is known by a fwelling of thefe 
organs, pain extending to the loins without inflammation. 

SPH CELUS TpxxiKoc, a primitive. A mortification 
of any part. Sec Gangrene 

SPHENOID BONE Os cuneiforme. From o-ptv, a 
wedge, and ttloc, 3 likenefs ; becaufe it is fixed in the cra- 
nium 
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nium like a wedge. A bone of an irregular figure, com- 
pared 10 a bat with its wings extended, Situated in the mid- 
dle of the bafts of the cranium It has feveral eminences 
and cavities, the principal of which are two greater and 
two teller wings, a pterygoid apophysis, a fpine, a hook- 
like and fpinous procefs, and two anterior and two pofte- 
riorclinoid apophyses; a pituitary finus, the fella turcica, 
two optic foramina, a fuperior orbital ryma, two round, 
two oval, and two fpinous foramina, 

SPH'NCTEP. The name of feveral mufcles.whofe of- 
fce is to lliut or clofe the aperture around which thej are 
placed ; from trqufyu, to fllUt up : as, 

SPHINCTER ANI. A ftngle mufcle of the anus which 
fhuts the pa'Xage through the anus into the rectum, and 
pulls down the bulb of the urethra, by which it allifts ia 
ejecting the urine and femen. 

SPHINCTER VAGlNiE. A mufcle which contracts 
the mouth of the vagina, and comprcfles its corpus cavcr- 
Bofum. 

;>I\'GTL' t A. Perennial worm-grafs, or Indian pink. 
SpigAia mariland'ua of Linnaeus The whole of this plant, 
bin mod commonly the root, is employed as an anthelmin- 
tic by the Indians and inhabitants of America. Dr. Hope 
has written in favour of this plant, in continued and re- 
mitting low worm fevers: bolides its property of deftroy- 
ingthe worms in the prima; via;, it ads as a purgative. 

SPINA BIFIDA. A fjnonim of Hydrorachitis. See 
Hydrorachitis. 

SPINA CERVTNA. So called from its thorns re- 
fembling thofe of tlie flag. Purging buckthorn. The fruit 
or berries of this fhrv.b, JRhamnus catharlicvs of Linnaeus, 
have been long received into the materia medica : they con- 
tain a pulpy deep green juice, of a faint unpleafant Ifnell, 
a bitterifh, acrid, naufeous tade, which operates brilkly by 
ftool, producing third, drynefs of the mouth and fauces, 
and ftvere gripings, unlefs lome diluting liquor be drur.k 
plentifully after it : made into fyrup, it is the officinal prep- 
aration, which at prefent is rarely prescribed except a& a 
dradic purge. 

SPINAL 
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SPINAL MARROW. See Medulla fpinnlis. 

SPINA VENTOSA. A tumour arifing from an in- 
ternal caries of a bone. It mofl frequently occurs in the 
carpus and tarfus, and is known by a continual pain in the 
bone, and a red tumour of the fkin, which has a fpongy feel. 

SPINE. Spina dorji. Columna fpinalis. Columna verte- 
bralis. So called from the fpine-Like proceffes of the verte- 
brae ; from fpina, a thorn. A bony column or pillar ex- 
tending in the pofterior part of the trunk from the great 
occipital foramen to the facrum. It is compofed of twenty- 
four bones called vertebr.-E. The cavity that runs down the 
middle, and which contains the fpinal marrow, is called the 
fpecus or tbeca •vertebralis. 

SPLANCHNOLOGY. The doctrine of the vifcera ; 
from <rxKa.yxyiv, an entrail, and Koyo^ a difcourfe. 

SPLANCHNIC NERVE. The interior intercoftal 
nerve. See Intercoftal nerve. 

SPLEEN. X-taw. /Jen. The fpleen or milt. A fpongy 
vifcus whofe ufe is unknown, fituati d in the left hypochon- 
drium, near the great curvature of the ftomach, and under 
the ribs. The fplenic artery is a branch of the cotliac ; tiic 
fplenic veins empty themfelves into the vena portae. 1 he 
nerves are from the par vagum and great intercoftal. It is 
plentifully iupplied with absorbents. 

SPLENITIS, from o-t/.xv, the fpken. Inflammation 
of the fpleen. A genus of difeafe in the clvSs pyrexia and 
order pblegmufia of Cullen ; characterized by pyrexia ; ten- 
fion ; heat ; tumour ; and pain in the left hypochondrium, 
increaled by preffure. 

SPLENIUS. A mufde.fnuated on the pofterior part of 
the neck, which brings the head and upper vertebrae of the 
n^.ck backwards laterally ; and when both act pulls the head 
directly backwards. 

SPLRNOCELE. A rupture of the fpleen ; from Tinga, 
C\e fpleen, and x»\k, a tumour. 

SPONGIA. Sponge. A fea production ; the habita- 
tion of infects. Burnt fponge is faid to cure effectually the 
bronchocele, and to be of infinite utility in fcrophulous com- 
plaints. 
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plaints. Sponge tents are employed by furgeons, to dilate 
fiftulous ulcers, &.C. 

SPORADIC. 2ropa<foco< :: from a-trupa, to fow. An epi- 
thet for fuel) difcafes as feize particular perfons, at the 
f.im. time or feafon. 

SQUAMOSE SUTURE. 1 he future which unites the 
fquamofe portion of the temporal bone with the parietal ; 
from fquama, a i'cale, becaufe the bones lie over each other 
like lcales. 

S 1 APEDIUS. A mufcle of the internal car, which 
draws the ftapes obliquely upwards towards the cavern, by 
which the pofterior part of its bale is moved inwards, and 
the anterior part outward:. 

STAPES. A bone of the internal ear, fo called from its 
refemblancc to a llirrup. 

S r AP A I SAG Rtfc . Staves-acre. Delphinium ftaphi- 
fdgria of Linnaeus. Tne feeds, which are the only pert di- 
rected for medicinal ufe, are ui'ually imported here from Ita- 
ly; they are large, rough, of an irregular triangular figure, 
and of a blackifh colour on the outfide, but a yellowilh with- 
in ; their fmell is difagreeable and fomewhat feetid ; to the 
tafte they are very bitter, acrid, and naufeous. Ii was form- 
erly employed as a mafticatory,but is now confined to exter- 
nal ufe in fome kinds of cutaneous eruptions, but more 
efpetially for deftroying lice and other iufecls ; hence by 
the vulgar it is called loufc-wort. 

STAPHYLOMA S-<r'a<fv\Ufjut ; from errapuX.w, a grape. 
A difeafe of the cornea of the eye, in which this membrane 
acquires a preternatural thicknefs < nd opacity in its fubftance, 
which caufes it to protrude like a grape. 

STARCH. Amylum. The fecula of wheaten flour. 
See Amylum. 

S'l E A f"0( F'.H A collection of a fuetty fubftance in 
the fcrotum ; from <ntag, fuet, and »\i), a tumour. 

S 1K.\ > O.M \. 'ZTtaraua ; from trrtao, fu^t. An en- 
cyfted tumour, whofe contents are of a fuetly confidence. 

STEEL. Cbalybs. The beft, hardeft, fineft, and clofeft 
grained iron, made by a particular procefs. 

STFRNO. 
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STERNO. Names compounded of this word belong to 
mufcles which are attached to the fternum ; as, 

STERNO-CLFIDO-MASTOIDEUS. A mnfele, on 
tiie anterior and lateral part of the neck, which turns the 
head to one fide and bends it forward. 

STERNO-HYOIDEUS. A mufcle, fituated between 
the os hyoideus and fternum, which pulls the os hyoideus 
downwards. 

STERNO-TK YROIDEUS. A mufcle, fituated between 
the thyroid cartilage and fternum, which draws the larynx 
downwards. 

STERNUM. The breaft-bone. A bone fomewhat like 
a dagger, fituated between the anterior part of the true ribs. 

S 1 IMULANTS. From fimulo, to ftir up. Medicines 
are fo termed which poffefs a power of exciting the animal 
energy ; as wine, volatile alkali, mufturd, opium, &c. 

STIMOLUa. Any thing which irritate?. 

STO'VTACACE. A bleeding from the gums ; from 
sop.x, the mouth, and xxy.o;, cviL 

STOMACH. Vcntrkulus. A membranous receptacle, 
fituated in the epigaftric region, which receives the food 
from the cefophagus ; its figure is fomewhat oblong and 
round ; it is largeft on the left fide, and gradually diminifhes 
towards its lower orifice, where it is the leaft. Its fuperior 
orifice, where the cefophagus terminates, is called the cariia ; 
its inferior orifice, where the inteftine begins, the pylorus. 
Its anterior furface is turned towards the abaominal mufcles, 
and its pofterior oppofite the lumbar vertebra. It has two 
curvatures: the firlr. is called the great curvature of the 
ftomach, and extends downwards from the one orifice to the 
other, having the omentum adhering to it : the fecond is the 
fmall curvature, which is alio between both orifices, but fu- 
periorly and pofteriorly. The ftomach, like the intcftiiial 
canal, is compofed of three coats or membranes : I. the out- 
er moft, which is very firm and from the peritoneum : a. the 
mufcular, which is very thick, and compofed of various muf- 
cular fibres: and, 3. the innermofl or villous coat, which is 
covered with exhaling and inhaling veffels, and mucus. 
Thefe coats are connected together by cellular membrane.

The ghnds of the ftomach which feparate the mucus, are 
fituated between the villous and mufcular coat, in the cellu- 
L:r ttrudure. The arteries of the ftomach come chiefly from 
the cceliac artery, and are diftinguifhed into the coronary, 
gaitro-epiploic, and fhort arteries ; they are accompanied by 
veins which have fimilar names, and which terminate in the 
vi_::a portx. 1 he nerves of the ftomach are very numerous, 
and come from the eighth pajr and intercoftal nerves. The 
lymphatic veffels are diftnbuted throughout its whole fub- 
itance, and proceed immediately to the thoracic dud. The 
ufe of the ftomach is to excite hunger and partly thirft, to 
receive the food from the cefophagus, and to retain it, till by 
the motion of the ftomach, the admixture of various fluids, 
and many other changes, it is rendered fit to pafs the right 
orifice of the ftomach, and afford chyle to the inteftines. 

STRABISMUS. "Srpti&Krfws ■> from rrpaSify, to fquint. 
Squinting. An affection of the eye, by which the pcrfon 
fees objects in an oblique manner, from the axis of vifion be- 
ing diftorted. Cullerrarranges this dileafe in the clafs locales 
and order dyfc'in?Jta. 

STRAMONIUM. Common thorn-apple. Datura 
Jiramonium of Linnaeus. This plant has been long known as 
a powerful narcotic poifon. In its recent ftate it has a bit- 
terifli tafte, and a fmell fomewhat refembling that of pop- 
pies, efpecially if the leaves be rubbed between the fingers. 
Inftances of the deleterious effects of the plant are numerous, 
more particularly of the feed. An extrad prepared from 
the feeds is recommended by Earon Stoerck in maniacal, 
epileptic, and convulfive affections. Externally the leaves of 
ftramonium have been applied to inflammatory tumours and 
burns, and it is faid with fuccefs. 

STRANGURY. Irxfyvpia -, from rp?y%, a drop, and 
cvpov, urine. A difficulty of making water, attended With 
pain and dripping. 

STRUMA. This term is ajplied by fome authors to 
fcrophula, and by others to an induration of the thyroid 
gland, which is endemial to the Tyrolefe and Swifs. 

STUPOR. Numbnefs. From Jlupeo, to be fenfelefs. 

STYLIf ORM. Shaped like a bodkin or ftyle ; from 
JIjlus, a bodkin, and forma, a likeneO. 

STYLO. 
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STYLO. Nhttip? compounded of th's woi 
mufcles which are attached to the ftyloid procefs of the tem- 
poral bone ; as, 

STYLO-GLOSSUS. A mufcle, fituated between the 
lower jaw and os hyoides laterally, which draws the tongue 
aflde and backwards. 

STYLO-HYOIDEUS. A mufcle, fituated between the 
lower jaw and os hyoides laterally, which pulls the os 
hyoides to one fide and a little upwards 

SI YLO-MASTOID FORAMEN. A hole between 
the ftyloid and maftoid procefs, through which the portio 
dura of the auditory nerve paffes to the temples. 

STYLO-PHARYNGEUS. A mufcle fituated between 
the lower jaw and os hyoides laterally, which dilates and 
raifes the pharynx and thyroid cartilage upwards. 

STYPTICS. Sru.rrwof, a n? , to adftringe. A term 
given to thofe fubftances which poflefs the power of flop- 
ping haemorrhages, fuch as turpentine, alum, &c. 

S rYRAX. Officinal ftorax. Styrax officinale of Lin- 
mcus. There are two kinds of ftorax to be found in the 
fhops ; the one is nfually in irregular compact maffes, free 
from impurities, of a reddifh brown appearance, and inter- 
fperfed with whitifh tears, fomewhat Jike gum ammoniac or 
benzoin : it is extremely fragrant, and upon the application 
of heat readily melts. This has been called fiorax in lump, 
red (lor ax, and in feparate tears, ftorax in tears. The Other 
kind, which is called the common Jiorix, is in large maffes, 
very light, and bears no external refemblancc whatever to 
the former ftorax, as it feems almoft wholly compofed of 
dirty faw-duft, caked together by refinous matter. Storax 
was formerly ufed in catarrhal complaints, coughs, afthmas, 
obftructions, &c. In the prefent practice it is almoft totally 
difregarded, notwithstanding it is an efficacious remedy in 
nervous difeafes. 

SUBCLAVIAN ARTERY. From fub, under, and da- 
•oits a key, becaufe the clavicles were fuppofed to refembie 
the key of the ancients. I lie right fubclavian arifes from 
the arteria innominata, and proceeds under the clavicle to 
the axilla. The left fubclavian arifes from the arch of the 

aorta, 
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aorta, and a r cends under the left clavicle to the axilla. The 
fubckivians in their courfe give off the internal mammary, 
the cervical, the vertebral, and the fuperior intercoftal ar- 
U lies. 

SUBCLAVIUS. A mufcle, fituated on the anterior 
part of the thorax, which pulls the clavicle downwards and 
forwards. 

SUBCUTANEOUS GLANDS. Thefe are febaceous 
glands, lyings under the {kin, which they perforate by their 
excretory duds. 

SUBLIMATION. From fubttmo, to raife or fublime. 
This chemical procefs differs from evaporation only in being 
confined to folid fubftances. It is ufually performed either 
for the prrpofe of purifying certain fubftances, and difen- 
gaging them from extraneous matters ; or eife to reduce 
into vapour, and combine under that form, principles which 
would have united with greater difficulty if they had not 
been brought to that ftate of extreme divifjon.

SULCUS. A groove or furrow ; generally applied to 
the bones. 

SULPHATES [Sulphas, tis,f. m.) Salts formed by the 
combination of the fulphuric acid with different bales ; as, 
fulphat of alumine,fulphat of iron, &C 

. SULKKT I ls^ (Sulpbis, tis, f. m.) Salts formed by the 
combination of the fulphureous acid with different bales ; 
as, numinous fulphite, ammoniacal fulphite, &C. 

SULPHUR. Brimftone. A combuftible, dry, very 
brittle body, of a lemon yellow colour, which has no fmell 
unlefs heated, and whofe tafte is very weak, although fuf» 
fkiently perceptible. It becomes eledtric by fridtion : if a 
piece of conliderable Gze be expofed to a fudden, though gentle 
heat, as for example by holding it in the hand, it breaks to 
pieces with a crackling noife. Sulphur is found naturally in 
great quantities, fometimes pure, and fometimes in a ft ate of 
combination. It is a medicine in frequent ufe ; and the only 
fpecific againft the itch : its preparations, as the flowers of 
fulphur, the vitriolic acid, &c. are in high eiiimation in dif- 
ferent difeafes. 

SULPHURE3 or SULPHURETS. Combinations of 
fulphur with different alkaline, earthy, and metallic bafes.

SUPRA-SPINATUS. A mufcle of the humerus, fitu- 
ated behind the fcapula, which raifes the arm upwards, and 
at the fame time pulls the capfular ligament from between 
the bones, that it may not be pinched. 

SUTURE. From fuo, to join together. In furgery this 
term fignifies the uniting the lips of a wound by fewing. A 
number of different kinds of futures have been recommended 
by writers on furgery, but all of them are now reduced to 
two : namely, the twifted, and the interrupted. The tivift' 
ed future is made in the following manner : having brought 
the divided parts nearly into contact, a pin is to be intro- 
duced from the outfide inwards, and carried out through the 
oppofite fide to the fame diftance from the edge that it enter- 
ed at on the former fide ; a firm wax ligature is then to be 
palled around it, making the figure of 8, by which the 
wounded parts are drawn gently into contact. The num- 
ber of pins is to be determined by the extent of the wound : 
half an inch, or at moft three quarters, is the proper diftance 
between two pins. The interrupted future is praftifed where 
a number of flitches is required, and the interruption is only 
the diftance between the flitches. In anatomy the word 
future is applied to the union of bones by means of dentiform 
margins, as in the bones of the cranium. See Coronal Lamb- 
doidal, and Sagittal futures.

When an affeclion takes place in any part remote 
from another which is difeafed, and depends upon it, the af- 
ficlion is faid to arife from fympathy or confent of parts, 
through the medium of the nerves ; thus, locked jaw from a 
difeafe of the toe, laborious refpiration from inflammation of 
the pleura, &c.

SYNOCHA. Synochus. Inflammatory fever. Iwo^pc, 
continued ; from ovn^a, to connect or hold together. A 
fpecies of continued fever ; characterized by increafed heat ; 
pulfe frequent, ftrong, hard ; urine high-coloured ; fenfes 
not much impaired. 

SYNOVIA. A term of no radical meaning, coined by 
Phari'celfus. An unctuous fluid fecreted from certain glands 
in the joint in which it is contained. Its ufe is to lubricate 
the cartilaginous furfaces of the articulatory bones, and to 
ticilirate their motions.

SYPHILIS. Lues -venerea. From Syphilis, the name 
of a fhqjherd, who fed the flocks of king AUithous, who, 
proud of their number and beauty, infulttd the Sun ; as a 
puuiihmtnt for which, fable relates, that this difeafe was 
fent on earth. A genus of difeafe in the clafs cachexia and

TALUS. A fynonim of Aftragalus. See AJlrrgalus. 

TAMARINDUS. From tomor or tamarindi, which is in 
the Arabian language a fynonim of the dactylus or date. 
T he tamarind. The tree which affords this fruit is the 
Tamarindtis indica of Linnmis. The tamarind is employed 
as a laxative, and for abating thirll or heat in various in- 
flammatory complaints, and for correcting putrid dilorders, 
efpecially thofe of a bilious kind, in which the catliaitic, 
antileptic, and refrigerant qualities of the fruit have been 
found equally ufeful. The pulp of tamarinds is an ingredi- 
ent in the elecluarium e cnjpa, and e'.ctluurium cf./ina. 

TAN ACE FUM. Tanfy. Tanacctum -ju'garc of Lin- 
naeus. Tiie leaves and flowers of tarily have a firong, not 
very difagreeable imell, and a bitter, fomewhat aromatic 
tafte. The virtues of tardy are tonic, Itomachic, anthelmin- 
tic, emmenagogue, and refolvent. It has been much uled 
as a vermifuge, and teftiinonies of its efficacy are given by 
many rtlpeciabie phyiicians. 

'FAR AX 5CUV[. From --,.--—,, to alter or change ; 
becaufe it alters the irate of the blood. 'J he dandelion. 
Leontcloit taraxacum of Linnaeus. The young leaves of this 
plant in a blanched date have the tafie of endive, and make 
an excellent addition to thofe plants eaten early in th^fpring 
as falads ; and Murray informs us that, at Goettingeil, ih« 
roots are roafted and fubftituted far coffee by the poorer in- 
habitant*, 
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habitants, who find that an infufion prepared in this way 
can hardly he diflinguifhed from that of die coffee-berry. 
The expreffed juice of dandelion is bitter and fomewhat 
acrid ; that of the root is more bitter and poffeiTes more 
medicinal power than any other part of the plant. It has 
been long in repute as a detergent and aperient, and its 
diuretic effects may be inferred from the vulgar name it 
bears in molt of the European languages, qujfi U£li miifg<z 
et urinaria herbi dicitur ; and there are various proofs of its 
efficacy in jaundice, dropfy, confumption, and fome cutane- 
ous diforders. 

TARSUS. Tstpo-o?- The tarfus is fituated between the 
leg and metatarfus. It is compofed of feven bones, placed 
in a double row : in the ftrft row are the aftragulus and cal- 
caneus ; in the fecond row the os naviculare, os cubifoime, 
and three cuneiform bones, which are placed clofe to each 
other. The tarfus forms the bafis of the foot, and ferves for 
its motion. 

TAR! RITES (Tartris, ti,,f. m.J Salts formed by the 
combination of the tartareous acid with various bafes, as 
I i/atu tjrtrite of pot-aJb> commonly called creator tar- 
tar, &e. 

TASTE. The fenfation by which we perceive the tafte 
of fapid bodies. The organ of tafte is the nervous papilla, 
which are ikuated at the apex and fides of the tongue. 

TEARS. Lacbrvms. The limpid fluid fecreted by the 
lachrymal glands, and flowing on the lurface of the eye. 

TEETH. Dentes- The teeth are fmall bones fixed in 
the if.Weoli of the upper and under jaw. In the adult they 
arc thirty-two in number, fixtccn in the upper and fixtcen 
hi the lower jaw, and are diflinguifhed by anatomifts into 
the iucifr<fti,cufpiJati, and molar es. 1 he incilors, lo called 
from their cutting the food, are fituated in the front of the 
mouth, four in each jaw : the cuipidati, fo termed from 
their fhapc, and known alfo by the name of canine teeth, 
are four in number, Ikuated one on each fide of the incii'ors. 
The remaining teeth are called molarts or grinders, from 
their action of dividing the food, like mill-Hones : that 
which is fituated next to each cafpidatus is called by fome 
authors bieufris, becaufc it is two-pointed ; and the la ft 

grinder 
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grinder in each jaw dens fapientiie, becaufe it appears when 
the perfon is fuppofed to have arrived at years of wifdomi. 
Each tooth is divided into a crown, which appears in the 
mouth above the gum ; a neck or circle, between the crown 
and root, and embraced by the gum ; and a fang or root, 
which is the part hidden within the focket. In each tooth 
there is a foramen, which begins at the extremity of the 
fang, leading to a fmall cavity in the internal fubftance of the 
tooth, which conveys the nerve, artery, and vein of the 
tooth and the internal periofteum. Thtfubfance of each 
tooth is of two kinds; viz. bony and vitreous. The vitre- 
ous fubftance, or enamel, covers the crown of the tooth, and 
fupplies the place of an external periofteum. The teeth 
generally appear about the fixth or feventh month after 
birth, firft the ineifors, then the cafpidati, and laft of all the 
molares. This firft dentition diftinguifhes them into prima- 
ry, Jkedding, temporary, or milk teeth About the feventh 
year they gradually become loofc, fall out, and are fucceecied 
by larger ones, which are caUcdfecondary or perennial, becaufe 
they ufually remain the reft of one's life. '1 he ufe of the 
teeth is for maftication, and the pronunciation of dental 
fyllables. 

TEETHING. Dentition. The eruption of the teeth 
through the gums. See Teeth. 

. TELA. A web of cloth. The cellular membrane is 
fo called from its likenefs to a fine web. 

TEMPLES. Tempora. The lateral and flat part', of the 
head above the ears. 

TEMPORAL ARTERY. A branch of the external 
carotid, which runs on the temples and gives off the frontal 
artery. 

TEMPORAL BONES. Two bones of an irregular 
figure, fituated at the fides and inferior part of the cranium. 
Each bone is divided into, 1. a, petrous portion, which is very 
hard and furrounds the organ of hearing: 2. afquammofe 
portion, which is thin and flat, and lies in part on the parie- 
tal bone, like the fcale of a fifh : and, 3. a mamillary por- 
tion, which is fhaped like a nipple. Befides thele portions 
there is alfo a zygomatic and ftyloid apophyfis, an articular 
cavit7, the meatus auditorius externus and internus, a fty'o- 

maftoid 
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foaftoift foramen, the canal f ;r the paffage of the carotid ar- 
tery, and the internal orifice.of the aqueduct of Fallopius. 
The ufe of the temporal bo.es is to contain the middle lobes 
of the brain, part of the cerebellum, and to form internally 
part of the organ af hearing. 

TEMPORXUS, A utmfcle, frtuated on the temple, 
which pulls the lower jaw upwards, and preffes it againlt 
the upper, at the fume time drawing it a little backwards. 

TENDON. From Undo, to flretch. The white and 
gliftening extremity of a mufde. tee Mufcle. 

TENESMUS. Trivro-jWr? ; from rim; to conftringe ; fo 
called from the perception of a continual conftriction or 
bound ftate of the part. A continual inclination to go to 
ftooL 

TENSOR. PILSTI/a* CIRCUMFLEXUS. See Cir- 

tumllexus. 

TENSOR TYMPSNI. A mufcle of the ear, which 
pulls the malleus and the membrane of the tympanum to- 
wards the petrous portion of the temporal bone, by which 
the membrana tympani is made more concave and tenfe. 

TENSOR VAGIN.1E FEM >R1S. A mufcle, fituated 
on the outfide of the thigh, which ftretches the membranous 
•fafcia of the thigh, aiufts in the abduction of the thigh, and 
ibmewhat in its rotation inwards. 

TEREBINTHINA CIIL\. Chian or Cyprus turpen- 
tine. See Cbio turpentine. 

TEREBINTHINA VENETA. Venice turpentine ; fo 
called became we are fupplied with it from the Venetians. 
Tins fpecies of turpentine ilTues fpontaneoufly through the 
lark of the Pmus tarix of Linnaeus. It is ul'ually thinner 
than any of the other forts ; of a clear whiti.li or pale yel- 
iowtfh colour ; a hot, pungent, bitcerifh, difagreeable taite ; 
r.nd a ftrone fmell, without any thing of the aromatic fiftr

TEREBINTHINA VULGARIS. Common turpen- 
tine. This fpecies of turpentine flows very freely from fae 
J>inus p'iua of Linnaus.

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TERES MAJOR. Teres, round, fmooth. A round 
mufcle, fituated along the inferior cofta of the fcapula, 
which roil* the humerus inwards, and draws it backwards 
and downwards. 

TERES MINOR. A round mufcle, fituated on the 
hinder part of the fcapula, which rolls the humerus out- 
wards, draws it backwards, and prevents the bgament! 
from being pinched between the bones. 

TERMINTHUS. From «f wvioc, the turpentine tree. 
Black and ardent puftuies moftly attacking the legs of fe- 
males, fo calied from its rtfemblance to the fruit of the tur- 
pentine tree. 

TERRA JAPONICA. See Catechu. 

TERTIAN AGUE. See Febris intermittent. 

TESTICLES. Tejter. Teficuli. Two fmall oval bodies 
fituated within the fcrotum, and covered by a ftrong, white, 
and denfe coat, called tunica albuginea teftis. Each tefticle 
is compofed of fmall veffels, bent in a ferpentine direction, 
arifing from the fpermatic artery, and convoluted into little 
heaps, which are feparated from one another by cellular 
partitions. In each partition there is a duct receiving femea 
from the fmall veffels ; and all the ducts conftitute a net 
which is attached to the tunica albuginea. From this net- 
work twenty or more veffels arife, all of which arc varioufly 
contorted, and, being reflected, afcend to the pofterior mar- 
gin of the teftis, where they unite into one common duct, 
bent into ferpentine windings, and forming a hard body call- 
ed the epididymis. The fpermatic arteries are branches of 
the aorta. The fpermatic veins empty themfelves into the 
vena cava and emulgent vein. The nerves of the tefticle 
are branches of the lumbar and great intercoftal nerve. 
The ufe of the tefticle is to fecrete the femen. 

TKTANQS. From rriva, to ftretch. Spafm with 
rigidity. A genus of dil'eafe in the lafs neurofes and order 
fpafmi of Cullcn ; characterized by a fpafmodic rigidity of 
almoft the whole body. The varieties of tetanus are : 
1.' Opijtbotor.os % where the body is thrown back by fpafmodic 
contractions of the mufcles : 2. Emprothot-.nos, the body be- 
ing bent forwards : 3. Trifmus, the locked jaw. Tetanu* 
is often fymptomatic of fyphills and worms.

THORACIC DUCT. The trunk of all the abforbents ; 
of a ferpentine form, and about the diameter of a crow-quill. 
It lies upon the don'al vertebrae, between the aorta and vena 
azygos, and extends from the polterior opening of the dia- 
phragm to the angle formed by the union of the fubclavian 
and jugular veins, into which it opens and evacuates its con- 
tents. In this courfe the thoracic duel receives the abforbent 
veffels from every part of the body. 

THORAX. e. T a£. The theft. That part of the body 
fituated between the neck and the abdomen. 1 he external 
parts of the thorax are, the common integuments, the breafts 
various mufcles, and the bones of the thorax. (Sec Bones.) 
'.'he parts wit'iin the cavity of the thorax are, the plei.'-a 
and its productions, the lungs, heart, thymus giaml, oefo- 
phagus. thoracic duct, arch of the aorta, part of the vena 
cava, vena azygos, the eighth pair of nerves, and part of the 
great intercoftal nerve. 

THROMBUS deougos ; from $*o, to difturb. A fmall 
tumour which fometimes arifes after bleeding, from the 
blood efcaping from the vein into the cellular ftrufture fur- 
rounding it. 

THUS. Frankincenfc. Sec Qlibanum. 

THYMUS. Thyme. Aro ™ SrupM, becaufe it was ufed 
in faintings ; or according to others, «n r»c Sruueta-txt x.ai 
t»c S"-"ir. becaufe the ancients ufed it in facrifices. This 
herb, the Tbymiu vulgaris of Linnjeus, has an agreeable aro- 
matic 
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m:itic fmell, and a warm pungent tafre. Its virtues arc 
faid to be re/olvent, emmenagogue, tonic, and ftora 
yet there is no dii'cafe mentioned in which its ui'e is particu- 
larly recommended by any writer on the materia medica. 

THYMUS GLAND. 0^o f ; from $vu+, an odour ; 
becaufe of its fragrant fmell. A gland of conGderable 'I'.c 
in the foetus, fituated in the anterior duplicatnre or fpace of 
the mediaikinum, under the fuperior part of the fttrnim. 
An excretory dudt has not yet been detected, but tytrrphatic 
veffels have been feen going from it to the thoracic auei. 
Its life is unknown. 

THYREO. Names compounded with this word belong 
to muftles which are attached to the thyroid cartilage ; a.^ 

THYREO-ARYTENOTDhUS A rrrnfcle, Gloated 

about the glofTus, which pulls the arytenoid cartilage for- 
wards nearer to the middle of the thyroid, and coniecruently 
fhortens and relaxes the ligament of the larynx. 

THYREO-HYOIDEU >. A mufcle, fituated between 
the os hyoideus and trunk, which puds the os hjo;J^u* 
downwards, and the thyroid cartilage upwards. 

THYROID CARTILAGE. Scutiform cartilage. The 
cartilage which is piaccd perpendicular to the cricoid car- 
tilages of the larynx, constituting the anterior, fuperior, and 
largeft part of the larynx. It is harder and more promi- 
nent in men than in women, in whom it forms the j,ui»tim 
Adam 1 .

It is uncertain w h 
it be conglobate or conglomerate. Its excretory d-.. 
never been detected, and its life is not yet luiowu. 

TT BT 'X . The long bore fituated on the fide of dx 
between the femur and tari'us, fo called from itsrefeniblanr •_- 
to an old mufical pipe or flute. The fiiperior part is term- 
ed the head, below which, anteriorly, iithe fpine an.! 
of the tibia; inferiorly it forms the n.a'leolu* encrnus. 
Superiorly and inferior!)' it forms an articular cavity. i f.e 
ufe of this bone is to fupport ths leg, and lcrve for tjis 
flexion of the lower extremity. 

TIBIAL 
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TIBIAL ARTERIES. The two principal branches of 
the popliteal artery : the one proceeds forwards, and is call- 
ed the anterior tibial ; the other backwards, and is called 
the pofterior tibial ; ©f which the external tibial, the fibula, 
the external and internal plantar, and the plantal arch, are 
branches. 

TIBIALIS ANTTCUS. A flexor mufcle of the foot, 
fituated on the leg, which bends the foot by drawing it up- 
wards, and at the fame time turns the toes inwards. 

TIBIALIS POSTICUS. A flexor mufcle of the foot, 
fituated on the leg, which extends the foot, and turns the 
toes inwards. 

TIN. Stannum. An imperfect metal of a whiter colour 
than lead, but not quite fo white as filver, obtained in great 
quantities from the mines in Cornwall. It is a metal well 
known for culinary purpofes ; and, although in general 
ufe, it is affirmed, that ragouts in which tin fpoons have 
been left, as well as fugar contained in a vcfTcl of this metal, 
have poifoned many perfons : but this mud have arifen 
from the tin containing a larger proportion of arfenic than 
ufual, or from its admixture with lead, as the tin employed 
in this country is, of all metals, the mofl innocent for culina- 
ry purpofes. Tin filings are exhibited by many phyficiuns 
for the cure of worms. 

TINCiE OS. The mouth of the uterus is fo called 
by fonie writers, from its refemblance to a tench's mouih. 

TINEA CAPITIS. The fcald-head. A genus of 
difeafe in the clafs locales and order dialyfes of Cullen ; cha- 
racterized by fmall ulcers at the root of the hairs of the 
head, which produce a friable white cruft. 

TOLU BALSAM. See Balfam of Tolu. 

TONICS. Medicines which increafe the tone of the 
mufcular fibre ; fuch as ftimulants, adilringents, &c. 

TONIC SPASM. Tovixo,- ; from tum-j, to pull or draw. 
Contrafiura a ffafmo. A rigid contraction of the mufcles, 
without relaxation, as in trifmus, cetanus, &c. 

TONSILS. Tonfilla. Amygdala. An oblong, fuboval 

gland, fituated on each fide of the fauces, and opening into

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the cavity of the mouth by twelve or more large excretory 
dudis. 

TORCHLAR HRROPHTLT. The prefs of Hero- 
philus. That place where the four finufes of the dura ma- 
ter meet together. 

TORMENTILLA. Common tormentil, or upright 
feptfoil. Tormentilld creBa of IJnnjeus. The root is the 
on!)- part of the plant which is ufed medicinally : it has a 
ftrong ftyptic tafte, but imparts no peculiar fapid flavour : 
it has been long held in eftimation as a powerful adftrin- 
gent ; and, as a proof of ics efficacy in this way, it has been 
fubflituted for oak bark in the tanning of flcins for leather. 
Tormentil is ordered in the pufois e creta compofitus of the 
London Pharmacopoeia. 

TORMINA. Gripes. Pains in the bowels. 

TORPOR. A numbnefs, or deficient fenfation. 

TOUCH. The fenfation by which we perceive any 
thing that is applied to the flcin. The organ of touch is 
formed of the nervous papillae, which are fituated all over 
the fkin, but more efpecially at the points of the fingers. 

TOXICOLOGY. To^iyoxnyoc ; from to^ov, an arrow 
or bow ; becaufe the darts of the ancients were ufually be- 
lmeared with fome poifonous fubftance ; and koyoi, a dif- 
courfe. A differtation on poifons. 

TRACHEA. Tsxx. Ha - The windpipe, fo called from 
its roughnefs ; from rp^X 11 ^ rough. A tube compoted 01 
cartilaginous and fleftiy rings, which proceed from the 
larynx, before the cefophagus, to the lungs, where it bifur- 
cates, and ramifies through the lungs under the name of 
bronchia, which terminate in the ve/icul* pulmonale:. The 
cartilaginous rings of the trachea and bronchia are not com- 
pletely cartilaginous, being flefhy on their back part. The 
internal furface of thefe tubes is lined by a nervous mem- 
brane continued from the larynx. 

TkACHELO Names compounded of this word be- 
long to mufcles which are attached to the neck ; from 
Tf>ee^yj\o<, the neck ; as the

TRICHOMA. fpax"ua ; from rpcvvc rough. An 
afperity in the internal fuperficies of the eye-lid. 

From rpayo:, a goat, End sowrvShx , 
a thorn ; fo called from its thorns refembling the horns of the 
goat. Goat's-thorn. Milk-vetch. Afiragalui tragacantba 
of Linnaeus. Gum tragacanth (which is forced from this 
plant by the intenfity of the folar rays about Mount Ida, 
where it is concreted into irregular lumps or vermicular 
pieces, bent into a variety of lhapes and larger or fmaller 
proportions according to the fize of the wound from which it 
iffues) differs from all other known gums in imparting to a 
very large quantity of water a thick and glutinous conflu- 
ence. I he demulcent qualities of this gum are to be con- 
fidcred as funilar to thofe of gum arabic. (See Arabic 
gum.) It is feldom given alone, but frequently in combina- 
tion with more powerful medicines, efpecially in the form of 
troches, for which it is peculiarly well adapted : it gives name 
to an officinal powder, and is an ingredient in the compound 
powder of cerufs. 

TRAGTi U^. A proper mufcle of the ear, which pulls 
the point of the tragus a little forward. 

TRAGUS. A fmall cartilaginous eminence of the auri- 
cula or external ear, placed anteriorly, and connected to the 
anterior extremity of the helix. It is befet with numerous 
little hairs, defending in fome mtafure the entrance of the 
external auditory paffage. 

TRANSPIRATION. From trtws, through, and ffiro, 
to breathe. A fynonim of Perflation. See PerftUaiion. 

TRANSVRRS*L1S. A mufcle, fituated on the an- 
terior part of the abdomen, which fupports and compreffes 
the abdominal vilcera. 

TRANSVERSSLIS 
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TRANSVERSILIS COLLI. A mufcle, fituated on the 
pofterior part of the neck, which turns the neck obliquely 
backwards, and a little to one fide. 

T R A N S V E RS A LI S PED IS- A mufcle of the foot, 
which it contracts by bringing the great toe and the two 
outermoft toes nearer each other. 

TRANSVERSUS PERENjEI. A mufcle of the organs 
of generation, which fuftains and keeps the perineum in its 
proper place. 

I RAPEZIUM OS. The firft bone of the fecond row 
of the carpus. 

TRAPEZIUS feu CUCULLaRIS. A mufcle, fitu- 
ated on the pofterior part of the fhoulders, which moves 
the fcapula according to the three different directions of its 
fibres ; the upper defcending fibres, drawing it obliquely up- 
wards ; the middle tranfverie ftraight fibres, drawing it di- 
rectly backwards ; and the inferior afcending fibres, draw- 
ing it obliquely downwards and backwards. 

TRAPEZOIDS:. OS. The fecond bone of the fec- 
ond row of the carpus, fo called from its refemblance to the 
trapezium or quadrilateral geometrical figure. 

TRAUMATIC. From TFXVf/jxTi*.oL ; from Tfau/Lcci, a 

wound. Any thing relating to a wound. 

TREPAN. An inftrument ufed by furgeons to remove 
a portion of bone from the calvaria. 

TRIANGULA Kl3, or S [ LKNO-COSTaLIS. A 
mufcle, fituated within the thorax, which depreffes the car- 
tilages and extremities of the fluid, fourth, and fifth ribs, 
and confequently affifts in contracting the cavity of the 
thorax. 

IRICEP3 ADDUCTOR FEVTORIS. Triceps, 
from tics, three, and caput, a head ; having three heads. 
Under this appellation are comprehended three diitinct 
mufcies. See Aiiuelifr irevis, longus, and magnus j'cmorii. 

TRICEPS EXTENSOR CUBITI. A mufcle of the 
cubit or fore-arm, fituated on the hinder part of die os hu- 
meri, which extends the lore-arm. 

TRICHIASIS. 
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TRICHIASIS. Tpi^wo-if •. from rpf?, a hair. Trhbo- 
fs. A difeafe of the eye-lafnes, in which they are turned 
inwards, towards the bulb of the eye. 

TRICHOMA. A difeafe of the hair. See Plica po- 
lonica. 

TR1CHOMANES. Common maiden-hair, or fpleen- 
wort. Afplcnhtn tricbomanes of Linnaeus. This plant is ad- 
mitted into the Edinburgh Pharmacopoeia : the leaves have 
a mucilaginous, fweetifh, fubadftringent tafte, without any 
particular flavour : they are efteemed ufeful in diforders of 
the breaft, being fuppofed to promote the expectoration of 
tough phlegm, and to open obftru&ions of the vifcera. 
TRICHURIS. From r P ,t, a hair. The long hair-worm. 
TRICUSPID VALVES. Valval* tricufpidts. The 
name of the three valves fituated at the entrance of the left 
ventricle of the heart; fo called from their being three-pointed. 
TKJFOLIUM PAI.UDOSUVT. Water-trefoil, or 
buck-bean. Menyapthei trifoliata of Linnxus. The whole 
plant is fo extremely bitter, that in fome countries it is ufed 
as a fubflitute for hops, in the preparation of malt liquor. It 
is fometimes employed in country places as an active ecco- 
protic bitter in hydropic and rheumatic affections. Cales 
are related of its good effects in fome cutaneous difeafes of 
the herpetic, and feemingly cancerous kind. 

TRlGfiMliM. The fifth pair of nerves, which arife 
from the crura of the cerebellum, and are divided within the 
cavity of the cranium into three branches, viz. the orbital, fu- 
ptr'nr, and inferior maxillary. The orbital branch is divided 
into the frontal, lachrymal, and nafal nerves; the fuperior 
maxillary into the fphxno-palatine, pofterior alveolar, and in- 
fra-orbital nerves ; and the inferior maxillary into two 
branches the internal lingual, and one more properly called 
the inferior maxillary. 

TR I QUE 1 R \ OSSICC LA. OJpcula Wormiana. The 
triangular-fhapcd bones, which are found nioflly in the courfe 
of the lambdoidal future. 
TRISMUS. Locked jaw. A fpecies of tetanus. 
TROCAR. Corrupted from trois quart, French. The 
name of an inltrument ufed in tapping for the dropfy. 

Z 2 TROCHANTERS. 
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TROCHANTERS. Two proceffes of the thighbone, 
Which are diiiinguiflied into the greater and leffer, are fo call- 
ed, from tc-vu, to run, becaufe the mufcles inferted into 
them perform the office of running. 

TROCHLEA. Tjse^jrXia, a pulley. A kind of cartilagi- 
nous pulley, through which the tendon of one of the mufcles 
of the eye paffes. 

TROCHT.R^RTS. A mufcle of the eye. See (Miqn- 
us fuperior feu tricblearis. 

I ROCHOTDES. From rpoyoc, a wheel, and ttSoe, re- 
femblance. A fpecies of diarthrofis, or moveable connexion 
of bones, in which one bone rotates upon another ; as the 
firfl cervical vertebrx upon the odontoid procefs of the fecond. 

TROCHLEATORES /« PATHETICL The 

fourth pair of nerves are fo called, becaufe they are infertud 
into the niufculus trochiearis of the eye. 

TUBA EUSTA '.HlXMA. The Eufcachian tube. 
The auditory tube. This tube arifes in each ear from the 
anterior extremity of the tympanum by means of a bony fe:rJ- 
cuial ; runs forwards and inwards, at the fame time becom- 
ing gradually fmaller ; and after perforating the petrous por- 
tion of the temporal bone, terminates in a paffage, partly car- 
tilaginous and partly membranous ; narrow at the beginning, 
but becoming gradually larger, and ending in a pouch behind 
the foft palate. It is through this orifice that the pituitary 
membrane of the nofe enters the tympanum. It is always 
open, and aff.-rds a free paffage for the air into the tympa- 
num ; hence peribns hear better with their mouth opm. 

TUBA HAELOflXNA. The uterine tube. A canal 
included in two laminx of the round ligament which ariies 
at each fide of the fundus of the uterus, paffes tranfverfcly, 
and ends wirh its extremity turned downwards at the ovari- 
um, its ufe is, to grafp the ovum, and convey the prolific 
vapour to it, and to conduit the fertilized ovum into the cav- 
ity o[ the uterus. 

TUBERCOLA QUADRIGEMTNA. Eminent!* 
quadrigemina:. Four white oval tubercles of the brain, two 
of which are fituatcd on each fide over the poffcrior orifice 

of 
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ol the third ventricle and the aqueduct of Sylvius. The an- 
cients gave them particular names of no good fignification. 

TUBFRCf I.UM i C WERI. An eminence in the 
right auricle of the heart where the two vena cavse meet, lo 
called from Lower, who firft defcribed it. 

TUMOR FS. From tumeo, to fwelL Tumours. An 
order in the c!afs/o.a/« of Cullen's nofology, comprehending 
partial fwellings without inflammation. 

TUNIC. Atutndo corpore, becaufe it defends -the body. 

TUNICA- A membrane or covering. 

TUNICA ALBUG1NEA OCULL See Conj un aive 

membrane. 

TUNICA ALBUC1NEA TESTIS. See Albuginea 

teftis. 

TUNICA A R. A CHNOI DE A; See Aracbno d mem- 

brr.ne. 

'TUNICA CHQROI DEA. See Choroid membrane. 
TUNICA CONJUNCTIVA. See Conjunaive mem- 

brine. 

TUNICA CORNEA. See Cornea tranff areas. 

TUNTCA RETTNA- See Retina. 

TUNICA VAGNIaITS TESTIS. A continuation 
of the peritoneum through -the inguinal ring, which loofely 
inverts the tefticle and lpermatic cord. 

TUNSTATS (Tunjlas, tU,f. m.) Salts formed by the 
combination of the tuhftic acid with different bafes, as tunfiat 
of ammonia, tunjlat of iron, &c. 

TURBINATED BONES. Of* iurbinata. The fupo 
rior fpongy portion of the ethmoid bone, and the inferior 
1'pongy bones, arc fo called by fome writers, from turbino, to 
Sharpen at the top, fhaped like a iugar-loaf. 

TURPENTINES. The different turpentines employed 
medicinally are, the Chian or Cyprus turpentine (fee Tere- 
bintbus vulgaris,) the common turpentine (fee Terebintbina 
communis. J and the Venice turpentine (fee Terebintbina ve~ 
netu.J All thefe have been confidcred as hot, flimulating 
corroborants and detergents ; qualities which they poffei's 

in

in common. They ftimulate the primae viz, and prove lax- 
ative ; when carried into the blood-veffels they excite the 
whole fyftem, and thus prove ferviceable in chronic rheuma- 
tifm and paralyfis. Turpentine readily paffes off by urine, 
which it imbues with 3 peculiar odour ; alfo by perfora- 
tion and by exhalation from the lungs : and to thefe refpecft- 
ive effects are afcribed the virtues it poffeffes in gravelly 
complaints, fcurvy, and pulmonic difordcrs. Turpentine is 
much ufed in gleets and fluor albus, and in general with 
much iuccefs. The effential oil, in which the virtues of 
turpentine refide, is not only preferred for external ufe as a 
rubefacient, but alfo internally as a diuretic and ftyptic ; the 
latter of which qualities it poffeffes in a very high degree. 
Formerly turpentine was much ufed as a digeftive application 
to ulcers, &c. but in thz modern practice of furgery it is al- 
moft wholly exploded. 

TUSSILaGO. Coltsfoot. Tujfih^o fnfara of Linnaeus. 
The fenfible qualities of this plant are very inconfiderable : it 
has a rough mucilaginous tafte, but no remarkable fmell. 
The leaves have always been eileemed as poffrfling demul- 
cent and peel oral virtues, and hence they have been ex- 
hibited in pulmonary comfumptions, coughs, afthmas, and 
catarrhal affections. It is ufed as tea, or given in the way 
of infufion with liquorice-root or honey. Tujjilago moft 
probably is derived from tujjis, a cough, becaufe it is in gen- 
eral ufe in that complaint. 

TUSSIS. A cough. A fonorous concuflion of thebreaft. 
It is fymptomatic of many difeafes. 

TUSSIS EX ANTHEMATICA. A cough attendant 
on an eruption. 

TYLOSIS TvXcxric -, from tv\$?, a callus. An indura- 
tion or callus of the margin of the eye-lids. 

TYMPANITES. Tympany. From rufitraciin, a drum. 
An elaflic diftention of the abdomen not readily yielding to 
preffure, and founding like a drum, with cpftivenefs and 
atrophy, but no fluctuation. Species : 1. Tympanites intcf- 
tinalis, a lodgment of wind in the inteftincs, known by the 
difcharge of wind giving relief . 2. Tympanitct abdtmiaalb, 
when the wind is in the cavity of the abdomen. 

TYMPANUM. 
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TYMPANUM. The drum or barrel of the ear. The 
hollow part of the ear in which are lodged the bones of the 
ear. It begins behind the membrane of the tympanum, 
which terminates the external auditory paffage, and is ftrr- 
rounded by the petrous portion of the temporal bone. It 
terminates at the cochlea of the labyrinth, and has opening 
into it four foramina, viz. the orifice of the Euftachian tube 
and maftoid finus, the feneftra ovalis and rotunda. It con- 
tains the four ofiicula auditus. 

TYPHUS. From rvipoe, ftupor. A fpecies of continued 
fever. See Febris continua. 

TYRIASIS. A fpecies of leprofy in which the fkin may 
be eafily withdrawn from the flefh.

ULCER. Ulcus. From exkoj, a fore. A purulent folu- 
tion of continuity. There are feveral fpecies of ulcers, 
of which the following are the principal- 1. the fimple ulcer, 
which takes place generally from a fuperfkial wound ; '. the 
ftnous ulcer, which runs under the integuments, and whofe 
orifice is narrow, but not callous : 3. the fjlulous ulcer, or 
fjlula, a deep ulcer, whofe orifice is narrow and callous : 4. a 
fungous ulcer, whofe furface is covered with fungous flefh : 
5. a gangrenous ulcer, whofe furface is livid, foetid, and gan- 
grenous : 6. a fi-orbutic ulcer, depending upon a fcorbutic 
acrimony : 7. a -venereal ulcer, arifing from the venereal 
difeafe : 8. a cancerous ulcer, or open cancer (fee Cancer] : 
9. a carious ulcer, depending upon a carious bone : \o. att 
inveterate ulcer, which is of long continuance, and refills the 
ordinary applications. 

ULMUS. Common elm. Ulmus catnpefris of Linnaeus. 
The inner tough bark, which is directed for ufe by the phar- 
macopoeias, has no remarkable fmell, but a bitterifh tafte, 
and abounds with a flimy juice, which has been recom- 
mended in nephritic cafes and externally as an ufeful appli- 
cation to burns. It is alfo highly recommended in fome 
cutaneous affections allied to herpes and lepra. 

ULNA 
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ULNA or CUBIT. From oX»m the cubit. A long 
bone, fituated in the infide of the fore-arm towards the lit- 
tle finger. At the upper extremity there are two } roceffes ; 
the olecranon or anconoid procefs, upon which we lean, and 
the coranoid procefs, which is oppofite to it. In the lower 
extremity there is a head, a neck, and ftyloid procefs. 

ULNAR ARTERY. A fynonim of the cubital artery. 

ULNAR NERVE. A branch of the brachial plexus. 

UMBILICAL CORD- See Funis umiiiiealu. 

UMBILTCAL REGION. That part of the 'abdomen 
tetween the epigaftric and hypogaftric regions. 

UNCIFORM BONE. The laft bone of the fecond row 
of the carpus 

UNGUES. The nails. The homy lambs at the ex- 
tremities of the fingers and toes. 

UNGUIS OS. Os hcbrymale. A fmall bone, in figure 
like the nail of the finger, fituated in the internal angle of 
the orbit, of which it forms a part ; it alfo covers part of 
the labyrinth of the noftrils. 

URACHUS. Oupa^oc A ligamentous cord that arifes 
from the bails of the urinary bladder, which it runs along, 
and terminates in the funis umbilicalis. This name is de- 
rived from m urine, and t^ to contain, becaufe in the 
foetufes of brute animals, which the ancients differed, it is 
a ligamentous canal through which the urine paffes to the 
»llantoid membrane. 

URETER. Oupmg. The canal which conveys the 
urine from the kidneys to the bladder ; from *po», urine. 
At its fuperior part it is confiderably the largeft, occupying 
the <*reateft portion of the pelvis of the kidney ; it then con- 
tradsto the fize of a goofe-quill, and defcends over the 
pfoas magnus mufcle and large crural veffels into the pelv.s, 
in which it perforates the urinary bladder very obliquely. 

URETHRA. o-jp»$rp«. ; from vpo*> urine > becaufe '' 1S 
the channel through which the urine paffes. A membra- 
nous canal running from the neck of the bladder through 
the inferior part of the penis to the extremity of the gtans 
penis, in which it opens by a longitudinal orifice, in 
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this courfe it firft paries through the proftate gland, which 
portion is diftinguilhed by the name of the pro/latical ure- 
thra ; it then becomes much dilated, and is known by the 
name of the bulbous fart, in which is fituated a cutaneous 
eminence called the caput gallinaginis or verumontanum 
around which are ten or twelve orifices of the excretory- 
duds of the proftate gland, and two of the fpermatic vefiels. 
The remaining part of the urethra contains a number of 
triangular mouths, which are the lacuna, of openings of the 
excretory duels of the mucous glands of the urethra. 

URINARY BLADDER. Vefua urinaria, A mufcu- 
. lar fac, fituated in the cavity of the pelvis ; in men between 
the pubes and redhim ; and in women between the pubes 
and uterus ; which receives the urine, retains it a certain 
time, andjthen expels it. Its external coat is from the peri- 
toneum ; internally it is covered with a mucous membrane. 
Anatoinifts have diltinguifhed this bladder into a fundus, 
body, and neck. It has arteries from the hypogaftric and 
hemorrhoidal ; nerves from the intercoltal and facral ; and 
its veins empty themfelves into the hypogaftric veins. 

URTTCA. Ab urendo, becaufe it excites an itching and 
puftules like thofe produced by fire. The common nettle. 
Urtka dioica of Linnxus. This plant is well known, and 
though generally defpifed as a noxious weed, has been long 
ufed for medical, culinary, and economical purpofes. The 
young fhoots in the fpring poffefs diuretic and antifcorbutic 
properties, and are with thefe intentions boiled and eaten in- 
stead of cabbage greens. 

URTICARIA. From urtka, a nettle. The nettle rafh. 
A fpecies of exanthematous fever, known by pyrexia and an 
eruption on the fkin like that produced by the fting of the 
nettle. 

UTERUS. Ta-Tsoa. Mntrix. The womb. A fpongy 
receptacle refembling a compreffed pear, fituated in the cav- 
ity of the pelvis, above the vagina, and between the urinary 
bladder and rectum. It is divided by anatomifts into the 
fundus, which is its broadeft and upper part, the body or 
middle part, the cervix or neck, which is the lower and nar- 
row part, and the orifice of the uterus, called os uteri and 0* 
tinea, fituated within the vagina. The cavity o£ the, virgin 

litem 
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uterus is fmal!, fcarcely admitting an almond, and has three 
openings : one on each fide, which is termed the internal 
orifice of the Fallopian tube, and the third opening, which 
is the os uteri r I here proceed from each fide of this vifcus, 
I . a broad ligament, formed by a duplicature of the perito- 
neum, which proceeds to the ilium, and fuftains the uterus, 
the tubes, and ovaria : 2. a round ligament, which goes

UVA PASSA The raifin The dried fruit of the 
Vitii vinifera of Linnau:s Raifins are prepared by im- 
inerfmg the frefh fruit into a folution of alkaline fait and 
fope lye, made boiling hot, to which is added fome olive-oil, 
and a fmall quantity of common fait, and afterwards drying 
them in the ihade They are ufed as agreeable, lubricating, 
acefcent fweets in pectoral decoctions, and for obtunding 
the acrimony of other medicines, and rendering them grate- 
ful to the palate and ftomach They are direcled in the 
dccotlum hordei cmp. tiniiura fenna, and tiniluia cardamomi 
comp . 

UVA URSI. Trailing arbutus, or bear-berry Arbu- 
tus u-ua urji of Linnaeus. This plant, though employed by 
the ancients in fevcral difeafes requiring adftringent medi- 
cines, had almoft entirely fallen into difufe until the middle 
of the prefent century, when it firil drew the attention of 
phyficians as a ufeful remedy in calculous and nephritic 
complaints, which difeafes it appears to relieve by its ad- 
ftringent qualities. 

UVF.A. From uva, an unripe grape The pofterior la- 
mina of the iris ; fo called, becaufe in beafts, which the an- 
cients chiefly diffedted, it is of the colour of unripe grapes. 

UVOLA. Columella. A fmall conical body hanging in 
the middle of the velum pendulum palati over the root of the 
tongue. Uvula is a diminutive of uva, a grape ; fo called 
from its refemblance to a grape. 



VCTNA. 
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"VTAG7NA. V..g'ma uteri A membranous tube which 
* begins between the lymphx, enters the cavity of the 
pelvis between the bones of the pubis and inteftinum rec- 
tum, and afcends to the mouth of the uterus. It is com- 
pofed of three tunics : the firft is cellular from the perito- 
neum, the fecond mufcular, and the third or innermoft ru- 
gous Between the two laft membranes a number of mu- 
cous glands are fituated, which fecrete the mucus of the 
vagina. 

VAGINA of the NERVES. The outer covering of the 
nerves. By fome it is faid to be a production of the pia 
mater only, and by others of the dura mater, becaufe it agrees 
with it in tenacity, colour, and texture. 

VAGINA of the TENDONS. A loofe membranous 
fheath formed of cellular membrane inverting the tendons. 
VALERIANA SYLVESTRIS. Officinal valerian. 
Valeriana officinalis of Linnaeus. The root of this plant has 
been long extolled as an efficacious remedy in epilepfy, 
which caufed it to be exhibited in a variety of other com- 
plaints termed nervous, in which it has been found highly 
Serviceable. It is alfo in very general ufe as an antifpaf- 
modic, and is exhibited in convulfive hyfterical difcafes. A 
iimple and volatile tincture are directed in the pharmaco- 
poeias. 

VALVES. Membranous folds, fituated within certain 
veffels, as arteries, veins, and abforbents, whofe office ap- 
pears to be, to prevent the contents of the veffel from flow- 
ing back. 

VALVC'LA. A dlminv.tive of vahe. A little valve. 
VALVfiLA EUSTACH1I. A membranous femilunar 
valve which feparates the right auricle from the inferior 
vena cava, firft defcribed by Eurtachius. 

VALVULE CONNIVENTES. The femilunar folds 
formed of the villous coat of the intertine, and fituated in 
the duodenum and jejunum. Their ufe appears to be to 
incrcafe the furface of the inteftincs. 

VALVC'LiE MTTRSLES. See Mitra/- val-vet. 

VALVULE 
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VALVOLjE SEMlLUNARES. See Semilunar valves. 

VALVOLJE TRICUSPIDSLES. See Tricufpid valves. 

VARICELLA. The chicken pox. A genus of difeafe 
in the clafs pyrexia and order exanthemata of Cullen ; known 
by moderate fynochia ; pimples bearing fome refemblance 
to fmall pox, quickly forming puftules, which contain a 
fluid matter, and after three or four days from their firft 
appearance defquamate. 

VARIOLA. The fmall pox. A genus of difeafe in the 
clafs pyrexia and order exanthemata of Cullen ; diftinguifhed 
by fynochia ; eruption of red pimples on the third day, 
which on the eighth day contain pus, and drying fall off 
in crufts. Species : 1. Variola difcreta, the diftinct fmall 
pox : 2. Variola conjluens, the confluent fmall pox. 

VARICOCFLE. A fwelling of the veins in the fcro- 
tum, or fpermatic cord ; hence it is divided into fcrotal va- 
riocele, which is known by the appearance of livid and tu- 
mid veins on the fcrotum ; and variocele of the fpermatic cord, 
known by feeling hard vermiform vcffels in the courfe of 
the fpermatic cord. 

VARIX. A dilatation of a vein. A genus of difeafe in. 
the clafs locales and order tumores of Cullen ; known by a 
foft tumour on a vein which does not pulfatc. 

VAS DEFERENS. A duct which arifes from the epi- 
didymis, and paffes through the inguinal ring in the fper- 
matic cord into the cavity of the pelvis, and terminates in 
the veficulae feminales. Its ufe is to convey the femen fe- 
rreted in the teflicle, and brought to it by the epididymis, 
into the veficulse feminales. 

VAS A BREVIA. The arteries which come from the 
fpleen, and run along the large arch of the ftoniach to the 
diaphragm. 

VASA VORTICOSA. The contorted veffels of the 
choroid membrane. 

VASTUS EXTERNUS. A mufcle of the leg, fili- 
ated en the anterior part of the thigh, which extends the 
leg. This mufcle is called vafui from its fize.

VEINS. Vena. Long membranous canals, which con- 
tinually become wider, do not pulfate, and return the blood 
from the arteries to the heart. All veins originate from the 
extremities of arteries only, by anaftomolis, and terminate in 
the auricles of the heart ; e . g. the vena cava in the right, 
and the pulmonary veins in the left auricle. They are com- 
pofed, like arteries, of three tunics or coats, which are much 
more flender than in the arteries, and are fupplied with 
femilunar membranes or folds called valves. Their ufe is 
to return the blood to the heart.

The firft cervical vertebra is 
called the atlas : it has no body nor fpinous apophyfis, 
but forms an arch which anteriorly furrounds the denti- 
form procefs of the fecond vertebia, and inftead of two 
f apei ior oblique apopbyfes there are two articular finufes : 
the fecond vertebra, called alfo epistropheus and d.ntator, 
Las an oJontcid procefs at the upper part of the body. 
The peculiarities of the remaining cervical vertebra are, 
their being much fmaller than the reft ; the fpinous pro- 
•"efTes being bifurcated, r.nd the tranfverfe proceiles hav- 
ing a peculiar foramen ior the paiTage of the vertebral ar- 
teries. The dorfal vertebrae arc uiili.igu'fhed from the 
reft by a dcpref£on ,;t t'.c fides of the bodies, and one alio 
in the points of the tranfverfe procelTes for the aitachnnnt 
of the ribs. The lumbar vertebra: are much larger than 
the dorfal, and the tranfverfe prbcefJcs have no depref- 
iions.

WINE. The fermented juice of the ripe fruit of the 
Vltis -viiufcra of Linnaeus. There is a great variety in 
wines: but as they have been principally confined to four 
forts, as fufheient for officinal ufe, we fliall confine our 
rations to thofe fpecies : viz. ihcvinum album bifpani- 
cum-, or mountain wine, the vinum tanarium, canary or fack 
wine, the vinum rbenanum, or rhenifh wine, and the vinum ru- 
brum, or port wine. On a c'.emical inveftigation all wines 
confift chiefly of water, alkohol, a peculiar acid, the c-.r- 
bonic acid, tartar, and an adllringent gummi-refinous mat- 
ter in which the colour of the red wine rcfides, and which 
i-, expreffed from the hulks of the grape. They differ from 
each other in the proportion of thefe ingredients, and par- 
ticularly in that of uikohol, which they contain. The 
qualities of wines depend not only upon the difference of 
the grapes, as containing more or lefs of faccharine juice 
and the acid matter which, accompanies it, but alfo upon 
circumftances attending the procefs of fermentation. New 
wines are liable to a ftiong degree of acefeency when tak- 
en into the ftomach, and thereby occafion much flatulency 

and 
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aad eruditions of acid matter ; heartburn and i 
p tins in the llomach from fpaftnsare alfo often produced ; 
and the acid nr.'tter, by paffing into the intcftines and 
mrxing %vit!i the bile, is apl rion colics or excite di- 

arrhoeas. S "e more difpofed to be- 

come acefcent in the fionach than others : b:tt as the 
■! which they contain is more confidera- 
ble than appears fenfibly to the tafte, their acefcency is 
thereby in a great meafure counteracted. Red port and 
mod: of the red wines hive an adftringent quality, by 
which the fire:- (tomach, and prove ufcful in 

retraining immoderate evacuations : on the contrary, 
thofe which are of an acid nature, as rhenifh, pafs freejy 
by the kidneys, and gently loofen the belly. But this, 
and perhaps all the thin or weak wines, though of an 
agreeable flavour, yet as containing little alkohol, are 
readily d'fpofed to become acid in the fTomach, and there- 
by to aggravate all arthritic and calculous complaints, as 
well as to produce the effects of new wine. The general 
cffe&s pf wine are, to fjimulate the ftomacl), exhilarate 
the fpirits, warm the habit, quicken the circulation, pio- 
mote pcrfpiration, and, in large quantities, to prove in- 
toxicating, and powerfully fed'atiye. In many dilerders 
wine is univerfally admitted to b^ of important fervice, 
;n<! efpecially in Fevers of the tvphus kind, or of a putrid 
tendency ; in which it is found to raj r e the pulfe, fupport 
theftrength, promote a diaphorefis, r.e.d to refill putrefac- 
tion ; and in inanv cafes it proves of more immediate ad- 
vantage than the Peruvian bark. Delirium, which is the 
cen;cr,uence of exceiTive irritability, and a defective ftate 
of nervous energy, is often entirely removed by the free 
ul'e of wine. It is alio a well-founded obfervation, that 
thofe who indulge in the ufe of wine are lefs fubiect to 
fevers of the malignant and intermittent kind In the 
putrid fore throat, in the 'imall-pox when attended with 
great debility and Jymptoms of pptridity, in gangrenes, 
and, in the plague, wine is to be confidered as a principal 
remedy ; and in almoft all c ties of languors and of great 
proftration of ftrength wine is experienced to be a more 
j, at< fnl and efficacious cordial than can be furnifhed from 
the whole clal's of aromatics.
